F Hiſtory wereas eaſily conceited and made uſe of, as (according to Baldys) 
it hath true proportion and documents for the government of mans lite , I 
ſhould hold itno fin , fo preciſely to preſcribe a limitation and bound , to 
ſuch as ſhould enter the Liſt , and conſult with example: for what more 
pleaſing to our ſelves, or profitable for ſocieties could ever befall us, then 
inthis Theater of mans lite , wherein Hiſtory aftordethall ſorts of Ators) 
to fit and learn prevention by other mens perils , and to grow amply wiſe 

by forraign wrecks? All which being traduced to our private uſe , we may either as partners 

in wharwe have paſt , or obſervers of future caſualties by precedent events, tie ages to our 
memories z and preventing our eſcapes, by ſtrvey of other mens fepentance, btiefly beger 
experience by fight , or foreſight of worldly caſualties, and form a mirrou: of forepaſled er- 
rors - to forejudge our future calamities, Bur forthar ir behoverh us to enter this worldly 

Academy the more prepared , the more that Hiſtorie js fraught and filled full with plentifail 

fruit - and whereas the difficulty and difference is alike, to yield an upright verdi& both of a 

mans own, and other mens life z neither may any man rightly examine another (how wile ſo- 

ever he be ) except in equal ballance be weigh his own imperfeftions : it muſt neceffarily 
follow on both ſides , that with the more wiſedom, and the greater obſeryation we ought to 
entertain Hiſtory , leſt our mind like the wind ſhould wander uncertainly , and onr devotion 


* ſhould prevent our reſolution, our eſteem, our knowledge, For as in an ample and well fur- 


niſhed and affluent banquet ; although ſome things , ( and they to few men) ſeem pleaſant ,

ſure, or without judgement , followeth his fooliſh appetite, in glutting himſelf beyond diſ-

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wherein they counterfeited the Emperour , yet retain his Royall and Princely manners : 
Some triviall and light witted, that make an Eclipſe of a ſhadow, make more of the embleme 
then the work q the habit then the Door : ſo admirable effets worketh Hiſtorie in mens 
minds, Now whereas it is the moſt exact and chiefeſt intent of Hiſtory to awaken mens 
idleneſs, and arm them againſt caſualties , and the waole bent of example hath no other iſſue , 
ic falleth out through mens ſecurity ( who ſuppoſe that their neighbouts perils concern 
chem not) that whatſoever is of note, is overſlipt with a deaf and fleeping judgement ; and 
things that memory ſhould beſt love, are loſt in her, Toconclude , there are ſome that will 
have every mans ſhooe fitted on their own Laſt, and tieall mens pens to their own pleaſares : 
for which cauſe, partly by reaſon of this ſecret, partly through this ill ordered , and confu- 
ſed and raſh method of reading, as of corrupt humors , ſa there is grown a certain K«xtfic: 
of judgement and reſolution - and as in temperate bodies in meat yieldeth very little profit ; 
ſo reap they no fruit or benefit by their reading, By this , good Reader , thou maiſt eaſily 
conceive , Fox a Hiſtory ought to be read: how mens lives ought in themſelves to be exami- 
ned : finally how equalla proportion is required in both, And truely in my opinion, the 
chiefeſt ground of this difficulty, is the perverſneſs of our judgements: which is the cauſe, we 
the rather reſpe& ourown inclinations what they are, then che true life and force of exam- 
ple, Furthermore, this is no leſs miſery then the former , that ſuch as write, ſer down ſuch 
things as are ated, not onely for our profit fake ,' but;to teed their own humours : and like to 
certain Archireds, (by interpoſing their judgements) do vainly praiſe ſome things, ſuppo- 
ſing thatour imitation ſhould be tied to their pleaſure where , it they performed what they 
ought to do , the Reader ſhould encounter with no ſuch diſtra@ions : but now'in like man- 
neras Cooks, who rather reſpe& their maſters pleaſurable taſte , then his profit; would God 
the Hiſtoriographer did not affeR flattery, It therefore appeareth that .in two ſorts (firſt 
in our own judgement z and next , to the prejudice of thoſe char write) we are circumvented 
in that they ſer not down ſuch eventsas pas in their owa nature, and as they are, For he 
that writethan Hiſtory , is the [aterpreter of thoſe things that are paſt - whoſe judgemenc 


being depraved , ic fareth with them as with the pureſt and moſt richeſt wine , which waxerh 
muſty by reaſon of that veſſel wherein ic ic inclaſed, or is by ſophiſtication corrupted : which 


is the greateſt folly , and moſt intollerable deceit that may betall men, They therefore who 
negligently undertake a Hiſtory , (or ſappoſe that life were to be paſt raſhly , and withont an 
exa@ obſervance of all offices ,) areno leſs deceived then certain countrey peſaats in the laſt 
troubles in France (of whoſe tolly I drew ſome example ) who attempting and entering upon 
a City nor far off from them , and lighting into an Apothegaries ſhop. furniſhed with all 
kind of drugs and dainties , and being allured by the | way odonrsand delight of the 
confeRions they taſted 5 and ſuppoſing all to be of the ſame Kind, deyagjad, taſted , and 
ſwallowed down every thing: whereupon ſome fell ſick of feayers , ſome grew phrenſie , and 
many loſt their lives to pleaſe their appetites z at leaſtwiſe, ke that ſcaped belt, gave occaſion 
of laughter to the lookers on, For as life, ſo hoy (ahe image of bfe) is fraught with 
pleaſure, and diſpleaſure; and only in theuſe life; the wiſedom of life con-

They have twelve Moneths or Moons , every third year hath a thirteenth Moneth of 22, 
dayes, and the fourth year hath a thirteenth moneth of 23. dayes. 
Before the Captivity of Babylon, they accounted the moneths ſacceſſively by x, 2, 3, &c. 
ſince their return they have named them rather after the manner of the Chaldees then

The ſacred or holy Sicle weighed half an ounce of any metal! whatſoever, 

The common Sicle of filver was valued at about ſome ſhilling ot our money, 

The holy Sicle of ſilver was valued at about ſome two ſhillings,

* The ſacred Drachme was the fourth part of an ounce, 

7} The Pound weighed twelve ounces, 

= The ordinary Talent contained fifty four pounds , eight ounces and a quarterof Troy weight 
in any Metall: yet it was not currant money , but a maſs made up after the manner of 
an ingot, 

The ſacred Talent contained one hundred pounds. 

Furthermore, note this for your better knowledge , that when as Fo/ephus quoteth the O- 
lympiades without any ſpecification of the years therein contained, he ofdinarily com- 
prehendeth the ſpace of four years compleat, 

Furthermore, where the Latin word Stadium hath divers fignifications amongſt both Greeks 
and Latins,(as the controverfie between Plinie and Diodorns Siculus may well teſtifie) and 
for that divers of our Engliſh Tranſlators have ſometimes called it a Stade,otherwhiles 
a Stound, and otherwhiles improperly, a Furlong ; I pray you in reading this Hiſtory, 
whereas any of theſe words occure,ſuppole them tor one and the ſame meaſure of ground, 
and according to the Greeks account ,( which I ſuppoſe Foſephus moſt reſpeed in this 
Hiſtory) conclude it to be either of 600, foot as theOlympique,that is of 120, paſes,or as 
the Pyrrhique, which contained 1000, foor, that is 200, paſes, As for the furlong,either 
mulriply him 8 times to make him a Stade, or aSan overſight in the Printing,let it paſs

Alexandria, did onely communicate that unto himi which was in our taw, Burt thoſe things 
that are found: written id the ſacred books of holy Scriptureate infinite, being-ſuch as con- 
tain in them, the hiſtory of five. thouſand years: in which'diversunexpeRed chances, (un- 
dry fortunes of war, and many changes of politick eſtates are diſcovered. In ſum, 
if any one have a defire 1o read this hiſtory; he ſhall principally learn and apprehend, thar 
all things fall out happily; and, beyond their expeRacion.tathgle men, who obſerve the will 
'of God, and are; affraid to tranſgreſs the Laws. of. his Commandements'; and «that God 
'hath prepared for ſuch the crown and reward of felicity., - Contrariwile, if they ſhall depart 
from the diligent obſervance thereof, that which is eafie ſhall;be. made impoſlible, and their ,7 
endeavours in their -opinion good, ſhall end in incurable calamities,.-.

city unto him, as in conſanguinity, Whereupon they reſolved on his dea:h and deſtruttion : angus 
and having complotted theſe counſels amongſt themſelves, and gathered in their harveſt, his qcath. 
they retired themſelves with their flocks, rowards Sichem,( which was a part of that countrey vich-m a fic . 
very fit tonouriſh and feed their cartel ; where they kept their flocks withour giving any *,** © # 
notice of their departure to their facher, Bur he perceiving that no man came from the herd, »v. 13, 14. 
that mighr tell him any tidings, being ſorrowful and careful of his ſons, he ſent Foſeph ro the

might incurre thereby, For (ſaid he) if before God and before men it be a wicked and de- 
teſtable thing, to lay hands on, and co murther a ſtranger 5 how much more hainous a crime 
will it be held for us, to be convicted to be the martherers of our brother 2 whoſe death will 
heap ſorrow on our fathers head, and draw our mother into great grief and deſolation 
through the lofle of her ſonne robbed and bereft from her, beyond the ordinarie courſe of 
men, For which cauſe, he prayed them to be adviſed intheſe things; and that they would 
confider in their minds, what thing might happen, if this child, who was fair, vertuons, 
and young, ſhould be done to death: praying them to give oyer this unnaturall reſolation, 
and to fear God, who was both the judge and witneſle of their deliberation intended againſt 
their brother : and thar if they would defiſt from this hainous a&, God would take pleaſure 
in their repentance 2nd reconcilement - but if they proceeded in their enterpriſe, he afſu- 
red them, that he would puniſh them like fratricides; fince nothing is hidden'trom his pro- 
vidence; whether it be committed in the deſart, or attempred in the City, For, whereloe- rhe aro we 
vermen are, there is it alwayes to be thought, that God likewiſe is. Further,that when they arid, 2277.

LAARY, participate, by reaſon of conſanguinity : and that it was their duty to think, that whatſoe-

Such was the water to the Egyptians, but to the Hebrews it ſeemed good and (weet 
in taſte, without any wayes changing the nature thereof, Hereupon the king (not knowing 
what todo, and ſeeing this ſtrange accident, and being afraid, by reaſon ot the Egyprians j 
permitted the Hebrews to depart, But no ſooner was this Plague ceaſed, but he preſently 
changed his mind, and would not permit them liberty to depart, For which canſe, God 


{ſeeing his ingratitude, and that he would not be warned, notwithſtanding he had delivered! 
im from the former calamity ) he inflicted another plague upon the Egyptians, He there- 
Fxodarg.6. fore ſent an infinitenumber of frogs upon them, that covered and infe&ted the whole coun- 
another P!2g* ereys and the tivers were {o packed and ſtored with them in ſuch manner, that they that 


drew water to drink, found it altogether infected with the putrifation of them, dying and 
rotting in the watersz ſothat the whole countrey was full of filthy mud, by reaſon of the 
frogs - 6s defaced and dyed on the ſame, They corrupted alſo their meats, mingling them- 
ſelves in their houſes amidſt their meat and drink , and creeping amidſt their chambers ; 
from whence an odious ſtench exhaled; by reaſon of the multitude of frogs that lay dead, 
Now when the Egyptians ſaw themſelves ſo ſorepreſſed with theſe evils , the King com- 
manded «Moſes that he ſhould take the Hebrews, and that he ſhould depart, And as ſoon as] 
he had ſpoken this, the multitude of frogs vaniſhed, and appeared nv more, neither on. the 
earth, nor in the water, but that they retained their accuſtomed nature, No ſooner was the 
earth delivered from this curſe, but Pharaoh forgot the cauſe thereof. and retained the He- 
brews anew : and ( as if he had a deſireto-experiment the manners of divers miſeries) he de- 
nied them that iſſue which before time he had granted them : rather enforced thereunto 
by his fear, than forward good liking. For this canſe, God once again rewarded his fraud, by 
chip. 3. 16, ſending him another plague : for a multitude of lice (warmed from the bodies of the Egy- 
Thech'rd ptians, whence the wretched men periſhed wretchedly z neither could they exterminate 
plague © lice, rhat race either by bathings or inunRions, The king troubled with this calamiry and fear- 
ing the ruine of his people, and bethinking him of the ſhametull end thereof ( he was con 
ſtrained to remit the better part of his malignity, . For as rouching the Hebrews, he per- 
mitted them to depart : but ( after the plague was appeaſed) he required at their hands, chat 
they would leave their wives and children behind them for pledges, till they return : and 
| ., by this means he provoked Gods wrath more heayily againſt him, in that he ſuppoſed to 
Ti: fowth elude his providence : as if it had not been God, who ( in the Hebrews behalf ) bad puniſh 
plague,vere ed them , but Moſes, that had plagued the Egyptians, For God filled their Councrey with 
mo « bea'5.  nany and divers forts of beaſts, ( the like whereof, beforethat time, had not been ſeen in.

children ſhould he left behind them, but God deſifted not to puniſh his wickednefſe by Ct- aft noe 
versand moſt grievous plagues, tar more tedious than the former, yea, ſuch as were diſperſed Ee 
over all thepeople, 

For their bodies were grievouſly tormented with ulcers, and corrupted inwarely: and C. , +. 
after this ſort, the greater part of che Egyptians periſhed, But when as the king was nei- #Þ<6fh 
ther moderated nor mollified by this plague , God rained down hail upon them ( which Jg8e ©* 
never before that time was engendred in the air of Egypt; and further fo great, or rather *, 
greater than that, which talleth to the Northward, neer tothe Pole Artique, in the midſt Th: 6x 
ofthe Spring ) and ſpoiled all their fruit, After which, an army of Graſhoppers devoured 411 P\cve: bore 
choſe buds and fruits which were unoffenced by the hail z fo that all ghe hope which the ET 
Egyptians had of their harveſt of fruit, was utterly overthrown, Thele aforetaid afflitions The (erent 
had been ſufficient co perſwade a man of the meaneſt wit ( except he had been areprobare ) P84 hail. 
co grow wiſe, and make uſe ot that which was moſt profitable for him, Bur Pharoah knowing _ C: 79. 14, 
the c2uſes of the ſame, enforced himſelf ro reſiſt God, not only through imprudence, but rhaeng v2 
for malice z ſo that voluntarily he betrayed his common-weale, He. therefore commanded. hopper 
Moſes, that he ſhould lead away the Hebrews with their wives; bur that they ſhould leave 
their ſubſtance behind them for a prey z in that they complained , that after all theſe cala- 
mities they had nothing left them, To whom Moſes an{wered, that he demanded an unlaw- 
full matter, by reaſon that they were to offer ſacrifice unto God of their prey, or booty. 

Now while the time was (pent in theſe conſultations, darkneſle altogether devoid of light "Ce, 
over-ſpread the land of Egypt, where through they dyed miſerably in cloſing their eyes, by rhe ping 
reaſon of the thickneſſe thereof, ſo, that they were afraid left che fogge ſhould choak them , pl:g»c, dart» 
which being diſperſed, after three days, and ſo many nights 3 Meſes ſeeing that Pharogh '*'** 
would not repent, nor let the people of Iſrael depart, he came unto him, and ſpake after 

this manner : As long as you ſhall reſiſt the Ordinance of God ( who commandeth you to 

(ufferthe Hebrews to depart ) therceis no means, whereby you may be exempted from theſz 
miſchiefs in doing that which you do, The king enraged at theſe words, chreatned him

ſuch matter, Moſes anſwered him that he would no more ſpeak unto him as touching this 
matter ; but that both himſelf, and che chiefeſt among the Egyptians would exhort che , ., 
Hebrews to depart z which (aid, he forſook his preſence, But God intending to expreſſe Pharoand:'- 
that he meant yer once more to plague the Egyptians, and to conſtrain them todeliver ihe 172 2%? 
Hebrews, he commanded Moſes to declare unto the people that they ſhoyld have their ſa- "IP 
crifice in a readinefle, and having prepared it the thirteenth day of the monech Zanthicus, Zanhicu a-

- nn ng, and in the two hundred and fifteenth year after Faco> was tranſported 1nto 
LAS Egypt the eighteenth year of Moſes ages who had Aaron to his Brother three years 
09: elder then himſelf; They carried alſo with them the bones of Fojeph, according as 
their depatwe he had commanded his ſons, But the Egyptians repented themſelves becauſe they 
our of Egypt had ſuffered the Hebrews to depart : the King alſo was very ſore moved; ſuppoſing, that I 
100 mac which was fallen upon them, had happened by Moſes means, and they all concluded to pur- 
-llzzi, ſueandfollow after them, They therefore armed themſelves, and furniſhed them with all 
_ — 12x their abiliments of war , intending to purſue them, unde: intent to bring them back, if they 
Hebrem, Might overtake them : for they ſaid, that God would no more be diſpleaſed againſt them, 
for that already they had given them leave ro depart. They hoped likewiſe very eafl] 
to bring them under ſubje&ion, becauſe they were all of them diſarmed, and wearied wit 
« bye which way they held, ard haſted themſelves 
conducted £0 follow them, although they knew the region was very hard to travell in ; not only 
Pact forthoſethat were to march in troop, bur alſo for thoſe that were to journey one by one. 
And therefore did Moſes condut them this way, to the end, that if the Egyptians ſhould K 
repent them of their diſmitfion, and ſhould haſte them to purſue them, they mighr 
receive the reward of their wickedneſſe, and the breach of their promiſe. He choſe this 
way likewiſe, leſt the Paleſtines ſhould underſtand of their departure, by reaſon they were 
diſpleaſed againſt the Hebrews, becauſe of an ancient grudge which they bare them, Now 
doth Paleſtine confine and border upon Egypt; and therefore led he them nor by the way 
that diredly leadeth thither, but he intended to bring them into Canaan, by condutting 
them far about, and thorow many calamities ; to the end, that afterwards he might lead 
them to the Mountain of Si»ai, where they might offer ſacrifice, according to Gods com- 
The Iraclies mandement, As ſoon as the Egyptians overtook the Iſraelites, they prepared themſelves 
"wn we to fight, truſting themſelves to the number which they had, and ſhur themſelves into a L 
Egyptian Place of ſecurity: for with them, there ſerved fix hundred Chariots, with fifty thouſand 
mulcirudes horſemen, and two hundred thouſand armed footmen, They had alſo ſtopped the paſſages, 
the Red Sea Where through they thought the Hebrews might eſcape, encloſing them betwixt unacceſ- 
£r04-14.46. fible rocks, and the ſea : on which place thereabutteth a mountain, unfrequented by reaſon 
of the dangerouſheſle of the way ; and by this means they excluded them from all hope of e- 
ſcape, or flight : for on the one fide they were ſhut in by the mountain, that exrended ic 
ſelf even to the ſea : and on the other (ide, by their camp, pitched and embattelled before 
theirfaces, to cut them off from the Champion, if ſo be they intended to flie that way. 
Seeing therefore that they were in no ſecurity, but were hemmed in by the opportunity of _ 
the place, and by reaſon of their want, could not endure the ſiege, and for that they could M 
not find any iſſue to flie from their enemies; neither, although they greatly deſired tofight, 
had they means to defend themſelyes, becauſe they were ined Finally, when as they 
- 11,13. Peiceived that there was no hope of ſafety left them, but only by their abje& ſubmiſſion, 
notupien 4 they began to accuſe Moſes ; forgetting thoſe prodegies , whereby God had forepro- 
elires, being Med them their liberty - and fo far forgot they themſelves, that after having ſtoned the 
encloſed -y Prophet, and through incredulity contemned Gods promiſes, they were reſolved to yield 
the Egyprians, themſelves ſubje to their former thraldome, For-they were exaſperated by the rears

and the lightnings tempeſted upon them, In brief , there was nothing that throughthe 
wrath of God might be inflicted upon men, which at that time hapned not unto el em, For, 
beſides all that which hath been ſpoken, and obſcure and dark night ſurprized them, in ſuch 
ſort as they were ali of them drowned , and there remained not one of them to bear back 
the ridings of their misfortune : That the Hebrews could not contain themſclves , ſuchjo ul 
they had conceived through this their unexpeRted deliverance , andthe total ruige of their 


CAL enemies : ſo that they aſluredly perſw2ded themlelves that they were delivered, by reaſon

H1S new and unexpedted deliverance of the Hebrews from their danger, was 3.04oia's 
not a little obſcured by the wearinefſe and tediouſneſle of their journey , for wart of 
which they endured ih their travell cowards the mountaiti of Sinai : by rea- "©: 
ſoni that the countrey was deſart, and inhabitable. deſtitute of vituals, and  ***" 
| wholly deprived of waters, and not only barren of that which ſerved for the 
B ſuſtenanceof men , but alſoevery ways deſtitute of paſturage and proviſion for cattel : for ir 
wasnot only dry, and utterlie deſtitute of water, but alſo deprived of all means to nouriſh and 
increaſe fruit, Now they were enforced to proſecute their way through this countrey,by reaſon 
they could not otherwiſe chufe z forhar they were conſtrained to bear with them the water 
which they had drawn before ſuch time as they entredthe Deſart, according as'their captain 
andconduRor had commanded them : which being ſpent, they digged pits;our of which they 
drew water with great difficulty, by reaſon of theſterility of the Countrey * and further , 
the water which they: found in thoſe places was bitter, and no ways fit to drink , and that 
which was worſe, very little in quantity, Travelling onwards of their joutney- atrer this 
TH manner, they arrived 'about the evening in a Certain place , which by reaſon the waters ah Ban f, 
chereabouts were brackiſh, they called Mara, that is to ſay, Bittermeſſe. There, wearied with -h dinervels 
their travell, and their proviſion failing themz they began to be travelled with neceffiry £x<415-13- 
ſo tha they reſolved to ſtay in that place z and the rather, in that they found a certain pi 
there, which although it were inſufficient to (atisfie ſo great an armie , yet for that they 
found it-in that countrey,' ir yielded'ther no little conſolation, © For they weregiven to un-

overthrown, and' drowned : and how, even untill that day, being diſarmed, they were by K 


Gods providence both furniſhed and fortified abundantly. Again, how often had deli- 
vered them from apparant death and danger, beſides all mens opinion 3 who being All, and 
always omnipotent, gavethem ar that time, no, not the leaſt ſuſpition of his aſſiſtance, For 
which cauſe, they were to ſuffer all things patiently, and to imagine with themſelves, that 
theſuccour, although it was deferred, was never too late, which was received before fuch 
time as the danger had prevailed : and foto think, that God contemned not their perils, 
but that he made triall of their fortitude and free love, to ſee whether they wereable and 
willing to abide the want of meat and drink : or rather, whether after the manner of bruit 
beaſts, they had leifer be trained in ſervile travell, ro the end they might be glutted like

Which when Moſes 
underſtood, he came down unto the multitude z who perceiving him altogether refreſhed with 
joy, by reaſon of thoſe promiſes which he had received; at Gods, hands, exchanged their 
doleſome lamentations into a habit of delight, He therefore ſtanding up in the midſt of 
eap.16.1;, fem, told them, that he brought unto them a moſt ſpeedy remedy for their preſent neceſ-

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CHAP. II. 
How the Amalekites and their Aſſociates were overcome, and how great aprey 


(ſoas the bruit thereof was heard in every part ) It came tO paſſe, chat the inhabirantsof 
that countrey were 1n very great fear: Whereupon ( ſending Embaſlages the one unto the 0- 
ther )they mutually incitedchemſelves to expel and utterly ruinate the whole Nation, 
Amongſt the reſt, thoſe of the countrey of Cotol, and the City Petra, whoare called IF 
malechites, a Nation very warlike, and more aRtive than the reſt ) were the chiet Agents in H 
this Expedition: whoſe Kings both encouraged one another, and whetted their neighbonr 
Nations to the Iſraelites deſtruction ; telling them, that a forrain Army, flying from the 
thraldome of the Egyptians, had invaded their Countrey, whoſe increaſes were not a lictle 
to be ſulpeRed; counſelling them ( before they had gathered head, and recovered more 
means, and acountrey to dwell in, and withall waxed more confident, by reaſon of their for- 
bearance ) to charge them-firſt, rather than to expe their increaſes, and ſo to oppreſle 
them; eſteeming it a better point of wiſdome, to repreſle their inſolency and forwardneſfe 
in the Deſart, than to expe& whileſt they were poſſeſſed of ſtrong Cittes, and rich means, 
For this ( ſaid they) is the part of wiſe men, torefiſt the upriſings and power of theiradver- 
fries ( and not toexpeR, whileſt by dayly exploits they moreand more increaſe ; and rather I C 
to p: ovide to prevent, than deliver themſelves from peril. After theſe Embaflages,it was de- 
creed by general counſell, That they ſhould endeavour to confront and aſſault the He- 
brews, Theſe determinations and deſigns of theirs, amated and troubled: Moſes very much, 
for that he expected no hoſtility, When therefore he perceived, that the people were af- 
frighted andamazed, to ſee themſelves ( being wholly unprovided ) to be changed by fo 
ſtrong and well furniſhed an Army, he re-comforted them, and willed chem to bethiak 
themſelves of Gods promiſes, who by his power had ſet them at liberty ; affuring:them , 
that they ſhould overcome all thoſe that made partie and head againſt them.,! ro deſtroy them, 
wiſhing them to- think, that though they. were inferiour unto their enemies in weapons, 
wealth, money, and munition, and ſuch like , yet ſince they had God tofriend, and ready'to K 
fight for them againſt their enemies, that they ought to conceive (ſuch courage, as if they D 
were furniſhed with far more than humane ſupplies, Alledging further, that they were not 
ignorant, how great an A ſſiſter God was, having had ſo often tryal of his: goodneſle in their 
greateſt dangers, whom both he knew to be an enemy to their enemies,: and favourable ro 
their proceedings : which favour of his, he moſt manifeſtly expreſſed, by his miraculous de- 
liverance of them from the hunger and thirſt, by yielding them free eſcape, when they were 
ſhut in by Seaand mountains: And that which ſhould moſt animate them to the fight and 
vitory at that time, was, . That after this plague, they ſhould want nothing thar appartained 
toa more commodious and peaceable like, Moſes thus having encouraged the people by: his 
_— - - we my him the —_ eos, and every one of them thac had the L 
ge of them; in private and publick'afſembly, commanding the. er-to 
the elder, and theelders to: be obedient to their Generd. But heyn co ak Src 
ger, and defrrous of fighr,: hoped that this conflict would prove the final end of their cala-' 
mity. For which cauſe, they inſtantly beſought Moſes to lead them forth againſt the ene- \ 
mie, praying him not to dull the alactity ofthe ſouldiers, by any untimely delay, Where 
upon. ( chnfing out among the whole multitude, ſach as were moſt fit for War ) ke choſe:

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G HA And as touching himſelf, ( after he had thus diſpoſed the Army, by words and effe&t ) he 
retired himſelf unto a mountain, committing the army to Gods protection; and Jo[nahs went hats 
condu&t, Then enconntred the Armies on both fides, and every one fought moſt valiantly; b:fore Chris 
neicher wanted there encouragements on either ftdes, And as long as Moſes lifted up his hn, —_} 
hands, the Hebrewes had the better againſt the Amalechices, Bat tor that he was unable 7 
continually to ſupport the ſame, ( and becaule he throughty percieved and obſerved, that as 
often as he held down his hands, fo long the enemies drove che Iſraelites to retreat ) he wil- 
led his brother Arox, and #ron his ſiſter Maries husband ) to ſtand on each fide of him, and 
ſuſtain his hands, and ſuccour him, for tear his forces ſhould fail him, Which when they 
had performed, the Hebrewes by main force overcame the Amalechires , ſo that all of them 

H B had been ſlain, if ſo be the chaſe had continued, and had not been cut off by the approach of 
the night, Ar thistime our predeceſſours obtained a moſt happy and neceſſary victory : For 
they had the upper hand over them that were embartelled againſt them, and aſtoniſhed and 
amated the nations round abour, and got great ſtrength and riches by their travel, For be- 
ing ſeized of the enemies Camp, they generally got great riches ; and particularly were all 
of them relieved ; whereas betore that time they had not neceffary nieanes to maintain 
themſelves. And this victory of theirs was the cauſe of their very great good fortune, nor 
onely for the preſent, bur alſo for the timeto come: For not only had they their enemies 
bodies under their ſubje&ion, bur alſo their ſpirits; ſoas they were feared by all the Nati- 
ons round about, And they multiplied both in ſtrength and riches; for there was a great v. xx.

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CHAP.vV. | 
Of the Fahernacle made by Moſes inthe deſart, reſembling a portable Temple. 


Ow when all things were prepared for this work, as gold, braſs, and woven work, 

Moſes commanded them to feaſt, and ſacrifice, each one according to his abiliry,and 

fer forward the building of the Tabernacle, Firſt of all therefore he meaſured the 

outward court, which in breadth contained fifty, and inlength one hundred cubirs, in ſuch 
manner as followecth, He raiſed pales of five cubits high, and twenty in length, from the 
oge ſide to the other, and ten in breadth in the hind-fide to every one of theſe pales or 
ts there were faſtned rings, the chapiters whereof were ſilver, ahd che baſes thereof 


B $0ld, and the lower parts of theſe refemble the points of a ſpear made of braſs, and fixed 


in the earth. Thorow the rings there paſſed certain cordsof five cubits length, which on 
the one fide faſtned in the ground with brazen nayles, of-a cubitslength; did faſten each 
of the pales, and defended the Tabernacle againſt the force of windes, Then was there 
2 moſt fine ſitken curtain drawn about the ſame, which hanging from the chapiters of the 
baſes, and inclofing all that place, ſeemed todifferin nothing from a wall, - And after this 
manner were the three fides of the incloſure arrounded, But the. fourth ſide, being of 
fifty cubits , was the front of the whole frame ; the door whereof was twenty cubits 
wide, having on both fides double bars in ſtead of poſts; and theſe alſo were of filver, 
except the baſes which were of braſs, and: on both ſtdes there ſtood three bars well faſt- 
ned; which were alſo hung round about with a Curtain of woyen filk : bat at the gate there 
hung a vail of twenty cubits long, and five _ woven of purple, violet and fine ſilk, 
embroydered with divers flowers, without any. figures of (enlible creatures : within the 
gates there was a brazen Ewer , with a foot of the famemetall , wherein the Prieſts might 
waſh their hands and feer. And after this manner was the incloſare of the Court, Inthe 
midſt hereof he placed the Tabernacle , turning it toward che Eaft ; that the rifing Sun 
might ſhine upon ir : the lengch thereof was thirty cubits, and the breadth twelve; the 
one of the walls thereof was towards the South, another towards the North, but the 
hinder part was towards the Weſt z and it was as high as long ; and on each fide there were 
twenty wooden planks fourſquare , and Joyned £5. con four fingers thick , and a cubir 
and a half broad , lined both within and without with plates of gold z and every boord had 
ewo hinges, which were put thorow the two baſes that were of itver, and in their (ockers 
received the hinges of the boords ; the planks of the Weſt-wall were fix'in number ,'and 
gilded both within and without, all of chem (o cloſed rogerher , as ir ſeemed tobe but one 
wall, But on both ſides there were certain boords nearly joyned rogether , which.in breadth 
contained the meaſyre of one cubitand an half, andin thickneſſe;, the third part of&hand 
breadth, and ſo made up thirty cubits z but fix boords made yp the nine cubits of the finder 
wall, to which were joyned other two boords cut half acubitbroad:, which they placed.

The ſecond Veyl equalled the firſt in great- 
nefſe, workmanſhip, and colour, and incompaſſed the five Pillars of the entry z which reach- 
ing from the top to the midſt of them, and faſtned to each of them by acertain Ring, 
eave acceſſe to the Prieſts that entred the ſame, Tothisalmoſt was there annexed on the 
out-ſide, another Veyl of like highneſle, and woven of Linnen, drawn upon Cords from the 
one {ide to the other, by means of certain Rings z which was ſometimes ſpread, and other 
times (eſpecially on the holy dayes ) unſprcad, leſt it ſhould hinder the peoples light - on the 
other dayes ( eſpecially ſuchas were cloudy ) it was ſpread , and ſerved for a coverture to es 
fend the painted Veyl from the weather, Sithence, that cuſtome hath continued, aſter the 
building of the Temple, that another ſuch like Veyl( as this) ſhould be ſpread in the en- 
trance, Beſides this , there were ten other Veyles , four cubits broad, and twenty eight cu- 
bits long, with certain golden hookes, enchaſed the one within the other, to the end to con- 
joyn them, ſo that they ſeemed to be one; which being ſpread, did cover the Tabernacle 
in the upper part, and the walles on the ſides, and behind, not extending to the earth within 
the compaſle of atoot, Moreover, there were eleven other hangings of equal breadth, bur 
longerz namely, every one of them of thirty cubits, woven with as great Arr of Haits, as 
the other out of woolz which covering all the reſt, extending co theeatth, reſembled the 
form of a Bed-chamber ; one of them covered and extended from the front, which being 
the eleventh, was. annexed to this uſe, Thele alſo were covered with certain Skins ſewed 
together, which proteRted the ſameagainſt the ſtorm and injury of the rain, For which cauſe 
to them that beheld it from farre, it ſeemed a thing moſt worthy of admiration, For the co- 
lours of the Tabernacle did in no other fort ſhine, than as if a man ſhould have beheld the 
Heavens, Bur the Veyles of hair and skins hung aiter ſuch manner, as that did about the 
entrance of the Tabernacle, ſer rorefiſt the force and out rages of ſtormes and tempeſts. 


CHAP, VI. ; 
Of the Ark, wherein Moſes placed the Tables of the Law, 


which was dedicated unto God, of a certain Wood that was naturally ſtrong , and 

ſuch as was permanent, and reſiſted corrupcion, This, in our native Tongue, is cal- 
led Heoron, framed after this manner : The length thereof was of five handfuls, and the 
breadthand height of three handfuls; and both withinand without it was covered with gol- 
den plates, and t had a cover fitted with golden hinges, equal on every fide, Aadto eve 
ſide in length there were taſtned two Rings ot Gold, driven and rivetted thorow the whole 
wood, and thorow them certain barres of Gold were thraſt, that whenſoever there were any 
need, it might be carried any wayes - for never was it born on beaſts backs, but the Prieſts 
bare ir on their ſhoulders. On the cover thereof there were twoſemblances planted, which 
the Hebrews call Cherubins, ( which are winged creatures, of a ſtrange form,the like where-

placed the Tables, containing theten Commandements, in every one five, and in every page 
ewoand a half,and this Ark hid he within the SanRuary.

not made of two pieces ( as having ſeams on the ſhoulders, and on the ſides ) but a long vall 
woven and left open in the coller, not athwart , bur long waies, from the breaſt ro the 

middeſt ofthe back, To it isa riband or hemme faſtned, leſt the opening ſhould be percet- 
ved: it is likewiſe open in that place where the hands ſhould be pur our, Beſides theſe ve- 
ftures, he hath a third called an Ephod ( reſembling a Grecian trock, that IS made after this 
manner.) It is woven of dive:s colours, intermixed with gold; in the micſt of the breaſt 
there is a ſpace left open(the ſleeves are made in ſuch manner,and all the reſt in ſuch ſort com-

Ephod, and to every corner thereof with buckles of gold, which are tyed with a lace of Hy- 
acinth applied totye them together with theſe buckles, And to the end the ſpace between

29x, and a Berill ſtone, In theſe were the names of Facobs ſons engraven, whom we eſteem 
for the firſt authors of our Tribes (every ſtone being honoured with a ſeverall name, ac- 
cording to the order of their bicth, But whereas theſe rings ( whereof before we have ſpoken) 
are weake, and cannot ſuſtain the weight of the precious ſtones, they made two grea- 
ter in the top of the Rationall inclining toward the neckward, being eminent above the 
texture, which might receive the golden chaines that were made, which mer at the top 
of the ſhoulders to be faſtned with the lictle chaines, the end whereof was crooked and con- 
veighed certain pipes, put thorow the rings, and were more prominent then che brimme 
behinde the Ephod, to faſten the Rationall , to the end it ſhould neither ſway this 
wayes nor that wayes, 'To the (ame Rationallalſo was there a girdle ſewed, diſtinguiſhed 
with the (aid colours and gold ; which comprehending the whole ; and againknir upon the 
ſeame, was ſuffered to hang downwards, And as touching the fringes, they were ſhut in hol- 
low loops of gold from the one end to the other, Now his hat was ſuch as the other Prieſts 
uſed, on which there ſtood another ſewed thereto, and flouriſhed with Hyaciathine : this 
after a triple order was invironed with a golden crown, in which there were divers veſſels 
of gold made after ſuch a ſort as may be ſeen in that herb which we call Daccarus, and a- 
mong the Grecian herboliſts , Henbane. And left any man that hath heretofore ſeen the 
ſame, ſhould be ignorant of the nature thereof, or rather knowing the (ame, hath nor ſeen

Fire, The Tunicle likewile of the high Prieſt Cemonſtrateth the Earth, forit is made of Lin- 
neg, The Hyacinth theweth the Pole: che Pomegranats reſembled the Lightning.,as the Bells 
the noy(e of the Thunder, The Sircot ſheweth, that the whole Wotld is compaſled of four 
Elemeats, reſembled in his four colours : ro which Gold is annexed ( as I interpret it ) for 
that Light is annexed co all things; Effen alſo is planted in the middle thereof, in ſuch 
ſort, as the Earth obtaineth the middle place of the Warld. Likewiſe, the Girdle where- 
with he is girt, reſembleth the Sea, which enfoldeth and begirteth all things, The two Sar- 
dontx ſtones ( ſer as Buctons or Loops in the high Prieſts Garment) fignifie the Sanne and

his vertues, and diſcovered his good affeftion, and reckoned up unto them, how many 
dangers he had faffered intheir behalf, whereot each of them gave ample reſtimony , de- 
claring the forward zeal and love they alwayes bare unto him ) whereupon he ſpake unto 
them after: this manner : The work is now brought anro ſuch an end as it hach pleaſed God, 
and hark been poſſible: for-us - and for that you know we are to receive him into this 
Tabernacle, we ought aboye all things to have an eſpecial care in the ele&ion of ſuch 4 
one, who ſhalt make ſacrifice and ſupplication for us. Touching my ſelf, if rhe” matter 
depended on' my' private choiſe, I ſhould eſteem no man more worthy than my ſelf co 
execute this Funion, both for that naturally men love rhemſelves, and for chat Ia 
well affored, how many travels I have ſupporred for your ſafery ſake, Bur God himk:

and bury chem ſumptuouſly - all the people wept, and were very much amazed ar this their 
death, ſo ſtrange and unexpetted, But Meſcs ordained that neither the father, nor his fons 
ſhould lament ; but that they ſhould rather make eſtimate of Gods honor , than of their 
own misfortune: for Aaron was already inveſted in the ſacred robe. But as touching Moſes . 
he refuled all honours which were offered him by the people, neither applied he himſelt unto 
any other thing but to the ſervice ot God : neither did he alcend any more up to the moun- 
tain of Sinai , but entred into the Tabernacle to take counſel! at Gods hands in thoſe things, 
whereof he had need to be informed, He demeaned himleltlikea private man, not onely in 
his apparel], bur in all other things, and lived very popularly , perſevering in that familar 
and ctvill courſe of lite, and challenging no priviledge above any man, but only in thoſe things 
which pertained to the adminiſtration of che commori-weale, 
Beſides theſe, he reduced under writing both the laws and ordinances as touching poli- 
cy, in due performance whereof if they ſhould live, they ſhould be both agreeable to God , 
and live without cau e of controverſte the one againſt che other, And all this eſtabliſhed he, 
following thoſe diretions, which God inſtruted him in, Bur now will I return and bend 
my ſtile co diſcourſe upon that which I have omitted-in the ornament of the high Prieſt tor 
this apparell of theirs leaveth not any occaſion to falſe Prophets, to execute their wicked 
impoſtures : and if there be any ſuch , as date intermeddle with that which appertaineth ro 
Gods Majeſty, this habit maketh them know, that it is in Gods power tobe preſent with 
the ſacrificers, at ſuch time as it pleaſeth him; and to be abſent when him liſteth : which 
God would have made known not only to the Hebrews, bur to all thoſe ſtrangers, who by * miracle of 
any occurrence might be eye-witneſles of: the ſame, For of thoſe ſtones whuch the high + og 
Prieſt bare on his ſhoulders ( which were Sardonixes, whoſe nature is ſo notorious to all men, Pri-fts «<t- 
thac it were unneceſſary to reveal it) the one ſhined at ſuch time as there was any offering , **** 
and that other which was faſtned on his right ſhoulder, ſhined very clearly at iuch time as 
God was preſent at the ſacrifice, and caſt his rayes afar off, thar it might be perceived by 
thoſe that beheld the ſame, both contrary to his nature and cuſtome : which truly deſerveth 
admiration amongſt all men , except thoſe who through contempt of Religion, do hunc 
after an opinion of wiſedome, Bur that which I will now ſpeak of, 1s more to be admiredat: 
which is, that by the twelve ſtones which the high Prieſt bare ( ſewedand enchaſled in his 
Rationall in the midſt of his breſt ) God was wont to fore-ſignifie vitory to thoſe thar 
were addreſſed to battell, For ſuch brightneſle lightned our of them, even before ſueh 
time as the army did diſlodge or enter $kirmiſh , that it was notoriouſly known to the peo- 
ple, that God was preſent and ready toaffiſt them : for which cauſe the Greeks making ac- 


- count of our manner of living , in that they had no power or reaſon to contradid it-, - have 


called that Rationall which we terme Effen ( moved thereunto by this expreſſe miracts 

which may not be contradited,) This Rational and the ſtone Sardonix gave over to ſhine 

rtwo hundred years before T began to write theſe Antiquities, by reaſon of Gods wrath 

which he had conceived through the breach of his laws ( of which-at another time 1-will 

more fitly intreat , and ar'this rime continue and proſecute my intended diſcourſe and pur- 

poſe. After the Tabernacle had bggn thus conſecrated, and that which appertained to the 

Prieſts was ſetin order, the people were: perſwaded that God dwelt with chem in his Tabers ey 
nacle, and began to ſacrifice and fing hymnes of praiſes, 'asto him that had driven far from ryomermag 
themall ſaſpition of evill , and from whom! they expected in time to: come far betrer '@nd-he princes of

So that notany one 
of his laws have been tranſgrefſed by the Hebrews, neither 1n peace ( at ſuch time as they 
lived to their content ) neither in warre, at ſuch time as they were afflited therewith, But 
I will now ceaſe to ſpeak of theſe laws, being reſolved to compole another treatiſe touching

N ces ( in that we have begun co ralk of ſacrifices, ) The ſacrifices are ol two forts: 1 MC 
_ theone of them is made for a private perſon ; the other for the people in gene- 

rall - and theſe are made in two manners ; for in the one, all is conſumed which 1s upon 
the Altar, which for that cauſe are called Holocauſts , that is to ſay, Burned, The other 
are of thankſeiving, and they are made with banquets of thoſe that ſacrifice. Burt firſt of 
all I will ſpeak of the firſt kind. The particular perſon that offered a burnt-offering, kil- 
led an Oxe, 2 lamb, and agoat of one year old, ( yet it is laiyfull to kill oxen more elder, } 
But all thoſe creatures which muſt be conſumed by fire , ought to be males ; and after 
their throats are cut, the Prieſts beſprinkle the Altar round about with the blood , then 
drefle they the beaſt, and cur it in pieces, and powder it with ſalt , and lay it on the Altar 
already charged with cleft wood, and flaming fire : then after they have well cleanſed K 
the ſeet and eatrails ; they lay them with the reſt; and che Prieſts take the skins. 
Such is the manner of a burnt-offering or Holocauſt, They that offer ſacrifices ofthank(- 
giving , kill likewiſe ſuch ſort of beaſts without ſpot , and more than a year old, both male

Ow will I onely reckon up a few things as touching the purifications and facrifi-

For he that hath 
ſinaed upon ignorance, offereth a lambe, and a ſhe goat at the ſame time, The Prieſt be- 
rigkleth the Altar with the blood thereof , not in ſuch manner as it is ſaid heretofore, bur 
the horgs of the Altar only : and onthe Altar they offer the kidneyes, and the reſt of the 
fat, with thelobe of the liver : the Prieſts carry away the skins,, and eat the fleſh within 
the Temple the very ſame day ; becauſe the law permitterh them nor to reſerve any thing 
rill che next morrow.: he that hath finned ( and that knoweth it in himſelf without the know-

The ſaid High-prieſt is alſo forbidden to approach a dead man ( although the other 
E Prieſts are not (canted of that liberty to approach their brothers, fathers, and mothers, and 
children deceaſed. ) Willing that they ſhoutd be ſimplein all kind of fimplicity, 
Helikewife ordained, that the Prieft which ſhould not be ſound inthe body,ſhoud bemain- 
tained, by the other Prieſts , bac in rhe mean time chat he ſhould not approach the Alrar, 
neither enter into the Temple : willing that not onely they ſhoufd be neat intharwhich 
concerned the divine ſervice, but alfo that they ſhould ſtndy andendeayour toberhe like 
in all the aRions of their life , ro the end that no man might reprovethem, For which cauſe 
they that, bear the habit of the Prieſts areunreproveable, and in all things pureand ſober, 
being forbidden to drink wine as long as they ware the prieſtly veſture, They wetewilled 
E alſora offer up entire ſacrifices, and no ways maimed, - Theſe Scarures did Moſes decree, and 
make dprigg his life time.

antient inheritance, He ratified likewiſe the ſame law in houſes that were bought in villages 
or cities. For if he that ſold , counced down the money he had received before the year were 
finiſhed z he compelled the purchaſer to reſtore him his houſe : and it he ſtayed till the year 
werefully finiſhed, the poſſeſſion and free purchaſe remained unto him that bought it. Moſes 
received this diſpofition of his laws from God , at (uch time as his flocks fed at the foot of 
the mountain of Sinai, and he gave them in writing to the Hebrews, 
CHAP, 
The Laws and Cuſlomes of War, 
Fter that theſe laws had been after this manner digeſted , Moſes addreſſed himſelf to 
A the affairsand laws of war ( fore- thinking him ot thoſe bartels which ſhould follow, ) 
He therefore commanded the Governours of che tribes. { the tribe of Levz.onely ex- 
cepted ) to take a preciſe view and muſters of thoſe men that were capable and able to bear 
arms ( for the Levites were ſacred and exempt from thoſe Fun&ions ) and the ſearch being 
made, there were found fix hundred and three thouſand , fix hundred and fifty fighting 
men, betwixt the years of twenty, and fifty. Butin ſtead of Levi hechoſe Manaſſes, the ſon 
of Foſeph, and Ephraim. for his Father Foſeph : for ſo much had Facob entreated at Foſephs 
hands, that he would give him his ſons, that he might adopt them ( as it hath beea afore- 
time declared.) Whenthey pitched the Tabernacle, it was planced inthe midſt of the camp, 
ihe dipofci- guarded and defenced with the tribes which were incamped three by three on every ſide, 
01 of thex= There wete certain wayes or pathes likewiſe laid out between them, and a market place was 
Ps quartered our, and ſhops for all ſorts of merchandize diſpoſed by order , and workmen and ar- 
rizans of all occupations, travelling in their ſhops ; ſo that to look upon it, it reſembled a 
City that marched and'encamped. 

The Prieſts firſt wereplanted next unto the Tabernacle, and after them followed all the 
community, of the Levites ( for there was a view alſo made of them accounting all the 
males exceeding the age'ot thirty days ; and they were counted to be twenty and three

preſence of the multitude,and rold them, © how God was incited and whetteJ ro take puniſh- 


& ment of the outrage which they had committed againſt him ; yet not (o ſeverely , as the K

faults tharwere paſt inthe deſart , he would make them Lotds of their enemies cities., Moſes 
anſwered them , that God'was not incited againſt them according ro the manner of humane 
weakneſs , but that he had given a juſt ſentence againſt them, - Ia this place itis nat to be 
ſuppoſed , that Moſes (who was buta man onely ) did appeaſe ſo many multitudes of diſplea- M 
ſed” men, but that God afliſted him , and brought to'pals , that the people were conquered 
with his words , ( having with divers diſobediences.pand by the calamities whereinco they +

with no leſle peril, to honour our Temple, and offer ſacrifice, yer could they nor obtain 
licence or permitſion to offer, in that by our laws it was not lawful for them to do it, and 
ſome other, without ſacrificing, ( otherſome the lacrifice half finiſhed, the reſt nor permit- 
ted to enter the Temple ) have returned back again to their homes, without finiſhing their 


purpoſes, chooling rather to obey Moſes law, than their own wills; yer being reproved there- 


in by none but their own conſciences. So much did the opinion once conceived of this 
man prevail, that he is eſteemed more thana man, who is ſuppoſed to have received laws 
from God, and to have delivered them to men, Of late alſo, ( not long before the wars 
of the Jews, during the Empire of Claudius, and 1fmael being High- Prieſt amongſt us) when 
as ſo great a famine oppreſſed our Nation that an Afar was ſold for four Drams, and there 
was brought to the feafts of 4zymes the quantity of ſeventy Cores, ( which make thirty 
Sicilian and fourty Athenian Mezdimni, which are two buſhels of ours almoſt ) ſome of the 
Prieſts were not ſo bold as to eat one grain of barley, notwithſtanding the countrey was 
in that extremity) fearing the law, and Gods diſpleaſure extended alwayes againſt finnes 
concealed, For which cauſe, we ought not to wonder at that which happened at that time, 
conſidering, that the Writings left by Afoſes, are in ſuch force, even at this day that they 
chemſelves who hate us, conteſs, that he that hath inſticured our government is God, 
by the means and miniſtery of Moſes, and his vertue, Bur of theſe things, let every man

CHAP. I. 


The fight of the Hebrews with the Canaanitts : and their overthrow ly them, 
without Moſes kxowledge 


 Hilſt chus the Hebrews paſſed their life in great penury and perplexity inthe De- 
\ ſatt,groaning under the burthen of their grievous afflitions; there wasnothing 
- thatmore diſtrated and diſtempered chem than this, That God had forbidden 
them to enter barrel againſt the Canaanites, Neither would they now any lon- 
gergiveearunto Moſes, (who perlwaded them to peace)but waxed confident in 
themſelves, that both wirhout his cond/u& and counſels, they might eaſily obtain victory over 
their enemies : andaccuſed him likewiſe, as if he ſought after no other thing, but that they be- 
ing daily preſſed with great wants . ſhould be enforced continually to depend upon his coun- 
ſels, Whereupon they embactelled themſelves againſt the Canaanites; preſuming with them- 
ſelves that God would ſuccour them,not onely in regard of Moſes,but alſo for that he had a ge- 
ner3l care of their Nation, ever ſince the time of their forefathers, whom he had alwayes held 
under his proteRion;and by realon of whole vertues,he had already granted them EY, Fey 
ſaid likewiſe,that if they would take the pains at that time,& endeavour themſelves,thatGod 
would alwayes fight with them : proteſting,that they were able to over-run the Nations, al- 
though they were but themſclves;ye2, although Moſes would endeavour to eſtrange God from 
them.In a word, that it was behoofeful.that all of them ſhould be Lords of chemſelves;zand that 
being recomforted & redeemed from the ſervitude of Egypt, they ought not to ſuffer Moſes to 
tyrannize oyer them, or to conform their lives to his will ; under this vain beliefe, that God 
had onely diſcovered to Moſes that which was behoofeful for them, by reaſon of theaffe- 
ion which he bare him - As if all of them were not derived from the loyns of Avraham, 
and that he onely were the motive of all, in fore-knowing the things that ſhould happen 
vnto them , by particular inſtruftion trom God 2 That even then they ſhould ſeem to be 
wiſe, if ( condemning his pride, and fixing their truſt upon God ) they would take poſſeſſion 
of the countrey which he had promiſed them, in ſpight of Moſes contradiQtionz who for 
this cauſe hindred them, ſerting the name of God before them - That therefore putting 
betore their eyes their necefſicy, and the deſarr, which daily more and more aggravated 
their miſery, they ſhould endevour themſelves couragiouſly to ſally out againſt the ene- 
my, the Canaanites, a'ledging, thar God would be their guide ; fo as they had no reaſon to 
expe the aſſiſtanceof theirlaw-maker, Art laſt, when this ſentence was approved by agene- 
rall allowance, they flock out in multicudes againſt their enemies : who neither affright- 
ed by their fierce affault, neither terrified with their infinite multitude valiantly refiſted 
them, who deſperately charged them : ſo that ( the better part of the Hebrews being flaia ) 
they purſued the reſt (enforced ſhamefully co turn their backs) even unto their Camp, This 
overthrow ( happening beſides all mens opinion) wondroufly dejeted the minds of the 
multitude, that they grew deſperate of all future good fortune ; concluding, that God had 
ſent and inflited that plague upon them, becauſe withour his counſel and favour they had 
enterprized the battel, But when wee perceived, that both his own countreymen were 
diſmayed with the overthrow which they had, and the enemy was waxen prond with their 
late viQory , fearing likewiſe leſt ( not content with their preſent ſuccels ) they ſhould 
attempt further , he determined to retire his forces back again. into the Deſart, And 
whereas the people promiſed thereafter to be obedient to him, ( being tanght by their 
own miſery , that nothing would fall ouc profperouſly unto them, without rhe counſel 
and conduct of their guide ) = diſ-incamping themſelves, retired into the Deſart under 
this reſolution, that they would no more attempt the battel againſt the Canaanites, be- 
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fore they received a ſign of their good ſucceſs from heaven, Butevenas in agreatarmy Mp ll | 


it accuſtomably fallech out ( eſpecially in time of trouble) that the common multitude 
wax head-ſtrong and diſobedient to their governours, ſo did thelikealſo happen amongft 
the Jews. For whereas they were in number fix hundred thouſand, and even intheir better 
fortunes ſeemed diſobedient to their governours, ſo much the more were they exaſpera- 
ted by their wants and misfortunes, both amongſt themſelves, and againſt their Governoar, 
For which cauſe, there aroſe ſo great a ſedition, as neither among the Greeks or Barbari- 
W hich chings without doubt had overthrown them ( bei

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A which was no le(s than a pretence to ſtone him to death ) had ſuccoured and relieved their dt- CR") » 
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ſtreſſed fortunes. Neither did God utterly abandon the care of them: bur although they were »,,,,

*kindred with Moſes, and who ſurpaſſe him both in riches and age, And if this honour ap- 
« pertained to the moſt ancient of the Tribes, that thoſe of Rexbexs loyns ought by right to 
« enjoy it, namely, Dathan and Abiram, and Phalal, who are the moſt ancient of that Tribe, 
* and the moſt powerfull in riches, Theſe things ſpake Chore, under colour and pretence of Alia Bataz.

Bur ſuch as were of the wiſer ſort amongſt them,. defired an end of the Seditions for 

they feared leſt the Common-weal ſhould be utterly. ruinated ; if the: Tumulr, ſhould pw: 
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A ceed any further, The multitude likewiſe ( being naturally defirous of novelty . and pro 
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ro ſpeak evill of their Magiſtrates ) were diverfly diſpoſed upon every occurrent, Moſes alſo 
ſent his ſervants to Abiram and Dathan, to ſummon them to appear ( according to the- cove- 
nanrs and accord) to attend he iſſue of the ſacrifice, But their anſwer was, that they would 
not obey him, neither that they would any longer permit that Moſes by his ſubrill/and (ni- 
ſter devices, ſhould ſeigniorize over the people, Which when Moſes underſtood, he took di- 
vers of the Elders amongſt the people with him : and being no wayes moved with Dathar 
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and his contumacy, he came unto him ( being willingly artended by thoſe who were drawn 2=*41 2nd 


to accompany him, ) Now when Dathay and his friends underſtood that Moſes with 'the No- 


bles came unto them, both they, their wives and children aſſembled themfelves before the 


Tabernacle, expecting that which would enſue, They came likewiſe guarded with their ſer- 
vants, who werearmed to oppole themſelves againſt Moſes, if ſo be he ſhould offer them any 
violence : But no ſooner drew he near unto them; bur that lifting yp his hands unto heaven, 
he cryed out witha loud voycein the hearing of the whole multitude,” and prayed: after this

Whereupon in a moment the earth cloſed _ , and the vaſt gaping was faſt ſhur , ſo as 
there appeared not any fign of that which had hapned. Thus periſhed they all, leaving be- 
hind them an example of Gods power and judgements. And this accident was the more 
miſerable,in that there were no one, no not of their kinsfolk or allies that had compaſſion 
of them : ſo that all the people whatſoever, forgetting thoſe things which were paſt,did allow 
Gods Juſtice with joyfull acclamations,eſteeming them unworthy to be bemoaned, bur to be 
held as the plague and perverters of the people. After that Dathan with his Family was ex- 
tinguiſhed, Moſes aflembled all thoſe that contended for the Prieſthood together, commir- 
ting again the ele&ion of the Prieſthood unto God , concluding that the eſtate ſhould be 
ratified to him, whoſe ſacrifice was moſt acceptable in Gods fight. For which cauſe the 
two hundred and fifty men aſſembled themſelves, who were both honoured for the vertue | Þ 
of their Anceſtors, and for their own abilities,far greater than theirs ; with thele alſo ſtood [| 
Aaronand Chore, and all of them offered with their cenſures before the Tabernacle, with per- 
fumes ſuch as they brought with them ; when ſuddenly ſo great a fire ſhone, as neicher the 
like was ever kindled by mans hand, nor aſually breaketh trom the bowels of the burning 
earth, neither was ever quickned in the woods, ſplit and born down in the ſummer time by 
a Sauthern brize, but ſuch a one as ſeemed to be kindled in Heaven moſt brightſomegend

ainſt their fins, but only on Moſes ſolicitation - and they were ſore aggrieved that Moſer 
( havi gue this maim unto the people , by the loſs of ſo many Noble men, that onely 
rough the zeal they bare to Gods Service ) not only had done them open wrong z 
ut that which was more, had aſſured the Prieſthood to his brother after ſuch a manger, thac 
thereafter no man durſt oppoſe himſelf ro purchaſe the ſame ; ſeeing how unfortunxely thoſe

when as likewiſe theſe ſix laſt had prayed, the fix firſt were to anſwer them, and confirm that 
which they had pronounced, This done, they pronounced maledi&ions againſt the tran(- 
oreſſors ( each one anſwering the other) inratification of that which had been ſpoken, He re- 
duced alſo under writing theſe bleſſings and curſes, to the intent that the memory thereof 
might never be ſuppreſſed or extinguiſhed by time: which healſo (being near unto his death) 
cauſed to be written in the Altar on the one fide thereot, in that part which extended it ſelf 
roward the place where the people ſtood, ar ſuch timeas they ſacrificed and offered burnt- 
offerings. Since which day there were no more ſacrifices offered in that place : becauſe it was 
contrary to law. This did Moſes eſtabliſh, and theſe the Hebrew Nation obſerve continually t 
and inviolably, even unto this day. 
3 Onthenext morrow, he re-afſembled all the people, themſelves, their wives,and children 
e likewiſe commanded, that the ſlaves ſhould be there preſent, binding them by an oath 
y ſhould maintain and keepthe laws, and that diligently tying themſelves to the will 
of God, they ſhould not ſo much eſteem either their kindred, or means, or perils, or any other 
cauſe whatſoever, as that thereby they ſhould be driven to negle& their laws, or depart from 
the ordinances thereof : but whether it were any one of their kindred,or any city whatſo- 
ever, that would ſeek to alter and diſturb the ſame, or ſtrive to weaken the eſtate thereof, that 
both in particular and in publick, they ſhould expoſe themſelves and endeavour to puniſh 
them : and if they ſhould fortune to take ſuch a City, that they ſhould raze and utterly deface 
the ſame and if it were poſſible, not to leave one ſtone upon another, but to deſtroy the 
foundation, But if they were two feeble to take ſuch a revenge, yer, that they ſhould make it 
known, that they were not conſenting totheir impiety, Hereunto the whole multitude ſub- 
{cribed, and ſealed it with an oath. Heafterwards told them, how the people ſhould know 
when the ſacrifices were agreeable unto God, and how they onght to march out to battel, 
taking a ſign of the ſtones of which I have fore-ſpoken, |

And that it ſhould come to paſs, that they ſhould not loſe this onely one time, bur alſo-very 
many times. Then did Moſes alſo exhort Feſss, that he ſhould lead his arm againſt the Ca- 
naanites, promiſing him, that God would be affiſtant in his actions; prophecying beſides, mnch 
good hap unto the people, : Since 
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vs A *© Since that ( faith he) I gounto mine Anceſtors, and that God hath prefixed this day and 
« time of my departure, I proteſt before you, that living as yer and ſtanding in your preſence, 

<T give him thanks for the care and providence, which he hath hitherto h 

aq *not only in propulſing your adverſaries, bur alſo in largely imparting his bleſſings untoyou, 


* care to reduce your fortunes to a better ſtate : And that which is more, it is he which hath 
« ojiven both the entrance and the flue; making uſe of me bur as his Committe and ſervant

for the one underſtanding of how worthy a Governour they were deprived, lamented the 
time to come z and the other were perplexed, becauſe they ſhould then forlake him, before 
they had ſufficiently taſted and made triall how great his vertue was, But how great the com- 
paſſion and complaint of theipeople was, a man may make conjecture by this that then be- 
tell the Prophet. For although he were aſſuredly perſwaded, that a man was not to lamenc 
upon the inſtant of his death ( in that it chanced unto him both according to the will of God, 
and the law of nature ) yet he beholding the affeion of the people, could not temperate and 
reſtrain himſelf from tears : And whileſt he was born thither where he vaniſhed out of their 
ſight, all of them followed him, wetting their faces and boſomes with flowing tears.

parted, who if they were ſuſpeted by the King as ſuch, as intended any detriment to the 


Common- weal, they might with little labour and purſuit be eafily ſurpriſed in their way; 


They hearing the woman ſpeak after this manner, and imagining no ſubcilcie nor deceit in. 


her, returned back again without ſearching the hoſtrie, Bur aſter they were buſied and cra- 
velled in the purſuit and ſearch after them every way, and tracking ot every path, whereby 
they might be ſuſpeRed to trayell cowards Jordan, and perceiving no fign of their flighr, 
they defiſted any further to purſue them. No ſooner was the tumult appealed, but Rahab 
calleth forth the Spies, and told them the dangers ro which ſhe had expoſed her {elf for their 
ſecurity ſake ( for had ſhe been convinced to have concealed them, ſhe might by no means 


have eſcaped the puniſhmeur of the king, bur that both ſhe and all her family had miſerably 
periſhed. ) She therefore required them, that at ſuch times they (ſhould be Lords of the 


 countrey of Cannaan, and had both the occaſion and power to requite her courtelies, that they 


would have her in remembrance. This ſaid, ſhediſmifled them ( to the end they might re- 
turn home again, ) Bur before their departure ſhe took an oath of them, to warrancize both 


her ſelf, and all that which appertained unto her, at ſuch timeas they ſhould become maſters 


of the City, and had deſtroyed all the citizens thereof, according to the arreſt and ſentence 


given againſt them; which ſhe knew would come to paſle, having certain apprehenſion of 


the ſame, by certain ſigns and tokens from God : whereupon for the preſent with many 
thankſgivings they proteſted, and for the future ayowed and (wore unto her, to acknowledge 
her kindneſſe not in words, but in deeds, At ſuch time therefore as ſhe ſhould perceive that 
the City was ready to be ſurpriſed , they counſelled her char ſhe ſhould retire all her ſub- 
Rance, and all thoſe that appertained unto her, into her houſe z and that before thedoor 
thereof, ſhe (ſhould ſpread ſome crimſon garment, to the intenc that the Generall perceivin 

the ſame, might inhibit the ſouldiers from pillaging ang ſpoyling her houſe: for ( ſaid they 

we will give him notice hereof ( by reaſon of that willing forwardnefle that hath been in thee 
to ſave our lives ) and if by misfortune any of thy friends dye in the combate, do not impute 
the fault unto us; and we beſeech God ( by whom we have ſworn ) that he be not diſpleaſed 
againſt any ofus z except againſt ſuch as falfifie their oaths, Having after this manner accord- 
upon the covenant, they let down one another from the wall z and when they were arrived 
in ſafety among their nation, they recounted unto them all chat which had happened fince 
their arrivall in the city ; Fofſhua hereupon declared unto Eleazarthe high Prieſt and the reſt 
of the Elders, what oath his Spies had (wore unto 84hab, who all of them ratified the promiſe 
they had made. But the Generall was penſive and ſore troubled, for that he knew not which 
way he might paſſe the river of Fordan,by reaſon that for the preſent it was very deep and 
wichopt bridges. For, before thattime there was not any ory.» built thereupon ; and if they 
would have built one, the enemy would have interrupted them : and further beſides thar,

Only Rahab and her houſhold ( who kept themſelves within her hoſtry) 
were ſaved by the Spies : who brought to Foſh»ahs preſence, he gave her thanks for ſaving his 
Spies, and promiſed her that he would reward her courteſies, and anon after gave her poſſeſ- 
ſons, and everafter held her in great honour, All that of the Ciry which the fire ſpared, the *. 
ſword conſumed. And Fofhx« pronounced curſes againſt thoſe, who would afterward endea- 
vour to erect that which he had ruinated : namely, that he that ſhould lay the firſt foundation, 
ſhould be deprived of his firſt begotteh on, and he that ſhould finiſh the work, might loſe 
his youngeſt fon; neither pleaſed it God that pectin ſhould be fruſtrate, as here- 
after it ſhall be ſpoken, Ac the ſurpriſe and ſack of this City, there was gathered an infinice 
quantity of gold , {ilver, and brafſe; ſo that no man brake the edi, or ſought any prey or 
lucre thereby for himlelf, Theſe ſpoils Feſus delivered unto the Prieſts to be laid upin the 
creaſutie, and afrer this manner was the City of Jericho deſtroyed.

theirs being accepted, they (@nt Embaſſadors unto Foſhu ( ſuch menas they thought to be 

both moſt capable and wiſeſt amongſt them in the affairs of Common-weale ( ro the intent ) 

to entreat a peace betwixt them and the Iſraelites ; who knowing that it would be very Can- 

gerous for them, if they ſhould ſay that they were Canaanites ; and that on the contrary (ide, 
they ſhould avoid the danger, if they proteſted that they had no community or a'liance with 
them, but that they dwelled far off from them ; told Fob», that ( being incited by his fame ) 
they had undertaken along journey, the truth whereof he might conjecture by their habits, 
for upon their ſerting forth their garments were new, and now by their long journey quite 
worn ( for they had purpoſely put upon them old raiment, tothe endit might be ſutable to 
their ſubtile inſinuation, ) Standing up therefore in the middeſt of the multitude ( attired 
after this manner ) they rold them that they were ſent by the Gabeonires,and the neignbour- 
ing Cities there abouts ( far disjoyned from that countrey ) to articulate and ratifie a peace 
between them, according as they have been accuſtomed to proceed in their accords : For 
knowing well that the countrey of Canaan was given unto them by the grace and gravity 
of God ( to the end they ſhould be maſters and poſleflors thereot J they were much rejoyced 
thereat, and required them to be received as their confederates, By theſe words , and to- 
kens of their garments, and imitation of their long journey, they per{waded the Hebrews 
to enter and accord an amity with them. And the high Prieſt Zleazar with the councell of 
the Elders ſware unto them, that they ſhould be reputed for friends and allies, and that no 
unjuſt ation ſhonld be enterprized againſt them ;, the | $4 gteotonn approved their oaths, 
But Foſuah encamping with his Army upon their confines, and underſtanding that the Ga- 
beonites dwelt not far off from Jeruſalem, and that they likewiſe were of the race of the Ca- 
naanites, he ſent for the principall and Princes among them, and complained and upbraided 
them of their deceit : whereunto they anſwered, that they had no other means to procure 
their ſaſery and ſecurity, apd for that cauſe ( and their neceſſity ſake) that chey had ſoughr 
their refuge thereby, Whereupon he called unto him Eleazar the high Prieſt and the Coun- 
cell of the Elders , who told him that he might not infringe che oath which they had made 
unto. them, but that he might _— them to ſerve the publick miniſteries ; whereupon 
they wete adjudged to attend on theſe ſervices: and by this means delivered they them- 
ſelves from their imminent perill, But for chat the King of Jeruſalem was ſore incenſed a- 


gainſt the Gabeonites ( for that they had revolted and ſubmitted to Feſws ) he aſſembled to- © 


gether the kings of his neighbour nations, to make warre againſt them, The Gabeonites 
—_ the danger they were in, and how the enemy was prepared to affault them ( and 
ow to that intent they had pitched their tents near unto a certain fountain nor far off from 
the City ) they required Feſ«s to affiſt and defend them. For their affairs were in thateſtate 
that they expected death from the hands of their friends: and contrariwiſe hoped for hel 
to be warranted by thoſe Hebrews, with whom they had contracted amity ( mewichianc; 
ing that they arrived in that countrey to deſtroy the whale nation of the Canaanites, Foſhns 
therefore ( haſtning onward with his whole army to give them affiſtance,and marching both 
day and night ) early in the morning charged the enemy ( at ſuch time as he way 
affaule) and having put them to flight, he purſued them by a ſteepy trac, which place is cal- 
led Berhora, where he knew that God had fought for him ( asir appeared manifeſtly by the 
thunder, lightning and hailthat fell at thattime, farre bigger than was accuſtomed. ) The

and attributing each part to his particular Judge, In theſe was there a manifeſt example and 
infallible teſtimonie , that Children are nor alwaies born like unto their fathers 5 bur that 
ſometimes of evil parents there are good Children bred; as contrariwiſe at that time, of a 
g00d father there were evil ſonnes begotten, For forſaking the inſtrufions of their father 
they followed a quite contrary courſe , and opprefled juſtice through corruptions and rewards 
and (wallowed up and ſurfeited in delights and pleaſures : they both contemned the will of 
God , and the inſtructions of their father, who had no other care , then that the people ſhould 
ſtudy to live well, and uprightly.

A ſecoud expedition of the Paleſtines againſt the Hebrews, 


OT long time after this, the Philiſtines aſſembled themſelves, and $arnered 
rogether great companies of men of war, with whom they aſſailed the Iſrae. 
lites, 2nd ſubdued all that which is betwixt Succoth and Azeca, where they en- 
camped, Sasl on the other fide led forth his Army againſt them, and encam 
ing himſelf upon a certain mountain, he conſtrained the Philiſtines to diſlodge 

from their firſt camp, and intrenched themſelves upon another mountain right over againſt 
that where he pitched his tents, The camps being thus ſeparated the one from the other, 
there was a valley that extended it ſelf berween both the Armies : Into this there deſcended 
2 certain man called Goliah, a Gittite, of hage ſtature, being tour cubits and a ſpan length 
in height, having his limms covered with huge and mighty armour z tor his curers which 
he bare on his back, weighed five thouſand ficles ; his helmet and pouldrons were of brafle, 
made fit to cover his maſſie members; the ſpear which he bare in his hand was no light 
Jaunce, bur he bare it on his ſhoulder , and the head thereof weighed ſix hundred ficles, and 
after him there tollowed divers men bearing arms, Now when he came betwixt both the I 
Armies, he ſtood up, and cyyed with a loud voyce, addreſſing his ſpeech to Saul and the He- | 
brews in theſe terms : Hebrews, what need you to hazard the doubttfull fortune of warre? 
Single me out an adverſary, and let us determine by our two hazards on whoſe fide the vi- 
ory and conqueſt ſhall fall z ſo that whoſeſoever ſouldier ſhall be oyercome, let his party 
be adjudged ſubje@ to their fides who have the victory : for it were better that ſome one 
among you, than the whole Army ſhould be brought in hazard, When he had ſpoken thus, 
he returned back to his own camp, The next day he came forth again and uſed the ſame 
words, and thus for fourty dayes ſpace ceaſed he not to defie the. Hebrews in ſuch like 
words, and under the ſame conditions : fo that both Sas and all his Army were diſpleaſed, 
and kept theraſelves alwayes ready and arranged in battell , alchough the fight was begun 
on neither fide. During the time that Sanl addreſſed himſelf to this expedition,he ſent David 
back-againto Feſſe bis farher ( contenting himſelf with his other three brothers, who ar that 
time ſerved under his Royall Standard ) where he intended his intermitted care of keeping MW D 
his flocks +.

After he had thus exhorted his ſon, and had communicated with him all his affairs, both as v. xo, ui: 
touching his friends, as thoſe alſo whom he thought worthy of puniſhment, he gaye up ha pare 
the ghoſt ( after he had lived ſeventy years, and raigned in Hebron a City of Juda for the , xn rope- 
ſpace of ſeven years and a half, andthirty three in Jeruſalem over the whole Nation, ) He ther wit the 
was a juſt man, adorned with all vertue, requiſite ina King that ſhould haye the govern- 77 
ment of ſo many Nations. For he was valiant beyond compariſon, and in thoſe barrels which 
he fought for his $ubjecs, he was the firſt that thruſt himſelf into danger, and exhorted his 
ſouldiers ro behave themſelves valiantly, not commanding them like their Governour , bpc 
travelling and fighting with them as their fellow-ſouldier, He was ſufficient both in know- 
ledge and foreſight, both how to except of the preſent, and how to manage his future occa- 
fions : he was moderate and juſt, courteous and favourable to thoſe that were afflied, and 
both juſt and gentle, which are thoſe ornaments wherewith Princes oughe to be beautified - 
and in this great authority wherein he ws » beſt not any waySawty , bur in re- 

{peR ofr:a's wite, Heleftas much or rather more riches behind him, than any-other King 
of the Hebreys, or other Nations had done. His ſonne Solomon buried him moſt Jefat in 
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' many and 


Jeruſalem , with all thoſe ceremonies which were accuſtomed in royall obſequies, ang a. g 
moneſt other things, he buried a great and huge value of riches with him : the incredible eſti. 
mare whereof may be conjectured by that which followeth. For one thouſand three hungreq 
years after, the high Prieſt Hircanws being beſieged by Antiochus ſurnamed the wicked ( who 
was Demetrius ſon ) and willing to gratifie him with ſome ſumme of money ( to the jntent he 
might levy the ſiege, and tranſport his Army ſome other! wayes ) and unable to levy money 
by any other means, he opened one Cabinet of the monuments of David, from whence he 
drew three thongſand talents, which he delivered to 4ntiohus, and by this means delivered 
the City from the fiege ( as we have declared in another place, ) And again along time after 
this, Herodallo opened another Cabinet, fromwhence he took out a great ſumme. And ay 
touching the Tombes of Princes, no man defaced them, becauſe they were moſt magnifi 
cently builded, for fear leſt they ſhould be eſteemed deſtroyers of Monuments, But for the 
preſent it ſufficerh that 1 have certified thus much,

fromwhence a man might eaſily paſs from the one to the other, Every one of theſe Cels 
had twenty and five cubits in breadth,and as many in lengrb,and twenty in height: and aboye 
them there were others builded : and others likewiſe above theſe of ike number,and dimen- 
fion: ſo that they were almoſt as high as the other buildings. Over theſe there were nobuild- 
ings; only this, they were covered with Cedar: Every Cell had his cover apart , and had no 
dependence onthe other roofs. The reſt of the building of the Temple was covered with 
long beams, mortized the one within the other, which ſuſtained the whole : ſo that the walls 
being in this manner faſtned the one unto the other, were the more ſtronger, To theſe beams 
were there faftned certainroofs of the ſame'ſtuff , which were curiouſly poliſhed , carved and 
gilded, The. walls on the infide were covered with Cedarplants ingermixed with gold : {0 
that all the Temple ſhined , and the burniſhc gold lightned , and dazeled cheir eyes that en-

with Cedar-planks, tied together with ſtrong chains ro fortifie and ſtrengthen the ſame. The 
Temple inwardly was divided into tivo parts , the one whereof contained the SandFum ſ.nit- 
rum , of twenty cub ts ( which was unacc<ffivle) the 7eſt of the ſpace of fourty cubits was 
conſecrated to the uſe of the Prieſts. And in the midſt of the wall made he two gates of Ce- 
dar, inriched with ſtore of gold, and divers curious carved works , and hung them with tipes 


ſtrie : wherein were embroidered divers flowers of hyacinch, purpl2, and {carlet entermingled y 


with moſt pure, white, and celicate linen. He placed alſo npon che =_ of hotteſt (which was 
twenty cubits broad, and as many long)two Cherubins of maſſie gold , each one five cubirs 
high, and each of them had two wings that were ſpread five cubits broad , by which means 
they were not far diſtant the one from the other, but that the one of their wings touched 
the Southern wall of the ſacred place, and the other the Northern wall : the other wings thar 
touched one another , ſerved for a cover for the Ark which was placed between them both, 
Buc what the figure of the Cherubins was , it is impoſſible to expreſs: he made the pavement 
of the Temple allo, of plates of beaten gold, To the gate of the Temple he allo taſtned con- 
venient doors twenty cubits high , anſwerable in height to the wall, and covered with plates 
of gold. In a word , he left not one place either within or without the Temple, that was not 
garniſhed with gold : he likewiſe adorned the outſide of the gates as he had done the inſide, 
But the gate of the porch had no ſuch ornament, After this,So/omon lenc unto Hiram King of

Tyre for one who was a cunning workman , called #ra , the Son of a woman of the line of 


Nephtali, and of #rias the Ifraelite. This man had great knowledge in all kind of works, but 
his eſpecial excellency was in working gold, filver and brals , who made all that which co- 
vered the Temple according as the King commanded, He made two pillars of braſs , four 
fingersthick , and eighteen cubits high , and twelve in the circumference ; on the chapcers of 
each of them , heplanted a founded lilly, of five cubits in height , which he invironed with 
certain grates made of braſs after the manner of enterlaced nets which covered che lillies on 
each fide, on which there hung down two hundred Pomegranats in two ranks. Thee pillais 

laced he in the entrance of the porch, the one on the right hand called Jachin, the ocher on 
theleſt called Boz. He founded alſo the brazen Sea made after the manner of a Hemi/phear, 
and this veſſel was called the Sea, by reaſon of the hugeneſs thereof. For it was a laver that

There were four little pillars ſquare, and ereQed at every corner one,ll 
which the ſides of the baſes were adjoyned , and divided into three ſorts, according to the 
place diſtinguiſhed berween the joynts ; with Images , herea Lion, there a Bull, and in ano- 
ther place an Eagle, The pillars likewiſe were adorned with the ſame ingraving : and all this 
whole work hung upon four wheels, which were made of caſt work , which had certain naves 
or ſpoaks a cubit and a half in the Diameter : and it was a wonderful thing to ſee the circum- 
ferences of them , how cunningly they were wrought, and properly ſetled to the ſides of the 
baſes by their naves, or ſtrakes. They were thus made : the corners or angles on the uppe! 
part were ſuſtained by certain ſhoulders made after the manner of extended hands, on whuch 
was there placed a (pire, to which the laver was faſtned, being upheld by the paws of a Lioth 
and an Eagle, which were faſhioned and ſo properly united , that they that beheld them) 
would have ſuppoſed them rather to be natural creatures then otherwiſe : and betwixt 
them alſo there were certain Palm-trees figured, Such was the compoſition of the tell 
lavets.

CEE" gypt: by which means he was exceffively overcome by them , infomuchas he foflowed thei 
examples, and was forced to give a teſtimony ot the good will and extreme affeQion tut 
he bare them, in ordering his lite according to the faſhion of their Countries, As therefor 
he increaſed in years , and his judgement grew weak , he was in fuch ſort miſ-led , thathe]

From whence making excurſions into the lands of the Iſraelites, he ſpoiled and pillaged rhe 
ſame , during Solomons life time, Thus were the Hebrews enforced to ſuſtaine. thoſe out- 
rages at Aders hands, 

Moreover. certain man called Feroboams the ſon of Nebat, by nation a Jew,rebelled againſt v. 26, ad 5. 
Solomon , and raiſed his hopes above his eſtate , perſwaded thereunto by a Propheſte that con- argon 
cerned him,and incited him unto the aRion. For being left very young by his father , and Sotomcn, 
carefully inſtruted by his mother, as ſoon as Solomon perceived lim to be of a noble and 
couragious ſpirit , he made him Commiſlary over the building of the walls , at ſuch timeas he 
immured and fortified Jeruſalem. Jn this office he behaved himſelf ſo well, that the King 
thought very well thereof , and in way of recompence , gave him the eſtate of General over 
the tribe of Foſeph, Towards which, whileſt he traveiled trom Jeruſalem, a certain Propher + 
met him upon the way (who was of the City of Silo , called Achias) who approaching near p,,zhcr fore-

With Fereboany was very much contenred,and invited the Prohe to dine With him, Buc 74404 
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within the City , becauſe God had prohibited him : furthermore he told him, that it was nor 
lawful for him to returnthe ſame way that he came, Butthe King admiring at the continen- 
cie of theman , began the more ſeriouſly to ſuſpe his eſtate , and (conjeRuring by thoſe 
things which he had both ſeen and heard ) he divined the aſſured diſaſter of his eſtate and 
fortunes, There dwelt in that City a certain falſe Prophet , whom Fero/oams held in great 
honour , (in that he ſoothed him up in whatſoever was beſt pleaſing to his eares) This man 
at that time lay ſick upon his bed, being faint through age, and when he was informed by his 
ſon that there was a Prophet come trom Jeruſalem, and what wonders he had wrought, 
and how Fereboam by his prayers recovered again his withered hand ; he fearing leſt the King 
ſhould make more account of this ſtranger , then of himſelf , commanded his ſons preſently yÞ 


ro ſaddle his Aſs, and to have him in a readineſs againſt his departure, Which when they Þ B 


bad haſtily performed, he mounted thereon , and went after the Prophet , whom he over- 
took, where he reſted himſelf under athick ſhadowie Oak; and upon the firſt encounter , (4 
luted him, and afterwards expoſtulated with him, for that he had not viſited him, neither ac- 
cepted of that hoſpitality which he willingly would have afforded him. Fadoz anſwered him, 
that God had interdited and charged him not to taſte any kinde of ({uſtenance in any mans 
houſe that dwelt within the City, Truly , ſaid the other , with me thou mighrteſt ear for 
I alſo am a Prophet , and honour the ſame God that thou doeſt : and now alſo come I unto 
thee by his commandement , to conduct thee back again into my houſe, and to entertain 
thee with a friendly dinner. Theſe words of the falſe Prophet made Fadon credulous , ſo that | 
he turned back again with him, Bur as they ſate at their banquet , and were making merry 
together , God appeared unto Fadon , and (aid unto him , that fince he had broken his com 
mandement , he ſhould ſuffer puniſhment for the ſame - and withal expreſſed unto him the 
manner : which was, that in his return homewards, he ſhould be torn in pieces by a Lion; 
and that he ſhould not be buried in the monument of his fathers. This thing hapned in my 
opinion by the will of God,to the intent that Feroboam ſhould not reſpe& Fadons words,who 
had been found a lyer, As therefore Fadon returned back to Jeruſalem, a Lion met him on 
the way., and tore him in pieces from his Aſs and flew him, yet offered he no violence to the 
Aſs that bare him ,- which he preſerved with the body of the Prophet, ſtanding faſt by the 
ſame, until ſuch time as certain paſſengers beholding the ſpe&acle , brought news thereof x 
into the Townunto the falſe Prophet, who ſent his ſonnes to bring back the body : which by 
their aſſiſtance he honourably buried , charging them that after his death they ſhould bury 
his body by him , aſſuring them that all that which he had prophecied againſt that City, 
againſt the Altar , the Prieſts , and falſe Prophets was very true, And as rouching himſelf, 
he commanded' that after his deceaſe they ſhould bury him by him, becauſe that being 
buried with him, there might no difference be made betwixt their bones , and his tomb might 
be the more honoured, When as therefore he had. interred the Prophet and given his 
ſon theſe things in charge (being other wayes a moſt wicked and impious man) he ad 
drefled himſelt unto Feroboam, and ſaid unto him: Why art thou troubled at the words of 
this mad man? *© The King told him all that which had hapned about the Altar , and his | 
* hand, and aſſured him that he accounted him a true and divine Prophet , and one ſent b 
* God, But the falſe prophet began moſt maliciouſly to overthrow his opinion , and diſgul 
* thetruth of that which hapned,by his perſwaſive words, For heinforced himſelf to inter, 
*« that his hand wasaſtoniſhed through the travel he had taken in bearing the ſacrifices, and 
© after that he had a lirtle reſted, that it came into his own natural eſtateagain: and that the 
* Altar being freſhly built , and divers great ſacrifices loaded thereupon, it cleft in twain, and 
** fell down through the weightineſs of the charge, Conſequently he declared unto him the 
&© death of him, that had foretold theſe ſigns that were to come, and how he had been (lain 
* by a Lion : for which cauſe he perſwaded him to think that he in no ſort was a Prophet, 
© neither any wayes pertaking with the truth of prophecy, By ſuch like allegations he made \ 
the King believe chat which he (aid z and having wholly diſtra&ed his thoughts from God 
and/good works, and obſervation of Gods laws , he drew him to all wickedneſs and impiety : 
by which a&t of his he outraged God , and offended his laws , and ſought daily after no other

' came and made war againſt eAchab. Who being far inferiour to him in forces, came 
not out into the open field to bid him batrel , bur cloſing up his ſouldiers in his ſtrongeſt 
Cities, he himſelf retired into Samaria ( which was begirt with a very ſtrong wall , and ge- 
nerally very hard to be ſurprized.) For which cauſe the Syrian (taking his army with him) 
reſorted to Samaria, and encamping before the ſame , intended to ſcale and batter the City, 
The Syrians But firſt of all he ſent a Herald to Achav , to require him to give audience to his Embaſſy: 
embaſſage to Ours which he would ſend unto him , by whom he ſhould be certified what his reſolution 
Achab, was, As ſoon 3s the King of Iſrael had granted them free acceſs, the Embaſſadours came , and 
(according to the Kings cireQions; required that Achabs goods, his children and wite ſhould 
be at Adads commmand : which it he would confeſs , and ſuffer him to ſeize fo many as belt 
liked him,he would levie the ſiege, and batter the City nomore, Achab gave the Embaſſq- 
dours commiſſion to certifie the King of Syria,thar both himſeif, and all whatſoever was his, 
was at his command. LUipon which anſwer the King ſent a ſecond meſſage unto Achab, en- 
joyning him the next day to admit ſuch of his ſervants as he ſhould ſend unto him , to ſearch 
his royal Palace, and the houſes of his friends and kinſmen, and take trom thence that which 
was beſt liking , and in greateſt eſtimate with them , and leavethereſt with him whereof chey 
made leſt reckoning, 

Achab amazed at this ſecond Embaſlage of the King of Syria , aſſembled his people, and 
certified them , thathe was ready to deliver up into the enemies hands his wives and chil- 
dren, for their ſafety and repoſe ; and to abandon all that likewiſe which was in his poſſeſſion, 
(for that the Syrian had demanded no leſsat his hands in his firſt Embaſlage :) But that noy

Aſles head was ſold in Samaria for eighty pieces of ſilver, and a meaſure of pigeons dang at 
five pieces of ſilver, which they uſed in ſtead of ſalt : neither was there any ching that more 
troubled the King , then that he feared leſt ſome one conſtrained by famine, ſhould deliver 
or betray the City unto the enemy, Por which cauſe he evety day watked the round _ 
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the walls , and viſited the Centinels of the City, for feare leſt any one ſhould lie hidden with. 


the means toexecute the ſame ſhould be taken from him, And whereas a certain woman 


that ſhe asked him ſome meat , began toraile on her , telling her that he had neither grange 
nor preſs whereby he might any wayes ſupply her neceſſity. 

The woman anſwered him, that (he had no need thereot , and that ſhe was not troubles 
for want of food , but onely defired that he would determine a debate betwixt her and Þ

As tor my (eli (ſaid ſhe) I have firſt of all ſtrangled mine,and 
we have both of us yeſterday eaten thereof :. but now ſhe will nor do the like, but breaketh 
the accord betwixt us, and concealeth her childe, 1o- am was grievouſly tormented to heare 
theſe words , and rent his garments , and cried out witha loud voice , and afterwards wholly 
enraged againſt the Prophet , he deviſed in his heart to put him to death, becauſe he prayed 
notunto God to grant him means to eſcape thoſe evils that invironed them round about: 
ſo that he ſent a man preſently to cut off his head z who prepared himſelt with all expedition 
tothe ſlaughter, But Elizews was not i£norant of this reſolution of the Kings : for fitting at 
home with his diſciples in his houfe , he told them that 7oram the murtherers ſon ſent a man 
to take away his head : but (ſaid he) when as he that hath the matter in charge ſhall come hi. 
ther, ſuffer him not toenter, but make him attend and ſtay at the gate ; tor the King wil 
follow him , and will re{ort to mein his own perſon , havingaltered hisreſolution : and they 
according as they were commanded ſhut him out of the doors whom the King had ſent, loran 
repenting himſelfe of that diſpleaſure which he had conceived againſt the Prophet, and fer 
ing leſt he that had the commiſſion to mutther him ſhould ſpeedily execute the ſame , haſted 
himſelf all that he might to hinder the ſlaughter, and ſave Z;Fews, When as therefore he 
came into his p;eſence , he accuſed him, for that he had not belought God to deliver then 
from thoſe many eviis which they ſuffered ; conſidering that he himſelfe was an eye- witneſs, 
they were miſerably contumed by them, Elizeus promiſed him the next day ( about the D 
ſame honre that the King came unto him ) that he ſhould have fo great aboundance 
victuals , that rwo meaſures of barley ſhould be ſold in the market for a ficle, and a meaſure 
of flower for a (icle, 

By theſe words of bis , the King with all his attendants were wonderfully comforted , and 
made no difficulty to beleeve the Prophet . becauſe that before-time they had been aſcer- | 
tained by their experience ot the truth of his prophecies ; and the expeRation of this day, 
was the cauſe that the neceſſity and miſery of the preſent was more patiently endured, But 
a certain friend of the Kings ,. and the Governonr of the third part of his army ( on whoſe 
ſboulder the King at that time hapned familiarly to leane ) ſpake unto him after this manner: 
* Prophet , thou telleſt us incredible matters : for as it is impofſible that God ſhould raine 

« down heaps of barly and lower from heaven , ſo cannot that which thou ſpeakeſt come 
& to pals, To whom the Prophet replied : Thou thy ſelfe (ſaid he) ſhalt ſee the iſſue hereof, 
but ſhale pertake no part thereof, W hich prediction of his had a moſt certain effec , accot- 
ding as hereafter it appeareth, | 

Ic was a cuſtome in Samaria, that they that were defiled with a leprofie , ſhould live withe 
out the City walls, for fear leaſt their converſation might infeR others: and at that time 
alſo there were ſome who for this cauſe had their dwelling without the gate. Theſe, for that 
(by reaſon of the extreme famine that reigned within the City ) they received no reliefe or 
ſuſtenance out of the ſame , and whether they had licence to retura into the City , or whe

For thus cauſe, and for that they of Tyre did notobey him, he drew his army forth once nay 
againſt them; and he was furniſhed by the Phenicians with fixty ſhips, and eight hundred rope. 
The Tyrians charging their ſhips with twelve of their weſels, eventhrew the Navy uf the Afſyring, 
8nd took about five hundred men priſoners : which att of theirs, wonderfully increaſed their bongw, 
Bus the King of Aſsyria returning back again, plamed a garriſon upon the river, and fortified th 
fountain-beads, to the intent the Tyrians might draw no water, which a6 of bis ( continuing forth 
ſþ ace of five years ) they were inforced'to find and dig new fountains ts ſuſtain themſelves, 

Theſe things are written in the Regiſters of the Tyrians-themſelves, as alſo the exploin 
of the king of Aſſyria againſt them, Bur theſe Chutheans from the Region of Churt, which 
is in Perſia, ( where there is a River of thatname ) for that they were in five nations, 
brought with them each of them the god whom they honoured in their nation, to the num 
ber of five gods, whom they ſerved after the manner of their countrey. Whereupon there 
and ſupreme God was grievouſly diſpleaſed , and provoked againſtthem , for a plagueſdl 
amongſt chem, that conſumed them in ſuch (orc, that they could find no remedy, uacill ach 
time as they had notice that it behoved them to adore the great God, and that therein cow 
fied their ſafety, - They therefore ſent uato the king of Aſſyria, requiring him to ſend then 
Prieſts from amongſ the I{raelices, whom he had led away priſonersin war. Which done, 
they learning the law, and the manner of Gods ſervice by them, began very diligently © 
obſerve both : by which means the plague ceaſed ſyddenly. And now even uato this day 
continue they in the ſame Religion, and are called by the Hebrews, Chutheans, and Samar» 
tans by the Greeks, Theſe as often as they find the Jews in proſperity, call them their couſins 
( according to the variety and changes of time ) bur if they perceive their fortunes co be an 
the declining hand, then abjure they conſanguinity, and renounce any lawtull age, i © 
amity, and fay that they were planted in the countrey, and drawn thither from a forrain Nv | © 
tion, But in time and place convenient, we will ſpeak of them more amply, x

» nach-rib King of Aſſyria drew forth a huge Army againſt him, and ſur- ci of Judza. 
prized all the'Cities of Fuda and Benjamin by ſtrong hand. To him Eze- 
chias {entEmbaſſadors, promiſing him obedience, and ſuch a tribare, as it 
ſhould pleate bim to impoſe, W hen Senacherib had heard and confideted 
upon 'the Embaſſadors inſtrotjons, he reſolved on peace, and accepted 
Ezechias offer. promiſing that he would depart in peace, as ſoon as he had : 
received three hundred talents of filyer, and thirty calents of gold-: ſweating an oath anco I" ah of 
the Embaſſidors, that under theſe condittons he would depart awiy wichout offering any "nd his befactl 
outrage. Ezechias giving credit to theſe words of his, emptied the rreaſuries, and fent the thereof. 
prefixed ſumme to Senacherih, hoping to be delivered from his enemy, and the hazard where- 
in his countrey ſtood, But the Aſlyrians having received the money, (er light by their ptro- 
miſes, ſo that Senacherib went in perſon to make war againſt the Egyptians and Ethiopians, 
and left Rapſaces his Generall in fates with a great power, accompanied with two of his 
chiefeſt Minions and Courtiers, with commiſhon to ſpoil Jerufalem:- The narnes of theſe 
two were Tharata and Anachares, As foon as they were incamped near unto the walls, they 
ſent unto Exechias, and commanded him to come and ſpeak with then : but he chroagh tear 
which he had conceived, went not unto them, bur fent three of his moſt familiar friends, 
Elixcims the ſuperintendent of his Realm; Sobpa, and Foachas that had the Commiſſion of his 
Regiſters. * Theſe three preſented rh=mſelves betore the Chieſtains of the Aſſyrian-ar-

overthrown, He foreprophecied alſo that Sexacheri6 himſelf ( the King of Afyria )ſhoul 
fail of his enterprize in Egypt, and that upon his return to his own Court, he ſhouldhe 
ſlain. At that very time the Aſſyrian wrote Letters to Ezechias, in which he called hin 
fool and mad man, to think that he could warrantize himſelf from being his ſlave, yea his in 
eſpeciall, who had conquered divers and far greater nations : threatning him with utte 
ruine at ſuch time as he ſhould ſurprize the City, if he opened not the gates of Jeruſalem WW 
willingly, to entertain his army, When Ezechias had read theſe Letters, he er lighthy 
them, by reaſon of the confidence he had in God: and having opened chem, he ſpread them 
in the Temple, And whileſt he renewed his prayers unto God for the ſalvation of the 
City and his ſubjes, Eſay the Praphet told him that his prayer was heard: that hereafter 
likewiſe they ſhould manure their lands in peace and ſecurity, and ſhould enjoy their poſſeſ- 
ſions witkout fear, Not long after, the King of Aſſyria having but cold ſuceſs in his ex- 
pedition againſt Egypt, turned back again without doing any thing, for this cauſe that en» 
ſueth, He had loſt much time in the fiege of Pelufium : and at ſuch cime as he had already 
raiſed certain Bulwarksas high as the wall, (o that he wanted nothing bur to give the afſaule, 
news was brought him that Tharſices King of Erhiopia brought an army to reſcue the E. | 
gyptians, with an intent to take his way thorow the deſart, and ſaddenly to charge the 
Aſſyrian army. Senacherih troubled with theſe tidings, ſpeedily departed thence with his 
army. But Herodot ſaith, that he made war with Vulcans Prieſt, eſpecially for that he ws 
both a King anda Prieſt, Beſieging Peluſium( (aid he ) for this cauſe he gave over the ſiege: 
The King of Egypt called to his God for affiſtance, by whoſe power the Arabians ſuffered 
munch miſery. But in this alſo heerreth, in that he ſerteth down the Arabian for the Alyria, 
In one night (faid he) there was ſuch a multitude of Mice, that they gnew all the enemies bane; 
and ather arms : whence it came t6aſs that the King being diſarmed, withdrew his ſiege from 
Peluſium, But Beroſus a writer among the Chaldees, maketh mention of Senacherib, and how hi 
reigned among tht Aſſyrians, and troubled Loth Aſia and Egypt with war, and declareth the ! 
manner in theſe words : But Senacherib returning from the Egyptian war, came before Fernſalem, 
and received the Army thats was there, at the hands of the Governour Rabſake, and God cav[ed

And whereas he had an inten to viſit his native Countrey Anathoth, ſome twenty ſtounds 
off Jeruſalem , one of the Magiſtrates encountring him in his journey , and laying hold on 
him , retained him , loading him with this ſlander , that he went and ſtole away to ſubmit 
himſelf to the Babilonians, But Jeremze anſwered, that he was falſely accuſed , and that 
he repaired _ tothe place where he was born, This Prince giving him no credit, ar- CAL;

otherwayes they were afſured of deſtruction, He foretold them alſo, © that, ifany one re- :

*but if ſo be they ſubmitred chem(elves to the enemies mercy , they ſhould eſcape from 
*death, But thoſe Governours that heard him ſpeak after this ſort, gave him no credit, in

of the City , underſtocd of the retreat of the Babylonians, they aſſembled together from al 
parts, -and came to Maſphath to Gogdelias , under the conduR of 7ohz the fon of Cares, 
and Fezanais and Sarcas , and others, And beſides theſe, a certain man called Iſmael of the Þ 
blood royal, a wicked and fraudulent man , who during the fiege of the City, had retired Þ t 
himſelf to Bathal King of the Ammonites, and had ſojourned with dim during all the trou- I « 
bles. Who being in this ſort aſſembled betore him , Godolias counſelled ro remain in that I 7

Now when the rumour ran amongſt the people of i c 
Joes , that Godolias had thus courteouſly entertained thoſe thar were fugitives, and howhe MW « 
ad permitted them to inhabite and till the Countrey ' provi.ied that they payed their tribute MW i 
to the Bubylonian) divers of them repaired incontinently ro him and invite che Countrey, 
And Fohz and the other Governours being with him , 104 aſſured bath of his clemency 
and courteſy , began intirely to love him, For witch ciuic they told him, that Bathal King 
of the Ammoaires had ſent 7ſ-zael ro murther him by (o:ac creachery , chat by that means 
he might have the dominion over the Iſraelites that remained , in that he was of the blood 
royal.

C When Eſdras had received this letter , he was woriderfully contented, arid began to adore » 1415, 18: 

God, confeſfing openly that it was he , who was the author of chat favour he had received 

at the Kings hand: for which cauſe he ſaid , that the onely thanksgiving appertained to him. 

And after he had red this Letter unto the Jews that were at that time reſident in Babylon , 

he kept the original! , but ſent the copy toall thoſe of his nation, being in the Countrey of 

the Medes: who underſtanding of che Kings affeRion towards Gad , and his favour towards' 

Eſdras , were very joyfullz and divers amongſt chem cook their goodsand came unto Baby- 

lon, deſiring to return tq Jeruſalem : bur all the reſt of the Iſraelites would nor abandon or 

leave their quiet dwelling there, For which cauſe it came to paſs, that two Tribes were un- 
der the obedience of the Romans ia Afia and Europe: bur the ten Tribes were on the other 

D fide of Euphrates, evenuntill chis day ; being many infinites of thouſands , whoſe number 
may not be comprehended, Wirth E/dras there departed a great number of Prieſts, Levites, 
Porters, Singing men, and ſeryants of the Temple, Naw after that he had afſembled thoſe 
of the captivity , that inhabited on this fide Euphrates , and ſojourned there three dayes , he 
commanded them to ſolemnize afaſt , and to pray yatq God for his prefervation , and that 
no evil might happen unto him; and chat neither their enemies nor any other might do 

' then any violence ; For Eſaras had foretold the King , that God would be their ProteRor, 
' and that therefore he required no convoy of horſemen at his hand for his ſecurity, After 
that they had recommended themſelves unto God , they ſet forward on their way , the 
twelfth day of the firſt moneth of the ſeventh year af the reign of Xerxes , and arrived in Je- mircth che 

x ruſalem in the fifth moneth of the ſame year, Whereupon he incontinently preſented unto 

the Treaſurers (who were of the race of the Prieſts) the ſilver rhat was conſecrated, namely, vr:(cns to:he 

ſix hundred and fifty talents, of filver veſſel an handred talents , of veſſel of gold twenty T'<ofurers 
talents , of brazen veſſel ( more precious than gold ) weighing twelve talents. Theſewere **"** 


F enjoyned them'by the King , honqured the natian of the Jews, and fu 
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the preſents of the King and his friends, and of the lſraelices that dwelt in Babylon. 
When Eſaras had delivered theſe above-named preſents unto the hands of the Prieſts , he 
offered burnt offerings unco God , according tothe Law , namely , twelve buls for the pub- 
lick conſervation of the people , ſeventy two rammes and lambs , and twelve goates for 
the expiation of finne, And atter them he deliyered the Kings Letters to his Princes and 
Governours in Cceloſyria and Phcenicia : who being conſtrained to execute that which was 
NL nation pplied them every 
wayes in their neceſſities; This councel had Eſdyas himſelf given of their arture, But in 
= opinion God (having regard of hjs wiſedome and integrity) did happily advance his deli- 
ration, | 
 Notlong after this , there came certain men unto him , complaining thar fome of the 
people , Prieſts, and Levires had tranſgreſſed againſt the policy , and broken the Laws ofthe 
Countrey, for that they had eſpouſed certain e women, and confounded the race of the 
Prieſts; requiring him that he wonld have an inwatd regard to Gods ordinanees, for fear leſt 
he ( conceiving a general hatred againſt rhem all) thould ſend them anew foe grievouy 
calamitjes, Pot which cauſe £/dres deyoured with ſorrow, incontinently rent his —_ 
| an 
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PRA and tore his hair , and pulled his beard, and caft himſelt upon the ground , becauſe the 
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day wherein they ought a@t to weep, becauſe it was forbidden, He zagber camman 


cipals among the people had part in that offence, And tor that he feared left it he ſhowlg 
command them to forſake their wives, and thoſe children they had begotten by them, he 
ſhould not be obeyed , he perliſted in gnet , and lay continually couched upon the groung, 
him who were not guilty, and wept and lamented yith 
W hereupon Eſdras (1ai{ing himſelt from the earth, and 
lifting up his hands to heaven ) ſaid , that he was aſhamed to look thereupon , becauſe theof- 
fences of the people were ſo hainous; who had forgotten the inconvenience that had be 
Gllen their fore-fathers for their impieties , beſeeching God that he would reſerve ſome te- 
mainder and ſeed of the adverſity and captivity , which at that time happened unto them, 
and that he would onc2 more eſtabliſh them again in Jeruſalery their native Countrey : that 7 
he would take compaſhon on them, and grant them pardon tor thole ſfinnes which at thar 
preſent were committed by them : for which though they deſerved death, yet hoped they 
in the metcies of God fo: their deliverance. W hileſt thus both he an choſe that came unto 
him lamented round about him , with their wives and children, a certain man called Aches 
2ivs, one of the principal men of Teruſalem, repaired unto him ; and ſaid , that-they had fins 
ned, becaule they had eſpouſed ſtrange women; and perſwaded Eſdras to acyure them all, 
ro baniſh both them and the children begotten by them ; wiſhing chat they, who obeyed not 
the law , might be puniſhed. Eſ4ras (perſwaded by theſe words) made all che Princes of the 
Prieſts, Levites , and Tribes of Iſrael ſweare , that they would diſmiſs their wives and chil- 
dren, according to the counſel of Achenins, And as {oon as he had received their oaths , he |] 
departed from the Temple unto Fohns houle the fonne of E/;aſib, and there ſpent he a!l the 
day withour taſting any meat, by reaſon of the grief which ſo iawardly he had conceived, 
W hence theretore it was pabliſhed by Edit , that all they: that were returned from thy 
captivity , ſhould repair within two or three dayes to Ieruſalem ( under the penalty that 
they , who defaulted therein , and came not within the prefixed time , ſhould be held as ex- 
communicate , and their goods confilcate to the publique treaſury of the Temple , by the ot» 
dinance of the Prieſts: ) they of the Tribes of Iuda and Benjamin oame thither within chree 
dayes , on the twentyeth day of cheninch month, called by the Hebrews Thebeth , and by 
the Macedonians Apellzus. Andas ſo-n as they were (eated in theupper part of the Temple 
in the preſenceand afſiſtance of the Elders, although the weather were very intemperate | 
by realon of the froſt , Eſaras aroſe and reproved them for that they had tranigreſled the law, 
in taking wives unto them , who were not of their nation : for which cauſe he to!d chem 
that ifthey would perform a matter that were agreeable unto God , and profitable for them» 
ſelves , they ſhould diſmiſs ſuch wiyes, Whereupon with a loud voice , they all cried, that 
they would do it willingly; bur that there was no {mall number of them , and that the time 
was winter, and the matter of that conſequence, as one or two dayes could not end it: For 
which cauſe they thought it very needful, that the execution were deferred for a while; and 
that at thelength , ſome of the Princes who were free from that finne, with certain other 
choſen Elders of every place , ſhould make inquiſttion of them that had married wives con- 
tratieto the preſcript of the law, Which being approved by them , about the new moonot 
the tenth moneth, this inquiſition began , which continued untill the new moon of the 
moneth enſying: and there were many of the family of Feſus the high Prieſt , and of the 
Prieſts, Levites, and Iſraclites,that (making more account of the obſervation of the laws,then 
of thenatural affeions totheir wives and children) did preſently put away their wives, and 
thoſe children they had by them , and ſacrificed certain rams for a peace-offering unto God: 
whoſenames it were as needleſs matter to reckon up in thus place, 

. When Eſdras had in this ſort reformed the errour committed by ſuch marriages , he (0 
corrected the evil cuſtome thereof , that this confirmation continued firm and irreyocable 
for ever, In the ſeventh moneth , they ſalemnized the feaſt of rabernacles : whereto when 
all the people were reſorted , they all gathered rogether in an open place in the Temple t9- N 
wards the gate that looketh Eaſtward, requiring Zſdrgs that he would read Moſes ordinances 
unto them ; which he performed , and ſtanding up in the midſt of the multitude, he read the 
law unto them from the morning untill noon, By which reading, not onely for the preſent, 
bur for the time to come , they learned that which was juſt ; and alſo calling to memory that 
which was paſt , they were ſo diſcomforted, that the tears fell. from their eyes, in chinki | 
withthemſelves , that if they had kept the law, they had not ſuffered any of thoſe evils, by 
which they had been cormented. But Eſdras beholding them ia thar eſtate, willing each of 
cauſe that day was 4 folemn and holy 
ded chem 

£0 


them to repair homeward , and to weep no more, 
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A tointend their feaſts and pleaſures, aſſuring them that the repentance and grief of thoſe 


fulrs chat were committed by them in times paſt, oughr to ſerve them and inſtruct them to 
aſſure and defence themſclves, to the end that hereafter they commit not the like. They 
following Eſdras exhortation , began to celebrate the ſolemaity , and continued their feaſts 
n their Tabernacles during eight dayes. After which time they returned every one unto 
his houſe , praiſing God in hymnes 5 and thanking E{dyas for the amendment of thoſe unlaw- 
full marriages that had happened in their policy:who after he had gotten great honour among 
the people , finiſhed his lite , being loaden with years, and was buried honourably in Ieru- 
alem, About the ſame timealſo died Foacim the high Prieſt, whoſe ſonne Eliacine ſucceeded 
in his place. | 
After this it came to pals that a certain man thar was one of the captive Iews, and King 
B Xerxes Burler, called Nehemias , walking before the City of Saſa ( which was the Metropoli- 
tan City of Perſia ) heard certain ſtrangers that came from far , who upon their entry in- 
co the City , deviſed the one with the other in the Hebrew tongue; for which cauſe he drew 
near unto them , and asked them whence they came, W horerurning him this anſwer, that 
they came from Iudea : he began to demand of them again , of the eſtate of Ieruſalem, their 
native City, and how the people fared. To whom they anſwered, that they were in very bad 
eſtate, andat their City walls were converted to duſt and razed, and that the nations round 
about them afflicted the Iews wich many outrages, in making inrodes into their Countrey , 
and ſpoiling them daily , not ſparing them by nig!ic ; ſo that divers of them were led away 
priſoners ; yea ſome Citizens of Jeruſalem , and that daily the high wayes were found full of 
dead bodies. Hereupon Nebem1s began to weep (thorow the inward compaſhon he had of 
his diſtreſſed brethren) and looicing up towards heaven ; How long (faid he) O Lord, wilt 
thou ſee our nation thus atflited without taking care of us * Bchold how we are made a prey 
toall men. Whileſt thus he walked before the gate,and lamenced bitterly, news was brought 
him thar the King was ready to fit down to his meat: For which cauſe he gave attendance 
according to his office , and ſerved the King daritully , during his time of repaſt, As ſoon as 
ſupper was done,the King grew pleaſant and joytul,and caſting his eyes upon Nehemias (whom 
he perceived to be heavy and diſconſolate) he asked him what he ailed ? Nehemias (after he 
had beſought God to give him graceand pe! {wafive ſpeech to diſcourſe unto the King) an- 
D ſwered: O King, how it is poſſible that I ſhould beother but diſcomforted , and that grief 
ſhould not peirce even unto the very center of my ſoul , when hear that the walls of Jeruſa- 
falem ( which is my native Countrey ) are levelled with the ground , and the ſepulchres and 
monuments'of my predeceſſors are defaced , and the gares of the City are burned ? Do me 
therefore this grace, that I may reſort thither , and repair the ſame, and finiſh the reſt of the 


building of the Temple. hk 
This ſaid , the King gave eare to his requeſt , and promiſed him his Letters, affuring him 


that he would addreſs them to the Goyernours, commanding them to do him honour , and 


to furniſh him with all things neceſſary , ro accompliſh that which he intended. For which 
cauſe (ſaid he) ceaſe thou to be ſad , and do thy ſervice willingly. Hereupon Nehemias ado- 
red God, and thanked the King , for the promiſe he had made him; and therefore by th: 
pleaſure he conceived, he cleared that contuſion and ſorrow , that before that time he bare 
in his coontenance, The next day tne King called for him, and gave him letrers unto Sadeas 
the Gouvernour of Syria , Phcenicia and Samaria , in which he commanded him to honour 
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Nehemias , and to furniſh him with all things neceſſary for that building which he intended. Nchemias ha-

''ars perceived, they councelled him to forget the memory and love of a woman ſo unpro- 
fitable, and to ſend and ſeek our thorow all his countries for the faireſt women amongſt 
them, whom he might chuſe and take to wife, that ſurpaſſed all others in beauty ; for that 
by the interview and company of another woman, the great affeion which he bare unto 
Yaſthi, might be extinguiſhed. The King allowing and ratifying this counſell of theirs, ſenc 
out certain meſſengers and deputies, commanding them to bring unto his preſence rhe 
faireſt Virgins that were to be found in his kingdome: when as therefore they had afſem- 
E bled a great number of them, they found in Babylona young Orphelin ( without either fa- 
ther or mother ) who was brought up under her Uncle'( whoſe namewas Mardochews'Yof the 
Tribe of Benjamin, and one of e greateſt men amongſt the Jews, Ir came to paſs, thar this 
Efther ( for ſuch was her name) was judged to be thefaireſt amongſt the reſt; who'for her 
amiable countenance, made all men toſtand and gaze to behold her. She therefore was deli- 
vered in charge unto one of the Eunuchs, who carefully attended her with'all the diligence 
that was poſhble, decking her with odors and precious perfumes, according to the caſtome

Not long after this, when as Bagathoys and Theodetes, two of the Kings Eunuchs, had con. 
ſpired againſt him, Barna/azus , who was of the Hebrew Nation and one of their ſervangs, f 
diſcovered it to the Queens (Uncle Mardochens, who by her means 
made the King privy to their conſpiracy. Who, ſore troubled herewith, found out the truth 
by examination; and after he had commanded them to be executed on the Gibber, he for 
that time gave no recompence to Mardecheus for the ſateguard of his life z he onely com- 
manded his name to be regiſtred and Chronicled in his Commentaries, commanding thae 
he ſhould attend in the Palace, and be eſteemed for one of the Kings moſt inward friends, 
Now as often as Amar ( the ſon of Amadath an Amalechite ) came unto the Palace to viſit 
the King, all thoſe that were either Perſians or ſtrangers ( according to the Kings eſpeciall di. 
retion ) did him honour : But Mardecheus ſhewed him no honour ( bath by reaſon of that 
upright judgement that was in him, as allo for that the laws of the Jews forbad the lame,) } 
W hich when Aman had obſerved, he demanded whence he was? and underſtanding that he 
was a Jew, he was much diſpleaſed, ſaying in himſelf, that che Perſians who were of freer 
condition, caſt themſelves proſtrate before him, and he that was bur a ſlave diſcained todo 
the like. Intending therefore to revenge himſelf on Mardechens, he thought ir not ( ufficientto 
procure. his puniſhment ar the Kings hanes, but reſolved wholly to exterminate his race ( for 
he was by nature a capital enemy of the Jews, by reaſon that the Amalechires, from whom 
he challenged his deſcent, had been wholly ruinated by them, ) For which cauſe, he addref- 
ſed himſelf unto the King, and accuſed them, ſaying, © that there was a certain curſed nation 
« ſpread through his whole kingdome inſociable, and abhorring the cuſtomes of other men, 
* jyho uſed divers laws and ceremonies hatetull both tor their manners and ſtudies, to all the 
©reſt of his ſubjes, andall mortall men, This nation ( ſaith he ) if thou wilt do a org 
&« and acceptable fayour unto thy people, thou ſhalt utterly extinguith, and leave neither cap- 
< tive nor ſlave alive amongſt them, And leſt your Majeſties tribute ſhould be any wayesim- 
< paired by thele means, I prowiſe you of mine own revenews fourty thouſand talents of fil- 
«yer; deſiring rather willingly to forbear ſo mach money, than that your kingdome ſhould 
© be unpurged of ſuch a curſed race of, men, When Aman had made this his requeſt, the King 
* anſwered that he forgave him the money, and that he permitted him to deal with that N- 
* tion as beſt him liked. When Aman had obtained this bis deſire, he preſently ſent an Edit 
*thorow all nations in the Kings name,and to this effe&: The great King Artaxerxes unto his 
* Governours of an hundred and ſeven and twenty Provinces, extending from India as far 
*©as Zthiopia ; Health, Having obtained the Empire oyer ſo many Nations, and extended 
* my dominion overthe world,according to mine own pleaſure, withour being conſtrainedto 
** offend any of my ſubjeRs, by uſing our power more proudly and importunately than be- 
* cometh us, but ſhewing our ſelves favourable and mercifull in providing for their peace 
© and 'plentifull. eſtate, we have ſearched out the means thereof, to the intent that we might 
< perceive the fruit, Being therefore admoniſhed by my friend Aman ( who for his wiſedome 
** and juſtice is.moxe honoured than all other by me, and for his approved fidelity, hath the 
©<fecond place in authority next me that theres a certain race of men intermingled among

Mardecheus , following this direction of hers , cauſed the people to faſt , and to pray unto 
God for her: he likewiſe himſelf beſought him that it might pleaſe him ar chat preſent to 
have compaſſion on their deſolate and diſtreſſed Nation; as before that time he had often- 
times had care of them : and that as he had pardoned them at ſuch time as they had offend- 
ed; ſonow alſo at this preſent he would deliver them from thar perdition which was de- 
nounced againſt them, For that they were not in danger to die infamouſlly for any offence of 
their own , but becauſe he onely had incenſed Amaz vato diſpleaſure , in that he would not 
adore him , or perform that honour unto him which is onely due to God: for which cauſein 
deſpight he had imagined this thing againſt them who would not tranſgrels the divine ordi- 
nances.

unto the Queen. h | 

Afer this, the King called for Mardecbeus unto him ( for already he had notice that þe 
was his wifes Uncle) and gave him the ring which he had given unto «Amar - the Queen

likewiſe gave him his goods , and required the King to deliver the Nation of the Jews from 


that diſmay whereinto they were fallen , through the geril of their lives : letting him to ſe 
thoſe letters which were ſent by Aman the Amadathite thorow all his Countrey,afluring him 
that ſhe could not live to behold the death of her brethren,and the total ruine ot her countrey, 
The King aſſured her that he had undertaken nothing that might diſcomfort her : avouying 
to her, that he would not contradi@ her will , wiſhing her to write her ſelt in the Kings 
name all that which ſhe would have done in the behalf of the Jews ; promiſmg that when ſhe 
had done the ſame, he would ſeal it with his own ſeal , giving her authority ro ſend the ſame 
thorow all his Realms : tothe end that they that read thoſe Letters, confirmed by the Kings 
ſeal , ſhould not any wayes contradict the execution of the ſame. W hereupon he ſent for his 


Secretaries of eſtate , commanding them to write unto the Magiſtrates of all the Nations 25 Iſh ,.. 


rouching the Jews , and to the Princesand Governours of one hundred , twenty and (even 
Provinces , from India as far as Ethiopia. © The Contents of which Letters were theſe: 
« 4rtaxerxes the great King,to theGovernours and thoſe that faithfully rule under us, Health, 
« Many men being puffed up with pride , by reaſon of the many and mighty benefits and ho- 
<« nours , which they receive through the too laviſh liberality of their benefaRours , donot 
&« onely exerciſe their pride towards their inferiours , but alſo are not afraid to wax inſolent 
« 294inſt them who are the authors of their benefits, extinguiſhing as much as in them lieth, 
*< all gratuity that hath ever been amongſt men ; and being corrupted with unexpeRted {eli 
« city , abuſe m_—_ amongſt them , by whom they have gotren the ſame , in effe& no

<« ſome enhanced to the adminiſtration ofthe Common-weal, and giviag place to the hatred 
«they have conceived againſt ſome particular men, deceive their Princes , and by falſe accy 
<« ations and detraQtions , provoke and kindle their wrath againft thoſe who have not done 
* amiſs: whence it cometh to paſs, that they are ſometimes in extream danger to loſe their 
< life. The proof whereof appeareth not onely in ancient Hiſtories (the knowledge whereol 
© we have onely obtained by _— ) but by that likewiſe which hath been audaciouſly at- 
< tempted before our eyes; ſo that hereafter we ought not to give credit ro detraRtions and 
& accuſations , nor to ſuch things as men inforce themſelves to perſwade : but it behoveth 
«every man to judge according to thetruth of that he knoweth , and to puniſh that whichis 


« faulty, and to pardon that which requireth pardon, in confidering the ats , and not the 


<« words that are ſpoken, For it is moſt notorious unto all men,that Amanthe Amadathire (an 
« Amalechite byNation,and by that means a ſtranger,and not of thePerſian blood, but enter: 
« tained by us) hath in all things enjoyed the fruit of oar bounty hitherto; ſo that he hath 
* beencalled our father, honoured by all men,and obtained amongſt all men,and in all things, 
** the ſecond place of honour after us : yet could henot equally make uſe of his good hap,ner 
< ther with prudent advice entertain the greatneſs of hisfelicity z but hath ſought the mears 
< to deprive Mardochews of his life, who preſerved mine; ſeeking by his fraud and malice to 
« praCiſe the ruine of Efther,the companion of our life and kingdome; and by this means ftri- 


< nated todie, are no wicked men, bur ſuch as live under a well policied government, praying 
* God continually that it would pleaſe him to continue the kingdom in us , and our Succe(- 
< ſors Tabſolve them not only of that penalty,contained in my former Letters ſent by Ama 
<* (which by theſe preſents Tutcerly diſanul) but my pleaſure likewiſe is, that they be had in 
« 2]l honour. As for him that praQtiſed theſe things againſt them, I have cauſed him and all his 
* race to be hanged before the gates of Suſan,according to the jaſt Judgment of God inflifted

As ſoon as the Poſts had received theſe Letters, they preſently mounted on horſeback, and The Jews tc: 
rode each of them his appointed way 5 and Mardocheus being cloathed in a-royal habit , and veng< them on 


B adorned with a crown of gold on his head, and a chain of gold abour his neck, iſſued forch : 
and the Jewsof Suſan, ſeeing him thus honoured by the King , ſuppoſed that his good hap 
was an aſſurance of their own: and when the kings Letters were publiſhed, a joy as it were 
a bright beam of conſolation environed the Hebrew Nation, as well thoſe that were in the 
City of Suſan , as they that were amid the Countrey (o that divers men of other Nations 
circumciſed themſelves, for fear they had of the Jews , ſuppoſing that in ſo doing they ſhould 
dein ſecurity. For the thirteenth day of the twelfth moneth (by the Hebrews called Adar, 
and by the Macedonians, Diſtre) the Poſts that carried the kings Letters certified them, thar 
they ſhould exterminate their enemies on that very day whereon they themſelves were in 
danger to be exterminated, The Governours likewiſe of the Provinces , the Lords, kings , 


C 2nd Secretaries , did honour to the Jews: for the fear they had of £Mardochens conſtrained 


them to moderate themſelves ;z and after the Kings Letters were publiſhed thorow all the 
Couatrey , it came to paſs that the Jews flew about five hundred of their enemies, Bur 


their enemies. 


after the King had declared unto Efther the number of the dead thar periſhed in the City, eater g; v. 3s 


ſuſpeRing with himſelf what might happen thorow the whole Countrey, and had likewiſe 5. '* > #3 


queſtioned with her if ſhe requeſted any further matter , promiſing her that he would ſee ir 
executed : ſhe beſought him char it might be lawfull for the Jews to revenge them yer once 
more the next day upon their enemies, and to hang eAmans ten ſons upon the gibbet : which 
the King being(loth to contradict Eſther) permitted the Jews to do: they therefore return- 


p ig the 14, day of the moneth Diſtre , flew about three hundred more of their enemies ; yet 


alened they not in any ſort the ſmalleſt portion of their goods, Furthermore, the Jews ſlew 
inthechampain Countrey , and in the Cities , about ſeventy five thouſand of their enemies, 
whom they diſpatched the thirteenth day of the monerh , and ſolemnized the day following. 
The Jews that were at Suſan aſſembled chemſelves likewiſe on the fourteenth day of the 
moneth,and banquetted that whole day, Whence it cometh to pals, that all the Jews which 
are throughout the world , keep and ſolemnize this day for a teſtival , and ſend Preſents - 
the oneunto the other. Mardocheus alſo wrote unto the Jews , who lived under the Empire 
of Artaxerxes , commanding them to obſerve thoſe dayes, and to ſolemnize them ;. willing 
them to charge their Succeſlors to dothe like , to the end that this feaſt might continue for 
ever, and out-live all oblivion, For fince on that day they ſhould have been made away 


© by Aman , they ſhould do well ifafter they hadeſcaped char danger , and taken revenge on 


their enemies , the very ſame day they ſhould obſerve the ſame to give thanks unto God : 
For this cauſe the lews keep a ſolemn feaſt on theſe dayes , and call it Purim, as who ſhould

IE BR the huge army of Dariss near the River Granic . and there obtained a famous victory. And | 
hereupon he alſo invading the Countrey of Lydia ( after he had conquered Jonia , and over- 
run Caria ) finally ſer upon the quarters of Pamphilia, as it is declared in another place, But 
the Elders of Jeruſalem were ſore diſpleaſed , for that Faddyus brother , who was at that time 
High Prieſt , and had married a forrain woman , ſhould be companion and affociate with him

very intirely , yet would he notwithſtanding condeſcend for her ſake to be deprived of the 
Manaſſes un- Prieſthood (which was the greateſt dignity that could be among their Nation , and which 1 1 
der bope of Hhadever continued in his race,) Whereupon Sanabllath anſwered and promiſed him, that he 
_] would not onely continue him in the Prieſthood , bur alſo would give him the power and 
the forrain dignity of the High Pricſthood , and make him Governour of all places that he commanded, 
wiſc he bad. provided the marriage ſolemnized betwixt his daughter and him, were continued. He further- 
more affured him , Thar he would build a Temple, reſembling that in Jeruſalem , upon the 
Mountain of Garazim , which was the higheſt among thereſt, permitting him to do the ſame 
with Darius conſent, Mazaſses puffed up by theſe promiſes, remaineth with Sanaballath, and 
grew in hope that he ſhould obtain the Prieſthood by Darius means : for Sanaballath was very 
The Apefafie OId, Whereas therefore divers other, both Prieſts and common people, among the I{raelites, , 
ot we Priufts. were intangled in ſuch marriages, there aroſe no ſmall commotion inJeruſalem.For all they of M 
this condition retired themſelves to Manaſses , whom Sanaballath furniſhed with money , and 
Lands to till, and honfes to inhabit in all ſorts, to favour the'intent of his ſon in law.

OVErcome thoſe Governours, whom he had eſtabliſhed near unto the ood Granicus,and that 
 hepaſſed further , ſpoyling of his Countrey ; he gathered together both his horſemen and 
 foatmen , reſolving to make head againſt the Macedonians , betore they ſhould gain all Afia: 
he therefore paſſed Euphrates , and Mount Taurus inCilicia;, to encounter and fight with 
his enemies inthe Countrey, Sanaballath joytull of Darius conſent, incontinently told M4- 
naſses that he would fulfill his promiſes , as ſoon 2s Darius ſhould return from the conqueſt of

and to (ell his army viuals for their money ; aſſuring him thar it he defired the friend(hip ot 
the Macedonians , he would give him that tribute which he paid to Darins, belides other 
g00d curnes, The high Prieſt anſwered Alex.nders meſſenger, that he had ſworn unto Darizs 
> never to beare arms againſt him , during his life time ; againſt which Oath of his he would 
never work any indignity, Which when Alexander heard, he was (ore diſpleaſed,and reſolved 
notwithſtanding to continue the ſiege art Tyre; untill ſuch time as it was taken ; yet threat- 
ned he that as ſoon as he had taken the ſame , he would lead forth his army againſt the high 
Prieſt , to the end that all men might know to whom they ought to keep their taich, For 
which cauſe ſparing nolabonr , he overcame Tyre, and after he had given order for the eſtate 
thereof he came unto Gaza, and took it with Bahemeſes the Captain of the garriſon that 
held it, But Sanaballath finding a fit opportunity to make himſelf great , forſook Darius and 
followed Alexander , leading with him eight thouſand of his ſubje&s - and finding him upon 
the beginning of the ſtege of Tyre, he offered to ſurrender him all thole places wherein he 
commanded, acknowledging him for his Lord more willingly then he had Darius, Alexander 
accepted him willingly : whereupon, Sanaballth freely intormed him of the whole eſtate; 
giving him to underſtand that Manaſſes ( who was brother ro Faddus the high Prieſt of the 
Jews ) was his ſon in law , who with divers of the ſame nation , were deſirous to build them 
a Temple in the Countries under his dominion , affuring the King of much profit thereby , 
becauſe in ſo doing the force of the Jews ſhould be diſmembred into two parts, and they 
might not conſpire toget her to make any new inſurre&ion or trouvle , as in times paſt chey 
had done during the government of the Kings of Aflyria, 

W hea S$:naba{ath had permiſſion from 4/-xander to build his Temple , with the greateſt 
ſpeed he might he finiſhed the ſame , and made Maraſſes the high Prieſt thereof, ſuppoſin 
that it was the greateſt advantage that might happen to his daughters children Seven 
moneths after the ſurprizal of Tyre, and two after the taking of Gaza, Saxa/allath died, A4- 
lexander alſo razed Gaza , and prepared himſelf to come ſuddenly upon Ieruſalem. Which 
when the high Prieſt Faddus underſtood, he was much grieved, and ſore atraid, not knowing 
how to grow in favour with the Macedonians: and on the other fide knowing that the King 
was diſpleaſed againſt him ( becauſe betore-time he had diſobeyed him: ) He therefore com- 
manded the people to make their prayers unto God, and he in his own perſon offered facri- 
fice; requiring God that it would pleaſe him to be a ſhield of detence , and ſuccour to their 
nation , and to deliver them from choſe imminent dangers wherein they were plunged, But 
the next night following , whileſt he ſlept , God appeared unto him, and willed him to be of 
good courage , and commanding him that as ſoon as he had circuited the wall, he ſhould 0- 
pen the gates boldly , and command the reſt of the people to attire themſelves in white; and 
that accompanied with them he ſhould march forwards in thoſe Prieſtly ornaments which 
were ordained by the law , to the end that in this equipage they might go and meer with 
Alexander,without any apprehenſion of any future evill; becauſe that God had prevented the 
fame, As ſoon as he awaked from his {leep,; he was very. joytull, and certified the reſt of this 
prediftion of God; and performing that which had been commanded him , he expected in 
this manner the approach of the King ; and when he knew that he was not far off trom the 
City, he marched forth to meer him , accompanied with the Prieſts, and a multitude of 0- 
ther people, preſenting a moſt royal manner of entertainment,and tar different from that of 0- 
thernationsz near unto a place called Sapha , which word fignifieth a watch (by reaſon that

not ſeen any one attired after the ſame manner : and at this preſent beholding this man, and 
remembring me of the viſion, and exhortation that he gave mein my fleep, I hope that mine | 
army being conducted by divine providence, I ſhall overcome Darzws , and diſcomfit the 
Perſians, and that my purpoſe ſhall havea happy iſſue.

When he had anſwered Parmenio in this ſort , he gave the high Prieſt his hand, and went Þ 2 
with him into the City , being conducted by the Prieſts: after this when he came into the

Temple, he offered ſacrifice, according to the high Prieſts direction, whom he honogred ſÞ 3 
likewiſe with very great reverence. And when as likewiſe Faddus ſhewed him the prophecy 
of Daniel, wherein he declared that a certain man of the nation of the Greeks , ſhould de- ſ 4 


ſtroy the eſtate of the Perſians,and that in his opinion it ſhould be he: thereof Alexander was 
very joyſull , and diflimifled the multitude that atrended him, for that rime, The next day 
aſſembling the Jews , he commanded them to demand certain favours at his hands : where- | 
upon the high Prieſt anſwered , that he required the exerciſes of the ordinances of cheir fore- 
fathers,and that every ſeventh year they might be exempted from tributes. Which was grant- 
ed them fully. They beſought him likewiſe, that by his permiſſion the Jews that were inthe 
Countries ot Babylon and Media, might live according to their laws. And he promiſed them Þ 9 
willingly to do all that which they deſired, He made Proclamation alſo among the people, I 
I 
1 


that it any one of them ſhould bear arms with him ( in living according to the cuſtomeof 
their nation ) he was ready to receive them with him : and divers took pleaſure to ſerve un- 
der him in the Warres, 

After that eAlexander had in this fort demeaned himſelf in Jeruſalem , he marched with 
his army againſt the neighbouring City: and whereſoever he went , he was received with 
oreat affeftion, But the Samaritans , whoſe Metropolitan City at that time was Sichem (fi- 
tuatenear unto the mountain of Garizim , in which there dwelt divers Jews alſo, that wee 
revolted from their nation ) ſeeing how magnificently Alexander had entertained the Jews, 
they reſolved to demean themſelves like Jews, For ſuch is the nature of Samaritans ( aswe 
havedeclared heretofore ) that when the Jews are in afflition, they deny all acquaintance 
with them , (wherein they confeſs the truth :) bur when they perceive any beame of good | 
adventureſhining upon them , ſuddenly they vaunt of their alliance , ſaying , they are near 
akin , and of the race of Ephraim and Manaſſes the ſonnes of Foſeph. They came thereforeto 
the Kings preſence , and met him near unto Jeruſalem, with great magnificence, and demon- 
ſtration of ſingular afte&tion towards him, And after that Alexander had entertained them, L E 
they of Sichem approched near unto him (being accompanied with thoſe men of War that 
Sanaballath had ſent unto the King) beſeeching him that he would viſit their Ciry,and honour 


them. They required him alſo, that hewould acquit them of the tribute of the ſeventh year, 
becauſe they did not ſowe in the ſame, He asked them who they were that made that requeſt? 
They anſwered him , that chey were Hebrews: but that they were called Sichemites by the 
Sidonians, Heasked them again, if they were Jews ? and they ſaid, they were not, Well 
(faid he) I have made this grant unto the yu : whenas therefore I ſhall return, if I be more 
particularly informed, I ſhall do that which ſhall be held requiſite. Thus diſmiſſed he the Sic- 
hemites , but he commanded $Sanatallaths men of War to follow him into Egypt; promiſing "B+ 
in that place to impart poſſeſſions unto them by lot ; which afterwards he did ( enjoynid$ 
them to live in garriſon in the City of Thebais,to make good that Countrey,) After Alexar 
ders death , his Empire was divided amongſt his ſuccetſours, and the Temple builded netr 
unto the monnt Garizim remained intire. Ang if any one were accuſed in Jeruſalem for eating 
unlawtull meats , or for tranſgreſhing the Sabbath, or for any (uch like faule, he fled unto 
the Sichemites , ſaying , that he was accuſed unjuſtly. Tn char time deceaſed the high Prieſt

ſents that were ſent , and by whom they were offered. So that whoſoever thall behold the 
ſame, heſhallincontinently judge by the curious workmanſhip , the high perteRion of the 
workman , and by the excellencies of the pieces, he ſhall incontinently know by whom each 
of them was faſhioned, The copy of the advice and ſuggeſtion made by Demetrius is this :

this cauſe the upper part of the Table appeared to be of two parts, and of three angles , which 
( as we ſaid ) were apparent at ſuch time as the Table was turned , each one ſeeming of equal 
magnitude with the other, Upon the graven bends there were precious ſtones inchaſed, 
diſtant by equal —_— the onefrom the other, and faſtned by golden buttons tyed by P 
loopes. The {ides of the borders ( which preſented themſelves to the eye) were beautified | ;y 
with rich ſtones , diſpoſed after the manner of an oval; and there was a border of: golden P 
twigs engraven round about the Table : under the ovals there was a crown garniſhed with * 
cluſters of divers ſorts of fruits, the cluſters of grapes hung down, the ſpikes of corn ſtood E 
upright , and all was incloſed with pomegranats , and the precious ſtones were inchaſed in } |; 
brow the whole circuit of the Table, to preſent each ſort of fruit in their native co- 1 þ & 
lours. There was alſo a rank of ovals under the crown, not unlike ro the former , made of 
gold : ſo that on both ſides, both the variety and delicacy of the work appeared, both in the 
bends and borders; as alſoin the Table, in which there appeared not any difference, on 
whatſoever fide it was turned and from the top unto the lower foot one and the ſame work- I x 
manſhip appeared. For ic had a plate of gold ſome four fingers broad , comprehending the 


breadth of the Table, on which the feer of the ſame were ſtaied, which were afterwards x 
faſtned to the border by buttons and claſps of gold, to the end that the excellent-and curi- Þ | 
ous workmanſhip might the better be ſeen , and that on what ſide ſoever it were turned, it | 


might alwayes ſeem the ſame. They engraved alſo on the ſame a labyrinth, in the midſt 
whereof there were divers kinds of precious ſtones , ſhining like ſtars: and amongſt the Iſh 
reſt there were Rubies and Emeralds of moſt orient brightneſs, as alſo all other forts of 
ſtones that either are eſteemed or defired for their beauty or price. Near unto this [aby- 
rinth from the one end unto the other , there were certain corded plated in the middle like 
unto a Rhombus or Loſenge , upon which there were certain pieces of Cryſtal and Amber, 
enchaſed and placed the one by the other in equal diſtance, and proportion: which gave a 
marvellous contentment to whomſoever beheld the ſame ; The Chapters of the feer were 
made after the form of a Lilly z the leaves whereof bent themſelves under the Table, where- 
as otherwayes the ſtalke ſeemed to be ſtretched out ſtraight, The baſe of the ſame was an 
hands breadth large, adorned with a Carbuncle in every part, The breadth thereof was 
eight fingers , on which all the plate of the feet was ſtaied ; and on every one of them was 
there engraven by curious workmanſhip, Ivy and Vine branches loaden with cluſters of

every fifth day z as it was his ordinary manner alſo to give monethly ſatisfaction to forrain 

Embaſſadours. Having therefore for that time diſmiſſed them, he kept thoſe by him whom 

EleaFar had ſent unto him 5 who coming to his preſence ({ accompanied with thoſe preſents 

which the high Prieſt had delivered them to preſent unto him , with the Originall wherein 

the Law was written with golden letters) he asked them where their books were : and they 

diſcoyering and opening them,ſhewed chem uato him, After the King had ſeenthem,hewas 

very much aſtoniſhed , to ſee the membranes and parchments ſo delicate, and to behold the 

whole form thereof ſo perfe&ly conjoyned,that it was impoſlible to diſcover the ſeams: and 

he told chem that he gave them chanks , for that chey were come unto him , and more great 

thanks unto him , that he had ſentthem , and the greateſt and moſt ſpecial thanks unto God, 
who was the Author of theſe lawes, Whereupon the Elders and thoſe that affiſted them, 
cried out altogether , and wiſhed that all good hap might beſall the King : who through the 
exceſſive joy that he conceived, burſt our. into tears; For naturally extream joy and 
grievous [adneſs have like effes, After he had commanded that theſe books ſhould be come 
mitted totheir cruſt who were depured to that office , at length he ſaluted the Elders, telling 
them that it was very behovefull for him firſt of all to debate with chem upon the matter , 
to which intent he had ſent for them; and afterwards co give them entercaiament: In a word, 
he confeſſed unto them , that their acceſs was ſo grateful unto him , that he promiſed them , 
ſo long time as he lived , he would every year renew and honour the memory of the (ame,

entred they the Kings Palace, and after they had ſaluted him they retired themſelves to their 
accuſtomed place; and after they had waſhed their hands in the ſea water , and were puri- 
fied, they ſet them down in that manner to proceed and proſecute their tranſlation.

Palace, and that daily he ſhould accompany him act his Princely Table, 

As ſoon as the King came back to Alexandria, the Lords of Syria ſeeing Foſeph litting 
nearuntothe King , were ſore diſpleaſed - and the day drawing near wherein they were to 
receive the aſſurance of their tribute, they that were of the greateſt reckoning in their coun- 
trey farmed the ſame; ſo that the tributes of Cceloſyria, Phcoenicia, Judea , and Samarfa, 
amounted together to eight thouſand talents, Whereupon Foſeph ariſing , blamed the far- 
mers, for that they had plotted amongſt themſelves to beat down the price of the tribures , 
promiſing to give the double z and that he would likewiſe return the forfeitures that were 
levied upon the goods of ſuch as offended 3 which were farmed together with the tributes. 
The King gave ear to this diſcourſe of his with great content , and ſaid, that he approved 


rage: O King (ſaid he) I will give thee ſuch pledges as are both worthy and honourable, and 
ſuch as you cannot miſtruſt, When as therefore the King inſtanced him to produce them : 1 
will (aid he) O King , preſent thee for ſureties , thy ſelf, and the Queen thy wife , that one 
of you may be a ſurety tor me to the other, Ptolowey ſmiling hereat, granted him the farm 
of the tribute , without further ſurety, This favour of his difpleaſed thoſe Governours of the 
Cities that were come into Egypt, in that they ſaw themſelves contemned and conſtrained 
to return with ſhame unto their houſes. But Foſeph obtained 2000, footmen from the King ; 
to theend to enforce the tribute from thoſe Cities, who were negligent in their payments - 
and after he had borrowed five hundred talents of the Kings friends in Alexandria, he depart- 
ed into Syria, 

As ſoon as he came to Aſcalon, he demanded the payment of the tribute at the citizens 
hands , which they not only refuſed to perform , but moreover upbraided him with injurious 
words, For which cauſe laying hold on about ſome twenty of the Principals among them, he 
put them todeath : and having gathered their ſubſtances rogether , he ſent the King ſome 
thouſand talents , certifying him of that which he had done. Prolomey admiring at his wil- 
dome , and allowing of his execution , permitted him to diſpoſe of all things at his pleaſure, 
The Syrians underſtanding hereof , were ſore abaſhed ; and perceiving that the Aſcalonites 
were flain by Foſeph , through the ſeverity of his juſtice and their diſobedience, they opened 
him the gates, and received him willingly, and paid him their tributes. Whereas alſo the 
Scythopolitanes in way of contumacy refuſed to lay down, according to order, their ac- 
cuſtomed tributes , heſlew the chieteſt amongſt them: the confiſcation of whoſe goods he 
{ent unto the King, When as therefore he had gathered much filyer , and made great gains 
of the purthaſe of the tributes , to the intent to eſtabliſh and make his power of more con- 
tinuance , he liberally employed his gettings ; conſidering with himſelf, that it wasa part of 
wiſdome to keep and entertain his good hap, by thoſe riches which he himſelf had gotten : 
For he ſent many preſents both to the King and Queen, and beſtowed liberal bounty 
doth on their familiars and favourites, and alſo on all thoſe which had any authority , credic 
or favour inthe Court, to winne and bind them unto him by his benevolence, And in this 
elicity of his continued he the term of twenty two years z during which time he was the 
father of ſeven children by one wife, and of another called Hircanns , whom he begor 
mer of his brother Solymius , whom he married upon this occaſion which 
enueta, 

VValking upon a time in Alexandria in the company of his brother (who led with him his 


F daughter already marriageable , to theinrent ro beſtow her upon ſome Jew of good quality) 


whileſt he ſate at meat with the King , there entred into the banquet a certain fair damoſel , 
frained up in'dancing , with whom growing enamoured , he told his brother thereof, praying

But King Alexander having gathered great forces, as well of ſtrange and hired Souldiers as 
ofthoſe whoin Syria had revolted from Demerrins , led forth his whole army againſt the ene- 
my; and after the enſignes were diſplayed and the onſet given, the left wing of Demetrias 
compelled Alexanders ſouldiers that fought againſt it to fly ; and his men purſuing them 
hard at heels, ſpoyled their camp, But cheright wing in which the King himlelt was , being 
forced to retire, was diſcomfited: and as for thereſt, they betook themall to flight ; bur De- 
metrins fighting valiancly , ſlew ſome of his enemies ; and in purſuing other ſome , who could 
not endure his fierce affaulc , was in the end, by ſerting ſpurres to his horſe, mainly carried in- 
toa deep and muddy bogge , whereinto by miſadvenrure his horſe fell, and being unable to 
get out he was ſlain in that place, For being diſcoyered by his enemies,they turned back

both by God and che King, that they would bring their proves according to the law , be- 
ſeeching Ptolomrey to adjudge him co death , whom he ſhould finde co have fallified his oath. 
The King theretore fate cown with his triends, both to hear the cauſe , and determine upon 
their differences, Bur the Jews of Alexandria were fore moved and diſpleaſed againſt them 
that had drawn the preeminence of the Temple in Jeruſalem into queſtion, and were highly 
diſcontent that a Temple (o ancient and famous, and ſo eſteemed and honoured thorow the 
whole world , ſhould in ſuch ſort be diſgraced, When as therefore the day of audience was 
come , Sableus and Theodeſans ſuffered Anaronicus to declaim firſt : who began to approve the 
lawtulne(s , holineſs, and religion of che Temple in Jeruſalem out of the Law ; and by the 
ſucceſſive government of the high Prieſts , who trom farther to ſon, and from hand to hand, 
had received this honour ; therein alleadging that all che Kings of Aſia had honoured the 
Majeſty of that place with preſents and rich oblations: whereas neither in record of men, nor 
courſe of antiquity , the Temple of Garizim had been in any eſtimation, By theſe and ſuch 
like words, 4ndronticus perſwaded the King, that the Temple of Jeruſalem was builded ac- 
cording to the ordinance of Moſes, inviting him to adjudge Sabbeus and Theodoſaus to death, 
This may ſuffice as touching the differences of the Jews of Alexandria , and ſuch things as 
betell chem during Prolomey Philometors time,

Ptolomey made his ſpeedy repair to Ptolomais, and led with him his daughter Cleopatra, 
where meeting with Alexander (according to their appointment) he delivered him his daugh- 
ter , with ſfucha dowry of gold and filver , as well beſeemed his kingly magnificence. Unto 
the ſolemnizing of his marriage, Alexander by letters invited the high Prieſt Fonathax, com- 
manding him to repair unto him to Prolomais, Where, after he was arrived, and had both 
preſented his ſervice with other magnificent preſents to both the Kings z he was highly ho- 
noured by both, in ſo much a Alexander conſtrained him to pur off his ordinary garments , 
and to put on a purple robe , and after that to ſit upon a royall Throne: commanding his 
Captains to march before him thorow theCityz & to command by publicke edict, that no man 
ſhould dare to ſpeak any thing againſt him , neither offer him any cauſe of diſcontent in what 
fort ſoever, All which the Captains performed ; ſo that they,who purpoſely and maliciouſly 
repaired thither to accuſe him , ſeeing the honour that was done unto him by his publication,

Treanws heating newes of Artzochus death , led forth his army with all ExPEdition 
H againſt the Cities of Syria, hoping to find them disfurniſhed both of 94rriſons 
and means of defence , as in effect it came to paſs, He therefore took the Ci. 
ty of Medaba at the end of ſ1x monerhs, afrer that his army had ſuffered many calami. 
ties, Afterwards he ſeized Samega , and the Cities thereabout : The Cities of $;. 
chem , and Garizim alſo where the Cutheans dwelt , who had a Temple there made ac. 
cording to the modell of the Temple of Jeruſalem (which Alexander the great permitted 
Sanaballath to build in favour of his ſon in law Manaſſes, brother to the high Prieſt Jad 
dus , as we have heretofore declared ) which Temple was lay'd deſolate two hundred years 
after it was builded, Hyrcanus alſo took certain fortreſſes and Cities of Idumeza,as Adori,and 
Mariſſa; and after he had ſubdued all the Idumzans, he permitted chem to inhabit the coun- 
trey , under this condition, that they ſhould conſent to be circumciſed, and to live according 
to the lawes and religion of the Jews, They through the defire they had to live in the 
place where they were born, (ubmitted themſelves to be circumciſed , and to live according 
to the cuftomes and ordinances of che Jews; and from thar day forward they were com: 
prehended within the number of the Jews, 

Whileſt thus Hyrcanus was high Prieſt , he thought good to renew the amiry betwixt thet 
ews and the Romans, and to this effe& he ſent an Ambaſſage with letters unto the Senate, 
As ſoonas the Senate had received his letters, they made alliance with him , to this effed 
enſuing. Fanins M.F-.'Pr.aflembled the Senate in the field of Mars the eighth day of Febr- 
ary , in the preſence of Z. Manlins, L, F, Mentina , and C. Semrronius , C. F, Falernas con 
cerning that which Son the ſon of Doſitheus, Apollonins the ſon of Alexander, Diodons 
the ſon of Jaſon , men of good reputation and honour , and {cnt Ambaſladours by the people 
of the Tewes, have propoſed ; who have dealt witli us as touching the confederation and 
amity that this nation had with the Romans, and have likewiſe conferred as touching the 
affairs of eſtate , namely, that Ioppe and the Ports thereof , G1zara and the fountains thete 
unto belonging , and thoſe other Cities of the Countrey , which Axtiochns took from them, 
contrary to the decree of the Senate, ſhould bereſtored unto them z and that ir may not be 
lawfall for the Kings Souldiers to paſs thorow their Countrey , neither any of thoſe Provin- 
ces that are under their government : and that thoſe things which were attempted by An 
tiechrs during this War , contrary to the arreſt and decree of the Senate , ſhould be declared 
void, tothe end that the Ambaſſadours ſent inthe Senates behalf, may provide for the reſti- 
tution of thoſe things which Aztiochus had ſpoiled them of , and may rate and ſer down the 
—_— , which the Countrey hath received by this War, tems, that commendarory letters 
ſhon1d be written in the behalf of the Iewiſh Ambaſſadors, to the Kings and free people, for 
their ſecure and ſafe return into their Countrey, It hath been held convenient , to make 
and ratifie this ordinance , to the end to renew friendſhip and confederation with men of (0 
good reſpe&, ſent unto them by a nation ſo good and fairhfull cowards chem; And as touch: 
ing theletters , the anſwer was; that they ſhould be written at ſuch time as the affairs ofthe 
Senate would permit them any leiſure 5 and that from this time forward, they would have 
care that no injury ſhould be offered them, And the Precor Faxins was commanded alfo 
to deliver the Ambaſſadours money out of the common purſe , to bear their charges home 
into their Countrey : and thus did Fenjvs diſmiſs the Ambaſſadours of the Tews , after ht 
had given them filyer out of the common treaſury, with the decree of the Senate addreſſed 
to thoſe that ſhould condud them, and giye them afſured convoy to return into their coun- 
trey, And this was the eſtate of the affairs during Hyrcanus Prieſthood.

By this accident a man may eafily conjecture, that there is ſcarcely any power greater then 
that of envy and ſlander , and that there is not any thing that may ſooner break off the good 
will and amity amongſt brethren, then theſe two paſſions. And above all there is an occaſion 
offered us of great wonder, inreſpeR of one that was called Fudas,of the Set of the Eſſeans, 
who in all thoſe things that he prophecied, varied in no ſort from the truth, He ſeeing qyti- 
20nu5 come up into the Temple, cried out among his diſciples (who frequented with him tg 
be inſtruted by himin the method of prophecy) that he was weary of his life , becauſe Anti. 
gonus ſecurity argued the vanity of his prophecy , by which he had foretold , that that ye 
day he ſhould be ſlain at Stratons T ower ; whereas the place where he ſhould be murthereg 
was fix hundred ſtounds off, and the better part of the day was already ſpent : ſo that it could 
not be imagined, but that he ſhould be in danger to have made a falſe prediction, Whileſt he 
declared his doubts after this manner, and was wholly overcome with choler , news wx 
brought that Antigonus was ſlain ina certain place under ground,which was called the Tower @Þ c 
of Straton , of the ſame name with that other that ſtandeth near the Sea, which was after- Þ « 
( 


wards called Czſarea ; which ambiguity troubled the Diviner, Jncontinently after this ac- 
cident, Ariſtobulus repented himſelf, in that he had put his brother to death: and this te- 
pentance of his was ſeconded by a moſt grievous ſickneſs, proceeding from the affligion 
of his ſpirit , and deteſtation of that cruel murther : ſo that with grievous agony and tor- 
ment he vomired bloud , as if all his entrals had been tornin ſunder, This bloud fo vomited ; 
by him , it fortuned (in mine opinion) by the divine providence of God , that a certain ſer- 
vant of his bearing it from his preſence , by ſome trip of his foot hapned to ſtumble, and ſhel 
the ſame inthat very place which had been ſoiled with the bloud of the ſlaughtered Antios 
2s, By which means they that beheld the ſame raiſed a great cry, exclaiming that the Page 
had ſhed the bloud in a convenient place. Ariſtobulus hearing this out-cry , demanded Fi 
cauſe thereof , and for that no man addrefled himſelf ro ſatisfie him , he was the more ear 
neſt to know it (according to the nature of men , who are alwaies more ſuſpicious and defi 
rous to know thoſe things which are moſt concealed,) Finally , from words he fell to 
menaces, and never a man for fare of him durſt tell him the truth, Whereupon he altoge- 
ther diſmaied and affrighted in his conſcience , caſting forth abundant rears, and loaden 
with grievous fighes,began to cry out inthis manner : How then ? Mine impious and deteſtz 1x 
ble a& isnot hidden from God , but the ſudden puniſhment of my brothers murther purſt- 
eth me: wherefore , O thou ſhameleſs body of mine, how long wilt thou detain my ſoule, 
which is due, and appertaineth to the ghoſts of my mother and brother ? Why doſt thou not 
take it all at once ſuchas it is , without expeRting that I ſhould ſacrifice my blond , poured 
out ſo many times to thoſe whom I have ſo traiterouſly ſlain ? While he pronounced theſe 
words, he died, after he had reigned one year, He was called Philefles, that is to ſay, alover of 
the Greeks. Thus after he had profited his countrey many waies, & ſubdued the Ttureans,and 
joyned the greater part of the countrey to Judza; and had conſtrained them likewiſe, who 
ſhould remain in that countrey , to be circumciſed , and to live according to the laws of the 
Jews, he died thus miſerably. He was by nature courteous and ſhamefaſt, as Srratoteſtifieth, I 
ſpeaking after this manner, by the authority of Timagines; This was the courteous man, and 
profitable to his countrey-men the Jews in many things: for he inlarged their countrey, and 
conquered the part of the nations ofthe Itureans, whom he tied pnto him by the bond of 
circumciſion,

Hecatontams- who came forth tro make head againſt him , and met with him near onto 


_—— pr , in a place called Aſophon, and encamped right over againſt the enemy. He 
hundreds, 2d in his vantguard $000, men, whom he called combatants by the hundreds, whoca- 
ried brazen bucklers, Ptolomeys foreward alſo had bucklers after the ſame faſhion: who percei 
ving themſelves to be inferiour in other points , deferred the charge, and were oth to har: 
zard battel. Burt Phileftephanus the camp-maſter did not a little encourage them : For he 
cauſed them to paſs the loud , hard by which they were encamped, neither would he hin- 
der"Alexander from paſſing the ſame , making his account , that if the enemies had therive kh 
on their backs, he ſhould be the more aſſured of them, that they ſhould not warrantize chem- 
ſelves from the fight, Inthe beginning of theskirmiſh, each oneof them fought with an- 
ſwerable valour z ſo that a great number of them fell on both ſides. But Philoſtephanus percei- 
Alexanders _ Ving that Alexanders army had the better , he took a part of his followers, and ſpeedily ſecon- 
overthrow. ded thoſe who were ready to retire themſelves. The wing of the Jews vantguard that ſaw- 
themſelves freſhly charged ; and not ſuccoured by any means, began to fliez and fo far were 
thoſe that marched next them from yielding them affiſtance , that contrariwiſe all of them 
became parrners in one ſhamefull Aight, But they of P:oloweys fide behaved themſelves fat 
otherwiſe: for they purſued and flew them, and after they had wholly diſarraied them , they 
charged them ſo heatly, that they blunted their weapons, and wearied their arms with killing 
| them, Ir is reported that thirty thouſand men were ſlain in the battel (Timagezes ſaith, fiſt 
F077 1® thouſand) as for the reſt , ſome of them were taken priſoners, and otherſome fled untother 
might afMi& houſes, After that Ptolomey had obtained this vitory , he overran and ſpoiled: the whole

and to aſſault the Jews afreſh : bur as ſoon as the day appeared, and this opinion was found 
falſe, as ſoon as the Jews were aſſured of the truth, they turned back upon them, and charging 
theGazeans, they flew about ſome one thouſand fighting men of them. | 
All this notwithſtanding, they bethought them on no ſurrender , but ſtood out, being nei- 
ther amated with loſs of men , or lack of proviſion whatſoever , reſolving themſelves rather 
toendure any miſery , then to ſubmit themſelves intothe hands of their enemies; and thar 
which made them more confident , was the hope of help which they expected from Aretas 
Kingof Arabia , who had pramiſed no leſs, But jt came to paſs that Apoiodetss was flain be- fo King 
fore his arrivall, and the Ciry taken, For L)fimachus his brother conceived a jealouſie againſt CO 
him , by reaſon of the good opinion which che inhabirants had of him , and having lain him, zeans with 
and rarhered choſe fighting men that he might, he yielded up the City unto «Alexander , h%* & reſcue;

By theſe perſwaſtons he was induced to hold his hands, both by reaſon of the 

apprehenſion of theſe words , which were ſpoken unto him , as alſo for that he was overruled 

by che multitude of choſe who would nor permit his hand toexecute his will : ſo char raking 

up his mother , and doing her all the ſervice that the time permitted, he followed on his way, 

and with the ſpeedieſt and neareſt means he could , he retired toward the Caſtle of Maſlada,

215. aſſailed him in che high way : but he put them to flight and obtained the victory , not like? 
deſperate manenforced thereunto through neceſfity , bur like a diſcreet , well turniſhed and 
valiant Souldier. So that in the very place where he obtained the viRtory againſt the Jews 
(after ſuch timeas he was made King ) he builded a moſt ſumptuous palace, and near unto 
the ſame a City which he called Herodium, Whileſt he remained at Refla ( a borough of 
Idumza) Foſeph his brother came forth to meet him, and to conſult with him as touching 
their wholeeſtace, and to know of him what ſhould become of that great multitude that fol 
lowed them, conſidering that they had no Soyldiers in pay,and the caſtle of Maſſada (whithe:

When he drew near unto Samoſata, Antony ſent out his army in poocly array to meet 
and honour him , and withall to ſuccour him , in that he had heard that the Barbarians had aſ- 
ſailed him, As ſoon as he came to Anteny's preſence, he entertained him kindly, and after 
he had heard that which had befaln him in the way , he embraced him in admiration of his 
vertue, and did him great honour, as to him whom a little before he had raiſed to a roy 
dignity, Not long atter this, Antiochys ſurrendred the ſort of Samoſara to Antony, andy 
on this occaſion the War was ended, Whereupon Antony committed the Provincewith 
army to Soſins : and after he had commanded him to ſuccour Hero, he departed into Egyyt, 
Soſius therefore ſent two legions of Souldiers before into Judza to ſuccour Herod , and after 
wards he followed with the reſt of his army.

Own life, and diſpatch herlſelt out of miſery with her own hands, Bur ſhe contained her ſelf, 
to theend, that ſurviving (and living after her ſon, who was fo traiterouſly and fraudulently 
ſlain , and prolonging her own life, without giving any ſuſpition or ſhadow, that ſhe ſuppoſed 
her ſon to be thas curledly murthered ) ſhe might with more opportunity expe& the occa- 


ſion to revenge herſelf: For which cauſe ſhe diflembled all things , governed her grief, and L 


made ſhew that ſhe knew nothing of that which was either intended , or had hapned. As fer 
Herod , helaboured by all means to perſwade the ſtrangers, that this death had befallen 4ri- 
ſte!ulns without his knowledge ; and did not onely prepare that which was requiſite for the 
Herods coun« funerall , but vext himſelf likewiſe, and made ſhew of a man truely devoured in this ſorrow - 
recicic ſorrow. and it may be, that in remembrance of Ariſtobulus beauty and flouriſhing young years , he 
was truly touched with compaſſion, notwithſtanding , that he imagined that this death of 
his ſhould be a means of his intire ſecurity , demeaning himſelt in all things very circum- 
ſpe&ly, with intent to purge himſelf of that crime, Bur eſpecially, he ſhewed his great mag- 
nificence in the interring of his body , both in the furniſhing and preparation of the Herſe, as 
in the perfumes and other things thereunto belonging , in ſuch fort , as the grief which the 
Ladies had conceived was pacihied after this manner of conſolation, 
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; long before chat time deſirous to aſhſt her, and having compaſſion of her miſery , undertook 
" the matter , and ceaſed not toincite Antony to revenge Ariſtobulus death , telling him thar 
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a part of them at Antonies hands,

B* none of all theſe things could either move or mollifie Alexandra, but that daily Atexandra cer- 


ic was an unpardonable errour , that Herod being created King in ſuch a ſtate, whereunto he 
had no right, ſhould be ſuffered co pratiſe ſuch conſpiracies againſt the true and lawfull 
Kings. Antony perſwaded by cheſe her words (as ſoon as he came to Laodicea ) ſent for 
Herod, to the end , that making his appearance he might anſwer that which might be obje- 
Qed againſt him , as touching Ariſfebulwedeath for he diſliked the aR , notwithſtanding , 
that Herod himſelt had attempted it, But although Herod was affraid of this accuſation , 
and did not a little ſulpe& Clegpatras diſpleaſure ( for that ſhe ceaſed nor continually to 
provoke Antony againſt him ) yet obeyed he this commandement, and tranſported himſelf 
thither (therather for that he durſt not otherwiſe doz ) notwithſtanding, he left his Uncle 
Foſeph behind him , committing the government both of the Kingdome and his private ,,,,,..., 
eſtateunto him , giving him ſecret inſtructions to kill 4ariammne, if ſo be that Antony ſhould co repair unto 
happen to do him any miſchief. For he loved her ſo extreamly by reafon of her beauty , Kernen. ng 2 
that he ſuppoſed himſelf imjuried , if after his deceaſe the ſhould be beloved by any other; ry gy _— 
and he openly declared that all that miſery which befel him proceeded from Antoxies paſſion, ciarge he 
and intire affeRion , and admiration of her beauty , whereof he had beforetime heard ſome g2miniees ihe 
report, As ſoon therefore as he had in this ſort diſpoſed his affairs, notwithſtanding he had cill bis wife 
little hope of good hap, yet repaired he to Aztony. 

Bur Foſeph governing that Kingdome that was committed to his hands , converſed divers 


7) times upon this occafion with Mariamne , and communicated oftentimes with her, not 


onely for publike profit ſake, bur alſo ro do her that honour which ſo great a Princeſs deſer- 
ved, At {uchtime therefore as he ſecretly deviſed with her , as touching the friendſhip and 
ardent affection which Herod bare unto her , his ſpeeches were jeaſted at after the manner of 
Ladies, bur eſpecially Alouted at by Alexandra, For which cauſe Foſeph, being over-forward 
to expre(s the. Kings good will towards her, proceeded (0 far , that he diſcovered the com- 
manement that was given him; thereby to make manifeſt, that it was not poſſible for Herod 
to live without her , and that if any inconvenience ſhould happen unto him , he would not in 
death alſo be diſ-joyned from her, This diſcourſe of Foſephs was not interpreted by the 
Ladies , as a demonſtration of his good will , but rather as a maniifeſtation of Herods malig- 
nity; whodying, deſired alſo that chey ſhould periſh, and interprered, chat which he had 
ſpoken, as the teftimony of his tyrannous and malicious heart, Ar that time there was a ru» * aeys'y" 
mour ſpread in the City of Jeruſalem by Herods'maligners , that Antony had in ſuch (ort tor- 4, qeaw. 
mented him,that he was\dead.- Whereupon all thoſe of the Kings houſe were troubleq, and in 
eſpecial the Ladies; ſo that Alexandra incited Foſeph ro forſake the Palace, and rakethe L- 
dies, and to retire himſetf under the Enfignes of the Roman legion , who at that time were 
about the City for the ſecurity of the Kingdome, under the conduct of the Tribune Fulzss , 
to the end firſt of all, that if any trouble ſhould happen inthe Kings houſe, they might be by 
this means in ſafety , having the Romans tofriend; and afterwards , for that they hoped that 
it Antony ſhould ſee Mariamne , ſhe might obtainall chiags at his hands whatſoever defi- 
red , aſſuring him that he would reſtorethe Kingdome unto her , and deprive her of nothing 
that concerned , or was anſwerable to her-royal eſtate, 

But whileſt they were diſtrated with theſedeliberatiens, there came letters from Herod, Hered appea- 
contrary toſome few mens report , and all mens expe&ation, For as ſoon as he came unto ag 
Antony he compaſled his favour by his many preſents, which he had brought with-him to and ce cific 
that intentfrom Jeruſalem , and ſuddenly debating the matter with him , he appealed himin hi freaGby 
ſuch ſort ,as he was no more diſpleaſed againſt him : and from that time forward , Cleopatras jy. 1p. 
ſpeeches were but coldly conceited of in regardot his ſo ample fatisfation, Por Antony ſaid, :

| Retas demeaning himſelf thus ungratefully , and refuſing ro do that which in right 
A he ought to perform 5 Herod made a ſhew to take arms againſt him , but deferred 
his revenge in regard of the contentions amongſt the Romans, For at that time 
nought elſe was expeRted then the Actian War ( which fell in the hundred , eighty and 
ſeventh Dlympiade) in which Azgnſtus Ceſar determined to trie his Title with Antonins 
Herod levieb {or the Monarchy, In the mean while Hered , who had already for many years been | 
"ons Maſte: of a peaceable and fruittull Countrey, from whence he drew rich revenues and ma- 
us againſt ny torces, gathered divers companies of men with the greateſt expedition that he might, 
- 5 A to ſuccour Antonius, But he by letters ſignified unto him , that he had no need of his af 
cd by letters ſtance : notwithſtanding , he commanded him to make a road upon the Arabian , whoſe 
to the Arabian nerfidious dealing Antonius had not onely underſtood by Herod himſelf , but alſo by Cle 
2 zras advertiſements, For ſhe very cunningly conceived , that it would redound i 
profit , ifone of theſe two ſhould overthrow the other, Heredaccording to theſe inſtrudt- 
ons from Antenius, returned back into his Countrey , and retained his Army alwayes read 


about him , and incontinently with the ſame invaded Arabia, and with his forces 


horſemen and footmen camedire&ly to Dioſpolis, wherethe Arabians (having notice of his 
intended Waragainſt them) came out to meet him, Ia this place fought they a moſt cruel 


— battel, wherein at laſt the Jews had the upper band. . After this, a great Army of Arabias 


CRAL” aſſembled themſelves at Cana, a certain place in Cceloſyria, Whereof when Herod was fore- 
T9 ne advertiſed, he marched forth againſt them, accompanied wich the greater part of his forces 
before coricts As ſoon as he drew near to Cana, he determined to incamp in that place, and after he had 
Ne /2a2e, well fortified and entrenched his forces , to ſet on the enemy upon the firſt opportunity: 
but whileſt he imployed himſelf in the execution hereof, all the Army of the Jews cried out, 
requiring him without _ to leade them forward againſt the Arabians, And thus highly 
were they encouraged, both in reſpec of the confidence they. had in the good adminiſtration 
and ordering of their army , as in regard of their forwardnefs , who had been aRors in the 
former War, and partakers of the victory z ſo that they ſcarce gave their enemies leiſure 0 
fectle themſelves to their weapons, When as therefore Herod perceived that rhe heat and 
forwardnelſs of the Souldiers could hardly be appeaſed ; he thought good to make uſe of 
the readineſs of his army , and arming himſelf, he marched formoſt z being ſeconded by his 
Souldiers in battel array,wtcha ſouldier-like march, This ſudden approach of his wonderfully 

abaſhed the Arabians : For although for a while they made head againſt them; yer perceivi 
' theirenemies tull of hearc, and-themſelves unable to reſiſt them, divers of rhem retreat 
and betook themſelves ro flight: fo thatallotthem had been utterly defeared, had not Abe

che ignominy of his tormer diſcomfiture,

. | T ſuch time as Ceſar and Antony made triall of their titles in the Aftian War , and Hedio & Rui 
id inthe ſeventh year of thereign of King Herod , there hapned ſuchan earthquake in ro rate 


the Countrey of Judza , thar never the like was ſeen in any other place: fo that in Judza kil- 
divers beaſts were flain thereby , and many men were overwhelmed with the ruines of their —_ thous 
houſes, and periſhed to the number of ten thouſand, Onely the men of War received no * a 
damage, becauſe they encamped in the open field. The Arabians hearing tidings hereof 
( which were far greater by report , then they were inefte& , by ſuch , who in favour of 
the Arabians, and hate of the Jews, reported the ſame) waxed proud : yea, ſo much was their 
courage increaſed hereby , as if all the Cities of Jewry had been already overthrown , and the 
men thereof extinguiſhed ; and as if they had no adverſaries remaining alive to contradic 
them. For which cauſe laying hold of thoſe Embaſſadours of the Jews, who came unto them The I 
to intreat of peace in their deſpetate eſtates , they ſlew them , and afterwards in the heat of \,mur, os 
their ſpleen,ſet upon their enemies camp. But the Jews not daring to expect or prevent their the Jem. 
aſlaylt , for their preſent miſeries had dejected their mindes ,. ſeemed to neglec their Com- | 
mon-weale, and in a manner todeſpaire of their ſafety. Theſe thus affeed did the King en- 
courage , and called unto him their yon, and (as much'as in him lay) awaking and reyi- Herod com:

raulds and meſſengers : for this name can both bring God to mans knowledge , and reconcile entmy 
fo enemy, 

whe impietie therefore is more unpardonable, then to put thoſe Embaſſadours to death , why 
tring tidings of right and juſtice? or what proſperitie can they expett either iy their wars 
or felicity in their whole lives , after ſo hainous a crime * Trucly I cannot imygine any: 
But perhaps ſome man will ſay, that right and equitie is on our ſide; tut that the greater nam- 
ber of men and meants are with them: but this their ſpeech is unworthy of my followers, Fu 
with-thoſe with whom juſtice ts , with thoſe alſois God; and where God is, there neither want- 
eth mnltitude nor fortitude, 'But let #5 wade further , and weigh our own forces by themſel ue, 
In the firſt battel we had the viRory , in the ſecond, upon the firſt charge we put them to flight, 
and found them unable to make their party good againſt us, Afterwards , when the vittay 
was ours, behold, Athenio , not by Lawfnll war ,” Lut by (whtill treachery aſſaulted us. But 
this be called their fortitude , or rather their fraud and ſecond inipuitie ? why therefore ſhould 
we have leſs courage, who onght to have the greater confidence * or why ſhould we fear them wh 
are alwaits inferioars , if they fight openly ; and without fraud ;, and when they ſeem to overcomt , 
they do it by unjuſtice *

arainſt them , their courage will be weakned , and our confidence by this zneans ſhall be awakened, 

or that we are not at this time ts encounter with deſperate men : For neither are we over- 
much afflitted; neither ( as ſome think) bath this miſery befallen ns thorow Gods diſpleaſurt , 
bnt theſe are the caſualties of fortune, And if by the will of God theſe things are come 10 paſs, it 
is marvel if by the ſame will our calamity ceaſe not ;\ and that our puniſhment ſhould not ſatisfit 
his diſpleaſure.

advanced to that digniry, Whileſt thus he was tormenred and travelled in his thoughts, he 
hadan cccafion offered him by Hircanus own followers to execute his intention, For Hircany 
being of a milde and gentle nature , during all his life-time forbare to. entermeddle with ſtats 
affairs, commirting all things to fortune , and contenting himſelf with whatſoever condition 
t pleaſed her to allot him, : 

But Alexandra being an ambitious woman, and unable to conceal with modeſty the hope 
ſhe conceived of change , ſollicited her father that he ſhould nor any longer endure the ſab- 
jeRion of Herod, who was the very ſcourge of their family , but rather that he ſhould ſtand 
upon his own guard, and reſerve himſelf to his better hoped fortunes. She furthermore gaye 

1m counſel to write unto Malchus , who had the government of Arabia , requeſting himty 
grant him both protetion and entertainment z for that it Herod ſhould chance to be cut of IſÞ c 
by Ceſars diſpleaſure , doubtleſs rhe Kingdome would return unto him , both in regard of 
his nobility, as alſo of the peoples favour. Theſe perſwafions of hers Hircanss at the firſtre- 
pulſed, bur afterwards being overcome by the importunity of the woman , who ceaſed not 


tain horſemen , who might condu& lim to the Aſphaltite lake , which lierh diſtant fromthe 
confines of Jeruſalem ſome three hundred furlongs, And theretore eſpecially committed 
he theſe letters to Doſitheus truſt , both for that he fayoured Hircanus and his daughter, and 
ſeemed likely for divers cauſes to hate Herod: tor he was Foſephs kinſman , who was flainby 
Herod; and not long before, certain of his 5rothers were flain amongſt others at Tyre by WY D

he ſerting moreby the preſent favour of the King that then reigned, then the reſt , diſcovered

” he freely confeſſed before Ceſar , that he had intirely loved Antonius, and that to the utmoſt 
of his power he had done him ſervice , to the end that he might obtain the ſoveraignty and mo- 
F narchy; not by annexine his forces unto his , inthat he was otherwiſe iniployed inthe Aratian War, 
but in furniſhing him both with wheat and money , and that this was the leaſt of fice which it behoved 
him to perform towards Antonius z for that being once his profeſſed friends , it behoved him not 
onelyts imploy his beſt endeavours on his ſo princely benefattor , but alſs to hazard both his head and 
happineſs to d-liver him from perils. All which (ſaid he) I have not performed according as I 
omght 19 have done; yet notwithſtanding 1 know , that at ſuch time as he:was overcome in the 
Attian battel , 1 did not alter my affetFion with his fortune: neither did 1reſtrain my ſelf ; for 
al:hough 1 befriended not Antonius with my preſence and. dſsiſtance 'in the Attian War, yet 
at leaſtwiſe 1 aſiſted him with my counſel , certifying him that he had but one onely means left

Mabbzd out all that which the King had commanded him ; eſpecially, for that he hoped not - 
that he ſhould return with the ſame power and authority , which before he had: and for that >*hemus ail 
conſe he though thus in himſelf, that withour incurring any danger in regard of Herod, he kings (eceers, 
might greatly gratifie the Ladies; who in all likelihood ſhould not be deprived of that dig- 
nity wherein they were at chat timez but would return them the like kindneſs when cMari- 
emne ſhould be Queen , or next unto the King, Furthermore, he hoped, that if Herod alſo 
ſhould return with all things anſwerable to his defires., that tre would perform nothing with- 
out his wites conſent ; or upbraid him with the at, it the contradited : for he knew too 
well chat the King loved her in ſuch ſort, as it was impoſhble to equal or expreſs his affe- 

Rions.z and for theſe cauſes he diſcloſed the truſt that. was committed unto him; But Mari- 
ame was very ſore diſpleaſed to hear that there-was no end of her miſeries, but they were 
altogether united and tied ro the dangers of Herod; and ſhe ofrentimes wiſhed that he 
might never more return again in ſafety , ſuppoſing that her life with him ſhould be very 
intolerable :. all which ſhe afterwards diſſembled nor, bat openly contefſed that which afflit- 
ed her with diſcontent, For when as Herod beyond all expeRtation arrived in his countrey, 
being adorned with mighty fortune, he firſt of all , as it became him , certifiedhis wife of his 

$o0d tidings and happy ſucceſs, whom onely amongſt all other his friends and wives , he 

embraced and ſaluted , tor the pleaſing converſation and affeRion that was in her, Bur ſhe, ferod bu: 

whileſt he repeated unto her theſe fortunate events of his affairs , rather entertained the Fara. by his 
ſame with a diſpleafant atcention, then applauding joy : and theſe affections of hers likewiſe nifeMariawne, 
ſh? could not conceale. For at ſuch time as he folded his armes about her neck , ſhe unfold- 

ed her ſorrow in her ſighes; ſo ſimple and unfeigned were her affeRions; and ſeemed rather to 
be diſpleaſed then appeaſed by his narrations, Whereupon Herod was fore troubled, percei- Herod for- 
ving theſe things not onely ſaſpected , bur alſo fully manifeſt: but above all things he was ern he. 
ditraed , when he conſidered the incredible and apparent hatred that his wife had concei- &ions diftr1- 


) ved againſt him , which in ſuch ſort incenſed him, that he could not refiſt the love that had $4 3nd chzo- 


tainted him , ſo that he neither could continue in wrath , nor liſten long to peace , and being **" 
mceſolved in himſelf, he now was attempted by this, ſtraight diſtraedby a contrary affe- 

Rion: ſo much was his mind travelled between love and hatred , 'that when as oftentimes 

he deſired to puniſh the womans pride, his heart by loves mediation failed him in the enter- 

prize, For Hothing did more torment him then'chis fear'; left executing his diſpleafure a-

had publiſhed ſome fatal doom againſt her, had not a happy meſleriget brought bim word , 


that A »thony.and Cleopatra being dead , Caſarwas become Lord of Egypt : for which cauſe Amtvory and 
taſting forward to meet and entertain him, [be left his family in that preſent eftare, 'Upon jg...

diſcreetly concealed and covered her mothers imperfeRions, and was aggrieved that the 
had ſo openly ſhewed ſo great indignity : expreſſing tor her own part a conſtant behaviour , 

and going to her death without change of colour, ſo that thoſe thar beheld her perceived in 

her a kind of manifeſt conrage and nobility, even in her ucmoſt extremity, - Thus died 

Mariamne , having been a woman that excelled both in continence and courage: notwith- 

ſtanding that ſhe defaulted ſome what ia affability and impatience of nature : for the reſt 

of her parts , ſhe was an admirable and pleaſing beauty , and of ſuch a carriage in thoſe 

companies wherein ſhe was entertained , that it was impoſſible to expreſs the ſame, in that 

ſhe ſurpaſſed all choſe of her time z which was the principall cauſe chat ſhe lived not graci- 

ouſly and contentedly with the King, For being entertained by him, who intirely loved her, 

and from whom ſhe received nothing that might diſcontent her , ſhe preſumed upon a great 

and intemperarte liberty in her diſcourſe, She digeſted allo the loſs of her friends very 

hardly , according as in open tearmes ſhe made known unto the King ; whereby alſo ic 

cameto paſs, that both Herods mother, and fiſter, and himſelf likewile grew at odds with 

her, and in eſpecial her husband , from whom onely ſhe expeted no hard meaſure. 

Afeer her death the King began more powerfully to be inflamed in his affe&ions; who Herods wiie- 
beforetimes as we have declared , was already miſerably diſtrafted, For neither did he love aur yomcep 
after the common-manner of married folk : but whereas almoſt even unto madneſs he terthe deah 
nouriſhed this his deſire, he could not be indaced by the roo unbridled manners of his wife * his wit * 
toallay the heat of his affeQion , but that daily more and more by doting on her, he increa- 
ſed the ſame. And all that time eſpecially he ſuppoſed that God wzs diſpleaſed with him 
th WO for the death of Mariazne his wife, Ofrentimes did heinvocate her name, and more often 

uy W endecently lamented he her, And notwithſtanding he deviſed all kind of delighrs and 

tal WW pores char might be imagined , by vrepating banquets, and inviting gueſts with Princely 

hoſpitality , to paſs away the time; yet all choſe profited him nothing , for which cauſe | 
hegave over the charge and adminiſtration of his kingdome. *' And in ſuch fort was he overs A plague in

creaſed , hear laſt hid himſelt in a ſolitary wilderneſs , under pretext of hunting ; where dons, 
afiting himſelf inceſſantly , at laſt , he fell into a moſt grievous ſickneſs, This diſeaſe 

of his was an inflammation or pain in the neck : he ſeemed alfoin ſome ſorr to rave and wax 

mad ; neither could any remedies relieve him of his agony : bur when as the ficknelsſtem- 

ed rather to increaſe, all men at laſt grew almoſt deſperate of his recoyery. For which 

cauſe his Phyſician, .partly in reſpect of the contumacy of his diſeaſe, pitrtly, becaufe" in ſa 

great a danger there was not any tree eletionof dyet, they gave him leave to taſte* what- 

lever beſt pleaſed his appetite z commirting the uncertain event of his health ro'rhg 

hands of fortune.

was a Temple builded, famons both for beauty and bigneſs, And as for the other parts of 
the City , he decked them with all ſorts of ornaments, And ſeeing how nearly it concerned 
him to provide for the ſecurity of his perſon in this walled City , he erected a Fortreſs fot 
himſelf, And as touching the beauty thereof, his intent was that ic ſhould remain for a 
monument to poſterity , of his magaificence and liberaliry,

diets being altered by reaſon of the want of corn , the want of ſuſtenance was accom- 
panied with a bodily fickneſs ( for that by cuſtome theſe two plagues do ordinarily enter- 
tain one another: ) For this made the plague and ſickneſs more vehement , for that 
the fick in this great penury could neither have care of themſelves, as was expedient ; 
nor get convenient nouriſhment for preſervation of life: And many died daily, and thoſe 
alſo that remained alive were in deſpair , becauſe they .could not relieve their want and 
neceſlities , what diligence ſoever they uſed, For which cauſe, after the old fruits of that 
year were wholly conſumed , and all the reſt of their ſtore was utterly ſpent, there appeared 
not any means whereupon they might hope; namely , for that the miſery increaſed more 
then was expected; yea and extended it ſelf beyond that year : ſo that they had nothing 
remaining by them,and the ſeed that was. ſowed at thateime mouldred away,and the earth for 
all their labours afforded them no intereſt. The neceffity therefore being thus great , con- 
trained men to ſearch out many new inventions to maintain their life: and the King likewiſe 
was in no leſs perplexity z in that he was deprived of thoſe ordinary revenues which he re- 
ceived by the fruits of the earth; and the rather for thar he had ſpent his money in repairing 
his Cities, according as before this we have declared : and in f{uch (ot were all things waſted 
by divers calamities , that a man could conceive no hope of remedy, Beſides this, the people 
grew in hatred of their King z- for that it is their cuſtome ordinarily to accuſe their Go- 
vernors , as if they were the authors of all their evils, Yer did the King bethink himſelf how 
be might remedy theſe inconveniences , bur hardly could he find the means , for that thetr 
neighbours had no means to (ell them vials, becauſe they wereno lefs afflited theri themi-

and that there was no wool to ſet them awork , orother ſtuffe ro make garments of, Now 
afrer he had furniſhed his ſubje&s withtheſe things, he thought good alſo to ſhew kindgeſ 
to the neighbouring Cities, and ſtored the Syrians with Seed-corne to ſowe their lands. 
which yielded him no little profit: for the earth incontinently gave him a large and plenti. 
full tribute for that ſhe had received: ſo that all of them had abundance ot viduals, and 
ſoon as the harveſt was ready , ke ſent fifty thouſand men into that countrey which he hag 
relieved : and by this means he with all diligence reſtored his atfiicted Kingdome , and com. 
forted his neighbours , who were oppreſſed with the ike calamity, For there was not any 
man inneceflity, that according to hisquality was not aſflilted and ſuccoured, 

The villages likewiſe and the Cities, and thoſe of the common ſort who entertained prear 
houſholds , and were in want , having their recourſe unto him, received that which they had 
need of ; (o that toreckon up all the corn which he gave unto thoſe who were not his ſub- 
jets, it appeareth that he employed ten thouſand Cores of wheat : now the Core contain. 
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eth cen Athenian bnſhels : and within the compaſs of his Realme he imployed eighty thou-l I m 


ſand : which care of his, and diſcreetly imployed favour z wrought ſo much in the hears 
of the Jews, and was ſo highly renowned amongſt other nations , that the ancient hatred 
which they had conceived againſt him, for that he had altered certain cuſtomes of their 
Kingdome , was wholly forgotten, and he was ſuppoſed by them to have made a ſufficient 
recompence, by the diligence he had ſhewed in affifting them in their neceſſities ; and no leſs 
either grace or glory obtained he amongſt ſtrangers : ſo that by theſe miſeries the Kings ho- 
nour was not a little magnified , and whatſoever damage he received at home , ſo much ho- 
nour and reputation atchieved heabroad, For whereas in ſtrangers neceſſities he had ſhey- 
ed himſelf full of magnanimity ,- each man did not reſpe& what he had been before, but

When as theretore his Kingdom was reſtored to his former 
felicity , he builded a royal Palace in the higher part of the City , furniſhed with many large 
buildings, and decked with gold and marble ſears; fo as they might receive a great number 
of men : he namedalſo each room of the houſe according to their ſeveral names, and called 
one the lodging of ſar , and another of 4gripps, After this, being intangled with love, he 
married a wie Teſt he ſhould: be diſtrated by vain defires z and the cauſe of this his new mar 
riage was this : There was amongſt thoſe that dwelt in Jeruſalem a certaine citizen called 


Simon , the ſon of Bathas the Alexandrine , who was a Prieſt, and one of the chiefeſt in no- 


bility amongſt them : this man had a daughter, the faireſt and comlieſt creature of that age, 
whoſe beauty being renowned by the common voice, it came to paſs,that with her fameHered 
at one time entertained 8 good affection towards her , and afterwards obtaining the ſight of 
her, he grew in love with her z yet would not uſe his authority , leſt he ſhould ſeem'to be- 
have himſelf ryrannically , but choſe rather to accept her for his betrothed wife, Whereas 
therefore Simon ſeemed unworthy his affinity , and yet too worthy to be blaſted by con- 
tempt, he made eletion of a convenient means to obtain the fulneſs of his defire , which 
was ,tO1aiſe bothSimor and his to higher dignities. For which cauſe he preſently depoſed

The whole circuit of the Tower contained abourfour ſtades or furlongs , a ſtade or furlon 
in length to every pane from angle to angle. On the infide and near unto the top there | 
was another wall #} ſtone extended along the Eaſtern fide ; having a double porch of equal 
oreatneſs with that of the wall , and placed in the midlt of the Temple , and openeth righe , 
upon the gates thercof , which the Kings beforctime had adorned, Round about the Tem- 
ple were planted thoſe ſpoils which were taken from the Barbarians, which King Herod had 
placed there , with all thoſe ſpoils which he had taken from the Arabians. In a torntr og

2 name on that Tower which was Barls , in which they kept the Pricltly Veſture, wherewith [ 
the high Prieſt was wont to be adorned at that time only , when he was to offer {acrifice, 
King Herod kept the ſame in that place , and there remained it after his death , untill the 
time of 7 7berius Ceſar : undet whom Vitellius Governour of Syria came 'unto Jeruſalem; 
where he was entertained by all the people with as great magnificence,as was poſſible : and 
being deſirous to acknowledge the favour that he had received ar their hands , being re- 
quelted by them that they might have the keeping of the high Prieſts Ornaments , he wrate 
unto Thherins Caſar to grart chem that favourz and till the death of King Agripps, the 
Jews had the ſame in their potſeffion. But after thar Agrippa was dead , Caſſius Longtaus that 
governed Svri2, and  wſptus Fad.s Lievtenant of Judzxa,commanded rhe per ro return the 
lame into the Fortreſs Antonia , ſaying , that the Romans ought to be Lords thereof, as 
they had been in times paſt, For which cauſe the Jews ſent Embafladours to Claudius Ceſar, 
ro rcqueſ? his favour therein , who arriving at Rome , found the young King Agrippathere, 
who bcſought the Emperour that it might be lawfull for him to have the keeping of thehu- 
bit : who commanded Y7telrus the Governour of Syria,to deliver it into his hands, Before- 
time it was kept nnder the ſcal of the high Priclt , and the cuſtady of the Treaſurers ; and an 
the Eve of a certain ſolemne Feaſt , the Treaſurers went up to the Captain , who kept the 
Fortreſs for the Romans, and after they had opened their ſeal,they tookthe habir : and after 
the Feaſt was paſt , they returned it back again unto the ſame place, and (hut ic up under the 
ſame ſcal in the preſence of the Captain. All which we have thought good to lay open, to 
make rhe Medley known that was uſed in that care, | 
After that Herod had in this ſort builded this ſtrong Tower for the ſecuriry and guard of 
the Temple, he called it Antonia, for the love of Antonius his friend , and one of the chictelt 
menin Rome. In the Weltern part of this porch,there were four gates, whereof the one ope- 
ned upon the Kings Palace , to which there was a dire& way thorowthe midit of the valley; 
the rwo others led unto the ſuburbs : and the fourth opened upon the relt of the City , and 
gave open paſſage unto the ſame, by the means of a number of {tairs,by which men might de- 
end tothe foor of the valley; and from thence there was an aſcent by other ſtairs to aſcend 
upwards. For the City was ſcituate near unto the Temple, after the manner of a Theater; 
and was bendedto the Southward by a deep vally. As touching the fourth ſide turned to-' 
ward the South, ir had likewiſe certain gates in the midſt thereof; and upon the ſame there 
was 4 triple gallery very royal and Princely , the length whereof extended from the oriental 
valley, as far asthe \Veltern, For it was impoſlible to extend irany further, This work Was 
one of the moſt famous pieces thar was ever ſeen under the Sunne.”

How the Fews of Fonta accuſed thoſe Countreymen for offering to take from them their Priviledze,, 
granted untothem by the Romans, 


V V Hen thcy came into Jonia,a great multitude ofthe Jews inhabiting that Coun- 


rey being gathered together , expeRted him to ſpeak unto him ; and finding 
opportunity, they complained unto him of the wrongs that thoſe Countrey. 
men otiered them , not permitting ; tolive according unto their Laws ; and that upon | 
Feſtival days they pulled and haled them before their Tribunal : and that they would not 
permit tizem to fend ſacred money unto Jeruſalem , and that they compelled them to do 
publike buſineſs , and to ſpend the Holy money in thoſe affairs, contrary to the Priviledges 
granted unto them by the Romans, Herod laboured to have the Jews complaints heard by 
Agrippa, & willed one of his friends and followers called Ntcholaus,to plead the Jews cauſe: 
who made a ſpeech unto 4grippa, fitting with the reſt of the Romans Nobility , and other 
Kings and Princes, in their behalf after this manner:*© Moſt worthy Agrippz,true it is,thar all 
*© men thar ſuffer injury, arc conſtrained to flic for redreſs to the Higher Powers, and we 
© gver & above hope to obtain our ſuit. For we ask nothing but that which your beneficence 
< hath already granted, & rhat which they endeavour to take from us that are,as we alſo are, | 
© your Subjects. And alchough that your benefit beſtowed upon us was great,yet are we wor- 
* thy ſtill to enjoy it, only tor that you your ſelf judgedus worthy thereof, And fuppoſe it 
© was a {mall marter,itis a ditcredir for you not to grant fo {mall a trifle. Wherefore it is evi-

© ved at your hands, which are infinite, For what a benefit is it, that whereas other Nations M 
* living under the dominion of rigorous Kings conſtituted over themztheſe do only obey the 
* Romans, and live in happy peace and tranquility ? Bur as for our aftairs,were no man trou- 
* bleſome unto us, yet are they nor ſuch as deſerve to be envied. For enjoying the common 
© felicity, which others your Subjects do, we deſire nothing of high eſtimate or worth , but 
« only requeſt that we may live according to the Religion of our Countrey , which of it felt. 
© is not to be cnvied at, but may be profitable for them that petmit it. For God doth always 
* love themzwho honour him.and them who do not hinder his honour. What is there in our - 
© Religion oftenſive ro any man ? nay , whar isthere that is not according to all piety and ju-

CHAP; -Y. G 


How Herod returned tto Jude, 


' He King having a proſperous wind, within a few days after arrived at Czſarcaz and 

from rhence he went to Jeruſalem , and calling together all the people , as well the 

Citt:ens as allo the Countrey people there preſent , there he told them the caule of 

his journcy, and how he had obtained immunities for the Jews living in Aſia, that they 

might converſe there among the Gentiles , without moleſtation, Then he recounted un- 

tothem, whar fclicity they had reccived and enjoyed by his reigh , ſeeing that his greateſt 
care was ſo to provide for his Subjects , that they might want nothing. And to i them | Þ 3 

the more, he told them, that he would freely remit the fourth part of the Taxes and Tribute 

they were to pay for the year paſt, The people greatly comforted as well with the Kings 

ſpcech uito them, as with his liberality,departed joytully, wiſhing the King all happineſs, 


CHAP. VI. 
Of the d:ſco:d 1: Herods bonſe, betw:en him and his Sons, 


N the meantime, the diſcord of his houſe was dayly increaſed ; for Salome greatly ma- 
 ligned rhe two young men, as having an hereditary hatred rooted in her heart ; and pre. 
ſumed by reaſo:: of lier good ſucceſs inher exploit practiſed againſt their Mother, to | 
labour all ways potlible not to leave any alive, that might revenge her death, wio dicd , not C 
deſerving it. And (he wanted no occafion , for that it ſeemed the young men were not very 
well aticcted toward their Father, partly for the memory of their Mothers death , and part- 
ly allo for that they defired the Kingdom. So that they upbraiding Salome and Pheroras , did 
renew their 0id hatred agatn(t them, who daily practiſed , by all means they could , to over- 
throw them : the young men alſo hated them , but not with like hatred that they wereha- 
ted otthem. For they tor their ingenuous manners and noble race diflembled not their an- 
ger , bur with laviſh tongues declared their minds. But Salome and Pheroras contrariwiſe 
envioutly and craftily prepared themſelves a way by calumniations , always provoking the 
magnanmous ſpirits of theſe young men , whoſe fierceneſs might ſoon bring them intoſuſ- 
picton with thetr father , tothe intent that he might gather hereby , that they wantednot x I H 
will to revenye thetr Mothers death ; yea z even with their own hands , foraſmuch as they 
were not athamed ro be rhe Children of ſuch a Mother , and would contend that ſhe was 
unjuitly put ro death And now all the City talked of them , every one pitying the young 
mens {1mplictty : Salome not ceaſing to gather by their own ſpeeches probable arguments 
of ſuſpicton , that they did not only take their Mothers death impatiently , but alſo raging 
like young men , did both bewail her death, and their own caſe , who were compete 
to live with the murtherers of their unfortunate Mother, and as it were contaminate 
themſelves witiz living amongſt them. Andthe abſence of rhe King greatly cauſed this their 
Ciilenſion 3 who being returned , and having made a ſpeech unto the people , he preſently E 
was aimontihed both by Pheroras and Salome his Siſter , that he was in great danger, by 
reaſon of the two young men , who did openly boaſt that they would be revenged of them 
thar killea t:ctr Mother : feining moreover , that they were encouraged , for that they ho- 
ped that Arcvelaus King of Cappadocia would help them, to accuſe their father unts 
Caſar. Herod hcaring this , was greatly troubled z and ſo much the more , for chat he 
heard the ſame alſo reported unto him by others : and hereby he was put in memory of 
that which was;pait, how that for the ditſenſion of his houſe he could not long enjoy bis 


aac friends and deareſt wite,” And as it were foreſceing by that that was paſt what would enſue, 


and feartng tome greater calamicy would befal him , he was altogether amazcd, And truly 

as abroad he was molt fortunate above all hope ; ſo at home he was moſt unhappy and in- 

fortune beyond mens opinion : So that one may well doubt whether his fortunare ſuccels I F 

abroad did countervail his misfortunes at home -3- or: whether it had been more expedient 

for him to have had neither the one or the other , bur to have had only a common and or- 

dinary favour at fortunes hands. Deliberating thus with himſelf, he Gr ir. good to call 

unto the Court another Son of - his, whom he begat. when he was a private man, and to 

grace him wich honours, and to oppoſe him againſt the other rwo Brethren , to the end, to 

bring down and reptels their fierce and haughty minds : ( this Son of his was called Ant 

pater) not minded (which after overcome by atfeCion he did) to make hit ſole heir of us 
| .» ot, 
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Wherefore this was all his labour : yer he had anef pecial care not to be thought An accu - 


ſer of his Brerhren, bur he uſed others of his accomplices,whom the King nothing ſuſpected; 
who for the truſt the King pur in them, might alſo have better credit given unto their words, 
For now this man had many followers and favourers, as it were, gaping after prefermenr by 
his means,who with a kind of counterfeit good will made a (hew of love and good will to- 
wards Herod, And being many in number and truſty ane to another, rhe young men were e- 
very day entrapped more and more : for many times they (hed tears for very grief of the 
conumelies and injuries rhatthey ſuffered 5 and many times they mentioned their Mother, 
and complained untothoſe whom they thought to be chetr friends , of their father , as one 


that deale not well with them: all which Artipaters partakers maliciouſly noting,and adding 


C thereunto ſomething of their own invention,they did preſently tell ir unto Herod ; and fodid

nourilh the difſenſton of his houſe. For the King being moved hereat,and purpofing to hum- 
ble Mariammes children , did daily encreaſe and augment, Aztipaters honour , and at his <n- 
treaties at laſt brought his Mother into the Court ;. and many times writing ſecretly unto 
Ceſar in favour of Antipater, he eſpecially commended him in particular unto him : and be- 
ing to ſail ro ſalure Agripps, who was now to depart out of Aft2, having governed that Pro- 
vince ten years, he only rook with him Antrpatey of all his Sons., whom he alfo commirred 
unto Agrippa with many gifts, to go with him to Rome , and to be brought into favour with 
Ceſar ; fo that row all things ſeemed to be done, as it were by this mans beck, and the young 
men to be already diſ-inherited, 


CHAP. VII. 


How Antipater l:Ving at Rome, Herod brought Alexander and bis Brothers thithey , 
and accuſed them before Czar. 


His journey did greatly advantage Aztepater, and encreaſe his honour and-pre-emi- 

| nence above his Brethren : for he became famous ar Rome , being by his Farhers 
Letters commended unto all his friends there : yer this wasa grear grief unto him, 

that he could nor daily caltmniare his Brethren ; for he feared leſt his fathers mind ſhould 


E change, and ſo he ſhould atfe&t Mariammes Children moſt. This was his daily cogitation :

bur though he wete abſent, yer ceaſed he nor by Letters to incire his Father againſt them, 
as having care of his ſafery ; bur indeed for that he thereby rhrough his bad pratices ho- 
ped to obtain the Kingdom : ſothar he increaſed He-od's wrath againſt them, thar he now. 
was become a deadly enemy unto the young men. But cndeavouring to reſiſt this affeCion, 
and fearing raſhly in his anger ro commit any ching to prejudice them , he determined ta ſail 
again to Rome , and there to accuſe his Sons betore Ceſar , lelt he being led away through: 
indignation and difpleaſitre conceived againſt the young men , (hould Cem to calt off all 
love and fatherly affeion rowards them. And repairing co Rome, and not finding Cefur 
there , he followed him unto Aquileia : and coming to ſpeech of him, and requeſting 
him to take notice of His misfortunes , he preſented his two Sons ,” and accuſed thembe- 
fore Ceſar of inſolencie , and for having.attempted co poyſon him , complaining their ha- 
tred to be gone fo far , that now by aty wicked and execrable way whatſoever they ſought. 
their Fathers Kingdom, notwithſtanding'rhat C eſar hadgiven him full power and liberty ro 
leave the Kingdom to him,” whom he found moſt dutiful and obedient unto him. . And char, 
they though thereby chey might nor gain the Kingdomi.,. yer they could be, contented with 
their fathers death, and Ta Ties ſought ir withdanger of or own lives , andthat thishor- 
ible and deteftable hatred was now rooted in their hearrs. And thar he having long endu- 
redthiscalamity; was now forced to open it unts C4ſar , and trotible his. cars with theſe 


complaitits, And ſpake after this nianner : Have I deſerved this artheir bands ? what wrong 
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PA YH? have done them? or how can they think it reaſon , that I who have expoſed my ſelf too

but he dot alſo deſire his Fathers death, fecing that it is not permitted men to ſucceed thoſs 

in the Kingdom who are yer alive. He alleadged moreover , that for his part he had had; 

care that they ſhould want nothing convenient for a kind Father to provide for Prince| 
Children,neither ornaments,nor followers,nor delights : that alſo he had provided for them þ 
wives of Noble race, and had married one of them unto his Siſters Daughter , and the other h 
unto Archelaus his Daughter King of Cappadocia : and which was the greateſt marter of all, Þ 
he had nor uſed the authority of a father againſt them after theſe their enterprizes , by 
brought them unto Ceſar their common benefaQor z and that forſaking his own right of a 
father, who had been injured, or of a King, againſt whom treaſon had been wrought, he was y 
now content to debate his matter with them before ſuch a Judge, as well knew howto de- 
cide thething in queſtion accotding to right and equity : yet requeſted he him that the of. 
fence of theirs might not be left unpunithed , nor he forced to lead the reſt of his lite ſill 
in perpetual fear: ſeing that it was expedient that they ſhould never ſee light again after ſuch 
hainous offences,and to eſcape unpunithed, after the violating of all laws of God and nature, | 
Herod having with a vehement voice objected theſe accuſations againſt his Sons before Ce- 
ſar ; the young men were not ableto abſtain from tears whileſt he was yer ſpeaking , and ha- 
ving ended his ſpeech,they wholly reſolved into tears: not for that they were guilty of thoſe 
implieries laid unto their —— for that they were accuſed by their father, againſt whom 
it was not decent to ſpeak reely for themſelves , nor expedient to refuſe to defend their 
own cauſe. Wherein they remained doubtful what to do, moving the auditors to pity them 
by their tears and lamentations, and careful withal leſt ir ſhould be thought that rheir guilty 
conſcience did trouble them, that they were nor able to ſpeak in their own defence , ſein 
that indeed ir was their want of skill and tender 'years, by reaſon whercof they were 
fo amazed. Which alſo Ceſar well perceived, and all that were preſent were ſo movedto i 
compallion , thar neither their father who was their accuſer could long refrain from being D 
moved hereat to compaſſion, | | 


CHAP. VIII. 
Of Alexanders defence, and bow the two Brethren were reconciled unto thety Father Herod, 


=Hen the young men perceiving both their Father and Ceſar to relent , and they 
| that were preſent partly to pity them , partly to ſhed tears of compaſſion : the 
one of them named Alexander , who was the elder , . framing his ſpeech unto 
his Father, began thus to purge himſelf of the Crimes objected againſt them: L 

My Father , how well and friendly minded thou art toward us , this preſent judgment ' 
declareth : for hadſt thou determined any heavy ſentence againſt us , thou wouldelt not 
have bonne us before him , whois the preſerver of us all : for thou mighreſt beinga 
King , or for thy authority over us as a father , have puniſhed us for our offence according 
ro thy power ; butt inthat thou haſt ge us to Rome, and made Ceſay our Judge, it 1s 
argument that thou ſcekeſt to ſave us : for no man brings any one tothe Temple whom he 
purpoſeth to deſtroy : which greatly aggravateth our cauſe , who do cenſure our ſelyes 
unworthy to live , rather than to incur an opinion of impiety committed againſt thee ſuch a 
father. How far more expedient is it to die guiltleſs, than to live ſuſpeRted of ſuch offen- 

ces > Wherefore,if truth be our patron, we (hall be happy either by thy own judgment, or M 

for that we have eſcaped danger : but if calumniations 4 prevail againſt us , it is ſuperfiu- 7 
ous and tons purpole that we live. For what good will it do us, if we live in continual 
ſuſpicion ? It is a probable accuſation to accuſe our years , as having affefted the Kingdom; 
and our unfortunate Mothers calamity makerh it ſeem more probable, Bur conſider 1 be- 
ſeech rhee,if the ſame crime may nor as well be framed againſt any one whomſoever , as 4- 
ainſt us. For any King having Children by a wife that is now dead , may if ir pleaſe tum 
uſpe@ them, as prafuiſing treaſon againſt him their'farher. Bur ſuſpicion is not ſufficient to 
prove a man imptous and guilty : wherefore I one forth that can tell any argument 
of this crime by us to have been attempted, which may add credit to this cOmmens

Ar laſt, Ceſar _—P 4 while deliberated with himſelf , pronunced 
that the young men were innocent , and guilr eſs of the crimes laid unto their charge: yer 
E herein they were culpable , in that they had ſo behaved themſelves , that they gave their fa- 
ther wer Bn herein to ſuſpe& them. Andas for Herod , he tequeſted him to lay aſide all ſu- 
ſpicion,and to be reconciled to his Children, For it was unjultly done of him to beleeve ſuch 
Ld accuſations againſt thoſe whom he had begotten, and thar one nught recompenſe an- 
other intime ro come for their former offences , andrenew the good will berween them in 
times palt , if ro aboliſh all ſuſpicions , either did hercafter ſhew himſelf more friendly ro 0- 
ther than before. Ceſar having thus admoniſhed the young men they prepared themſelves to 
Intreat their Fathers wonted favour: he not expeCting ſo long , came and embraced each of 
them one after another , they weeping exceedingly 3 and all choſe that were preſent , botl:

Wherefore 
ſpending above his revenewes for this matter , he was forced to be chargeable unto his ſub- 
jects : tor ic was necellary that he,that fo laviſhly beſtowed ſuch huge ſums of money up- 
on others , ſhould ſome where get it , rhough withevil means, Laltly, ſeeing hiniſelt tor 
ſuch like injuries hated of his ſubjes , he thought ir a hard matter to ger tl:cir good wills : 
which he could do no waies elſe , but by remitring the tribute they paid him. Wherefore 
he abuſed the hatred of his people for his own commodity : for if any one of them did not 
tolerate that ſlavery wherein they lived, or did endeavour to ſhake off the yoke of his domi- 
nion , againſt ſuch he uſed a marvellous _ and outraged themno leſs, than as if they 
had been his enemics,neither reſpeCting frien thip nor kindred; for that he deſired alone to 
be honoured of all men. And how greedy of honour he was,we may guels by the honours 
he did unto Ceſar, 4grippa, and others of their friends : for he deſired to be an example to

B therwiſe , aggravating every thing according to their faſhion. Sylleus being new RE An] 
before infinutated into Ceſars acquaintance , by chance was then alſo about the Pa- Sellass actubl 

lace 3 and hearing theſe news , he preſcntly changed his apparel, and clothing himſelf in Herd unto 
black , he went in this manner unto Ceſar , informing him how Arabia was atficted with _ 
wars , and that the whole Kingdome was waſted by Herod , who had entred into the Coun- 
trey with an army , and with Tears complained that 2060. and 500 of the Arabian no- 
bility were {lain , and amongſt them his friend and kinſman Nacebus , and great riches were 
taken away , which were laid up arRepra, and thar all this was done incontempr of 0bozes 
who had no army ready , nor a fit Caprain for his forces , he being not there , Sylleus having 
thus ſpoken, adding moreovety that he would not have come to Rome, bur that he was per- 
ſwaded that Ceſar would have had a cate of che common peace , and tranquillity of his ſub- 
jects, and-that had he been at home, Herod to his coſt (hould have violared that peace: Ceſar 
hereat was greatly moved , and enquired of ſome of Herods friends, who wercthen preſent, 
and of ccrtain men that were lately come out of Syria alſo , whether Herod had led an army 
out of the limirs of his own Kingdome. VVhich they nor denying , and Ceſar nor vouch- 
ſafing to hear the cauſe why , his diſpleaſure againſt Herod was greatly increaſed , fo that he 
writ threatning letters unto him 3 relling him char hitherto he had uſed bim as a friend , bur 
hereafter he would uſe him as aſubje& ; which alſo Sy!leus fignitied untothe Atabians. By 
which letters of his they were made protid., and would neither render unto him the theeves Th: Arabiins 
that were eſcaped , nor reſtore the money he lent their King; nor pay him rent for the pa- 39 ee 
ſture ground that they hired of him ; boulſtering themſelves herewith , that the King fag ſanding chat 
offend.

CHAP. XVI. 
Of Eurycles bis calumntations agatnſt Herods Sous, 


other times his Court was never void of ſuſpicion , which 1s a pernitious evil to 
Kings and Princes , yct at that time eſpecially this miſchict was in his principal 

vigor and force. For one Eurycles a Lacedemonian and a noble man of his Countrey , but 
having a turbulent wir given over to flattery and pleaſure , yet cunningly difſembling both 

vices , coming unto Herod and giving him gifts , and receiving greater gitrs at his hands, , b 
was by him courteoully entertained ; and tamiliarly converſing with bim , brought it fo k 

ro paſs that he was received amonglt his eſpecial friends. This Ewrycles lodged at Ami» I 
paters houſe ; being allo familiar with Alexander for their often meeting one ano- 

cher : for he ſaid that Archelavs King of Cappadocia and himſelf was great friends , and 
therefore he counterfeired himſelf ro reverence Glaphyra very much ; and all men judging 

him indifferent untoall parties, he diligently noted whatſoever paſt , and cvery word that 

was ſpoken , ſeeking by all means he could , matter to gratifie others carrying of tales, 

and with ſuch flattering fair ſpeeches he infinuated himſelf into every mans friendihip , that 

he ſeemed as Alexanders ſole truſty friend , and to uſe other men as it behoved a friend, 

And by this his deceit , he ſo infinuated himſelf into Alexanders favour , that the young man f ; 
thought him to be his only friend , unto whom he might impart his ſecrets ; ſo that Als - 

der operccd unto him his grict , for that his father was ſomething alienated from him , and 
recounted unto him his mothers misfortune , and that Aztipater had now gotten all autho- 

rity and dignity from him and his brother , and was the only man that could do all; ard 

that theſe 1njuries were no longer tolerable , their father being now incited againſt them) 

rhat now he would neither admitehem unto his counſels , nor banquets. And he committed 
his _irvs (as he then thought) into his friends boſom. But Ewrycles told Axtipater all,athrm- 
ing thatthough it nothing concerned him , yet he could not but ſpeak of it for the great- 

neſs of che danger then imminent , willing him to beware of Alexander , who did not ſtick 
openly toſhew wharmind he bare , bur did as it were manifeſtly ſhew thar he deſired to M 
make away his father. hich doncyhe received of Antipater moſt rich gifts,arid pledges of his 
good will rowatds him; and finally he was by him perſwaded to relare his news himſelf un- 
ro Herod. The King lent a greedy ear whileſt he recounted Alexanders malice ; and was fo 
moved with "the circumltances of ſpeeches, that he conceived a deadly hatred againſt 
His Son”, which alſo without further delay he did make manifeſt : for he rewarded _ 
for his pains with fifty talents. VVhich he having received, went unto Archelaus, and talking

cuſe Sylleus. For he perceived the Arabians at variance amorgtt themſelves, and that ſome 
of them had declared a'l Sylleus his bad praftices , and that by his means and procurement 
many of Ohodas kinſmen were murthered, as his adverſaries manifeſtly proved, by certain of 
his letters which they intercepted, 

Now Nicholaus deſirous to reconcile Herod unto Ceſar , omitted not this occaſion by 
chance offered him ; for he well knew that if he began with the Kings defence, he ſhould 
then find a hard and heavy Judge againſt him z but it he began to accuſe Sy02us , he ſhould 
find alſo fit occaſion to plead his Kings cauſe. VVherefore Nicholaus raking upon him to

Embaſſadours , accuſed Syless as a murtherer of his Lord and King , and many other Ara- 
bians,and that he had berrowed much money to trouble the peace ot the Common-wealth;

He added hereunto a moſt grievous crime, to wit , that he by his lies and falſe reports had 
deceived Ceſar, whom in all things he had miſinformed concerning that which Herod had 
done. VWhich when he once mentioned , Ceſar commanded him to omit the reſt , andonly 
to recount the matter concerning Herod 5 whether Herod did not enter into Arabia with an 
army , and did {lay two thouſand and five hundred men , and carry away captives and robbe 
and ſpoil the Countrey > Nicholas anſwered , thatto theſe demands himſelf was able to an- 
{wer, that Herod did none of theſe, or at lealt very little hereof z which he did recount ; and 
that he did not deſerve any diſpleaſure. Ceſar , contrary to his expe&ation , hearing this,

This Babylonian Jew was induced by theſe offers of his ro come , ba take pol- 
ſeſſion of the place, wherere he builded a Borough, called Bathyra, This man oppoſing him- 
ſclf againſt the Trachonitcs, defended rhem of the Countrey , and thoſe Jews 'that came 
from Babylon to Jeruſalem to offer Sacrifice, from all Incurſions and Robberies of the Tra- 
chonites : and divers that obſerved the Religion of the Jews , reſorted unto him from all 
places, ſo that this Countrey was very well peopled, by reaſon of the enfranchiſemcnt of the 
Tribure, which co:itinued during Herod life-time. - 

But Philip who ſucceeded him,' exacted afterward ſome ſmall Tribute of them , and that

& by other men, ſhould himſelf attempt the lixe : and as far from probabiliry that he (houly

For which cauſe at thattime - 
they required with lamentations fand great cries , that their obſequies might be ſolem y 
nized ; and as if the dead bodies had received ſome contentation by their rears and tems h 
peſts of exclaims , they uttered many hainous and diſgraceful ſpeeches againſt Herod ; and MP | 
aſſembling themſelves together , they requeſted Archelaus rodo them juſtice ainſt thoſe, C 
that during Herods life were in Authority ; and eſpecially they demanded , that the Hi | 
Prieſt, who was advanced by his Father, ſhould be depoſed , andthar another more law e 
and upright might be placed in his ſtead, co offer and exerciſe the High Prieſts phace, Now, v

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though Archelaus was ſore i at thefe their violent proceedings , yet notwith- 
Sens, he conformed himſelf to their good likings , in that he was with all expeditionto 
repair unto Rome , to underſtand and attend C#ſars pleaſure. "He therefore called for the 
General of his army, willing him to per{wade them not to ſeek a —_ for thoſe men,who 
were dead , notwithſtanding they were their friends ; becauſe whatſoever was done, was ; Wl C 
done according to Law 3 and that no inquiry might be made thereof, except to the great 
prejudice of his reputation, and hazard of his ſtate,in regard of the uncertainty of thermie+ 
that it was more expedient for him to {tudy for the maintenance of peace , until ſuch time 
as being eſtabliſhed inthe Kingdom by Ceſars conſent , he ſhould return back again unto 
them, and that then he would conſult with them for the common profit , according to their 
juſt demands, wiſhing them for the preſent to contain themſelves, and to take heed leſt they 
ſtirred up ſedition. 

When he had thus inſtructed his General, he ſent kimunto them, But they cried out with 
a loud voice, and would not ſuffer him to ſpeak : but for fear of danger and death , they put 
him tofilence.And if any other were fo forwards asto ſpeak unto them,and perſwadethem 
to ſome moderation, and to alter their ſiniſter reſolutions , he was alſo in danger : for that x 
they had this perſwaſion , thar all things ought rather to be ordred according to their plez- | 

ſures, than by the authority of their Superiours : ſuppoſing thar alrhough during Heroaslife- 
time they had been _ of their deareſt friends , it ſhould be now a matter unworthy 
their courages , after his death to be cur off from their priviledge to demand their ny 
For they were tranſported with their own opinions, and held all that for lawful and upright, 
which was in any ſort conformable to their fpleaſures , without foreſeeing the dan Nun 
might happen thereby : ſo much were they pleaſed to be revenged on thoſe , whom they re- 
pured to be their enemies, Now , whereas divers were ſent by Archelaus to conſult with , 
them , and divers cameuntothem , not as meſſengers for him , bur as friends and loversof L 
peace, of their own motion , with an intent to pacihethem , they would not permit any 
of them to ſpeak ; and through their rage there aroſe a great tumult , which had grown to2 
further extremity, if a greater number of people had joyned themſelves with them. 

Art that time fell the Feaſt of unleavened bread, which is called Paſcha, which is a memo- 
rial of their deliverance out of Egypt , at whichtime all men do moſt willingly preſent their 
ſacrifices,and a greater number of beaſts are ſlain at that Feaſt,than ar any other time. To this 
ſolemnity alſoan infinite number of people afſembled from all parts ro honour God : where- 
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by the ſedirious ( ſup that they had gotten fit opportunity ) lamenred Fudas and Ha 
thias, who were the Expoſitors of the Law,and kept themſelves within the Temple, whithe 4 
they had gathered g tently ro bt F 


ſtore of vicuals ji which —_— not aſhamed impu 
for. But Archelaus, fearing leſt their rage ſhould produce ſome more grievous effeR of mit- 
chief, ſent out a band of armed men, with a Captain , and a Regiment of a thouſand men, to 
repreſs their head-Jong fury , before the reſt of the people were infected wirh their follies; 
andto bring them likewiſe unto him , whom they found to be the forwardeſt in that commo* 


tion. _ thoſe the ſeditious cried out with great clamours, and incenſed the people 
ainſt them, ſo thar all of them ruſhed in upon the men of War , and ſlew divers of them. 


The reſt of them eſcaped with their Captain , yer not withour divers wounds, That done, 
they which were within the Temple, returned again to their Divine ſervice. No

Siiter, leading with her, her children. There went alſo divers other of his Kindted, who ſaid low him. © 
that they would all of them labour for Archelavs, that he might obrain the Kingdom , but in 
effect it was to contradict him with all his power : and in eſpecial to urge that againſt him 
with great vehemencie , that was done in the Temple. Sabinus, Ceſars Viceroy in Syria, I:

Azents,and the Captainsof his Garriſons,he required them to deliver up their Caſtles into ods 
his hands. Bur they, according as Archelaus had commanded them, cont! ned the poſſeſſion Herods rrea- . | 
in their accuſtomed manner , according to the Kings diretion , pretenu.. ro keep the ſame — me Ct. 
in Ceſars behalf. Ar the ſame time Aztzpas Herods Son travelled to Rome likewiſe , under rl under 
the hope to be elected King, in regard of Salomes promiſes ; and for that he better deſerved p< io iecorer 
the ſame than Archelavs, confidering that in the firſt Teſtament , which ſhould be of more Cle SROBe. 
D force than the later, he had been appointed King. He led his Mother alſo with him, and Pto- 
bmey the Brother of N:cholaus; who had been one of Herods moſt eſteemed friends, and was 
well-affected to further and fer torward his title, Bur eſpecially he was ſtitred up to ſeck the 
Kingdom by /rezeus,a man very eloquent , and to whoſe chargein tegatd of his ſufficiency , 
the affairsof the Kingdom had been committed, For which cauſe , although he were per- 
{waded to give over the Kingdom unto his elder Brother , who was confirmed inthe King- 
dom by his Fathers Teſtament, yet would he not give ear thereunto, But Antipas no ſooner 
arrived in Rome; bur all his Kinsfolk revolred from Archelaus unto him , notſo much for the 
love they bare him, as for the hatred they conceived againft Archelaus : and above all, for 
the deſire they had to recovet their liberty, and ro draw themſelves under a Roman Goyer- 
nour.

paſs, that divers of them that werein the Palace, iflued out and ſubmitted themſelves unty 
Rufw ind Gra. them, But Rufus and Gratus having three thouſand of thoſe valiant Souldiers under their 
ras, Captains charge, who had ſerved Herod, joyned themſelves with the Romans. The like did thoſe 
os on *- Horſmen which followed Rufus,who in like manner ſubmirred themſelves to their dire&ion:

Sabtiars was willing to depart from thence | 
with his Souldiers ; yet durſt henot truſt them in regard of their former attempr , and he ſuf.

+.  Attheſametime infinite other troubles were raiſed in divers other places of Judzz, ac. 
finus, chay.15. COrJINg as each man either was incenſed with a deſire of gain,or a will to revenge. For 2000 
4 om rus men of Var (who had ſometime ſerved under Herod,and being at that time cathier'd, lived 
Tio thoind At home ) allembling themſelves together , aflailed thoſe of the Kings faftion , who made 
*f Herods Seul= head againſt them, under the condudt of Herods Nephew Actavus : who never daringtoen- 
+ go nr counter them in a place of equal advantage, in that they were old Souldiers, and wellexer- 
Tudas, Ez-chias Cifed in War,defended himſelf, in that he held and kept himſelf as near as he could inthe \ 
S9n :nc Arc= mountains and places of advantage, Moreover , Fwdas the Son of Ezechias the Arch-thief, 
F- whom Herod overcame with ſo much difficulty at Sephoris a City in Galilec, gathering unto 
him a band of deſperate men, made incurſions upon the Kings dominions. And having taken 
all choſe arms and weapons, which he might recover in that place,he armed from the firſtto 
the laſt all choſe Souldiers that were with him : he took away all that money which was tt- 
ſerved for the King, in that place: and affrighring the Inhabitants round abour him, he ſpoil 
ed all thofe with whomſoever he met ; aſpiring ro the Kingdom, and affecting the ſame, not 
by lawful means, of which he was unskiltul, bur by a liberty to do injury.

They therefore ar that time ſer upon- the Romans, and ſurprized them on the ſud- 
den neer to Emmaus, at ſuch time as they carried viduals and munition untotheir Camp,and 
having encloſed their Centurion 4r7us with forty of their moſt valiant Foormen , they ſhot 
him cthorow with their darts. The reſt that expected nothing leſsthandeath, were ſaved 
by Gratns, who came in upon them with the Kings Souldiers : whereupon Jeaving the dead 
bodies, tlicy retired. Continuing their War after this manner a long time , according as 
occaſion was offered , they had done much miſchief ro the Romans , and far more injury 
to the Nation of the Jews. Finally, they were ſurprized ; the one in an encounter. berwixt 
them and Gratus , the other in fighting againſt Prolomey. The eldeſt was taken by Arcve- 
laus, and the laſt being diſmayed with the accidents, and ſeeing no means to eſcape ( for 
beſides his other miſhaps ; his Souldiers were afflited with ſickneſs ) he with the reſt upon

Souldters ar their hands;ro attend him in his Var. Aretas alſo, who was Lord of Perra,draw- 
ing htmſelf into confederacie with the Romans in regard of that hatred he bare toward He- 
704, ſent him Horſmen and Foormen, When all theſe forces were afſembled ar Prolemais,he. 
delivered a part thereof to his Son , and one of his friends ; commanding them to make

Jews ihould obcain the liberty to live according to their Laws , it might cometo pals | 
that the Kingdom being divided amongft Herods children, he mightalfo light on ſome d 
thereof, After therefore the Embaſſadors of the Jews had obtained licence to propoſe heir 
demands, pretending with themſelves wholly ro extinguiſh the Royalty : they began torip | 
up Herods diſgraces, omg. only in name he had been a King, whereas otherwiſe he 
had uſed all the tyrannous practices that the wickedeft perſon could have invented toward 
the deitruftion of his Nation;and that not content with rheſe,he had of his own head pradii 
ſed and invented new. Neither that it needed chem to reckon up how many he had depri- t 
ved of life, when as the eltate of thoſe chat were alive was far more defperatez whom he not 
only affrighted with perpetual terror and ſeverity, but alſo with injurious hands had not ab- 
ſtained from their goods. By which means ir came to paſs , that he notonly builded, but 
beaurified forein Cities inhabited by forein Nations , tothe end he might the rather utterly 
ſpoil thoſe by exation,which were firuared and ſeared in his own Countrey : and that he in- 
forced his Nation to extreme poverty , which he received in moſt happy eſtate , whileſt he 
ſpoiled thoſe Nobles of their eſtates, who upon weak probabilities were condemned to die, 
or granting them life, deprived chem of their poſſeſſions. Furthermore , whereas yearly tri- 
bures were impoſed on every one, yet ſeverally was the ravenous and covetous defires of his 
friends and Courtiers to be ſatisfied, yea, and of his fervarts alſo, who had the authority to 
cxa@ theſe things , and by this means they might redeem their injurious vexations. 

for the deflouring of Virgins , and the ſcornful berraying of a Matrons chaſtity , they cove- 
red them under filence , for that it is a great comfort to thoſe that ſuffer ſuch outrage , if 
their diſgraces be bur known to a few. In brief, that Herod had in no other ſort governed,

Bur before Archzlaus was ſent for to Rome,he reported unto his friends this dream which 
y enſuerh : Him thought that he ſaw ten ears full of wheat, and very ripe , which the oxen 
browzed upon , and as ſoon as he awoke , he conceived an opinion that his viſton preſaged 
ſome great matrer. For which cauſe he ſent for certain Soorh-ſayers , who made it their 
oboe ro incerpret Dreams.Now whileſt they were debating one with another ( for they _ 
diftered for the molt part in their expoſition) a certain man called Simon, an Eflean , having pag 
firſt of all obtained fecurity and licence to ſpeak, faid thatthe viſion pretended , that a great ch archctus 
alteration (ſhould befal in Archelaus eſtate, ro his utter diſgrace. For the oxen ſignified at- viſion. 
fictions, in reſpe&t that thole kind of creatures .do ordinarily travel ; and as touching the 
change of eſtate, ir was ſignified by this , in that the carth being laboured by the travel of 
x the oxen, retained not the ſame eſtate : andas touching the ten ears of corn , they fignitied 
the like number of vears, And therefore when as one Summer ſhould be overpaſt,that then 
the time of Archelaus Sovereignty ſhould be at an end. Thus interpreted he this Dream. 
And the fifth day after the viſton thereof , Archelazs his;Faftor by Ceſars conimandmenr 
came into Jewry to ſummon him to Rome. Some ſuch like matter happened to Glaphyr@ his 
wite alſo, the daughter of King Archelaus : ſhe (as we have ſaid) married Alexander Herads 
Sohn, when (ſhe was a maid , and Brother to this Archelaus ; who being (lain by his Father, 
ſhe was married the ſecond time to Juba King of Mauritania : and he alſo being dead, ſhe 
living with her Father in Cappadocia, was married ro 4rchelaus , who put away Martamme 
his wite for the love he bare unto Glaphyra, She living with Archelaus , was encountred 
with ſuch a Dream : She thoughe that ſhe ſaw Alexander falt by her, who cheriſhing and _ , 
embracing her , checked her, aying , Glaphyra, Thou approvelt the truth of chat Proverb, Ay 
which ſaith, Women have no loyalty. For having given me thy faith , and married withme 
at ſuch time as thou wert 4 virgin, and born childten by me,thou haſt forgotten and neglect- 
ed mylove, thorow the deſirg.thou haſt had tobe matried the ſecond time. Neither walt 
thou contented to liave Jon this wrong , but haſt taken unto thee likewiſe a third Huſl- 
band, lewdly and impudently intruding thy ſelf into my family, and being married with Aye

In cette, Phranaces 
being equally artainred of thoſe ewo hainous crimes , both for the murther of his father , as Rui 
his incelt commirted with his Mother, he was generally hated by his Subjects, who rebelled 
292inſt him: before ſuch time as he was ſerled in his Kingdom. By this means was his for- 
tane overthrown, 2nd he died, The Noble men among the Parthians,perceiving thar ic was 
impoſſible for them to maintain their Policie withour a King, and thar their King ought line- 
þ ally to deſeend of the race of the Arfacians ( becauſe by cuſtome they _ nor chuſeany 
| outof another ſtock) and ſuppoſing that their ordinances had roo much already been bro- 
ken , and that it would redound to their great diſhonour if the Kingdom ſhould be conti- 
nued in the hands of ſuch a man , wha was deſcended from an Iralian Concubine , they ſenc 
Embafſadours to require Herod to come and be their King,who otherwiſe was in hatred wich 
all the people, and accuſed of extreme cruelty.

of that high Degree of honour , as to command two of the gteatelſt Savereignties that were 
under the Sun ; the one of his own Nation , the other of a forein Dominion, Bur che Bar- 
barians, whoare by nature mutable; and moſt impatient of indignity , ſhortly afcer repented 
themſelves : for they diſdained to exectite rhe command of a ſlave ( for ſo called they a 
coo ſaying, thar the Parthians had not a King given them by right of War,but char which 
was the moſt outrage that might befal them , by injury offered t inthe time of peace.

ſhould die, Yrtellius therefore retired himſelf ro Antioch, A year before the death of Ti- 
berius, Agrippa, Ariſtobulus Son came to Rome , to entreat with the Emperour about certain 
airs,according to the power which he ſhould obtain at his hands. Bur before I ſpeak any 
thing hereof, I will relate Heyods progeny,both for thar it is pertinent to this preſent narrati- 
on , as alſo that the greatneſs of Gods providence may appear, to the end that a man may 
know , that neither the number of children, nor any other humane force whatſoever it beg 
can be available without the fear of God ; conſidering that within the ſpace of one hun- 
dred years, or ſomewhat lefs, it ſo fell out,thar all Heyods line;zwhich was very populous and 
fruicful, was extinguithed, a very few excepted, Vhereby we are given to underltand,whart 
the miſery of mankind is , and learn to moderate our own f{elves. Ir is alſo expedient to 
ſpeak ſomething of Agrippa , who amoneglt all other deſerveth admiration, in that being a 
man wholly drowned in obſcurity, and bale in birth, he was exalted ro ſuch greatneſs, as no 
one of thoſe that knew him would ever have thouthe his fortune ſhould have ſuch ſucceſs 
and miightineſs. And alchough heretoforeI have ſpoken ſomewhat of this matter , yer it is 
requiſite that I ſpeak ſomerhing more expreſly thereof in this place, Herod the Great had 
two Daughters born by Mariamme, Hircanus daughter. The one of them which was called 
Salampſo, was married by Herod to Phaſelus the Son of Phaſlus, who was Herods Brother, 
The other called Cypros was eſpouſed ro Antipater her Cozen , who was Salomes Son , who 
was Herods Siſter. Phaſelus had five children by Salampſo : three Sons, Antrpater, Herod, and 
Alexander ; and two daughters, Alexandra and Cypros, waom Agrippa the Son of Ariſt»ulus

And as touching his offices,he left them in their hands, ro whom he had committed them, 
in regard of his Subjects weltare, For — all Magiſtracie is ſubject ro avarice : but in e- 
ſpecial ſtrangers induce thoſe , who exerciſe the ſame , to gather and ingrofs the more in- 
ſtantly, whenas the time of their Authority is ſhort and of ſmall allurance 3 whereas if they 
ſhould continue in the ſame fora long time , in regard of the gaintiicy had made, and rhe 
much profits they {ad raiſed , they would be afterwards leſs greedy to extort further, Now 
if hethould ſend others to ſucceed them on a ſudden , it were impo.iible tor him to content 
them, notwithſtanding their many bribes: whereas in giving them time ro (ill ter purſes, 
when they had gotten well, rey would abate the furious defire of Jucre whici they affected 
before. And to this purpoſe he told thema an example of a poor man tart was a Lazar, to 
whoſe wounds a great number of flies atiembled themſelves, and covercd the ſame ; ar light 
whercof, ſome by tortune arriving there, ai having compa ion ot his miſcry, and ſuppoſing 
that the cauſe why he repulſed rhem not,proccede\ from his difability-, approached nearto 
help him ; bur he required them to let tim alone, VWhercupon they demanding the cauſe 
whereforc he that was hurt refuſed to be delivered from fo irkſome an evil , he anſwered 
them, for that they ſhould do himmore wrong, it thoſe flics were driven away; tor that be- 
ing alrcady full of blood, they prick me not ( ſaid he ) ncicher ſuck me ſo carneitly, but giye

juſtife me. For having been Empcrour for the ſpace of twenty two years, all thoſe Gover- 
nos Which he ſcent into Jewry were two, namely Gratus, and Pilate his Succeilor ; neither 
demezncd he hiraſelf otherwiſe towards the reſt of his SubjeQs of the Empire. 

And as rouchitig his Priſoners,the reaſon why he delayed ſo muchto give them audience, 
was , tothe end that they who had been condemned to death , (ſhould not ſpeedily be deli- 


audience to his yered frown thoſe rorments, wherewith he threatned them , and which they haJ deſerved by 
their wickedneſs, For whillt he kept them in that pain, their miſ-hap increaſed the more. 
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For thisceuſe Eztychus could not obtain audience at his hands , but was a long time detained 
priſcu-r. Aſterwards in proceſs of time, T:bertus tranſported himſelf from Capreas to Tul- \| 


culanum, which was diſtant from Rome ſome hundred furlongs. There did Agr:pps lollicice 
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Antonia, to cauſe Eutychus to be called to his anſwer , as touching the accuſation which he: 


pretended againſt kim.Now Aztozia was in great favour with Tiberius, both in regard of the 
aſfinity that was berween them(in that ſhe was Druſus wite,who was 7 :berius Brother)as in 
reſpec of her modeſty.

profitable in regard (he ſhould be repulſed: yer wrought ſhe ſo much with Macron,thar he was | 


committed to the cuſtody of ſuch Souldiers, who were of a more reconciled behaviour, and 
had a Centurion appointed to keep him, that ſuffered him to uſe his daily bathings, and - 
his friends and ſervants leave to viſit him , by whoſe ſervice and kindneſs his neceſſitics 


might be relieved, His friend Selas alſo was admitted roſpeak with him, and amongſt his y 


free-men Marſyas and Strchus , who brought him in ſuch mears as he was delighted withal, 
and coverings under colour to ſell them : which by the permiſſion of the Souldicrs , who had 
 Agrippz 14s noleſs direction from Macros, they ſpread by night for him to take his reit upon. See here

Furthermore,rhe 
gods donever leave them unpuniſhed, whoatrempt or att any thing again(t the laws of con- 
anguinity. Theſe were the laſt words which 7 zberrus ſpake ro Cars , who promiſed himto 
perform all that which he required , notwithſtanding he meant nothing leſs. For inconti- 


nently after he was inſtalled in the Empire , he cauſed T thertus to be made away , berhinking 


him of thoſe divirations : as alſo the ſame Catus died anon afrer by a Confpiracic that was 


PR againſt him. When that Tiberius had declared Catus his Succelour in the Empire, 


e lived not many days after,and died afrer he had governed twenty two years;five moneths, 


and three days. Thus Carus was the fourth Emperour. 


The Romans haviag intelligence of Tiberius death, greatly rejoyced at the good news ; 
yet durſt they not allure themſelves ; and though of long time they would have willingly 
redeemed the truch of theſe reports with a good ſumot money ; yer feared they lelt the 
news (hould be falſe; and leſt if they ſhewed themſelves roo diligent in expreſſing theinfigns 
of jo , they ihould aferwards be accliſed for it, and loſe their lives thereby. For only T 4e- 
rizs had done much miſchief to the noble families in Rome , being of himſelf a man choſje- 
rick , implacable rowards all men wichout any occaſion , having a narural inclination fo Tg. ,7,..

The Centurion who had the keeping of Agrippa , conſidering what Expedi- 
tion Marſyas had uſed in running, and the pleaſure that Agrippa had conceived in his report 
he began ro ſuſpect ſome alteration , and asked him what had happened : and whereas het 
delayed to give him an anſwer, he importuned him the more, Whereupon Agrippatold him 
plainly what he had heard , in that he had grown already into inward familiarity with him, þ 
The Centurion rejoyced at his news,as well as Agrippa, hoping to ſpced the better thereby, 
and made Agrippa good cheer : but whileſt they were in the mid{t of their ban uctting , 
was ipread in and drunk freely , there came one unto them , who told them that 774er1us was alive, and 
Komen ';" that within few days he would come to Rome. The Centurion troubled with this news, 
for thathe had committed a capital crime in eating inthe company of a priſoner, upon 
the news of Ceſars death , and by rejoycing with him , he drave Agrippa out of the Pa 
where he ſate, and reproachfully ſaid unto him ; Thinkeſt thou ( ſaid he ) that I know nor 
how falſely thou ſprcadeſt the rumour of Ceſars death ? yes, be afſurcd thou ſhalt anfwer thy | 
lie with the loſs ot thy head.

Son condemned ro death by the ſentence of his own father ( ſo poor and indigent , that to 
redreſs his neceflitics wherewith he was daily prefled by his Creditors , he was conſtrained 
at laſt ro flic ro Rome ) ſhould return with ſuch titles of a King , and hat her husband, who 
wasa Kings Son , and was called to the Kingdom by his father , ſhould live obſcure, and 
aſs his lite like a private man : Husband ( ſaid ſhe ) if heretofore it hath been no prejudice 
to thee to live 1n Jeſs Dignity , than erſt thy father hath done; now at leaſtwile deſire that 
due honour which belongeth ro thy family : neither think irto be ſufferable to ſubſcribe to 
Þ him in eſtimation, who in tlmes paſt hath been maintatnedby thy bounty, Neither ſuffer ir 
to be thought ( through thine own (loth ) that he in his neceflity had better means and in= 
duſtry to obtain an ample fortune , than you amidft your mighty abundance , as if it re- 
dounded not to thy (hame to be thoughe inferiour to him atthis time , who not long {ince, 
except by thy mercy z had no means to live. Let us therefore haſtily repair unto Rome, and 
neither ſpare gold, f1]ver, or any otherexpence , for that it availeth us nor ſo much to keep 
the ſame, as to imploy the ſame in the purchaſe of a Kingdom. Bur Herod diflwaded her as 
much as he might;for that he contented himſelf to live in quier , and fuſpeRed the confuſion 
that was at Rome , which he endeavoured as much as in him lay , to lay open to Herodias, 
C Burthe more negligent ſhe ſaw him,the more initantly incited ſhe him to ſeck out the King- 
* dom, and never gave ſhe him over,until the had conforrmed him to her deſire :'VWhereunto 
he the rather liltned, in that (he might nor be drawn from her reſolution. Having therefore 
furniſhed himſelf after the moſt magnificent manner , and ſpared no coſt , he repaired to 
Romezand led Herod:as his wife with him, Agrippaſmelling their intent,and the preparation 
they made,made his proviſion likewiſe, And having notice that they were pur to Sea, he ſent 
Forturiatus one of his freemen to Rome, with preſents to the Emperour, and certain Letters 
againſt Herod, with commiſſion to certifie Carus of every particular, according as the occa- 
Fa ſhould ſerve. He embarking himſelf after Herod,had a happy paſlage,and was only pre- 
vented by him, bur for the ſpace that Herod preſented himſelf ro Catus : for he inconrinently 
) followed him, and delivere his Letters. For they arrived at one time at Puteol, and found 
* Caiusat Baia, a village of Campania,diſtant from Pureol ſome five ſtades,inriched with moſt 
royal and ſumptuous Palaces , for that every Emperour enforced himſelf to exceed the ho- 
nour of his Predecefſour , by reaſon of the hot baths thar naturally iflued our of the earth, 
ſerving both for the health of the body, and recreation of the ſpirits, Whileſt Ca'us ralked 
with Herod inthat he viſited him firſt, he received Agrzppas Letters, containing Herods accu- 
fations , for they accuſed him of a conſpiracie made and .complorted berwixt him and Seja- 
zu8, ſince the beginning of T1ber:us Empire : And how for the preſent he favoured Artabanus 
King of the Parthians to the prejudice of the Emperor Catus : of this,the preparatigns Herod 
had itored up in his Arcenals, gave evident teſtimony , which were ſufficient toarm ſeventy 
E thouſand men of war. Car#s was ſore moved with theſe informations, and asked Herod if 
that which was informed him touching his warlike preparation, was true. He unable to con- 
tradict the ſame in any thing , for fear he ſhould be convicted of falſhood, avowed nd leſs. 
Whereupon Cares ſuppoſing the accuſation of his revolt to be ſufficiently approved , depri- 
ved him of his Tetrarchy,and annexed it to Agrzppas Kingdom ; beltowing H-roas ſabſtance 
alſo upon him. He baniſhed him likewile for ever , and confined him in the Ciry of Lions in 
France : and underſtanding that Herodtas was A grippas Siſter , he gave her all that which in 
tight appertained unto her. And ſuppoſing that ſhe would not willingly accompany her hus- 
band in that his calamity , he told her thar her brother ſhould be her warrant. Bur ſhe gave 
him this reply : Mighty Emperour , you ſpeak magnificently, and as it well beſeemeth fo 
F great a Majeſty , but ” fo is 2 cauſe char hindreth me from parraking the benefir of that 
unty, which you intend towards me , which is the affeftion that I bear unto my husband, 
whom if I ſhould forſake in this his mifery,it would very il! beſeem me, in that I have been 2 
partner with him in his felicity. Caius diſpleaſed with this her reſolute an{wer,banithed her 
likewiſe with her husband, and gavethe confiſcation of her eſtate alſoto Agrippa. God did 
after this manner puniſh Herodias,in regard of that envy which ſhe had conceived again(t her 
Brother ; and plagued Herod, it) that he had fo lightly liſtned to the fooliſh perſwaſions of 2 
woman. Bur Catus governed the Empire , the firſt and ſecond year of hisreign, with moſt 


noble direRions, behaving himſelf graciouſly rowards all men ,” whereby he —_—

becuile iney ſuppoſed it to be a diſhonour for them ro honour his Statues , or ſwear by his name, Aﬀer 
' Dy that Appron had urged many things and inveighed grievouſly againſt the Jews , hoping that 
Cxfir.. Ca145 would be provoked againſt them , as in all Iikelizood and appearance it ſhowkd have 
 _ falnout; Philo, the chiefeſt among the Embafladours of the Jews,a man of a famous memo. 
gt pue's ry, and brother to Alexander Alabarcha , being experienced in Philoſophy , enforced him- 
Qw: cut, 34 felf to anſwer thoſe accuſations which were urged againſt the Jews.But Cats commanded 


crg: ro him Hlence,and willed him inſtantly to withdraw himſelf ; and was ſo fore diſpleaſed, thar it 
cnn 1; rhe appeared very manifeſtly,that he intended ſome hainous revenge againſt them.

Alias, cap.1 7. Ur Cat«s, being ſore diſpleaſed for that the Jews only deſpiſed his ordinances , ſent Pe- 
Czar ſenocth tr01us into Syria to ſucceed Yitellius in his room , charging him with a —_ Army 
Syrian, ai ro invade Judza ; and if they willingly admitted his Statue, that then he ſhould place 
mandeth him 1t 1n the Temple of God ; but if they denied the ſame, then, that overcoming them by war, 
7 5.9% he ſhould enforce them to condiſcend thereunto.

Ar that y Mi 
ſhoner. time therefore the water fell in great abundance: and beltdes the expectation and opinion of 
men, the Jews conceived hope, that Petrortus ſoliciting their c uſe , ſhould not be repulled, 
But Petro-1us was more amazed than all the reſt , ſeeing evidently rthar God undertook the 
affairs of the Jews, and gaverhem teſtimony of his manifeſt aſſurance; ſo that they that were 
their profeſſed Adverſartes, had no means to contradict them,as he himſelf wrot to Catus at 
Perronius wri- Iarge » with induCtions and exhortations , to the end he ſhould not draw ſo many thouſand 
ecth ro Caius. men into a deſperate reſolution and unhappy death. For without Var ir was impoſlible for 
him ever to make them forſake their Religion. Furthermore, that he would nor cur off and 
loſe the revenew which he received of that Nation ; and would not erect a trophy of an 
everlaſting curſe and malediction againſt himſelf. Adding morcover,whar the power of their 1 ( 
God was : which he had fo clearly declared, that no man ought ro doubt, bur thar his mer- 
ciful hand was over them. This ts the contents of Petroxtus Letters. 
On the other ſide, King Agrippa , who at that time converſed at Rome , orew more and 
Agripps honou= MOre in favour with Catus, having entertained him at a Banquet , whercin he inforced him- 
TI 7-00 exceed all others in ſumpruouſneſs,as 1n all other ſorts of delights and plcaſures;yea, 
theres With fuch feſtivals entertained he him , that not only others, but alſo che Emperour himſelf 
Czus willch could not attain to ſuch magnificence ; ſo much enforced he himſclt ro exceed all others

which thou baft been drawn during Tiberius life-time ; and Wi omitted nothing, no not in that 
which exceedeth thy power , to ſhew thy Uirtuous affeRion towards me, For which cauſe 1 think 
that it ſhould be a great ſhame for me, if 1 ſhould ſuffer my ſelf to be overcome by thee in kindueſs, 
without fome arſwerable correſpondence : 1 will therefore put that in praftice obich I -bave beret6- 
fore omitted, For all thoſe things that bitherto 1 bave beftowed on thee , are of no reckoning. My I 
will is, that thy ready uirtue ſhould at this preſent be requited , by ſuch mears as might for ever 
make thee happy. Now be ſpake after this manner, boping that Agrippa would leg ſome great Pro- 
vince at bs bazds, or the Revenews of ſome Citres, 

But although he had already prepared his demand, yet did he not diſcover his intent , but 
gave Caius this ready anſwer, that whereas he had ſerved him to.the diſlike of 77bertus,it was 
not for the gain he expected heretofore, and for the preſent alſo he did nothing under ho 
to be rich,conterting himſelf that he was in the Emperours good favour.

and women cxcrcile themſelves therein. Ir happened , that their Malter with whom they 
kearn'd their occupation , beat thei one day , for that they came ſomewhat late unto their 
work, They taking this chaltiſement of his as if a great injury had been done unto them, be- 
rcok themlclvcs to their weapons, whetcof there were great ſtore in that houſe , and retired 
thenſel-cs 1 to aplicewhere the flood divideth it ſelf into two parts, which naturally abou. 
deth with excellent pattures, and ſuch fruits as were reſerved for the uſe of winter. Totheſe 
men there flocked a number of needy.perſons , whom they armed , and became their Cap. 
tains, and no man oppoſed himſclt againlt their inſolent proccedings. Being by this means

them, they threatned' them that they would kill all their Cattel, The Inhabirants of the 
Country, knowing themſelves unable to croſs them, obeyed them, and fent chem the num- 
ter of Cartel which they required ; fo that greater Forces dayly coupled themſelves with 
them,and they grew of that power,that they could make their excurſions againlt thoſe whom 
they intended ro hurt, Every one reſpeRed them, and they were feared by all men , fothar 
ther renown caine at laſt to 2 & ears of the King of Parthia. 

The Governcur'of Babylon likewiſe intending to cut off this miſchicf before it prouu 
orcater head,allembled as many men as he could] poſſible , both Parthians and Babylonians, 
and marched forthagainlt them z with an intent to ro6t them out , before they (ſhould have 
ay inkling thereof ro prepare themſelves for their defence. Having therefore prepared his 
Army, he lay in ambuth necrunto a marith,and the next day following(which was rhe Sab- 
barh,in which the Jews forbear all kind of work,he making his account that the Enemy durlk 
not make head again(t him,bur without fight he ſhould lead them away captives)he march'd 
ealily,thinking ro charge them unaware, Aſineus , whoar that time ſate idly with his fel- 
lows, having his Arms faſt by him : Ye men ( ſaidhe) methinks I hear the neighing of Hor- 
ſes, not ſuch as when they are in their heat, but as when they are backt by men, Moreover, |

SY & the Countreys both by Land and Sea , which were ſubject to the Roman (9 970mm 
7 Empire , filling the whole world with an infinite number of milchicts z Jen: 
S»22> yea, fuch and ſo hainous , as the like hereof hitherto have never been 

heard of, But Rome in eſpecial felt the force of his fury , which par- FA 

rook no lefs calamity and-miſery , than any other Ciry : but eſpecially LC 
the Senators, Patricians, and Noble men were plagued, They alſo that were called Roman nr and Pas 
Knighes, who 1n wealth and dignity were next unto the Senators, for that our of their number ©** 

ſuch men were choſen, who wereto ſupply-che Senate,were vexed with intolerable injuries. 

For with 1gnomintes they were detracted, wich baniſhmentsand confiſcations weakned, and 

by flaughters wholly exterminared, He likewiſe uſurped the name of God, commanding his 

Subjects ro dignthe him with more than humane honours ; and aſcending the Capitol,which 

amonglt all the Temples in Rome is moſt religiouſly honoured , he was ſo bold as to ſalute 

Jupiter, and to call hum Brother, Many ſuch.impieties committed he, by which he expreſſed, 


that his unbridled and boundlefs madneſs did never forſake him, Amongſt other his Caius callerh 
pranks that he played, this is worthy of memory : for on a time, chinking it to be too much —_— 


trouble for him to croſs the Sea between Puteol a City in Campania , and Miſenum another 
Town ſeared by the Sea-ſhore in a Gally ; and otherwiſe eſteeming it a thing correſpondent 
to his greatnefs,who was Emperor , to exact that ſuperiority on the Sea,which was anſwera- 
ble ro his ſovereignty on the Jand, betwixt one Cape of the Sea unto another, for the ſpace 
of thirty turlongs or ſtades, berwixt which the Gult had his courſe, he cauſed a Bridge to be 
buile,on which he commanded himſelf ro be drawn in a Charrior,as if that way were anſwe- 
rable ro the dignity of his deiry.He left not one Temple in Greece wharſoever,that he ſpoil- Caius ſpoiled alt 
ed not of rhoſe excellent pictures or Imagery that was therein ; Giving a commiſſion thar all ©* Tenris & 
Starucs,and whatſoever ornaments or gan prefenrs that were dedicated in any Temple, ] 
hhould be brought unto him ; ſaying, that ſuchrhings as were admirable, ſhould be reſerved 

for a place of admiration,ſuch as was the City of Rome : wich theſe ſpoils of the Temples 

decked he his Palace and Gardens, & generally all tiis houſes and Palaces tharhe had in Italy. .—@ 
He was ſo impudentalſo,as to give direQtion, that Fup:ter Olymptes Statue,which the Greeks __ mr? 
had in great eſtimation, and Phrdras the Arhenian carver had made, ſhould be tranſported to Regulus o 


Rome, Bur Memmias Regulus,to whom he direted this commiſſion, executed.ir not, becauſe - ant 4g 


the Maſons informed him, that wichour fpoiling it they could not remove it from the place.It rome;

Chareas, An- that in reſpe&of Regulus, he was by nature a detelter of all iniquity : for he was a man cn- 
nt os. dowed with great magnanimiry, and beautified with a liberal ſpirir ; ſo as he diſembled nor 


any of his counſels, but communicated them with many, who were cither his friends, or va. 1 


liant men fit for execution, And as touching Mrmuctanus,he was induced to ſeek his reven e, 
through the deſtre he had to do juſtice on him in Leptdus behalt, who had been one of his 
eſpecial friends , and one of the rarett men that were ever found among the Roman Citi. 
zens ( whom Carss had put to death through the fear he had conceived of him ) knowing 
well char all chey, againft whom Cates was incenſed , could not eſcape with leſs indigniry, 
than loſs of life, As forthe third man ' hereas, he could tiot endure the ſhame and re 
proach of cowardiſe that Catus had objected againſt him, bur feared beſides, that his friend+ 
thip and inward familiarity with Catus would draw him into manifeſt dangers : for which 
cauſe, andhis own ſecurity and honours ſake , he thought good to make him away, Ge- 
nerally all of them were reſolved to rid the world of Caius , and bringan end to his pride 
andtyrannical power , for their hope was that their atrempt ſhould have good ſuccels : 
whici if it happilyfell cuc,ctheir Countrey and Common-weal (ſhould reap the fruits there« 
of,for whoſc Lontfi and ſafety , it becamethem to hazard themſclves., though ir were with 
loſs of their hea Js. Bur above all the reit, C hereas was egged on with a deſire he had togrow 
famous , and through the facility an4 convenient means he had to finiſh the ſame , becauſe 
The Circenfan his Colonels room gave him molt ſecure acceſs unto him. About that time the Circenſian 
Games, Games were ſolemnized , which is a kind of Paſtime which che Romans very willingly be- 
Exics culeth. hold, and rothis intentthey reſort tothe place of theſe exerciſes, and the common people 
murchered, who IS Wont ro demand ſomew-at at their Emperours hands , which they delire to obtain ; and 
requeſt mitigz= they, after they have examined theirrequeſts, do never refuſe them, Now they required K 
exation,  Withinſtantand importunate ſupplications , that Caius would diſcharge them of their raxas 
tions, and moderate the exceilive tributes which chey payed : but he would give no ear unto 
them , and cauſed thoſe ro beapprehended , who called upon the matter moſt earneſtly z 
ſending his Guard, ſome of them one way, ſome of them another,to put them to the ſword. 
After he had given this commandment , and they who received the charge , had fully exe- 
cuted, a great number of men were ſlain. The people ſeeing this , ceaſed to exclaim any 
more, ſerting light by their goods; and ſeeing before their eyes , that their retufal would be 
Charas fr. the cauſe of their death. Theſe conſiderations incited Chereas rhe more to execute his ea- + 
incited zgzinſt terprize, tothe end he might finiſh his furious and lawleſs life, whoſe pleaſure was all mens 
Came, injury and prejudice. And very oftentimes was he determined to ſerupon him whileſt he L 
banquetted , yet he deferred to do the ſame , not for thar he failed or fainted in his reſo+ 
tion, but becauſe he expected ſome fit opportunity to hit him home , and ſpeed him ro the 
dearh. He lived Captain of Caius Guard a long tune, yet took he ſmall pleaſure in conver= 
ſing with him, | w 
But after that Cars had appointed him to gather in his Tributes , andghar money which 
was confiſcate , he ſeemed to have leſs occa(ion than before : for at that time he had doubs- 
ledcheir payments, in the execution whereof he followed his own nature, rather than Cſars 
'command , and ſparedthoſe of whom he ought to have compaſſion for their poverty ſake, 
Caius was ſore diſpleaſed herewith, and objected againſt him, tharthe cauſe why he delayed 


che bringing in of his money , was his cowardiſe and negligence : And among other outra- MY 


ges that he offered him, as oft as hegave him the Warchword,as he uſually went to ferch it 
once a day upon his watch-day, he gave him the names of women , and other that were full 
of iznominy, notwithſtanding that he himſelf was not exempt from note of no leſs dain- 
tineſs. For in certain Ceremonies which he himſelf had eſtabliſhed, he atcired himſelf like, 
a woman , and was diſguiſed with certain vails, whereby he might the berrer counterfeic 
thar ſex, and' yet hotwichſtanding durſt he obje& this diſhonour to Chereas. As ofrentimes, 
as Chereas received the. Warch-word,ſo oftentimes grew hein choler : which was increaſed 
che more ar ſuch time,as he delivered the ſame ro his Companions, who openly mocked & 
jeſted ar him. For when it was his turn to receive the word from Ceſars mouth, he ordl-- 
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4 narily ficced htm with ſuch an one as might move laughter 3 waich made him the bolder ro © = 
con{pire wich his Confederates , tn that he had juſt oceation to be dilpleaſed : among rele

and Papintus,who had the command of the Guard,and ſpake untothem to this effet: ** We 
© have (faid he) O Clement, imployed our ſelves tothe uttermolt for the Emperours ſafety : 
© for by our providence and travel we have wrought ſo much,that of all thoſe, who have con- 
© fpired againſt him,ſome of them have been ſlain : the reſt in ſuch fort tormented and mar- 


Þ' yo, that Carus himſelf had compaſſion on chem. Bue what reward or honour receive we 


* for all theſe ſervices? Clem2nt hearing theſe words,held his peace,giving manifelt reltimo- 


ny by his looks,and the change of his colour,thar he was greatly ailiuned he had (o long time 
obeyed the Emperours commandments : and whillt he chought with himſelf char ir was no 
policy for him to open his mourh againſt Catus cruelty,, Chereas emboldned himſelf to diſ- 
cover the calamities and dangers wnereia boththe City and the whole Empire were plung- 
ed, telling him, that the common report was, that Catus was the cauſe of them : 

But (ſaid he) thoſe that will narrowly examine the truth , will judge that I, and Papinius that

Now they knew well one another, that all of them were diſplcafed ro ſee the Commoen- 
weal in that eſtate : but the apprehenſion of the danger ſuffered them notto manifeſt the 
hatred that each of them bare to Cazus , although their ſecret conceit ingendred am 
them a certain amity.

that confirmed them the more, For as hr-as entred into the Senate , ſome one among the 
people caſt out a word, that redoubled his courage.

Thus ſpake Seztrus , and his advice was entertained with great applauſe, not ohly bythe 
Senators, but the Knights alſo that were there preſent. Whereopon a certain Senator called 
Trebellius Maximws atoſe, and [tepping to him , pulled off the Ring which Sextrus had on his 
flnger, wherein was inchaſed a ſtone with Caius picture in it, which Sentzus had forgarto pull 
oft : ſo intent was he about that which he both ſaid-and did: and by this means the ingraved. 
Image was broken, Now for that it waslate , Chereas demanded the Watch-word at the 
Confuls hands, who gave him the word , Liberty. Thus all of them wete aſtoniſhed at this 
change,and could ſcarcely believe that which happened. ' For ſince that time that the Popu- 
lar Government had been aboliſhed , the Conſuls had never given the Watch-word until 
char preſent time.For before the Ciry was opprefled by tyranny , the Confijls commanded 
the Men of war. After that Chereas had received the Word, he gave ir to his Soufdiers, who 
ſubſcribed to the Senates Authority : of theſe there were about four Companies, which pre- 
ferred the lawful Govertiment before a Tytanny,who-alſo retired themſelves to their Chief- 
tains. As for their parts, the people returned to their ſeveral houſes , tull of joy, hope, and 
courage, for that they had regained the Government of the ſtategwhich belonged unto them, 
and not to any particular Governour. In a word , Chereas was their only hope : He fore- 
ſceing that there would ſome miſchief follow , if Catus Wite and wt ny ſhould remain & 
alive ; andrhat if all his friends and family ſhould not be utterly extinguithed ; allthoſe who 
ſhould -be ſpared, would ſerve to no other end , but rothe ruine of the Commonweal and the 
Laws : nd, on the other ſide, deſiring to ſee a final end of that which he had begun, andro 
ſarisfie that hatred he had conceived againſt Catas,he ſent Jultus Lypus one of the Captains 
of the Guard, to kill both his Wifeand Daughter, which he did.And the caule why he gave 
this charge chiefly ro Lupus, was, for that 'Lupws was Clements Kinſman,who was a Confede- 
rate in the execution of Catus; to the end ;thar parraking frer this manner the death of the 
Tyran, he might be known to have dealt as forwardly for the Commoii:.weal as if from the 
beginning he had been a Counſeller andagent in che Conſpiracy. © Notwirhſtanding there

which was only acceſſible by certain (teps or ſtairs, and hid himſelf therein , becauſe it was 
obſcure. In that place one of the Souldiersof the Palace call:d Gratus, being unable to dif 

cern who he was, in regard of the oblcuriry of the place , and ſuppoſing him to be ſome one 

that defired to be concealed , he drew near unto him to the intent he might the better know 

him :; and when as Claudius beſought him, that he would depart and leave him , he paſſed 

the more onwards, and laying hold of him and drawing him into the light, knew himgcrying kW) 
out to thoſe that followed him : This is Germartcus, let us take hold ofhim, and create him 
Emperor. Claudius perceiving that he was ready. to be attached,and fearing leſt they ſhould 

pur him to death in the like manner as they had done Carzs , beſought them that they wonld 
pardon him, proteſting untothem his innocency , and how he had mn no fort been either ac- 
cellary or agent in that which had been done, Vhereupon Gratus beginning to ſmile , rook 

him by the hand, ſaying, thar he had no cauſe in thar ſort to ſuſpe his life : For (ſaid he) it 
bchoveth thee to pull up thy ſpirits, and to berhink thee how to govern an Empire, of which 

the gods(who have the care of the whole world ) have Jeſpoiled Catus, to reward thy virtue 
with. Ariſe thercforegand take potſeſſion of the Throne of thine Anceſtors. This ſaid. lifted 

him on his ſhoulders, for that Claudius could not walk on foot , through the fear and joy that LY] 
he had conceived of that which had been told him, 

Upon theſe ſpeeches divers of che Souldiers of the Guard alſembled about Gratus and per- 
cciving thatit was Claudius, whom they ſuppoſed tobe dragged to his death,they had com- 
paſhon of him as on an innocent, for that they knew him to be a man of a milde nature , who 
all che time of his life intermedled with nothing , and who in like fort had been often #\ 
great danger during Cates life, There were others of them that ſaid, that the judgment of 
r(115 matter perrained to the Conſuls : whereupon , alchough a great number of Souldiers 
flocked about him , and the ſimple people that were unarmed fled from them ; ycr could 
not Clazatus go onward in his way ; fo weak and feeble felt he himſelf in his whole body.lt

Ur the affairs of Judza grew dayly worſe and worſe, For the Countrey was reyles 
nithed agatn with Theeves , and Inchanters , who deceived the common People, 
F#!1x zpprehended many of them dayly, and cauſed them to be executed and putto 

death, He took Eleazir alſo the Son of Dinzus , who was Captain of thofe Outlaws and 
Theeves tat ra!1zed inthe Countrey , and ſurprized him by a ſubrilty. For Fzltx had 
given him his word , that he ſhould in no ſort be endangered * whereupon he came and 


wy 


ſubmicted himſelf , and was preſently fettered and ſent ro Rome. And for that he had 
conceived a diſpleaſure againſt Fozathan the High Prieſt , who had divers times admoni- 
ſhed him to ule more circumſpe&tion in the Government of Judza , for fear he ſhould be 
blamed by the people , for that he had required Ceſar that Fx/. x might be admitredto the 
Government , he thought irnot amiſs ro cut off Jorzatban, who continually follicited and 
vexed him, For this cauſe , he perſwaded and bribed a certain man called Dora, who was 
born in Jeruſalem ; and was one of thoſe in whom Foxathaz repoſed his moſt truſt ; to bring 
in certain Thieves ro murther Jovathan,who willingly I:ftencd ro his demands ; and defirous 
to gratifie the Governour , by this means that enſucth brought that ro cffe& which he hadin- 
tended, There were certain Thieves that came upto Jeruſ; alem , under colour to adore God, 
who carrying their {words cloſe hidden under their Garments , accoſted Jonathan and flew 
him. Now tor that this murther was let lip , and not puniſhed ; from that day forward the 
Thieves reſorted boldly to folemn Fealts,having their weapons hidden under their garments 
and thronging in among the people, flew fome of thoſe who were their Adverſarics, and 
otherſome , to pleaſure thoſe who had hired them with ready money to rid them of thoſe 
they miſ-liked. And theſe outrages committed rhey not only in other parts of the City, 
bur in the Temple likewiſe , where they flauz:rcred ſome who little ſuſpeed that any im- 
piety ſhould be committed in that place. For ininc own parr, I think that God hath deſtroy: | 
cd our City in deteſtation of that 1mpiery : anJ for chat he accounted the Temple for an 
impure manſion place , he hath ſentusthe /{omans , wito have ſer fire on the ſame to purge 
the City, and make us ſlaves with our wives and children, intending thereby to teach us wil- 
dom by our own miſcries, Thus was the City fille with theſe Thefts and Murthers, And 
as touching the Enchanters and Decetvers , they perſwaded the common people to follow 
them into the Defart, promiſing them to ſhew them figns and miracles done by the power of 
God : whercunto divers gave ear, and at laſt ſuffered the penalty of rheir folly, For Felix 
recalling them back again, puniſhed them. 

Ar that ſame time therecame a certain man from Egypt to Jeruſalem, who termed him- 
ſelf a Prophet , who incited the common people to follow him ro the Mount called Oli- 
vet, ſcituate not far off from Jeruſalem, and only diſtant ſome five turlongs from thence,tel- 
ling them from thence that he would make them ſee the Walls of the City fall unto the 
ms » by which way he promiſed to give them entry. Which being reported to F#- 
7x , he cauſcd his Souldiers to arm themſelves, and departing out'of Jeruſalem with great 
ſtore of Horle and Foot , he ſer upon them , and flew four hundred of them, and took rwo 
hundred alive : as for the Egyprian he eſcaped out of the skirmiſh, and no man knew what 
became of him. The Thieves alfo incited the people anew to make war againſt the Romans, 
relling chem them thar they ought not to yeeld them obedience ; and they burned and ſpoil-

came out again from the Temple , and converſed with the Prieſts, and chiefeſt Phariſees, 
wio were {urprized with great fear, And grievouſly were we diſmayed , when we ſawthe 
people in Aras : and being uncertain what to do , and wanting the means to pacifiethele 
mutinies , ' and apparently perceiving their manifeſt danger, both I and the Phariſces told 
them, our opinion was anſwcrable to theirs , and counſelled them to contain themſclves in 
PCace, and not to provoke the enemy. For our hope was, that Jefius would with all ExPe- 
dition draw outgreat forces, and chaſtiſe thoſe peace-breakers. But as ſoon as he arrived, 
and fought with them, he was overcome, and a great number of his men were ſlain ; where- 
upon grewthe utterruine of our whole Nation. For ſuch as deſired the VVar, were puffed 
up wich that Vidtory , and conceived an atlured hope that in the end they ſhould overcome

the Romans. Beſides that, this enſuing occaſion preſented it ſelf : The Inhabitants of the (1 


C ities that bordered upon Syria., Jatd hands on thoſe Jews that dwelt among them , and 
flew both them, their wives and children , without any juſt cauſe or crime committed by 
them, For they had'not canſ{pired any ways, or intended to revolt from the Romans , or to 
uſe any hoſtilicy, _ ſecret canſpiracy againſt any of thoſe, with whom they were cotl- 
verſant, Bur among all the reſt, the Citizens of Scythopolis , exceeded all other in mn__—_ 
and wickedneſs. . For being be{teged withour by certain of the Jews, they inforced thole 
Tews that inhabited amonglt them to take Arms , and charged thoſe of their own Nation 
( which is both prohibited and unlawful by our Laws ) who fighting againſt them diſcom- 
fired them : but after this overthrow, they in ſuch ſort fallified and forgot their fairhg that 
they had given to their Afſociates and fellow-Citizens, thar they ſlew every morhers Sol 
of them to thenumber of many thouſands. Thelike misfortune alſo fell upon thoſe Jews 
thar inhabired Damaſco, But of this we have more amply ſpoken in thoſe our Books, which 
we have written ofthe VVars of the Jews : andatthis preſent I make mention hereof , in- 
tending to fignific, and certainly perſwade the Readers , that the War which was waged 
with the Romans; proceeded nor of a reſolute intent and purpoſe , but for the moſt part of 
inforced neceſſity.

Varws accuſing his ſecond Meſſenger allo very falily , commanded him to be ——_ » 4s 
hehad done the firſt, For the Syrians that inhabit Czſarea had made him proud, infomuch 
chat he aſpired to high and great matters, by telling him chat Agrippa ſhould be put to death 
by the Romans , itiregard of thoſe faults which the Jews had committed , and that Farw K 
who was Royally deſcended, ſhould poſſeſs his Government. For without queſtion Yarut 
was held to be of the Blood-Royal, for thar he derived his Pedigree from the Tetrach Sobe- 
mu that governed. the Countrey that abutted on Libanus, For theſe cauſes , Yares 
proud, and retained Phe/rps Letters by him, hoping by theſe means that the King ſhould have 
no poor 21] er ; and heſer watch in every patlage, for fear leit any man ſhould flie, 
and cerrifie the King of that which had happened; and to give the Syrians the berter content, 
who dwelt in Czſarea, he put divers of thoſe Jews thar dwelt among them to death, He 
intended alſo to undertake a Var againſt the Jews of Bathanza , who were called Baby- 
lonian Jews, by confederating himſelf withthe Trachonites of Barthanza.For which cauſe,

But when Fohx perccived that he failed of h's purpole, he beg2n to fear : for which cauſe, ua — 
raking with him thoſe armed men that he kept abour him , and torſaking Tiberias , he repai- ſeph, TO 
red to Giſchala, and from thence he wrote his Letcers unto me , excuting the fat, as if he 
had been co ways guilty thereof, and beſought me, rhar I would in no ſort ſufpet him, and 
confirm2d his words with exccrable Oaths , whereby he might win the more credit to his 
writing. But the Galileans, who were gathered in great multitudes from all parts of the Regi- 
D on, knowing that he was a wicked and perfidious man , beſought methat I would lead them 
forth again!t him , promiſing me to overthrow both him, Giſchala , and all his Countrey. 
Therefore, after I had given them thanks for their love towards me, I promiſed rhem that 
mine offices of love ſhould be anſ{werable to. their kindneſs. Yet beſought I them to re- 
ſtrain themſelves, and to grant me pardon, for thar I thought ir better to appeaſe , than pro- 
cutetroubles. | | 
| This requeſt of mine the Galileans granted: Whereupon we preſently came to Sephoris.

berias and Sephoris to forſake me, and ſuppoſed alſo thar the Gabarenians would revolt un- 
To him , which Cities are the chicfeſt in Galilee. For he told them that under his conduct 
the Common-weal (hould be more diſcreetly governed : but among the reſt, the Sephorites 
gave leaſt car unto him, for that ang us both, they only held tor the Romans. 


As for the Tiberians,they would not conſent to rebel : yet notwichſtanding they proml-

houſhold-ſtuff of. divers forts : among which there wete divers ſilver Veſſels;and five hun- 
dred pieces of gold. Intending therefore to reſerve theſe things for Ptolomey , as being one 
of che ſame Tribe, in that our Law permitteth not to defraud,no not our enemics,if they be 
of the ſame Tribe ; ; I rold choſe that brought the goods thither , that they mult be kept robe 
ſold, to the end that the price of the goods might be beſtowed upon the building of the wals 
of Jeruſalem. This motion of mine, the young men interpreted very hardly, in that they 
were cur off from the part of the prey which they-hoped for. For which cauſe , diſperſing

And I beyond all expeRtion eſcaping from ſo Treat a peril, with certain 
of my friends, and ſome twenty Souldters, returned ro my houle, 
Joſeplrin 10 , Bur once again the Thieves and Authors of ſeditton, fearing leit they (ſhould be puniſhed 
bur ang  fortheſetheir offences , begirtmy lodging with fix hundred armed Men, intending to con- 
fume it with fire.Of whole arrival, as ſoon as I had intelligence, imagining with my ſelf char y 
it would be much diſhonour for me to flic,I reſolved to uſe valour and courage again(t them; 
for which cauſe commanding the gates to be ſhut , Irequired them from the rop of the 
houſe,that they would ſend in ſome of them unto me;to reccive that money, for which the 
had been draw into this mutiny : whereby they mighr have no further cauſe to be incenſed 
Jeſcphs Arara- againſt me. VVhich done, laying hold of one of the moſt troubleſome fellows , that with the 
gem. relt came in unto me, I cauſed him to be beaten with many grievous ſtrokes , and his hand ro 
be cut oft,and hung about his neck; and thus handled , we thruſt him our of doors to return 
unto thoſe that had ſent him, But they being wondrouſly afraid herewith , and ſuſpeRin 
the like puniſhment if they ſhould ſtay there any longer , for that they ſuſpected that I ha 
divers armed Soul licrs in my houſe, they ſuddenly all of them fled away: and fo by this ſtrg. 
oo tazem eſcaped I the other danger, Yet wanted there not ſome, who incired the people once 
more againlt me z ſaying, that rhe Kings ſervants, who were fled unto me for retuge , ought 
not to [1ve, except they ſubmitted themſelves to their Laws and cuſtoms , from whom they 
required protection. 

They likewiſe accuſed them, that they were of the Roman faCtion , and priſoners, and 
preſently the people began to mutiny, being deceived by their words, who labourcdro flatter 
them. VWhici when I heard of , I once more informed the people , that they ought not to 
perſccute thoſe who reſorted unto rhem for refcous : and I jeatted ar their folly who accuſed 
them of impoyſoning , and that the Romans would not vainly nouriſh fo many thouſandof 
Souldiers,if they pretended to make away their enemies with poyſon. Being by theſe words | 
ſomwhar pacified, they had ſcarcely withdrawn themſelves a while, but that by certain out- 
caſts and wicked men , they were incited againſt the Nobility, ſo that with armed weapans 
they came to the Houſes of the Taricheans,tntending to murther them.

ſoon as I came thither, entring ir.to a lodging c121/w45 ri7ht over againſt theirs, I feined that 
I went to take my reſt, VVhereupon Fozethars Souldicrs ſuppoſing that I was afleep , and 
that in troth I was ſafe 3 they came forth ir. all haſte into the Plain, labouring to diflwade 
my Souldicrs from their love and alleagance,end detraing my Government. But all things 
tell out contrary to that they thought : for as ſoon 4s rhey were diſcovered , the Galileans 
gave agreat ſhout, teſtifying the good will they bare n7ro me , who was their Governour, 
andthey blamed the Embafſadors , for that without any cauſc of injury , they were come 
ro diſturbthe publick peace , willing them to be gone, for that they incended to admit no 
other ©overnour, Vhen theſe things were ſigni':2d unto me, I made no doubt to adven- 
ture my ſelf among them : For which cauſe I :peediily went out to hear what theſe Em- 
baitudours could alleadge againſt me. Upon mn» arrival the whole Troop (honted for 
Government. 

Jonathan and his adherents hearing this, were affraid , leſt if the Galileans ſhould ſet upon 
them, they (hou! 1 grow in danger ot their lives, and began to berhink themſelves how they 
might eſcape. Bur perceiving that they _— not retire , for that I required them inſtantly 
to itay, they were altogether diſmaie?, and palt cheir ſenſes, I therefore commanded the 
people to ſurceaſe their ſhooting,and planted the Soulciers of greateſt truſt in every pallage, 
ro prevent leſt Fohz ſhould charge them una2wares. After this, I exhorted the people tobe- 
rake them to their weapons, tothe end that if ttic enemy ſhould ſuddenly aflail them , they 


might nor be driven to diſorder. This done, I firlt of all began to rip up to Foxathazs follow- 


ers and fellows, what Letters they had written , and how they had certified him , thar they 
were ſent by the Commonalty and Inhabitants of Jeruſalem , to make an end of rhoſe de- 
bates that were between me and Fohx , and how they had incited me to come unto them: 
Afterwards in the ſequel of my diſcourſe I produced their Letters in open view, to the end 
they might not deny any thing, ſeeing themſelves convicted by their own hand-writing, and 
ſpake thus unto them : WE 

If being accuſed 'by John,1 ſhould produce two or three witneſſes that were men of reputation , to 
teftifie for my life, tt were a matter moſt evident that thou ſhouldeſt be compelled, O Jonathan and 

you my Lords Embaſſadours ( after you had fore-1nquired of their lives ) to acknowledg mine in- 
zocercy, aud to arquit me of that whereof I am accuſed. But to the ntent you may know that 1 ave 

faithfully governed the eſtate of Galilee , 1 ſuppoſe that three witneſſes are too little for an upright 
mar, for which cauſe 7 produce all theſe. Enquire of them bow I bave lived , and whether I have 
governed this Country in all bonefly and juſitce. 1 adjure you all therefore,who are my fellows and 
friends of Galilee , that you hidenathing of the truth , but that before theſe men , as before your 
Fudges you profeſs, if I have done any thing that 1s contrary to right, 

Whileſt I ſpake after this manner, all of them with one accord called me their benefaRtor 
and defender, and gave teſtimony of my forepaſſed government, and exhorred me to con- 
tinue the ſamehereafter. And allof them affirmed by a publickoath , that Thad carefully 
prevented leſt any woman ſhould be violared,or any man by my means ſhould be drawn into 
any injury or inconvenience. This done, I publickly read the two Letters in the prefenceof 
all the Galileans,which were taken from Foxathens meſſengers by thoſe, who were appoi 


by me to beſer the waies , and were by them ſent ro me , which were full of injuries and 


falſhoods , alledging that I rather behaved my ſelf like a Tyrantchan a Governour towards 
them : and beſides rhar, there were divers other things written and urged very impudently. 
Theſe Letters (ſaid I) were voluntarily offered me by thoſe tharcarried the ſame. Forl 
was unwilling that mine adverſaries ſhould know that I had beſerche waies , fearing leſt 
they ſhould forbear to write hercafter.

their Arms, and kept them ſafely bound, asI had commanded chem. Hereof Leyi,who had 
the chargeof this Quarter, certified me by his Letters : wherefore dilembling the matter 
for ſome two days,l tent Letters to the Tiberizns, by which I counſelled then? , char laying 
their Arms aſide , they ſhould diſmiſs every owe to bis own dwelling place. But they rc- 
turned me an injurious anſwer : for they ſuppoſed that Jonathan and bis eralg were already 
arrived jn Jeruſalem, Bur I ſerting light by their injuries, reſolved to circunwent them by 
this cunning ſtratagem : for I choughr ir 4 dangerous matter ro kindle War againſt the 
Citizens, Bcing therefore very wilin todraw them out of their Valls , I choſe ofit ten 
thouſand of my belt Souldiers, whom 1 duſtrivuteg into three Bands , and lodged one Com- 
pany of them ſecretly at Dora, to lic there in ambuſh . I encamped allo another thouſand in 
a certain Borough fituate 1n a mountainous place , ſome four ſtades diſtant from Tiberias ; 
commanding them that as ſoon as I gave them a Watch-word or fign , they ſhould break

Bur being very deſirous ro ſurprize Simon by ſome policie,and Jaazar allo with himy[ ſent 
unto them, requiring them that they would march forth a little wichour their Walls,attcnd- 
ed by their friends and Guard for their ſecurity fake ; for that ] was derermined to confer 
wich them upon a peace, and to confirm the one half of the Government unto them, Here- 
upon S1m0r | SHA by his folly, and overcome and blinded with greedy defire,came tort[ 
with all expedition : bur Joazar ſuſpetting ſome ſtratagem , would not adventure withour 
the Walls.As ſoon as I ſaw S:mor attended by his friends and Guard,I went qut to meet him, 
and embraced him kindly, giving him thanks for that he was come down ; anon after walk- 
ing along with him, as if 1 intended to communicate ſomewhat with him in ſecrec \ I wich- 
drew him from his friends , and laying hands on him , I delivered him to my fricnds to lead 
him into the Borqugh,andgave a ſign unto my Souldiers that they ſhould come down , and 
with them I aſſaulted the City of Tiberias, There was a ſharp skirmiſh on both ſides, 
and che Tiberians had well nigh gotten the viRoric : for my Scnlliers began to flie bur per- 
cetving how the matter went, I animated thoſe of my company , and with chem gave a vali- 
ant onſet on the Tiberians , who almoſt had the better , and chazed them into their City, 


and ſentanother company by the Lake, to ſer fire on thoſe houſes which they ſhould firlt fai 
upon, Hereupon the Tiberians thought that their City was taken by force , and calt down 


. their Weapons for fear, praying me to have compaſſion on their wives and children, and to 


pardon their Ciry. For this cauſe being moved with compaſſion , I reſtrained the-fury of 
my Souldiers ; and for that it was late,] retired my ſelf wich my Souldicrs,both to the intent 
I might ſpare the City, and relieve my wearied and wounded Souldiers.Hereupon I ſent for 
S1mon to come and banquet with me, and comforted him in his misfortune , promiling him 
ro ſend him to Jeruſalem, and ro aflure him in his journey homeward,and to furnith him for 
his ordinary expences with all things neceflary.

Bur the truth is, you expected Yeſpaſiaxs coming , even un- 
til ſuch time as he begirt your city with a ſiege, and then Jaid you your arms aſide for fear of } 
danger:yea,even then had your City been overthrown,except the King in excuſe of your fol- 
ly, had obtained yotr pardon at Yeſpaſ,2r5 hands, It was nor therefore my fault, but your of- 
tence, that behaved your {elves like enemics, Do not you remember how oftentimes I have 
obtained the vitory againſt you,and how few times you could complain of bloodſhed. Bur 
you falling at diilzntton one with another, having been the inſtruments of your own ruin;and 
not for the love you bare either to the King , or the Romans , but of your own malice {lew 
an hundred eighty five citizens ,: at {uch tumc asT was beſieged by the Romans in Jotapata, 
Nay morc, is not this true, that during thc liege of Jeruſalem, whereof Ihave made menti- 
on, there were more than two thouſand Tiberians tlain, or otherwiſe taken priſoners ? But 
perhaps thou wilt alleadg, that at thar time thou were no enemy, for that thou wert fled to | 
the King: bur I cell thee chat thou fleddelt thither for the fear thou had(t of me. I am a wick- 
ed man, as thou fayeſt : bur what artthou > Whom King Agrippa, upon many preſents de- 
livercd from puniſhment, at ſuch time as ci1:0u wert condemned by Yeſpaſiar to loſe thy head, 
For what cauſe having made thee priſoner twice, and having fo many times paſt the ſentence 
of banithment againlt thee , andhaving once commanded thee ro be thine own murtherer, 
hath he given life upon the 1mporrunate ſolliciration of his ſiſter Beratce > And after ſo many 
crimes committed by thee , having entertained thee for his Secretary , when he found thy 
corruption in that office, he baniſhed thee from his preſence. 

But 1 will not too exaRly touch thee with theſe matters, yet notwithſtanding I wonder at 
thine impudence , rhat hatt openly proteſted, that thou halt written more exaRly and per» K | 
fely of this marrer, than any man ; whereas thou art utterly ignorant of thoſe things that 
were done in Galilee. For at thartume wert thou ac Berycum with the King, and wert no ways 
privy to the ſiege of Jotapara 3 ſeeing thou didft not follow us. Neither couldſt thou be able 
to learn how I behaved my felt therein; for that there was no one lefe alive to give thee cer- 
rain intelligence. Thou wilt perhaps ſay, that thou haſt carefully deſcribedthat, which hap- 
ned during the ſiege of Jeruſalem, And how may this be poſſible > For thou wert neither a- 
gent nor lookcr on in that war ; neither haſt thou read'the Commentaries of Yeſpaſias. But I 
conjecture hereby that thou haſtnot read them at all , foraſawch as thou haſt written clean 
contrary tothat which is contained therein. And-if thou art ſoconfidene , that thy Hiſtory is 
truer than other mens, why didſtchou not publiſhic during Yeſpaſians and Titus lives , who [| 
were the Generals of that war; neither before King Agrippa,and thoſe of his race, who were 
all of them very expert in the Greek rongue 2 For tho haſt kept it written by thee above 
twenty years , and" mighteſt have produced witneſs of thine exa& diligence before them, 
who were privy ts all things. Bat now when they are dead, and thou thinkeſt that no man 

liveth that may reproove thee , .chou-haſt undertaken boldtieſs-ro publiſh thy work. Burl 
haveuſed no ſuch —_ fear in my books , bur have preſehred them to che Emperours 
ave been eye-witnefſes and aRors thereof.

the Tiberians had written and ſent for the King : for the anſwer which he made them, did G 
evidently expreſs therruth, And having a long while debated tie matter with my ſelf, 1 
ſaid unto them, I know as well as you, that the Liberians have offended : neither will L hine 
der you from ſpoiling their City, yet mult you proceed to the execution thereof with ſome 
judgment, For the Tiberians alone do nor berray our liberty , but others alſo, who are 
more accounted of in the country of Galilee. Stay therefore until ſuch time as 1 am 
throughly informed , who they be that are authors of this treaſon : and then you (hall haye 
them all under your hands, with all thoſe amongſt them, whom you may parcicularly think 
wortiy puniſhment. By theſc pr won the people, who departed trom me whol- 
ly contented and pacified, As for the meſſenger that was ſent by the King, I cauſed him tg 
be impriſoned, having reſpect to an urgent necellity of mine own, which conſtrained me to 
depart our of the Kingdom within a little while, And calling Creſpus ſecretly unto me, 1 
charged him to make thoſe ſouldiers drunk , who had the charge of him , ro the end that 
he might inall ſecurity flic back to the King. Thus Tiberias being ready to be deſtroyed, 
the ſecond time by my government and providence , avoided art that rune a great and fatal 
danger. 

Ar the ſame time F#ſ1us, the ſon of Piſtus, fled unto the King without my knowledy ; the 
cauſe of which flight of his, I will orderly expreſs. As ſoon as the Romans had begun their 
war agauntt the Jews , the Tiberians concluced to obey the King, and in no fort to rebel a. 
gainlt the Romans. But Fuftus egged them on to take arms,th irlting after alteration, and ho- 
ping both to obtain the governmeut of Galilee , as of his own country : bur his hope failed 
him of a ſucceſsful end ; for the Galileans being envioully bent againſt the Tiberians , for [ 
tholc injurics they had lutfered at their hands betore the war , could not allow Juſf«s to be 
their Govcrnour. My ſclfalſo, whom the people of Jeruſalem pur in truſt with the govern- 
ment of Galilec, was oftentimes ſo much moved,that I failed little of killing Juſtus, fo into- 
Icrable was his wickedneſs, He therefore fearing leſt my diſpleaſure ſhould ſhorten his 
days , went untothe King , ſuppoſing that he might live more freely and ſecurely with him,

flus Gallus the ſecond time ; requiring him to come unto them , to the end that he might be 
the ſooner ſcized of their Ciry ; orthar he ſhould ſend them forces to withſtand the incur- 
ſions of their encmics:and finally they wrought ſo muchgthat Gallus ſent them ſtore of horle- 
men, and after them foot men, who came by night, and werereceived into their City, But

For the Romans having invironed me on all ſides , my rereward through the fear they con- 
ceived, began to retire, In this skirnulh I loſt one of my guard, called 7uſtus, who in times 
paſt had ſerved inthe very ſame place under_the King, Ar that very time the Kings forces 
ch of horſe andfqor came thither , under the government of S7las, Captain of the guard, 
who encamping ſome-five ſtades off from Julias, beſet the high-wayes that bended towards 
Cana with men of war, and the fort of Gamala, to hinder the inhabitants from receiving any 
commodities from the country .of Galilee, 3.

Army to Scythopolis - and taking it, they divided and ſpoiled all the Countrey. 
CHAP. IIT. 
Of Ariſtobulus, Antigonus, Judas Efſſeus, Alexander, Theodorus, 
and 1Yemetrrius. 


His felicity and good hap of John and his Sons , was 2ccompanied with the envy 

of many of his Countrey-man : and this diſcontent of theirs , was the cauſe of a 

mutiny. For divers of the Jews rifing up in Aris 152inft them, were ſo much over. 
ruled by their ambitious paſſion, that they could nor contain themſelves from the proſecution 
of an open and bloody Var : wherein notwithſtanding they were pv: tothe worſt. From 
that day forward Johz paf{ed the remainder of his life in a!l felicity and happineſs, and 
after he had governed the Common-weal for the ſpace of th:irry three years,he departed this 
life, leaving behind him five valiant ſons, He was a man truly happy , and fo favoured by 
fortune, that he had no occaſion to complain of her niggardice in bounty. Finally, he alone 
might juſtly boaſt himſelf of three excellent endowments. Firlt of all,that he was the Prince 
of his Countrey - Secondly, that he was High Prieſt : Thirdly, a Prophet, to whom God 
ſo ſpake, that he was ignorant of no future accidents. He reals and foretold that his two 
eldeſt Sons ſhould not continue long in the Government ( whoſe lives are worth rehearſal, 
alchough chey much declined from their fathers felicity : ) for the eldeſt Son A7iſtobulus, 
after his farhers death tranſlated the Principality into a Kingdom ; and was the fir(t chat 
pur a Crown on his head ; fotir hundred, eighty and one years, and three moneths, after 
the deliverance of the people from the captivity of Babylon. As for Axt1gonus ( who was 
his ſecond brother, and whom in appearance he ſeemed to love molt intirely ) he made him 
partaker of his dignity, and committed the reſidue of them to priſon. He impriſoned his 
mother alſo., for thar ſhe had contended with him as rouching the Principatity, ( which 
Fobn had ſolely committed to her diſpoſe) and was ſo far given over to all kind of cruelty, 
that he not only kept her priſoner in bonds, bur alſo = co death by famine. Bur 
the revenge of his impiety was this, that he ſlaughtered his own brother Aztigonus , whom 
he intirely beloved , and made both 'a Competitor ahd Partner with him inthe King- 
dom. For by reaſon of thoſe ſcagdalous flanders, which his ehvious 00! ooo:

Frer this, Artzochus,(whe likewiſe was called Dyeriſ;ius,the Brother to Demetrius,who 
AA ww the laſt of al! the race of Seleuc#s ) railed up new broils againlt Alexander , who 

fearing him becauſe he had preparcd war againſt the Arabians , drewa deep trench 
along that ground which lieth berwcen Atpatris , and the Sea-caalt of Joppe * and be-« 
tore the trench he builded a very high wall , and raifed Towers of wood to hinder his ene- 
mies paſſage. Bur all this could nor keep out Artiochus, but that nga He Towers , and 
filling up the crenches, he entred and paled over them with his Forces. And not tarrying at 
that ctme to revenge himſelf of him who had thus forbidden him patlage , he preſently 
marched forward agatult the Arabians, Bur the King of Arabia retiri 
places of his Cotintrey which were-irreſt for defence, and returning ſuddenly to Battel with 
his Horſmen ( who were 1a nutaber 1000) ruſhed haſtily upon Aztiochus Souldiers , and 
found them unprovided;ſo that a hot skirmith began berwixe them,in which the Souldiers of 
Antiochus, whilelt he lived,ſhewed themſelves valiant (though they were on every fide maſ- 
ſacred by the Arabians ) but ſo ſoon as he was {lain ( who was always ready to aſliſt thoſe 
thar were in danger ) all of them fled : and the greateſt part of them were (lain in the Bartel 
and in flight ; as tor thoſe that eſcaped,they fled into the rown of Cana, where t 
cept very tew) died for hunger. After ehis, the people of Damaſcus being incited by the ha- 
tred they barcto Ptolomey the Son of Mens, ſent for Aretas, andeſtabliſhed him King over 
Cceloſyria : who warring againſt Judza,and overcoming Alexander in Battel, retired him- 
ſclf upon cqmpoſition, Alexazder having taken Pella , reſorted once more to the Town of 
CGerala, in | he was defirous of Theodorw Riches : and took the place , notwithſtanding 
ti32t it was fortified withthree walls, and that upon every wall there was planted a Garri- 
rifon, He rook Gaulan, and Seleucia,and that Town which is calledthe V of Antiochus.

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In tze mcan time a Yucler was ſent out for thar purpoſe , who ſought to ſurprize Heyod, 
and by {one {tratagem to toule him aut of the City, io wrovght by all the means he could, 
accoruins as he was inſtrutted, Fut Herod , who was al:vates wont to mitltruſt the perfi. 
deocus practices of barbarous Nations, betng certain tiar thoſe Jerters which diſcovered the 
reaſons were faln into the enemies hands, would ot go torth ; though Pacorus pretended 2 
juit cauſe , inciting him ro ride our and miect chem that brought the letters : wherein was 
contained neither the taking of Praſelus, nor the trealons, but only what Phaſelus had done. 
But lons before this, Herod by others underſtood, thar his brother Phaſelus was taken ; and 
AMartamme a very wiſe woman , Hrrcanus daughter, with many intreaties perſwaded Herod 
not to go forth: but that he ſhould beware how he truſted himſclt ro the mercy of that barba- 
rous people, who did now as it were openly aflaulr him. Whileſt Pacorus was conſulting 
with his complices,how he might privily cffeCthis treafons ( ſeeing 1t was not pollible open- 
[vto circumvent a man of ſo great wiſdom ) Herod 1n the night time , whilelt his enemies 
:cither knew , nor ſuſpected his intent , took his neareſt kinsfolk , and fled into Idumza : 
which being once known, the Parthians followed him. For which cauſe, he made his mo- 
rher, his brethren, and the young maiden eſpouſed, and her mother and youngelt brother to 
keep on their journey,and he with his ſervants warily ailaulred the Parthians ; and having in 
every aflaulc killed a great number of them, he halted rowards tne Caſtle of Maflada, and in 
his retreat ſuſtained more harm by the Jews , than by the Parthians : who as they had been 
alwaies troubleſome, ſo now ſome threeſcore furlongs from the Town, ſet upon him; where 
Herod obtaining the victory , killed a great many of them, and in remembrance of thar va- 
liant act , he builded upon that place amolt rich Palace for the King , and crected there a 
moſt ſtrong Tower, which by his own name he called Herodium. And when he fled, many 
joyned with him: But when he came to Threſa, a Town of Idumz2, his brother Joſ-ph 
met him, and perſwaded him to lefſen the number of his followers : for Matſada would not 
reccive {uch a multitude : ( for the number of the multitude was above nine thouſand ) for 
which cauſe Herod according to his counſel diſmifled thoſe that were unfit for his turn, and 
{ent them into Idumza, giving them necellarics for their journey. As for thoſe that were 
choſen men, and fit for his purpoſe, he retained them with him, and ſo was he received into 
the Caſtle: where leaving eight hundred Souldiers to defend the women , and proviſion 
ſulhcient for thoſe that were within, he himſelf went unto Petra, a City of Arabia. 

Now the Parthians at Jeruſalem began to ſack the houles of them that were fled, and the 
Kings Palace they only abſtained from Hircarws money , which did amount to more than 
tree hundred talents : as for other mens goods, they found not ſo much as they expeted; 

or Hezod,long before that time ſuſpeCting the infidelicy of the Parthians , had carried all his 
Fiches and jewels into Idumza, and every one of his followers did the like. VWhen the Par- 
Thians had taken the ſpoil, they were ſo 1mpious, that they left no place of the whole Coun- 
ttrey free from their tyranous War, They deſtroyed the City of Marſa alſo , and bound 
Phaſelus and Hircanus, and delivered them to Antrgonus to be ſcourged, who preſently with 
his tceth bir off Hircazus cars, tothe end, that if by ſome alteration, - chanced hereatter to 
gctloofc, he might be no more High Prieſt : for none might offer ſacrifice, that wanted any 
member of his body. But Thaſelus his fortitude prevented the cruelty of Antigonus ; who 
having neither weapon, nor his hands at liberty, beat our his own brains againſt a ſtone, and 
dicd : demonſtrating himſelf by that a&, to bethe true brother of Herod, and that Hrrcanus 
had degenerated : he died mantully by a worthy death, and anſwerable to fo famous a lite. 
Yet ſome reported that he recovered after thar hurt , and that Atzgonus ſent a Chirurgeon 
ur:der pretence tocure the wound , who filled the ſame with venemous medicines , and ſo 
killed him, Well, be it as it was, it was in him gallant reſolution. 

It 1s reported likewiſe, that underſtanding before his death by the means of a certain wo- 
man, that Herod was eſcaped, he ſpake theſe words; now I ſhall die with a courage : who 
leave behind me one that will take vengeance of my enemies, and ſo he died. Although the 
Parthians had not yet received the women (which was the chief thing they look for) yet 
leaving chem, they eſtabliſhed Aztrgonys in Jeruſalem , and led Htrcarus priſoner into Par- 
thia. Bur Herod with all ſpeed haſted into Arabia , as if his brother had been-yer alive , to 
the intent he might borrow money of the King of Arabia.,, wherewith he only hoped thar 
the cruelty of thoſe barbarous Parthians might be mitigated roward Phaſ#lus : for his opi-

tiring rhemſelves into marith omen and fecrert places, VVhich when Herod underſtood, he 
preſently came to ſuccour the Countrey, and killed the molt part of the enemies; and having 
caken all the Caſtles by force, he exacted an hundred Talents for recompence of that revolr 
20 be payed by the Cities, Now the Parthians being pur to flight,and Pacorus (lain Yentidius 
>cing willed thereto by Letters from Artorzus , ſentunto Hered a thouſand Horſmen , and 
two Legions of Footmen to alli{t him againſt Antigonas, Now Aztigonus writ Letters to the 
General of the aforeſaid company named Machaya , deſiring him to help him ; and com- 
plaining that Herod injurcd him , promiſed hima ſum of Money. Bur he thinking it nor 
belt ro forſake him he was ſentto ſuccour , eſpecially ſecing that. Herod would give more, 
would nor be ſuborned by him : yet counterfeiting himſelf ro be Antigonus his friend, mean- 
ing under that pretence to creep into the knowledge of his ſecrets ; which not regarding 
\t:t.xr1v ini Herods counſel he went to diſcover,notwithſtanding that Herod diflwaded him from it: But 
quiry. Aztigoruus perceiving his intent, ſhut hum out of the City , and likean enemy drave him a- 
way from the walls, till ſuch time as Machera was aſhamed of that he had done ; and fo re- 
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turned ro Amathunt unto Herod. And being in a rage that things fell out againſt his expeQa-

CHAP, XIII. 


Of the death of Joſeph : how Herod beſieged Feruſalem : and how 
$0 dic; Antigonus was ſlaty. 

N the mean ſeaſon Herods affairs in Judza went backward : for he left his Brother Joſeph 
Governour of all , commanding him todo nothing againſt x ps [carp till his return, For 
he little truſted ro Macheras help, becaule of the parts he had played before. Bur Foſeph 

underſtanding his brother to befar off , not regarding what charge was lefr him , went to 


Jericho accompanied with five companies which Machera ſent with him , thinking now ia \ 


harveſt time to have taken away their Corn : bur being aſſaulted by the enemies upon the 
mountains , and in difficult places., himſelf was there ſlain, owing himſelf in that fight a 
worthy and valiant man : and there was not one left alive of all the Roman Souldiers ; for

elry againſt Jo. they were all newly gathered out of Syria, and they had no old Souldiers amongſt them to 
ſephs crkaſs, afſiit them who were ignorant in warfare, Antigonus not contented with the victory,became 
ſuch a Tyrant, that he cauſed the dead corps of Joſeph to be ſcourged : and having the dead 
bodics in his power, he cut off Foſephs head , although Pheroyas his brother offered fifty Ta- 
Jents to redeem the ſame. | |

ty. Machera remembring how he had offended, followed the King, and with many entrea- 
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4 Afﬀcer Antrgonus had obtained this victory, there was ſuch a change in Galilee, that thole DAL 
who favoured him, took the chictelt of Herods tavourites,and drowned them in a porid. Allo 7 4 de 0 
there arole a great change in Idumua where Machera repaired the walls of a certain Caltle L-/r: 'contty 
called Githa. All this while Herod heard nothing of the news; for after Samoſata was taken, N42" 37: 
Antonius made Soſius Governor of Syria, lcaving order with him, that he ſhoiild help Herod lil, Ai... 
agaizlt Azrrgozus,and lo,he departed into Egypr,Sofus ſent two companies of Souldicts with * i brothers 
Herod into Judza to help him, and he himtelt withtheſreſt of the Army followed. When og a 
Herod was at Antiochia near Daphnezhis brothers death was thanifeſted unto him iti adream: 
And while(t he was troubled thus,lo that he leapt out of his bed,even at the ſameinſtant the 
meſſengers who brought ridings of his death, entred irito the houſe : and weeping a little for 
p oricf,as.it were deterring his ſorrow till another time, he went towards his enemies 3 ſo thar 
he haſted above his {trength, When he came to Libanus, he rook eight hundred Inhabi- 
rants of that mountain to help him, and joyned unto them oneof the Roman Legions ; and 
not expecting the day time , with them he entred into Galilee, and meeting with his ene- 
mics , he forced them to flie unto the place from whence they carte : and every day he aſ- 
ſaulred their Caſtle. Bur before he could rake it, being wearted with critel Winter, he was 
con(trained to lead his Army into the next Village, Within a few days his number being 
increaſed by one other Legion which 4ztonrus ſent, he put his enemies in ſuch a fear, thar 
they in the night time fled and forſook the Caſtle, And now he haſted to Jerichoto be re- 
venged upon thoſe thar killed his brother : where there betel him a moſt ſtrange accident, a 
C from the which being againſt all hope delivered , he perſwaded himſelf that God bare an Km 11! ar 
e{pecial love unto him, For when many Nobles that night had ſupped with him, ſupper ««r he had for- | 
being ended, and every one being gone forth , incontinently the houſe wherein he ſupe fell me 
down, Hevod rook this as a Przfagium both of the dangers and proſperous ſucceſs he was * 
to have in his Wars. And the next morning early he removed from chence,and about 6000, 
of the enemies deſcending from the mountains, affaulted the Vanguard, bur they durſt nor ; 
joyn battle with che Romans, bur moleſted them ſtanding a far off wich tones and darts, | 
and they wounded many : ſo that alſo Herod himſelf paſſing along, was wounded in the fide 
with a dart. Antigozus delirous to ſhew himſelf moit potent, as well in multirude of men, 
25 alſo, in courage, ſent Pappus a friend of his, with an Army into Samaria, who there got the 
1 victory of Machera. Herod went about the enemies Countrey and took there five Towns, 
and deſtroyed two thouſand of the Inhabitants, and firing the houſes, he returned to his 
Army nearuntoa Village called Cana. 
Every day there came flocking unto him a very great number of Jews, both from Jericho 
and from other parts of the Countrey, fſome of thens hating A»tigonus, otherfome loving 
Herod for his valiant deeds : for many without any reaſon defired an alteration, Whileſt thus 
he halted to fight , Payp+s with his men neither Lain the multitude, nor ſtrength of their 
enemies, came ficrcely upon them, and offered rea. Thebartel being begun, the others 
a while abKained, only Herod remembring his brothers death , ventured more than the reſt, 
tothe end to be revenged upon them that were the authors thereof : and fo he eaſily over- 
E came the enemies Army 3 and (till aflaulting the freſh men, he pur chem all to flight. There 
was a mighty {laughter : for many being forced to flic into the Village from whence they 
came, he purſued chem and ſlew an infinite number. Laſtly, ruſhing amongſt the enemics 
that fled, he brake into the Village, where all the houſes were full of armed men, and every 
houſe-top full of men to defend it : and becauſe he eaſily overcame thoſe that were abroad, 
he overthrew the houſes, and ſo forced them that were within to come forth, Others he kil- 
led in companies with the ruines of the houſes wherein they were z and if any one chanced to 
eſcape,the Souldicrs without,thar were already armed,with {words kil'd them: ſo that there 
were ſuch heaps of dead bodies , that they who had the vitory could not paſs thorow the | 
ſtreets for them. The enemies were ſo diſcouraged with this overthrow, that the whole pre. 
F nulticude of them (ſecingthoſe that were lain inthe Village) fled away : and Herod by the hinder the 
benefit of his good fortune had even then come to Jeruſalem , had not Winter ſtorms hin- S9nnen 
dred him , which was the only cauſe thar he at char rime gotnot a full conqueſt; and thar cha 
Antigonus was not utterly overthtown, who through fear and deſperation was purpoſed to 
leave the City. But Herod towards night having given his ftiends leave to depart to reſt 
their weary bodics, being himſelf heared with his armour , after the manner of Souldiers, 
Went to waſh himſelf, accompanied only with one Page. And before he came to the bath, 
one of his enemies met him having a ſword drawn inhis hand ; and hen another ; and 
afrerwatds a third : and after them more : and theſe eſcaped our of the bartel, and came ro 
the bath to hide then\ſelves ; and ſecing the King there, they were ſore afraid, and rouge = |

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> hide rhemſclves, and fo patled by him being aftonithed and amazed , altnough the King 2 G 
*. thattime was naked and weaponlelſs : and in ſo much as none were preſent there to lurprize 
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them , they eſcaped; and Her.d was very well contented that he had no harm by them,

* The next day atrer,he beheaded Pappus, wo was the General of Aztigouus his Army , ang 


{ent his head to his brother Pheroras , who was made Ruler of his Army , 1n revenge of his 
brother that was {l2in : for Pappus was he that ſlew Foſepy. - 

The winter being patt, he with his Army came to Jeruſalem, and tefieged it, pitching his 
rents before the Temple, where it was caſiclt to take the City,and where before-time Pompe 
had entred it ( which was about the third year after Herod was made King in Rome.) Now 
when he had quartered his Army as he thought belt ſor his purpoſe, and cut off the Suburbs, 
he cauſed three Rampiers to be raiſcd , and Towers to be builded upon them : and leavins p 
there his truſty friends that would nor flack their buſineſs, he went into Samaria to viſit his 
betrothed, which was the daughter of Alex2ader, who was Son to Ar:ſtobulus, who ( as we 
before made mention ) was eſpouſcd unto him : and he wedded her even in the time of the 
Siege, as who ſhould ſay , now he contemned his enemies : after his marriage rites were 
pertormed , he returned to Jeruſalem with a far greater Army : Sofeas alſo feconded him 
with a great Army of footmen and horſemen, whom he ſent before him thorow the midl(t of 
the Country ; and he himſelf came after by Phoenicia. Now when all his whole Army was 
aſſembled together, to the number of about ſome eleven Legions of footmen, and fix thou- 
ſand horſemen, beſidesthe Syrians that came to help him, which were no ſmall number ; he 
laid his affault and battery to the Northermoſt wall ; and the rather , becauſe he thought | 
himſelf warranted by the decree of the Senate, whereby he was declared to be King, Sofius 
alſo was warranted by Aztorres letters, whereby he commanded him to help Herod with all 
the Army that was under his Government. Mean-while thoſe Jews that were within the

> City wete diverſly troubled : for a multirude of the weaker ſort, gathering themſelves to- 


oerher about the Temple , grew to this reſolution, that whoſoever ſhould fortune to diein 
cars atrempt , ſhould be moſt happy and beloved of God. But thoſe who were hardielt 
among them, joyning themſelves together , robbed and took away from the reſt what they 
could, bur in eſpectal they took victuals from that part that was next the City : ſo that they 
ncither left meat for horſes nor men 3 and the valianteſt of them all being ſer to defend the 
walls againſt thoſe that beſieged them, hindred the adverſary from ereing their Rampires; | 
ſo thar they {till found ſome new device to hinder the force of their engines neither did they 
any ways prevail ſo much as by their mynes which they made. As for the Thieves , the 
King ſought to repreſs their incurſions, by placing an ambuſh of men to intercept them , by; 
which means he relieved the want and ſcarcity of viduals, by fetching proviſion from places 
far diſtant : Bur notwithſtanding they in their fight failed in no ſort to expreſs, their incre- 
dible valour ; yet did that military experience which che Romans had, over-maſter them by 
ods. Nevertheleſs, notwithſtanding the eminent danger wherein they were plunged , they 
fought with them in open field : bur where it chanced that the Romans by digging two ſe- 
veral mynes, brake all at once into the midſt of them, yer ſuddenly repaired they the breach 
that was made inthe wall , and fortified the other part thereof, In a word , they neither 
ſpared hands nor engines, but were all of them derermined to fight it out even unto thelaſt 
calt : and alchough they were beſieged with ſo huge an Army,yer they defended the Town 
from them five moneths , till ſuch time as certain of Herods choſen men , valianuly ſcaling 
and clearing the walls brake into the City , and after them Soſzus his Centurions. Thoſe 
places that neareſt adjoyned the Temple, were the firſt of all that they intercepted, and the 
whole Army entering the City , it was lamentable to ſee how in every corner the people 
were maſſacred: for the Romans being difpleaſed that the Siege continued ſo long tim, 
became more cruel, and Herods Army endeavoured to let no one of the adverſe part eſcape, 
By which means many were flain, both inthe narroweſt places of the ſtreets, as alſo intheir 
own houſes , yea even then alſo when they fled into the Temple , without reſpe& of age of MY | 
woman-hood, For although the King intreated the Souldiers to ſpare the people : yer for 
all thar, they never reſtrained their cruel hands , but like mad men they raged againſt all; 
men, women, and children, At thatrime alſo Axtigorus neither ref; pefting his former con- 
dition, nor his preſent eſtate , came and proſtrated himſelf at Sofius his feer, beſeeching him 
to be mercifulunto him z but Soſius nothing compaſſionating his calamity , cruelly derided 
him, and called him Aztzgona: yer did he not permithim to depart free as a woman, but put 
him in priſon. 

Now when Herod had conquered his enemies ,. Le endeavoured to the utmoſt to appeaſe 
the fury ofthe Sonldiers ; for all the whole mulricude were deſirous to ſee the Tempzon 
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the holy veſſels tnerein : bur he reſiſted them, appeaſins ſom? by: thteatnin 25, reclaimins Pres 
others by force;'and the reit by intreaties; ſuppoting that it had been berter for himſcli ro 5> fu fog 
have been conquered ,: than by obtatatng che victory , to miniſter a means whereby thoſe 1 GK Chriſte, 
things (hould be diſcovered which were notlawful to be revealed. He therefore preſently 4922-35: . 
-epreiſed the Souldiers from ſacking ti1C City , inveying much againſt Soſjus, and objeing If EM 
againſt him 5 that che -Romans would deſolate the City both of men and money, and leave 
him King of a place witnout Subjects : adding furcher , that he eſteemed nor the Emp:re of 
the whole World to be a recompence for ſucha maſſacre of his Citizens: ' Hereunto Sojjus 
replicd, that in equity the Souldicrs were to have the ſacking of the Town, in recompence of 
that labour they had ſpent in the Siege, But Herod gave him this anſwer, that he had rather 
recompence every man out of his own Treaſury : and by this means he redeemed as it were 
the rel1ques of his deſolate Country:and in the end performed that which he had promiſed, Bec «

Herod being now King,made a diltinion between the Cirizens,and thoſe who had favour- 
ed him,he uſed very honourably, and put thoſe ro death who had followed Antigorus : and 
when money failed, he diſtributed all his Kingly ornaments and ſent them to Axtonrus and 
his Company. Yet did he not quite redeem himſelf from all annoyances . for Aptorrus bein 
now captivate through Cleopatra her love, in all chings yielded unto her deſire : and Cleopatra Cleoparras 
having raged fo againſt her own kindred, that he had not left one of them alive, now turned — Maga 
her fury upon Strangers, and accuſing the Nobility of Syria unto Aztontus, ſhe perſwaded * OO. 
him to put them to death, thar ſhe might thereby the eaſter obtain their poſſeſſions. Aﬀter- 
ward her covetous mind ſought to effect the like againſt the Arabians , and the Jews alſo: 
infomuch that ſhe ſecretly went about to cauſe the Kings of thoſe places, Haltchus and Herod 
to be put to death, Antortus made a (hew as though he would have granted her requeſt ; yer 
he thought it great impiety to kill good men, and ſogreat Kings : yet notwithſtanding,heno 
more accounted them his friends , but took a great quantity of ground from the limits of 
both their Countries, anda vineyard in Jericho where Balm grew ; and gave her all the Ci- 
ties on this ſide the River Elcutherus (Tyre and Sidon only excepted. ) Now when ſhe had 
obtained the Dominion of theſe Cities , ſhe followed Aztozrus unto Euphrates, who ſet 
forward ro make War againſt the Parthians; and afterward by Apamia and Damaſcus ſhe «.,,,..., 
came into Judza : where Herod, having ſomething pacified her angry mind with great gitts, Peace 
obtained ro pay her yearly two hundred Talents for that part of his Countrey, which Anto- 
nius had given her ; and ſeeking by all means poſſible to get himſelf an intereſt in her favour, 
he conducted her unto Pelluſium : and not long after Artonrus returned out of Parthia, and 
brought Artibazrs the ſon of T1granes captive, and gave him to Clezpatra: forall the money 
and riches which he had got, and the caprives likewiſe, were beſtowed on her,

came them, chough they valiantly reſiſted: who having the overthrow, ſtirred up a mighty: 
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*SA— Army of the Arabians to help them, fo that an infinice company was gathered together a. G 
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bout Cceloſyria, expecting tha Jews near unto the City called Canatha. Where King He 
rod meeting them, purpolcd not to fight unadviſedly, bur ro compals his own Army round 
about with a wall, but his Army remembring their former viRtory, would not be counſeled, 
bur violently aflaulted the Arabtans, and ar the firſt onſer put them to flight, Herod purſuing 
his enemy, was greatly endangered by thetreafon of the Inhabitants of Canatha (who were 
{et on by Athezito, that was one of C leopatras Captains, who had always born him 11 will ) 
for the Arabians encouraged by their help, returned again to bartle ; and they two joyned 
their forces togerher , and fer upon Herod in ſtony and difficult places, and pur his Army to 
flight, and{lew many of them : and thoſe that eſcaped fled into a little village hard by, cal. 
led Ormiza ; where the Arabians compaſling them about, rook both the men and thetr tents H 
with all their furniture. Nor long atter thisoverthrow of Herods Souldiers, he came and 
brought help,but too late,and too little purpoſe :ybut the cauſe hereof was, for that the Cap. 
tains of his Army would not obey his commandment : for if they had been obedient, A. 
theato had not had opportunity to work him that injury z yer was he revenged upon the 
Arabians, and daily made incurſions upon their borders, and ceaſed not to invade and ſpoj] 
them, until by many, he had cried quitrance with them for their one victory, 

While thus he purſued his enemies, a great calamity befel him in the ſeventh year of his 

Reign, and inthe midſt of the Action War : for about the beginning of the ſpring time;th ere 
chanced agreat earthquake , which flew an infinite multitude of beaſts and thirty thouſand 
people : yet the Army had no harm, for it lay in an open place. With the report hereof, d 
the Arabians were highly ercouraged (for ſuch as report an evil occurrenr, do always re- I 
double the miſery thereof in relating it) for which cauſe, the Arablans , making account 
that all Judza was overthrown, and that there was no man left alive to reſiſt them, entered 
into Judza, afluring themſelves to conquer the Country : and before their coming, they 
ſlew the Embafladors of the Jews that were ſent unto them. Herod percetving his Country- 
men terrified by the ſudden approach of their enemies, and not only broken , bur wearied 
with the greatneſs and continuance of their calamities, rowzed up their drooping ſpirits that 
were tired with ſuſpe&,and encouraged them on this wiſe: © I ſeeno reaſon of your preſent 
& fear,neither doI admire,that you were terrified with the puniſhnent of Gods indignation : 
© bur it is a cowardly mind to be daunted by the coming of your enemies, who are but men; y M1 
< 2nd whoſe violence , if your ſelves pleaſe, ye may repreſs. For mine own part, I amſo 
© far from being diſcouraged by the approach of mine enemies, thar I rather think that God 
© hath of his providence ſent this earthquake as a bait to allure and incite the Arabians to 
« invade us, to the end, that through our means he may puniſh them : for the cauſe that mo-

<« e;tidrus hath ſignified uito me, that thou hatt ſent him ſuccours againſt his encmics, For vB 


* which cauſe, by this my preſent decree , be rhou eſtabliſhed in thy Kingdom , and I will 
«ſhortly let rhee know, that I will be beneficial unto thee : ſo as thou ſhalt have no cauſe to 
« bc:yail the loſs of Antoztus. By this ſpeech he exhorted the King notto miſdoubr of his 
fricad(hip, and withal put a Crown upon his head, and made a decree, and ſealed it, teſti. 
fying how he had remitted all chings done by Herod , and confirmed him in his Kingdom, 
and rehearſed many things therein , greatly tending to Herods praiſe, Herod ( having firſt 
pacifed Ceſar with many gifts) requeited him to pardon Alexander , ore of Artomus his 
frie1.is, who earneſtly and in humble manner deſired the ſame : bur Ceſar being very angry, 
anſ{wered,that he for whom he entreated, had greatly and many times offended,and fo repeld 
Herod with this anſwer. 

Afterward, Ceſar, travelling into Egypt through Syria, was entertained by Hero4 with all 
royal pomp poſſible : and that was the firlt time that he ſhewed himſelt to take part with 
Ceſar,when neer unto Prolemais he tooka view of the Souldicrs with Ceſar,and made a ban- 
quet for him and all his friends , and feaſted the whole Army likewiſe. And in as much as 
he travelled to Peluſtum thorow drie grounds, when they returned again, he provided water 
for them,and furniſhed the Army with all neceſſarics : ſo that both Ceſar and the Souldiers 
thought the Kingdom a ſmall recompence for his deſerts. For which cauſe , atter he came 
into Egypt, and that Aztortius and Cleopatra were now dead , hedid not only encreafe his 
honour, but alſo reſtored unto him that portion of his Countrey which was taken away, and 


given to Cleopatra : and beſides that, Gadara,zand Hippon, and Samarta , and other Cittesa- K 


bout the Sea-coalt; ro wit , Gaza, and Anthedon , and Joppe , and Stratons Tower ; and 
morcover gave him four hundred Galathians, which before were Cleopatra her Guard : and 
there was nothing that ſo much moved Ceſars liberality, as the courageous mind of hin unto 
whom he was liberal. After the firlt Atian Solemnity , he added unto Herods Dominion, 
Trachon and Batanza, and Auranitis bordering upon it. For this cauſe Zenedorus ( who for 
money hired Lrſazias his houſe ) continually ſent Thieves out of Trachon to rob the people 
of Damaſcus : who in humble manner went to Yarus ( who was at that time Governor of 
Syria ) entreating him to inform Ceſar of their calamity. Ceſar underſtanding thereof , writ 
back again, commanding him to extinguiſh all the Thieves : whereupon Yarus with an Ar- 
my went to thoſe places which were moſt ſuſpe&ed, and rid the Countrey of the Thieves, 
and took the territory from Zenodorus: and Ceſar(leſt it ſhould again be a refuge for Thieves 
to ſpoil Damaſcus ) gave it to Herod , and made him Ruler over all Syria. And ten years 
after, returning to his own Countrey , he commanded the Governors to do nothing with: 
out Herods counſel : and after Zenodorus his death , he gave him all che Countrey between 
Trachon and Galilee. But that which Herod eſteemed above all the reſt was , that Ceſs 
loved him beſt of all next to Agrippa : and Agrippa loved him molt of all men next unto 
Ceſar. Thus now he touched the very top of feliciry , and ſo increaſing in high mind , be 
imployed himſelf chiefly to piety. | 


CHAP, XVI. 


Of the Cities and Buildings re-edified and built by Herod, and«f his liberality 
towards firangers, and of bis felictty, 


N the fifteenth year after his Reign he repaired the Temple , and incloſed twice lo 
much ground as was before about the Temple with a ſtrong Wall , whereo! 
he beſtowed great coſts and charges to beamite it : asthe great Porches will tcl; 

tifie , which he built about the Temple , and a Caſtle on the North part thercunto ad- 
joyning , which he built even from the foundation, The Caſtle was fo rich and n—_—_—_ 
tha 
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that ic was equal.unto the Kings Palace , and inthe honour of Aztextus , he ramed ir Anto- 
nia, He builded himſelf alſo a Palace inthe upyer part of the Ciry,andia it two houles, huge 


and richly adorned : fo that the Temple was not ro be compared unto them. And calling

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them by his ſriends names, he rermed one of them Czfarea , and another Agrippa; whole N#ivi9, 17 


names and memory he did nor only folemnize , and write in his private houſes ; bur alſo 
throughout the whole Countrey, and in every part of the City. For in the Countrey of $1- 
maria he compaied a Town with a wall, which was about twenty ſtounds, ard called it Se- 
balte 3 and hc ſent rhicher fix thouſand inhabitants, giving them a molt fertile ſoil and de- 
means. There a!fo amonglt other buildings, he erected a very huge Temple, and dedicated 
itto Ceſar, and gavethe Inhabitants of char place eſpecial Priviledges.. About the Tem- 
ple was there a piece of ground containing three ſtounds and-an half. For this Monuments 
{ake,Ceſar added unto his Dominion another Country ; for which cauſe he erected another 
Temple unto him,near untothe head of Jordan, of white marblezin a place called Panium, 
where there 1s 4 mountatn riſing an 1afinice height into the air , at the f14e whereof there is 
an obſcure valley, where there ate high rocks , that ( by drops of water falling on them) are 
made hollow : ſo that the water , ſtanding in their concaviy till chey run over , fallerh 
down with a ſt:cam of ſuch a length as is admirable. Atthe toor of this valley on the our- 
ſide, there ſpring certatn fountains, and many think'this to be the head of the river Jordan ; 
which, whether 1t be true or no, we will declare hereafter. | | 

Ar Jericho alſo(between the Caſtle of Cyprus, and the other antient Kings houſes) he e- 
rected other buildings, tairec and more commodious tor them that came thither,calling them 


> 


after the names of his friends. Finally , there was no convenient place in the whole King- 


dom , wherein he ere&ed not ſomething in honour of Ceſar ; and having in every place of 
his own Kingdom deviſed and dedicated Temples unto him, he in Syria alſo where he ruled 
did the like, founding in very many Cities, Temples, which he called by the name of Ceſar. 
And perceiving,that amongtt the Cities of the Sea-coaſt,there was one called Stratonsrow- 
er, which being very old and rutnared ; andfor the (cituation thereof deſerved reparation 
and coſt : he repaired it with a white ſtone , and built a very Royal Palace therein , wherein 
chiefly he ſhewed a mighty mind, For this Giry (tandiog in the midit berween Dora and 
Joppe, there wasno Port or haven in that coait : ſo that whoſoever ſailed from Phznicta in- 
to Egypt , were in great danger , by reaſon of the violent winds that blew. from Africa 
which blowing but a very calle gale , inforce the water with ſuch violence againſt the Rocks 
on the (hore, that the waves , rebounding back again a good way within the Sea , make the 
whole Sea tempeſtuous. But the King,with his liberality and coſt overcoming nature,builded 
a Port or haven in that place, far bigger than that of Pyrzum , and within ic made molt fafe

Port, he laid a foundation in the

were fifty foot long, nine foot thick , and-ren;foot broad, and ſome bigger ; and all the bot- tion of an 


tom of the Haven where the water came, was laid withtheſe ſtones. Which done, he raiſed 
a wall of two hundred foot ; whereof an hundred foot was builded to break the violence of 
the waves , and had a name according to the ule it ſerved for. The other hundred foot ſeryed 
for a foundation of the wall whereof the haven was compaſled , which was repliniſhed with 
many goodly Towers , the greateſt and faireſt whereof hecalled Druſius , after the name of 
Ceſars Kinſman. There were very many vaults alſo to condudt ſuch things into the Town as 
were brought into the haven,and about them a paved place for them ro walk in, that came 
out of the ſhips : The entrance thereunto was-on the North-fide; for by reaſon of the ſcitaas 
tion of the place, the North wind there is the calmeſt, ET MS 
Before theeritrance were three great Coloflus held up: on every fide with Pillars ;- they 
which are on.the-left hand,are propt up by a tower,being a ſolid rock of ſtone, But at the en- 
trance onthe right hand wererwo huge ſtones joyned together, which make a greater tower 
than the other. There is alſo a houſe adjoyning unto the Haven buile of white ſtone ;. the 
ſtreers of the Cities coming.ro that place, are of one bigneſs and proportion, Upon a hil op- 
poſite to the mouth of the Haven, was there builded a.Lemple yery beautiful and exceeding 
reat, which he.dedicated to Ceſar , wherein was placed Ceſars Coloflus ; fully as great as 
Fopite ar Olympus : for ic was made afcer tharexample , equal co thatar Rome, and char of 
Junoes at Argos. The City he builded for the Inhabiranrs-of chat Province , and the Porror: 
Haven for Sea-faring men. The honour and credithe argriþuted to Ceſar ; and by his Jean 
calle 
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called it Cxfarea, He alſo made other Buildings , as the Market, the Theater R and the G 
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Amphithearer,which are worth the memory.And he every fifth year ordained certain ſports, 


brfore Chriſts and called them after rhename of Ceſar, And himſelf firſt propoſed very ample rewards in 
netiri', 17- the 192 Olympiade, inſomuch that he not only gave royal gifts to the victors, but alſo to

rents : for in the richeſt foil of the whole Kingdom he built a City for the Monument of his 
father : and by his name called tt A»trpatrrs,being a very rich ſoil, both for trees and rivers, 
Ar Jericho alſo he built a very gorgeous and ftrong Caſtle , and called it Cyprus , in honour 
of his Mother, Helikewiſe built a Tower in memory of his Brother Phaſelus,at Jeruſalem, 
and called it Phaſelus his Tower ( of the compaſs and beauty of this Tower we will f, peak 
hereafter.) Healſo called another Ciry Phaſzlus,which is ſcicuate in a vally beyond Jericho, 
rowardsthe North.

Having thus eternized the memory of his friends and Kinsfolk , he did not forget todo” 


the like ro himſelf : for he built a Caſtle on: a Mountain near Arabia , having on one fide a 
ſtrong place of defence , and this Caſtle he called Herodium after his own name. By the 
ſame name alſo he called a Tomb, which he builded fixry ſtounds from Jeruſalem , artifici- 
ally made in manner of a womans Dug, w'!ich he richly adorned ; for within compaſsof 
the top of it,he cauſed round turrers co be placed : and round abour it he builded Princely 
houſes, gallantly adorned both wirtun and without. He alſo brought water from a great way 


of,with grear colt and charges,and made a pair of ſtairs of pure white marble,to go up,which [ 


had two hundred ſteps. For tlie whole hill was made by art, and it was made of an exceed- 
ing height : ar the foot thereof likewiſe he built another Palace , and houſes to receive 
his friends and their carriages, ſo thar this Caſtle, for the abundance of all neceſſary places, 
ſeemed a City, and yet was it all the Kings palace. Having ere&ed thus many buildings, he 
ſhewed his brave mind in ſtrange Cities Tkewiſe for art Tripolis,and Damaſcus,and Ptole- 


H-rods bcunry mais he builded publike Baths, which are called exerciſes. He builded the wall of Byblus;and 


to all men. 


ſeats, porches, Temples,and Markers at Berytus and Tyre:at Sidon and Damaſcus he builded 
a Theater,and a water-conduit at Laodicea , a Sea-town. Ar Aſcalon he built fountains or 
lakes very ſumptuous,and baths with pillars ,- that for greatneſs and gallant work were mira- 
culous. To other places he gave woods and ports : and to many Cities he added fields , as 
though they had been fellow-cities of his Kingdom, Alſo , toward the maintenance of baths 
he gave a yearly annuity for ever : as namely, rothoſe at Cousto the intent he might be an 
erernal benefaftor, Moreover , he gave all poor people Corn ; and he often and 1n ſundry 


Herod fanjous Places gave the Rhodians money to build a Navy of ſhips. At his own proper coſt he repaired

Some one may ſay, that thele benefits he thus beſtowed , were dote for the proper uſe of 
thoſe people on whom he beftowed them ; but no man can deny, but that which he did fot 
the Citizens of Elis ; was not only common to thoſe of Achiatay bur ro all the world,where 
the Games, called Olynpica Certamma, were folemnized, For Herod ſeeing them decay only 
for want of maintenance, and that this was the only remainder of all the antient Monu- 


menrs of Greece, he not only in his perſon ar that time became one of the propoſers of re-, 
wards in that Olympiade which he affiſted when he wenttoRome ; bur allo gave a yearly 


Nipend to maintain che ſame,leſt for want it ſhould be lefr '6ff. It isnot to be told what debts 
and tributes he remitred;for he delivered rhe Phaſzlites and Balaneotes,and other towns of 
Cilicia,from the payment of a yearly tribute : yet was he not fo liberal rothem as he would 
havebeen, fearing leſt the envy of ſome mighr accuſe him of ſome further meaning , if he 
ſhould be more bountiful co the Ciries than'thoſe that were the owners thereof. He exerct 
ſed his body likewiſe in exerciſes fit for ſo valiant a mind : for he was a very skilful hunter, 
wherein he had always his purpoſe , by reaſon of his skillin riding ; ſo tharin one dayhe 
killed fourty wilg beaſts, That Countreyhath many Boars, buric hath more'ſtore of Harts

Nobility alſo were.inclined afcerche ſame manner : partly of their own accord, and part! 

for that they wete ſo commaneed : fo did Ptolomeus the chiefelt of all the Nobility, and the 
Kings brethren, and all his kindred; for all mens expeRation was upon Aztipater, And that 
whuch grieved Alexarder the more, was, that all theſe miſchicts, wrought to his overthrow, 
were done by the counſel of Antrpaters mother : for ſhe being attep-mocher, was cruel, and 
hared them being born of a Queen, far more than a {tep-morher doth her ſons-in-law. And 
alchough allmen followed Artpater tor the hope which they had of him, yet were they alſo 
compelled thereunto by the Kings command , whogave an cſpectal charge to their deareſt 


triends , that none ſhould follow Alexander or his brother , ſo that he did not only rerrifie þ 


thoſe of his own Kingdom, bur allo rhoſe of other torreign Nations, For Ceſar had given 
him ſuch authority : for he gave him licence to take any one that was a fugitive from him, 
out of any City , although 1t were not under his Dominions. And the young men were 
i2norant of the offences laid unto their charge , and ſo were more ealily entrapped bei 
unaware of them : for their father did nor openly tell them of any marter, bur they eyery day 
perceived their fathers good will rowards them to decay, which ſamnch the more encrea- 
ſed theirgrief. In like manner Aztipater by little and lirtle moved Pheroras their uncle, and 
Salome their Aunt againſt them, dayly conſulting with his wife , whom he ſhould incice 
againſt chem, 

Now Glaphyra,Alexarders wite,encreaſed their malice every day;recounting her ownNo- 


bility, and bearing her (clf above all. chat were inthe whole Kingdom : for ſhe derived her | 


pedigree by the fathers ſide, from 7 :mezus ; by the mothers fide, from Hyſaſprs his ſon, cal- 
led Dartzs : inveighing very much againit the baſeneſs of Heyods wives, and his (iter , who 
were choſen fortheir beauty, and not for thetr nobility of birth. For Herod (as we have ſaid) 
had many wives, both for thar it was lawful by the cultome of their Countrey, and becauſe 
Herod delighted in many ; and all of them hated Alexander, for Glaphyras pride and contue 
melious ſpeeches. And Ariftobalus made Salome his enemy, although ſhe was his wives mo- 
ther : for ſhe was before moved by Glaphyras ſpeeches,and he oftenupbraided his wits with 
her baſe birth , ſtill celling her that he had married a private woman, and hisbrother Alex» 
ander a Queen, And his wife often with weeping-rears told this to her mother : adding 
moreover , that Alexander and Ariſtobulus threatned , that if they got the Kingdom , they 
would make their other brethrens mothers weave with their nr 2 : and thar they would 
make them Notaries of Villages,deriding them thar they applied themſelves to learning, $4 
lome moved hereat,could not contain her ſelf, but told all ro Herod,who calily believed her, 
becauſe ſhe ſpake againſt her ſon-in-law. Moreover , another accuſation was laid to their 
charge, wherear the King was greatly moved : for he was informed that Alexander and Ari- 
ſtobwlus did often bewail their mother, and lament her hard hap with ſighs, and curſed him: 
and that often when he beſtowed ſome of ariammes clothes upon his latter wives, they 
threatned that in a ſhort rime,inſtead of Princely attire,they ſhould wear a black habit. Wher- 
upon Herod, though he feared the conſtant minds of the young men , yer becauſe he would 
not take away all hope of amendmenthe called them unto him (for he was to ſail ro Rome) 
and as a King threatned them in few words,and like a father gave them many admonirions 
and requeſted them to love their brethren , promiſing them forgiveneſs of their former of- 
fences , ſo that hereafter they amendedall. Bur they beſeeching him not to believe accuſa- 
tions forged againlt themupon malice , and anſwering that the effe& of matters would eali- 
ly acquit them , requeſted him nor fo eaſily to believe rales ,. but refuſe ro give malignant 
people opportunity and recourſe unto him : for that there would always be ſome , that 
would maliciouflly invent tales to tell , whileſt there was any one that would give them the 
hearing and believing thereof, For they knew that Salome was their enemy, and Pheroras their 
uncle, and both of them bare cruel minds, and were hard-hearted ; and eſpecially Pherors, 


who was fellow with his brother of all, ſaving only the Crown , and had his own revenues" 


— an hundred calents a year, & reccived all fruits of the whole Country beyond 
Jordan,which was givet him by hisbrother. Herod alſo had obrained of Ceſar, ro make him 
Tetrarch, and had beſtowedupon him. a Princeſs for his wife, eſpouſing unto him his wives 
ſiſter , after whoſe deceaſe he eſpouſed unto him his eldeſt daughter , and gave him three 
hundred Talents with her fora dowry. But Pheroras fell in love with his maig , and forſook 
a Princeſs ; wherear Herod being angry,married his daughter untohis brothers ſon, who was 
aftetwards ſlain by the Parthians , Herod preſently pardoned Pheroras offence. Divets 
before this tame were of opinion that inthe life rime of the Queen,he would have poylene?

and he who ptcſently before accuſed others , was now accuſed himſelf, and carriedro be 
puniſhed with him whom he accuſed, For the Kings perils ſhortned the time of trial 
for their lives , and he became ſo tyrannous , fo that he afforded nor a good look unto them 
that were not accuſed , - and ſhewed himſelf moſt fierce and. violent even to his deareſt 
friends : -that he baniſhed many out of his Kingdom, and railed agaigſt ſuch as he had no 
power over, Aztipatey increaſed this miſchief more and more , and gathering together a am 1.r5; c.

accuſer,and a witneſs againſt bimſelf, rhen Archelaus endeavoured to mitigate Herods wrath 
towards him , and excule his faults with fir examples : for he alleadged that his Brother at- 
eempred greater matters againſt him, whom notwithſtanding for natures cauſe he pardoned : 
adding thar in every Kingdom as in mighty bodies, always ſome part began to ſwell , which 

notwithſtanding was not preſently to be cur off, but robe cured by caſte means, 

Archelaus uſing many ſpeeches unto Herod to this purpoſe, ar laſt quite appeaſed his wrath 
Archelaus com- £OWArd Pherores, (till counterfeiting himſelf to be angry with Alexader , affirming that he 
pelleth Herod would take his daughter away with him , till at Ialt he forced Herod of his own accord to en- 


of kisown = treat for the young man, requeſting him again ro deſpoule his daughter unto him.

_— ru after much entreaty anſwered , that he was willing thar the King thould beſtow his daughter 
lexander. upon any, ſave Alexazder, for he greatly eſteemed the law of affinity.

This man was 4 
ſecretly acu'" Tacedemonian born, named Ewrycles, who by Money ſought to have obtained the King 
farher , andis z dom, This man brought unto Herod rich gifts,as it were for a bait of that he intended ; he 
= _ f his had ſo behaved himſelf in Greece , that it could no longer tolerate his exceſs : and Herud 
= again rewarded him with far greater gifts , than thoſe were that he gave him : but he eltce- 
med his liberality as nothing , excepthe boughtit with the blood of Princes. For which 
cauſe he circumvented the King, partly by flattering him , partly by praiſing him feinedly, 
and eſpecially by his own craft and fi by : and quickly perceiving his irclination , he both 

in word and deed ſought to pleaſe him ;, ſo

ſo that he miſdoubring nothing, diſcloſed unto him all his mind concerning Axtipater , ſay- 
ing, that ir-was no wonder though Herod diftnhericed chem of the Kingdom , ſith before- 
time be had (lain their Mother. 

C Eurycles , counterfeiting himſelf both co piry them , andto be ſorrowful for their mil. 
chance, enticed Ariſtobulus ro ſpeak the like : and having animated them both to complain in 
this ſort againſt cheir Farher, he preſently went to Antzpater,and diſcloſed to him all their ſe- 
crers, forging alſo the treachery which thoſe two brethren inrended againſt him , which was 
to diſpatch him wich cheir {words.Por this cauſe Amtipater gave him a great ſum of money, 
and commended him to his Father,and being hired to effe& the death ot 4lexander ind Ari- 
fobulws, he himſelf became their acculer : Whereupon he came to Herod, and told him how 
in regard of thoſe benefits he had receivedar his hand., he would now beltow his life upon 
him, and the light of this world for recompence of his hoſpitality ; affirming that Alexaz- 
der had lately ſtretched our his band with his ſword drawn to kill him , and he only was

-He likewiſe called Eurycles (who was the bane of his houſe, 
and the breeder of all the miſchief) author of his ſatery , and one who had well deſerved ar 
his hands , and gave him fifty talents ; who departing from Judza before matters were 
well known, went to Archelaus ,- and-feining that he had reconciled Alexander and Herod, 
he received there a piece of moneF.'* From thence he went into Achaia , and ſpent that he 
hadevilly gotten ,? inas bad manner ashe got tt, Laſtly,he was accuſed unto Ceſar, that he 
had cauſed difſenſi6n'in all Achaia , and ſpotled the Cities : for which cauſe he was baniſh- 
ed, And this was the puniſhment which was inflicted upon him for Alexander and Ariſte« 
balus troubles.

For, although that he was. always hated | 
of them, yet then rhey had liberty ro ſhew their hatred, Many abſtained from coming to him 
for fearof the King : and now the rumour of thoſe things which Aztipater had done was 
known in every Cary, - and to every man, only Amtzpater himſelf was ignorant thereof. For 
there was never any man brought rhither with more najeſty than he, when he was to fail 
ro Rome : nor never man more baſcly entertained at his return. And now underſtandin 
of the maflacreat home, he craftily made himſelf ignorant thereof ; and notwithſtandi 
that he was almoſt dead for fear, yer tn his countenance he counterfeited confidence, For 
he could not now poſſibly make any eſcape, nor rid himſelf out of thofe preſent dangers : and 
yet he heard no cerrain news of matters at home, 'nor there : for the King by an Edict had 
torbidden all men to give him notice thereof. So that many rimes he comforred himfelf thus: 
that either all matters concerning him were mn ſecret; or if any thing was come to light,that |

not unto him , before thou haſt obrained ſome Warrant of thy ſafety from Ceſar. Thele

And then agatn he alrered his Teſtament, and writ 4rchelaus 
his eldeſt ſon, who was brother to Aztipas , for King, and appointed Aztpas for Tetrarchy 
Five days after the death of his ſon Aztipater, Herod died : having reigned thirty and four 
years atter he flew Arntrgonus , and thirty ſeven years after the Romans had declared him 
King. And in all other things he was as fortunate as any man ; for he being bur a private 
perſon, got the Crown and kept it, and leftic unto his poſterity : but in his houſhold affairs, 
he was moſt infortunate. Salome, before it was known that the King was dead, went forth 
with her husband , and releaſed all thoſe that were in hold, whom the King commanded to 
be ſlain ; ſaying, that the Kings mind was altered, and therefore he gave them all licence to 
depart: and after their departure the Kings death was publiſhed to the Souldiers , who 
together withthe other multitude were aflembled in the Amphitheater at Jericho, Where 
Ptolomeus, Keeper of the Kings Seal, made a ſpeech unto them, and began to ſay,that Herod 
was now happy z and comforted the multitude, and ſo he read unto them a Letter which the 
King left , wherein he earneſtly requeſted the Souldiers ro favour and love his >uccefſour, 
After the Epiſtle read, he recited the Kings Teſtament, wherein Phzl;p was appointed Heir 
of Trachon, and the places thereunto adjoyning ; Amtipas deſigned Tetrarch ; and Archelass 
Kim, Himalfo he commanded to bear his Ring unto Ceſar, and withal notice and intel- 
ligence of the eſtate of the Kingdom , whereof he had been Governour, faſt ſealed in wri- 


ting : for he appointed Ceſar to be overſeer of all his Ordinances,unto whoſe pleaſure he lk 
the performance of his Teſtament, | 


This was no ſooner read, bur preſently the Skies were filled with the voyces and cries of | 


the people, whodid congratulate Archelaus ; and the Souldiers and the people came in com- 
anies unto him, promiſing their favour and furtherance, and defired God always to alli 
im. This done; every one was bufied about the Kings funeral : where Archelaus ſparedno 
coſt, bur buricd the King with all Royal Pomp poſſible. The Beer whereon he was carried, 
was adorned with Gold and precious Stones:upon it lay a Bed wrought with Purple, where- 
upon was laid the dead Corps of the King covered alſo with Purple, with a Crown on his 
head, and a Diadem of pure Gold, and a Sceprer in his right hand. About the Beer were 
his Sons and Kinsfolk:and the Guard,and Bands of Thracians,Germans, & Gauls, all went \ 
before in order, as though they had gone to Wars, The reſt of the Souldiers in Warlike 
order, did follow their Captains and Leaders, and five hundred Scrvatits and Libertines 
carried perfumes. And thus the Corps was carried the ſpace of rwo hundred furlongs into 


the Caſtle named Herodion : where, as himſelf had appointed, it was interred. Andrhb

But this loſs of men and money ſtirred up many more Jews,and thoſe more Warlike than 
the firlt againſt the Romans ; who beſteging the Kings Palace , threatned all their deſtru- 
ions, unleſs they would preſently depart from rhence : promiſing Sabizws and the Legion 
leave to depart if he ſo liked. Part of the Kings Souldiers,who of their own accord fled unto M 
them,did afſilt them, But the moſt Warlike and valiant amongſt them were three thouſand 
of Seba{te, whoſe Rulers were Rufus and Gratus ; one, Leader of the Footmen, and the 0+ 
ther of the Horſemen; both which, although they had had no Souldiers with them, for their 
Valourof body, and Counſel, might yer a been a great help unto the Romans in thoſe 
Wars.

Ow Archelass had a new proceſs at Rome againſt the Jews, who beforcthe ſeditiag 
N with che leave of YVarus , were gone toRome to crave the liberty of cheir Countrey, 
Theſe who caine 2s F:::bafſadours in their Counereys behalf , were fifty in number, 
and they were afſiſtcd by n:v/< rhan eight thouſand Jews thar lived at Rome, Wherefore 
Ceſar called a Counccl of the Nobility of Rome inthe Temple of Apollo, which was ſcituate 
upon Mount Palatine , and joyned to Ceſars private Palace., which was moſt ſumptuouf] 
adorned : and the multitude of the Jews appeared with the Legatrs againſt Archelaus , ar 
his friend, Archelags kindred neither came with him,nor with the reſt of the Jews: with him 
they would not joyn , for _ , and with the Jews they durſt nor , for (ſhame, Amongſt 
them alſo was Ph:lip, the brother of Archelaus, whom Yares ſent in courteous manner to 
aſſiſt his brother z or if chat it pleaſed Ceſar ro divide Herods Kingdom amongſt his chile 
dren , that then he might have a part, The adverſaries were commanded to ſhew what 
Herod had committed contrary.co the Laws : Firlt of allthey anſwered 5 thar they found 
him not a King, but the moſt cruel Tyrant thar ever was, and that he murthered many ; and 
thoſe whom he left alive endured ſuch miſery,as they thought themſelves far unhappierx 
thoſe that were ſo butchered, © For ( ſaid they ) he was not only contented Lords 
* ſubjeRs bogies with torments,but alſo defacing and ruinating the Cities of his own Coun- 
< trey he adorned and re-edified the Cities of ſtrangers:and permitted foreinersto maſlacre © 
the Jews without revenge And in ſteadof their antient and wonted happineſs, and their 
« [aws inviolated, their Country was by him made ſo poor, and ſo filled with iniquity thit 
© within thoſe few years that Herod reigned,they had ſuſtained more murders and mallacre 
< then all their anceſtors had, from the rime of their departure our of Babylon, uncil the be- 
< oinning of his reign: being then provoked to rake arms when Xerxes was King of Perſia. Yet 
k. — by enduring ſuch nuſery,being now accuſtomed thereunto,would willingly be ſubjet 
ro &$þ ſucceflor of his,as they knew would make them live in moſt bicrer ſervitude : for 
< they when Herod his father was dead,preſently called Archelaus King,norwichandingyhe

Kingdom, and the Terrarchy whereof Yarus was Governour : And having reigned thirt 
years, cight moneths, and thirty days, Claud:us departed this life, leaving Nero to ſucceeg 
him, whom by the per{waſtons of his wife Agrippina he adopted to the Empire, having 4 
lawtul begotten fon of his own,named Byitannicus,by his former wife Meſſ alina,and a daugh. 
ter called OFavia,whom he married to Nero : he had alſo another daughter by Agrippina ng. 
med 4ntomia, How Nero abuſed his wealth and felicity,and how he flew his brother,mother 

and his wite, and afterward raged againſt all his kindred, and how in a mad vain he became 
a player upon a Stage, becaule it requireth a long Narration, I will ſpeak nothing thereof, 


CHAP. NIL 


Of the tumult in Fudea under Flix. 


Herefore I will begin to recount what Nero did againſt the Jews. He made 
Ariſtobulas, Herods ſon, King of the lefler Armenia, and joyned unto Agrippas 


Kingdom four Ciries,and the ground belonging unto them: two of them, Abil; 
and Julias,were in the Country of Perza; the other, Tarichxa and Tiberias, were in Galilee: 
and he made Fx/rx Governour over the reſt of Judza. This F&lix took Eleazar,Caprain of 
the Thieves, after he had robbed and ſpoiled the Countrey twenty years, and many more 
with him, and ſent them bound to Ceſar : and he crucified a great number of chem, who ei- 
ther were Thieves, and his confederates, or elſe ſuch as aſſiſted him, The Countrey was no 


ſooner cleanſed from theſe, but preſently another ſort of Thieves aroſe in Jeruſalem, called k 


Sicarit, with ſhort ſwords, who at: high noon inthe midlt of the City killed many in every 
place : and eſpecially at the celebrating of holy Feaſts they mixt themſelves wich the multi- 
rude, having ſhort ſwords undertheir coars,and therewirhal killed thoſe ro whom they bare 
any grudge:and when men fell down dead, they among the reſt complained of this wicked- 
neſs. By this deceitful means they were a long time uyjuſpeted and unknown. And firſt 
of all, they killed Forathan the High Prieſt, and after him every day ſome were lain; and the 
Ciry was put in a tear worſe than death it ſelf : for each man every moment expected death, 
as though it had been amid(t open Wars : likewiſe every one calt a diligent eye upon thoſe 
chat came near him ; alſo no man truſted his familiar friends : and yet were they murthered, 
whileſt they were looking about. them to eſcape danger. So cunningly did theſe Thieves 
cover and conceal their attons. Moreover, there aroſe another ſort of miſchievous people, 
who did not ſo much harm with their hands as the firſt, but with their impious counſel more, 
and did no lels trouble the quier eſtate of the Ciry than did the Thieves. Thele people 
being vagabonds and juglers, deſiring alteration under pretence of Religion,made the people 
as it were mad : for they went into the wilderneſs, atfirming, that there God would ſhew 
chem tokens of their liberty. F#l:x perceiving that their ation tended to Rebellion, ſent 
an Army of horſe and foot againſt theſe people, and killed a great many of them. | 

But a certain Egyptian , a falſe Prophet , cauſeda far greater Maflacre among the Jews 


than that was : for my Magician, he came into the Countrey ; and calling himſelf a Pro- M 


pher, hegathered unto him almoſt thirty thouſand Jews,who were by his om arts ſedu- 
ced : and leading them from the wilderneſs ro mount Oliver, he determined from thence ro 
go to Jeruſalem , and to drive back the forces of the Romans , ard to uſe his authority 
over the people. He had for his guard thoſe that came to follow him. F el/x foreſeeing his 
intent,mer him with his Legions of armed Romans:whom the other Jews alliſting,and hght- 
ing againſt him, the Egyptian with a few fled, and many that were with him were taken and 
commirted to priſon, and the reft of the multitude diſperſed themſelves every one into his 
Countrey, Theſe being thus reprefled, the other part (as it hapneth in a ſick body) beganto 
riſe: for ſome of rhe Magicians,andthe Thieves being gathered eogerher, they broughrmany 
unto miſery, and as it were exhorted them to liberty, threatning preſent death to thoſe thar 
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the Fealt of unlcavened bread, without any tumulrs or diſorders, he returned to A ntiochia ©

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CHAP. XIV. 


Of Florus h:s cruelty againſt the Fews of Ceſarea and Feruſalem, 


Loxus had no juſt cauſe for any of theſe calamities which he inflied upon the 
Jews. The Jews dwelling at Czfarea, had a Synagogue near a piece of ground that 
bclongcd to a Gentile dwelling in Caxſarea, The [9 often ſought to compound 

with him for that piece of — » offering him far more than it was worth : but 
the Landlord of the ſoil did not only contemn their requeſt , but alſo to their rear 
orict in that place built Taverns : fo that he left them a very ſtreight and narrow 
paſlage to goto their Synagogue. Some young men among the Jews, being very zealous 
reſiſted the workmen, and would not ſuffer them to build, Florus , hearing this , comman- 
ded the Jews to let the workmen go forward in their work. The Jews not knowing what 
to do, eſpecially one Fobz, a Publican , offered Florus eight talents to hinder the building : 
he promiſed for that money to fulfil their requeſt : and now having it , he preſent depart- 
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ed from Czfarea, and went to Sebaſte without performing any thing,giving as it were occa- x 


ſion of {edition,and as though he had received money of the Nobility of the Jews to permit 
them to fight a certain time. The next day,which was the Jews Sabbath, when they were all 
aſſembled to go tothe Synagogue, one of Czfarea , a ſeditious perſon, took a great earthen 
vellel,and fer it even at the entry into the Synagogue, and upon ir did offer birds, This fa& 
ſo moved the Jews,that they would nor be pacitied,becauſe it was done in contempt of their 
Religion, and thereby the place was profaned. One partof the Jews that was moſt modeſt 
and wiſeſt, counſeled the Jews to complain to them that were in Authority : but thoſe who 
for heat of youth were prone to {edition , began contumelioufly to revile their adverſa- 
ries. For the moſt ſeditious of the people of Czfarca were alſo prepared to fight with them, 
and had cauſed that to be done before the Synagogue , only to pick a prke. , and ſo they 
fought together. Fucurdys, General of the Horimen, that was left to keep all in quiet , pre- 
ently came with Souldicrs,and commanded that veſſel to be taken away, and ſo endeaour- 
cd to appeaſe the tumult : but not being able to do it through the violence of them of Cz- 
ſarca ; the Jews took the Books of their Law, and retired themſelves toa place called Nar- 
bara, belonging tothem,which was diſtant from Czfarea threeſcore furlongs. Twelve of the 
chict of them , together with Job the Publican , went unto Flores, being ar Sebaſte, to com- 
plain of the injury done unto them , requeſting him to aſſiſt them , and modeſtly pur him in 
mind of the eight Talents they gave him. Bur he preſently commanded them to be 
bound andimpriſoned,becauſe they had preſumed to take and carry their law from Czſarea. 
Hereat thoſe of Jeruſalem were grealy moved, yet they ſhewed it not. Florus,as upon {er 
purpoſe giving occaſion of rebellion, ſent for ſeventeen Talents our of the Sacred Treaſury- 
pretending that it was to be imployed in Czſars affairs. Ar this the people was much trol; 
bled, calling and crying upon the name of Ceſar , praying that he would deliver them from 
Floyus-his tyranny. Some of them being ſedirious, began to curſe Florus bitterly , and took 4 
basket, and carried it about, and te an Alms for Florus , which they did in derifion , 45 
who ſhould ſay, he wereas miſerable as DeBgars that have nothing. Flores for all thisglett not 
his avarice, but was more earneſt to rob the Inhabitants of their goods, So that when he

Thenext day he cauſed a tribunal openly to be placed, and the high Prieſt 
and all the chiet of the Jewsreſorted thither and ſtood betore the tribunal, Then Floras fit- 
ting in the tribunal ſeat , commanded them to bring forth preſently all thoſe , that had nſed 
any opprobrious words againſt him , threatning to be revenged on them except they did it, 
The Jews made anſwer, that the people intended nothing bur peace and quiernels , re- 
queſting that they that had offended in words , might obtain pardon. For it was no marvel 

C in ſo greata multitude, if there were ſomeraſh and fooliſh young men: and that it was un- 
ne 1 poſſible co diſcern all that offended , ſecing every one was now penitent for that which was 
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ar done , and at leaſt for fear would deny it ; and that if he were caretull ro conterve and main- 

nd tain the quietneſs of the nation , and preſerve the City ſtill ro obey the Romanes, he then

', did henotprevail: for the people made reſiſtance, and threw down ſtones from the houſe 
ngacn ror top ,and killed many of the Romanes: who being overcome with Carts caſt from aloft, and 
Florus ſhould could not refiſt the people, who on every fide came againſt chem , retired themſelves unto

Lorns yet deviſed another way to ſtirre the Jews to rebellion : for he reported C:itius Gale 
unto Ceftius that the Jews were revolced , impudently belying them to have _————— 
committed that which indeed they endured ar his hands. The nobles of Je- fule«h with

ruſalem and Bernice certified Ceſtivs of all that Florws had done : he receiving letters 
from both parties , deliberated with his nobles what ro do, Some counſelled Ceſtius 
to g0 into Judza withan army , and puniſh the Jews, it they wererevolted ; andif rhey 
were not , then to confirme them in their obedience, Yet it plealed him better to ſend (ome 
2bout him thither betore , to bring him true news of their eſtate , and what had hapned, So 
heſent Politianns the tribune , who in his way met with Agr;ppe about Jamnia as he returned 
from Alexandria , and told him all , tor what , and from whom he was fent, Whereallo were 
preſent the Prieſts and the chiet of the Jews, to welcome 4grippa; and having ſaluted him as 
courteouſly as they could , they preſently bewayled the milery which had betalne cheir na- 
tion, and thecruelty of Florus, Whichalthough Agrippa dilallowed, yet made as it he were 
angry with the Jews whom he greatly pitied ; purpolſing hereby to bridle their afteRions z 
thar they perſwaded that they had had no injury , might abſtain trom revenge, So thar all 
the better ſort , who for their lands and livings deſtred quiernels , well perceived that che 
Kings reprehenſion was not of malice , but for their good. 

The people of Jeruſalem went out to meet them threeſcore turlongs off, and received 
Aerippaand Politianus very courteouſly, yet the Women lamented the death of their buf- 
bands flaine , and with their teares moved the whole multitude to forrow , who beſought 
Azrippato have compaſſion on theirnation z entreating alſo Polztianys to go into the City, 
and behold what Florzs had done : And fo they ſhewed him the market place deſart , and che 
houſes deſtroyed , and by the means of Azrippa perſwaded Politianus to go round about the 
City as far as Siloa , onely with one man, and behold with his eyes what F/oras had done, and 
that they were obedient to the Romanes in all things , and onely were enemies unto F lorys 
who had uſed them ſo cruelly, Polit;anss having gone about the whole City , aſcended into 
the Temple, well perceiving many arguments of the Jews fidelity towards the Romanes : 
and calling the people there together , he praiſed their loyalty, and exhorted them ſtill co 
continue in like obedience, and worſhipped God and his rites, as far as the law permitted 
him - and (ſo he returned unto Ceſt#«s, The multitude of the Jews came to Agrippe and the 
high Prieſts , requeſting them to {end Embaſſadours againſt Florss unto Nero, and not togive 
an argument of rebellion by not complaining of ſuch murthers : for Florus would make him 
believe that they had rebelled , except they went unto him to ſhew that Florus gave firſt 
occaſion ; and it was certaine that the multitude would not bequieted , if any one hindered 
that Embaſlage, Hereupon Agrippa thoughr that it would be an hatefull matter to ſend 
Embaſſadours to Rome to accuſe Flores; and on the other part he perceived, that it was tono 
purpoſe to contradict the Jews, who were ready now to rebell : wherefore calling the people 
together he made a (ſpeech unto them, and ſeated his (iſter Bernice in an eminent place in 
the houſe of the Aſmonzans, The porch wherein he called them together , was in ſuch a 
place that it overlook all the higher part of the City , for there was onely a bridge between 
,» it and the remple , which joyned the Temple and it together, and there ſpake he unto the 
, Jews in manner following : If I had perceived that you were bent: to fight againſt che Ro-

alſo, Eleazar , ſon of the high Prieſt Ananias, a bold and deſperate young man, Cap- '*e Ci" (= 

tain of the Souldiers , perſwaded them who offered ſacrifices , not to offer any , but ,:-ſperiry of 

thoſe that were given by the Jews, And this wasthe ground and cauſe of the Warrs that ** R-mancs, 

enſued, For they rejected Ceſars ſacrifices , that were wont to be offered for the good of 

the Romanes. And although the high Prieſts and people of account requeſted them nor to 

omit that cuſtome of ſacrificing for their Kings and Governours, yet they refuſed ſo todo, 

truſting greatly to their fation: all the ſtrength of the City that defired alteration, were of 
D their mindes , and eſpecially Z/eazar, whoat that time was General as is before ſaid, Where- 

fore all the Potentates, high Prieſts, and chiefeſt of the Phariſees aſſembled themſelves ; 

and perceiving into how great dangers thoſe rebels brought the City , they determined to 

make trial ot the courage of the ſeditious people: wheretore they aflembled them toge- 

ther before the brazen gate, which was in the inner part of the Temple towards the Eaſt. 

,, And firſt of all, they greatly complained of their raſh and unadviſed rebellion,and that they 

,, ſought to ſtirre up ſo great Warrs againſt their Countrey, inveighing againſt the cauſe thac 

., moved them thereto, as being without reaſon : telling them that their anceſtors for the 

,, moſt part , adorned the Temple with the gifts of Gentiles; never refufing the offerings of 

,, ſtrangers: and not onely not to have retuſed their offerings ( for that were an impious fa) 
, ,, but alſo placed in che Temple the gift that they ſent, which were yet to be ſeen, And thar 

,» now onely to provoke the Romanes to warre, and denounce it againſt them, they began ro 

,z alter Religion: and beſide other dangers alſo , to make the City ſeem guilty of impiety z

,» dore God, If we ſhould make ſuch a Law againſt any private Perſon, he had juſt cauſe to ac- Againſt thoſe

» prophane: and it was to be feared,thatif the Jews diſdained toaccept of Ceſars offerings,Ce-

Syrians made as great a maſſacre of the Jews as this among them : for all the Jews inhabiting 
2mong them were murthered , not onely for an old grudge , but alſo for the avoiding of im- 
minent danger. And all Syria was troubled in moſt grievous manner , and every City was dis 
viding into two parts, and either parts {afery conſiſted 1a this, to prevent the other in mur- 
thering them firſt : theGaies were ſpent in bloucthzd, and the nights in tear , worſe then 
death it ſelf. For though they onely pretended to deſtroy the Jews, yet were they drawnto 
ſuſpect other nations, that followed the Jews religion; and becauſe they were as it were ney- 
ters, the Syrians thought it not good to deſtroy them : and agatn, for their agreeing in religi- I} 
on with the Jews, they were conſtrained to hold chem as enemies, Many of the contrary part, 
who before ſeemed modeſt, were noiv through ayarice incited to meddle in this murther, 
for every one took the goods of them that were f12.n , and carried them to other places az 
conquerours, 'And he was moſt renowned that had ttolen moſt , as having alſo kill'd moſt, 
There might you ſee in every part of the City the cead >-Gies of all ages unburied, old men 
and children , and women lying in moſt ſhametull manner, ct:eir ſecret parts being uncovered, 
Britfly, all the Countrey was filled with exceeding great calamity , and the fear of miſery to 
come was unſpeakable. 

And theſe were the conflits between the Jews and tirangers, Bur afterwards making in- 
cu;{ion upon the borders of Scythopolis, the Jews theic dwelling were their enemies, For 
the conſpiring with the Citizens of Scythopolis, and p:eterr.ng their own commodity and 
ſecurity before their kinred and conſanguinity , joyned with the Geariles againſt the Jews, 
who for all that , were ſuſpeRed for their forwardneſs, Finally , the Scythopolites fearing 
thatthey wouldallaulc the City by night , and excuſe their revolting by their great miſery, 
they commanded all the Jews, that it they would ſhew themſelves truſty unto the Gentiles, 
they:with all their children ſhould go into a wood hard by : who forthwith did as they were 
yilld, ſuſpeRting nothing , and the Scythopolites were quiet for two dayes after, and did no- 
thing - But the third night they ſent torth ſcouts ro ſee what they were doing : who finding 
ſome of them aſleep , and others not reſiſting , they ſurprized them ina moment, and killed 
them all , who were in number thirteen thouſand, and afterward took their goods, I think 
ic not amiſs to ſpeak of the death of Simon , who was the Son of Sazl, a man of regard: he 
was a man of great courage, and ſtrength of body , both which he uſed to the great hurt 
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lone.often ſcattered divers companies , and put whole armies to flight , who had an end wot- 
thy of his deeds,and murthering of his countrey-men, For when the Scythopolites had com 
paſſed the wood about , ſo that none could eſcape their hands , they killed the Jews inevety 
part thereof, Simon drawing his Sword, made no reſiſtance to any of his enemies: for he ſay 
tbr it was boorlels co ſtrive againſt ſuch a multitude, Then pitifully crying out, I receive,

Jamnia, and Joppe command the places adjoining. Moreover, there is Gamala, and Gau- 
lanitis, and Batanea, and Trachonitis, which are portions belonging to King Agrippa his 
Kingdome. This Countrey beginneth at Mount Libanxs, and the Fountains of Jordan, and 
reacheth in breadth unto the Lake near Tiberias, And in length it reacheth from J#lzas, to 
Arphas,aad the Inhabitants are partly Jews, and partly Syrians. 


CHAP. III: 


How aid was ſent unto the people of Sephoris, and of the military Diſci- 
pline of the Romans, 


7] Havealready ſpoken of Judza as briefly as might be, and with what Countrey it isen- 
vironed. Now 7eſpaſiaz ſent help unto the Inhabitants of Sephoris, to wit, one thou- 
ſand Horſmen, and fix thouſand foot, Placidnus the Tribune being their Governour : the 
Horſmen divided themſeives into two Companies, lodged in a great Plain, and the Footmen 
were In Garriſon in the City for to defend it, but the Horſmen ſtayed without. Theſe 
- Horſemen made excurſions on every fide, and greatly moleſted Joſeph, who was quietly 
jlow © bent, and alſo ſpoiled all that was without the Cities, and always repulſed the Iohabicants, 
Pr IN ifat any time they took courage to revenge themſelves. Notwithſtanding, Joſeph aſſaulted 
the City Sephoris, hoping to take it : which he, before ſuch time as it revolred untothe 
Romans, had compaſled with fo ſtrong Walls, that the Romans themſelves could not have 
taken it 3 ſo his hope was fruſtrate : for neither by force nor fair means would the Sephorites 
yield unto him. Hereat the Romans being angry, troubled the Countrey morethen be- 
fore: who now neither night nor day ceaſed from deſtroying it, but robbed and ſpoiled 
allthey found, and all men able to bear Arms they ſlew, and made the reſt their flaves 3 
Thus all Galilee was filled with fire and ſword, and no man eſcaped that calamity 3 only 
they ſaved themſelves, that fled into the Cities that Joſeph had walled. 
Titus came to Alexandria being Winter, ſooner then he was expetted z and ſo received 
there the Souldiers that he was ſent for :and having a proſperous journey,he quickly cameto 


tenth, he alſo adjoyned that fifteenth Legion that he brought with him. And there followed 
them eighteen Companies z five out of Ceſarea, one Troop of Horſmen, and five Companies 
of Horſmen out of 8yria:ten of theſe Companies of Foot had inevery one of them a thouſand 
Men, the reſt only fix hundred and thirteen, and in every Troop of Horſmen, werean hun- 
dred and twenty. The Kings alſo brought great aid : for Antiochns, Agrippa, and Sobemus, 
brought each of them two thouſand Bowmen, and a thouſand Horſimen - and Halchys King 
of Arabia, brought five thouſand Foot, and one thouſavd Horſe,and the molt of his Footmen 
were Archers; ſo that the whole Army, together with the Kings aid, amounted unto the 
number of threeſcore thouſand Horſe and Foot together beſides them that followed the 
camp, who were a great multitude;atd not inferiour unto theSouldiers in warlike diſcipline: 

that one may admire the Romans, who ſo train up their ſervants intime of peace, that

V hdr defirous to take Gaizlee himſelf, departed from Ptolemais, making fuch jour- p,,,fc,n ai- 
nies as ſouldiers ought to keep, which the Komans are wont to follow. And he redheth the

For the Romany 
had no mercy, partly for the hatred they conceived againſt the Jews, and partly in _ 
of that which had befaln Ceſti#9. And they burned the City,and all Towns and Villages 
joining:ſome of them being already deſolate,and the inhabitants ofthe reſt were made ſlaves 
Joſeph fled intothe City which he made choice of for his ſafeguard, and filled it with fear, 
For the people of Tiberias thought he would never have fled, ifrhere had been any hopeot 
withſtanding the Romars:wherein they judged not amiſs:for he did foreſee what event thole 
wars would have,and that their only ſafety conſiſted in changing their rebellious mind, fe 
himſelf, though he hoped to obtain pardon of the Romany, yet had he far more rather haye 
died, then to havelived pleaſantly with them, againſt whom he was ſent, and ſo become: 
traytor unto his Country committed to his charge. Wherefore, he determined faithfully to 
write all his eſtate, and the ſtate of the Country unto the Nobility at Jer#ſalemr, and not to 
extol the enemies forces too much, leſt they ſhould ſay he was a Coward z nor yet putting 
them in any comfort, leſt perhaps they now penitent for that they had done,again by his let 
ters ſhould be incited to go forward in their rebellious courſe:willing them preſently to write 
an anſwer, whether they thought it good to enter the league with the Romans ; orif they 
would make war, then they ſhould ſend a ſufficient Army againſt the Romans : and having 
written to this effect, he preſently ſent men away to Jer»ſalezz, to bear theſe letters.

"I fame wind bloweth. The Inhabitants of Joppe rode there all night, and by break of day A huge tem- 
a the North wind began to blow fiercely, and drave ſome of the ſhips ore againſt another, rr gr 
and others againſt the Rocks: and many ſtriving againſt wind and weather, and ſeeking inthe Sea. 
WE to get intothe midſt of the Sea for fear of the rocky ſhore, and their Enemies there, were 
drowned; and they that eſcaped, neither had any place of refuge, nor hope of ſafety 3 for 
the tempeſt did drive them from the Sea, and the Romans from the City, ſo that the air 
was filled with cries of the people expeCing to be drowned, and with the noiſe and ſound 
of the ſbips beating one againſt another. So ſome of the Inhabitants of Joppe were ſwallow- 
ed by the waves, others ſuffered ſhipwrack,ſome killed themſelves rather then to be drown- 
ed: many with the waves were ſtricken againſt the rocks, ſo that the Sea was bloody, and 
all the ſhore was covered with dead bodies: and whoſoever eſcaped the Sea and got to 
ſhore, the Roman Souldiers there ready ſtanding, killed them. There were four thouſand Foit thouſand 
and two hundred dead bodies caſt upon the ſhore. So the Romans having without any fight reed pat ogs 
taken the City, they deſtroyed it s and thus was Joppe taken, and twice deſtroyed by the caft out.”

But the Wall though it were ſtrong, yet was it not ſo ſtrong 
as that of Tiberias : for Joſeph builded that in the beginning of the Rebellion, having men 
and money at will ; but that of Tarichea was built only by the remainder of his liberality, 
The Tarzcheans had great ſtore of ſhips in the Lake adjoyning, to the end that if they were 
overcome by land, they might flie by water : and therefore they had prepared their Ships — 
for Battel by water ifneed ſhould be. Whiteſt the Romans entrenched themſelves, Jeſus The komans 
and his followers not diſmaicd cither with the multitude or military Diſcipline of his Ene- nyt wn 0 
mies, iſlued out of the City, and {lew the workmen, and deſtroyed a part of the work : and 
perceiving the Romans armed and aſſembled together againſt him, he fled again unto his 
Compavy without any loſs or harm received. But the Romans purſued them ſo faſt, that 
they torced them to take their Ships : and ſo being gone as far from the ſhore, as that yet 
they might eaſily reach them with the ſhot of an Arrow, they caft Anchor and diſpoſed

6500: The fight being ended, Yeſpaſiar ſat in a Tribunal Seat, and ſeparated the (trangey 
from the-Inbabitants, for that they ſeemed to be the Authors of that War - yet he delibs 
rated with the Captains and Governours, whether he ſhould likewiſe pardon them : but 
they told him that their lives might endamage him z for ſaid they, if thou ſend thoſe men

But WW 
hte thought with hiwſclf,the Inhabitants would not patiently abide ſo many to be maſſacred, © i 
who had fled unto them for ſuccour, wherefore he ſought to uſe no violence unto them, be. iſ | 
cauſe he had promiſed.them ſecurity. But at laſt he was overcome by the per{walton of his 
f:1-ads, who told him that all things againſt the Jews were lawful, and that profit was tobe 
prelerred before honeſty, ſeeing both could nut be had : ſo Licence being granted unto 
them to.depart, they ſuſpe&ing nothibg, were commanded to take only that way that lead- 
eth unto Tzberias : and they fearing nothing, willingly obeyed that which was command- 
ed them, not miſdoubting the ſafety of their goods or money : but the Romans had placed 
themſclves on every fide the way even unto Tiberias, to the intent that none might eſcape, 
and fo ſhut them all in the City. Preſently after came Yeſpaſ#an and encloſed themallin an 
Amphitheater, and ſo killed 1200 of them, who were all old men or young, and unable 
for ſervice - of the reſt that were all ſtrong young men, he ſent 6000 unto Nero at Ijtbmoy, 
neer Corinth. The reſt of the multitude he ſold, in number 30400, beſide others thathe 
gaveunto Agrippas for he permitted him to do what he would with thole forts that were 
of his Kingdome: But Agrippa ſold alſo thoſe that were given him. The reſt of them 
were fugitives and ſeditious perſons of Trachon, Gaulanitis, and Hippenis, and many of G# 
dara, whoſe contempt of peace juſtly procured theſe Wars.

None of the Townſinen were admitted to make an- ata woes 
ſwer,nor to come unto the Walls:tor the thievs were maſters ofthem;and a guard was placed 
at every gate, leſt any one ſhould go forth to ſubmit chemlelves, or any Horſmen ſhould be 
received into the City. Then Job made anſ{wer,that heliked well ofthe conditions offered, 
and that he would either perſwade or compel the Inhabitants to accept of them, yet he re- 
queſted, that that day might be granted unto the Jews : for it was the ſeventh day,wherein 
it was not lawful for them toentreat of peace, nor make War. For (as the Romans knew ) 
theJews every ſeventh day ceaſt from all work:and which if they profaned,they who cauſed 
tto be abuſed, though it were T7ts himſelf, were as great offenders as they who were 
forced toit, Moreover, ſo ſhort time could not prejudice the Romans, to wit, onenights 
ſpace : for nothing he could effect in that time toendamage them, except only by fleeing 
out of the City (which T71#s might prevent by placing a ſtrong guard, and watch in every 
place thereabour) and that he thought it a great priviledge to be ſuffered to keep the cu- 
ſtom of his Countrey3 and that it was his part, who offered peace and ſafety to them that ex- 
pected it, and alſo to keep their Laws whoſe fafety he granted. With theſe and ſuch like 
beeches John ſought to delude Titxs, being not ſo religious about the keeping of the Sab- 
bath, as careful for his own ſafety: for he feared that the City would preſently be taken, and 
he left alone, and ſo he determined in that night to flee, as the only way to fave his life; |

CHAP. V.

oy ſoon as Johx was entred into Jeruſalem, all the people flocked about him and thoſe that | 
came with him, enquiring what calamity had befaln them without the City. Some of | 
them being yet out of breath, and not able to ſpeak , by ſigns diſcovered their necelity : | 
yet amidlt theſe their miſcries, they boaſted that it was not the Roman power that forced 
them to flee, but that they of their own accord fled thither to War againſt the Romans in 3 
a ſafer place, then that from whence they fled, was; for none but unadviſed and raſh-head- 
ed men would fight for ſuch a City as Giſcala and other places that were not able to reſiſt, þ 
ſeeing that it behoved them all to reſerve their vigour and ſtrength to defend their Metro- 
politan City. They alſo ſignified untothem how Giſcals was taken by the Romans, and that | 
they departed in good fort away, though ſome reported that they fled. The people of Je- Þ 
ruſalem hearing what theſe men reported, and how many were Captives unto the Romans, Þ 


they tell into a great fear, as though that which they told did portend their ruine, But Joby Þ 


* 
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went firſt to one, and then to another, inciting them all to War under a vain hope, alledging 
the weakneſs of the Romans, and extolling their own puiſſance, deceiving the ſimple peo- 
plez and perſwading them, that though the Romans ſought to revenge, yet could they 
never enter the Walls of Jerxſalew, who had ſo much ado, and endured ſuch affliction in 
entrig the little Burges and Villages of Galilee, againſt whoſe Walls they had broken all 
their Epgines, Theſe words of his, iacited many young men to ſedition : but all the wiler 
ſort forelaw what was like to enſue, and even now mourned their loſt City. And in this caſe 
were they of Jeruſalem : yet before this ſedition in the City, the Cuuntrey people began to 
be at diſcord among themſclves. For Titus departed from Giſcala unto Ceſarea, and Veſpa- 
fan went from Ceſarea to Jamnis and Azotus,and took them both : and leaving there Garris 
ſons, he returned to Ceſarea, bringing with him a huge Company of them who had yielded 


not War upon them, one part of the Jews in every City fought agaioſt the other, andthere 
was a great difſention between thoſe that deſired peace,and the ſeditious people:and at firſt, 
this diſcord began only in private houſes 3 but inthe end, every one joiving with them that | 
were of their mind, they now beganin Companiesto Rebel openly. T hus every place was 
troubled with civil diſcord : and every where raſh young men, who deſired Wars,prevailed 
againſt grave and wiſe old men, who foreſeeing the calamity like to enſue, defired peace. 
At firſt, the Inhabitants one by one robt-d and ſpoiled what they could; but at laſt in whole 
I roops they joyned together, and robbed openly, and waſted 81] the Countrey about :and 
they intheir robberies ſhewed ſuch cruelty, that the harm and injury they did unto their 
own Countrey-men,was altogether equal to the miſeries whieh befel them by meaos of the 
Romans; and they, who by theſe miſcreants were ſpoiled, wiſhed rather to have faln into 
theRomans hands. But they wbo kept theCity,either becauſe they were loth to weary them- 
{clves, or elſe for that they hated the Citizens or people, did nothipg or very little fuccour 
them that ſell into theſe thieves hands, Art laſt the thieves aſſembled themſelves together 
from all places, and joyning Companies, they brake into Jer#ſalezs. This City had no Go- 
vernous, and according to the Cuſtom of that Countrey , received all that came thither 
that weretheirCountrey-menzand ſo much more willing]y at that time,becauſe they thought 
that they that came thither, came of good will to help them : which only was afterwardthe 
cauſe that the City was deſtroyed, ſerting aide the civil diſſention. For a great multitude

bigh Prieſt was named Phenes, who was the Son of Saxzuel, a man not only unworthy of high Prieſt, . 
that dignity z but who had been fo rudely brought up, that he never knew what the high 
Prieſt meant : this Phaxes was botr in a Village called 4pthaſis, Him, againſt his will they 
ſetcht out of the field, and as it had been in a Stage-Play they graced him with another mans 
perſon, and preſently gave him inſtrutions how he ſhould®behave himſelf, putting upon 
him the ſacred attire of the high Prieſt, as though that ſo great impiety had been but a ſport. 
The reſt of the Prieſts, beholding afar off the holy laws co be ſcorned, ſcarcely contained 
themſelves from tears, and even groaned for ſorrow, that their ſacred dignities were fo 
abuſed. The people could no longer indure this their Tyranny, but now every one addreft . 
him(elfto depofe theſe Tyrants.And thoſe that were nioſt earneſt herein, were GoriomJoſephs The beſt Citi 
Son, and Simeon the Son of Gemaliel, who went about the City to every one in. private, jc peopte to 
and then ina publick aſſembly exhorted the people to be revenged upon thofe Tytants,who revenge 
took from them their liberty 3 and to addreſs themſelves to purge the boly Temple fram - 
ſueh vile and unclean perſons. Likewiſe the beſt difpoſed amongſt the Prieſts, to wit, Jeſus- 
the Son of Gamale; and Ananns, the Son of Ananns, often in publick Sermons rep

*elly murdered. O tyrannous government ! But why ſhould I exclaim againſt chetyrants > 
* Did not you your ſelves make them great, and nouriſh their power and authority by your 
* patience 2 Did not you, by defpiſing thoſe who before were in authority being but a fey, 
* make all theſe, who are many in number,tyrants over your ſelvs?have not you keeping your 
*ſelves quiet, they being armed, turned their ſwords upon your own heads?and as then it be. 
* hoved youtorefiſt their enterprizes, when firſt they 1ojured your kindred;you by uttering,

* of beaſts,all we beholding this : and yet no man openiog his mouth, nor lifting up his hand, 
* And will you alſo endure? will you tuffer the holy Sanctuary to be prophaned betore your 
*Eyes? and will you, having ſo emboldned theſe miſcreants as ye ſee now, your ſelves 
* ſtand in fear of them £ aſſure your felves; they would, if they conld deviſe how, com- 
* mitgreater impiety then this is. They keep againſt you the ſtrongeſt place in the whole 
* City, called a Temple, but now indeed it is a fortreſs or Caſtle of defence. What do you 
*pow think, ſich a Tyranny being eſtabliſhed over you,and your Enemies being even upon 
* you; what do youdeliberat- todo £ Do you expect the Romans to come and help you, 
* toſave the Temple and ſacred myſteries? Our City is now at that ſtay, and we havelo 
* behaved our ſelves, that our very Enemies pity us. O ye wretches ! will you not arile, 
*and as the very brute Beaſts do, will you not revenge your ſelves upon them that havey 
* thus wounded you ? Will not every one of you call to mind the Maſlacre of his friends, 
*and what Calamity he himſelf hath ſuffered , and ſo encourage your ſelves to be re-

He continually preferred 
the publick commodity before his own private gaio, being always deſirous of peace 3 for 
he forcfaw that the Romans could not be withſtood : and that, if the Jews did not quickly 
accord with them, their rutne was at hand : briefly I fay, that had Aranus lived, they had 
ielded with him unto the Romans, For he was an eloquent Orator, and could perſwade 
:dmicably : whereby he had now gained unto his ſide thoſe that hindred him, and cauſed 
the Wars : whom if they had had for their Captain againſt the Romans, it had not been 


 ſocaſie for the Romans to have conquered them. With him was joyned Jeſas inferiourto 


Ananus, yet excelling all the reſt. So that I think Almighty God having decreed the total 
zuine ofthe City, being now violated and filled with iniquity, and meaning by fire as it 
were, to puritie the holy Temple which was now defiled and prophaned, he firſt took up 
the defenders thereof, and thole that loved them moſt dearly. So they whoa little before 
were cloathedin ſecret apparel, and reverenced of all thoſe that from the furtheſt parts of 
the world came to Jer#ſalem, now lay murthered and naked inthe open ſtreets, left asit 
werea prey to betornin pleces with dogs or wild beaſts, who erſt were the Authors of 
piety and Religion.

For ſome were lain, for that long fince they 
bad born Arms againſt their own Citizens 3 and they who were innocent in all points were 
put to death, for ſome occaſion deviſed in the time of peace: and they who did not con- 
verſe with them were murthered, as ſuch as contemned them : and they that freely and 
friendly converſed with them were {lain,as men that ſought to betray them z and the great- 
elt oft:aders, and the leaſt offenders were all puniſhedalike 3 to wit, with death : for no 
man eſcaped, except he was either poor, or of very baſe condition. 


CHAP. II. 


The Civil Diſcord amongſt the Jews. 


N the mean while the Romans addreſſed their courage againſt the City of Jeraelees 3 The Souldiers | 

and (ecing them at great variance among themſelves , thought this to be for i 

their great advantage. Upon this they incited Yeſpaſiar their General, athrming 57.,,cim. 
that it was Gods providence (who fought for them) that the Jews ſhould be-at Civil 
Wars among halves, and that therefore he ſhould not overllip ſo good an opportu- 
pity: far the Jews would quickly be friends again one with another, either by the weart- 


neſs of Civil War, or elſe repentipg themſelves of that which they " done. wr” chai 
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and cuſtom of War. And the zealous giving credit to this prophecy, made themſelves the

Veſpaſian anſwered, that they were ignorant what was to be done, being rather deſirous ac 


It were ina Theater to ſhew their forces and ſtrength, then with him to coofider what wa; 
profitzble and expedient. *© For (faid he) if we preſently afſault them,our coming will make 
* concord amongſt our Enemies , and ſo we ſhall bring upon our ſelves their forces yet firm 
* and ſtrong;but by expecting a little while,they ſhould have leſs ado to conquer them, theix 
* chiefeſt torces being deſtroyed by their own Civil Wars: And that God was more their 
© friend then they were aware off, who without their labour and pain delivered theJews into 
*their hands,and will give us theViQtory without endangering of our Army: And that there. 
*foreit was rather their parts to be as it were beho]ders of that T ragedy,then to fight againſt 
* men deſirous of death, and troubled with the greateſt evil that poſſible could be, to wit 
* domeſtical ſedition, and Civil Wars. And if any think that the Victory 1s not famous being 
© #otten without fight, let him know and confider the uncertain events of Wars:and that it x 
© better, if it be poſſible, toget a Viftory without bloodſhed, thentherewith to hazardthe 
* Victory. For they who by councel and advicedo any worthy act,deſerve no les praiſe theq 
© they, who by force of arms atchieve a Victory, Moreover, in the mean time that the Ene- 
* mies one deſtroyed another,his Souldiers might take reſt,and fo be ſtronger and better able 
* to fight when need ſhould require. Beſide that, it ſeemed not that there was much haſte 
* required to get the Victory : for the Jews neither prepared Arms or Engines of War, nor 
© levied any Forces, nor ſought for aid, and ſo by del:zy no damage could enſue : but that 
* they would Plague one another more by Civil Wars, then his Arry could by taking them 
*and their City. And therefore whether they conſidered it beſt to abſtain from aſſault 
* them who fought with one anothet for ſecurity ſake, or elſe for vain glory, though the 
*honour of the Victory diminiſhed thereby : yet he h<iJ it not meet to fight againſt them, 
* who were at Civil Wars amongft themſelves ; for ſo it would be juſtly faid, the Victory 
* wasnot to be imputed tous, but to their diſcord. | 

The Captains all conſented, and thought this advice of Yejpaſeans beſt : and preſenty it 
appeared how profitable his Counſel was. For every day many fled unto him to eſcape the 
hands of the zealous : yet it was hard and dangerous to flie, becauſe all the wayes were 
guarded with Watch-men. And if any manupon any occaſion whatſoever were taken upot 
the way, he was preſently killed, as one who intended to have fled unto the Romans: yetk 
he that fee'd the Watch-men with money, eſcaped away ſafely 3 and he that did not, was 
counted asa Traitor : ſo that only rich men could eſcape, and the poor were left to the 
ſlaughter. The multitude of the dead bodies that lay on heaps together was innumerable, 
and many ofthem who had fled unto the Romans, returned again into the City, chufing 
rather to die there: for the hope they had to be buried in their native foil, made death 
there ſeem more tolerable. But they became ſo cruel, that rhey neither permitted them 
who were ſlain within, nor them without the City, to be buried. But like men that had 
now determined together, with their Countrey Laws to aboliſh the law of Nature, yea and 
by their impiety to pollute the ſacred divinity with injuſtice, let the dead bodies rot above 
the ground, and whoſoever attemptedro bury any one of them that were ſlain, whether he 
were friend or Kinſman, were preſently put to death, and left unburied, as men forſaking 
their City, and flying tothe Enemy. To be brief, nothing ſo much increaſed their cals- 
mity as mercy : for the wicked people were herewith, as it were provoked to wrath, whoſe 
diſpleaſure and cruelty was extended from the living unto the dead, and from the dead ' 
unto the living. And ſuch fear fell upon the whole City, that thoſe that were left alive, 
deemed them happy, that being dead, were at reſt, and free fromthoſe miſeries: and they 
that were in Priſon, in reſpect of the torments they endured, thought themſelves unhappier 
then they who lay unburied. All humane juſtice was by them perverted, and they ſcorned 
and mocked at all divine and holy things, and proudly derided the Oracles of the Prophets, 
eſtceming them as fables and jeſts. But having now contemned all laws eſtabliſhed by their 
forefathers for the puniſhment of vice, and increafing of virtue, at laſt they found that true 
which by them was foretold, concerning the deſtruftion of themſelves and their Countrey-

CHAP. XI. 
The Deſcription of Xgypt. 


[Wy Utianns and the reſt of the Captains that had incited him to the Empire, together 
with the whole Army, cried aloud, willing Yeſpaſſar to lead them againſt their 
common Enemy. But Veſpaſtan thought it beſt, firlt to ſettle the Eſtate of Alexandric, 
knowing that Zgypt for the ſupply of Corn was the greateſt and beſt part of the Empire: 
which it he once were ſure of, he hoped that although Yite/ius were {tronger then he, yet 
be could bring him under by force, becauſe the people would not endure that for hislake 
the City ſhould be famiſht : which would have come to paſs except they had lupply of 
Corn out of Agypt. 

Moreover, he deſired to joyn to himſelfthoſe two Legions that were at Alexandria. He 
allo thought, that that Country might be a defence and refuge for him, if any adverſe for- 
tuneſhould betide him : for the Country is not eaſily to be entred by an Army, and the

And the ſecond place he reſted in was the City Heracles, and the third Peluſtnw : and 
there reſting, and refreſhing his Souldiers twodays ſpace, the third day he paſt the borders 
of Peluſixre, and having gone one days journey thorow the wilderneſs, be pitcht histentst 
the Temp'e of Jupiter Csſſzan, and the next day at Oftracine, where there is no water,butal 
that the iohabicancs do uſe, they bring from other places, After that,he reſted at Rhiwocolars, 
and fromthence in four days he came to Raphis, where begin the borders of Syris, and the 
fiſth.day tie lodged at'Gaza, and from thence to Aſcalon, and ſo to Jawnis and Joppe, from 
whence he went to Ceſarea, purpoling to gather the reſt of the Souldiers there.

in their abundance of all necellaries: for there was great ſtore of ſacred provition, and the 

thought 1t no 1mpicty toule it; yer fearing their ſmall number, they permitted many of tt 
Company that were killed, to-remain in the places where they were lain. Johz was ſuperiour 
in multitnde and number, bur inferiour. by th Ancqualitie\d the ylade 7 andbfying hi 

enemies above his head, he could not without danger make incurſions; and yet for an 3 
he would not ccaſe to proſecute his Enemy $-notwithſtanding that thereby his part had _ 
harm then thoſe of Flez.rs fide, yet he'(till afſanited them though to his own coſt: thus 
many aſlaults were continually made, and many darts caſt, and allthe Temple was Prophaneg 


with murders. And $7207 the Son of Giora (whom the people being in deſpair, incited to 


be their leader, in hope that he would have afliſted them, having in his hands both the higher 
art of the City, and the greater part of the lower) did now more boldly then before aſauy 
Jokn and his followcrs, becauſe they were aſlailed by thoſe above them : yet he being as it 
were beneath Joh and his adherents, he ſuſtained as much loſs at yheir hands, as Johy him. 
ſelf did at theirs above him. So John had double Wars : and Fleazar harmed him becauſe 
of the higher place wherein he was, ſolikewiſe did he damage $720 for the like cauſe ; and 
caſtly without any labour repulſcd all his a{laults, which he made being on the lower ground, 
and terrified by Engines thoſe that caſt darts at him from the top of the Temple: for he 
uſed all Enginesto caſt dartsand ſtones, and killed many not only of his Enemies, butalf 
of them that were offering ſacrifices. For although that they were carried headtonguntg 
all vice, yet they permitted thoſe that would, to offer ſacrifice, watching and diligently 
guarding them of their Nation. For the ſtrangers that came thither for devotion, wereng 
miſtruſted : yet afterward that they had entreated-theſe wicked people to permit them tg 
ſacrifice, they when they had done were a prey. for them, and conlumed by this ſedition, 
For darts and other ſhot with force of the Engines came into the Temple and Altar, and 
flew the Prieſt at the Altar. And many who camefrom the uttermolt parts of the Worlduntg 
that holy place, were {lain even as they offered ſacrifice, and fo imbrued the Altar withtheir 
blood, which all the Grecks and barbarous people did reverence: and ſtrangers and the 
Prieſts being now prophaned, were forced to be among(t the dead bodies, and the place about 
the Altar ſtood full of blood of menthat were {Jain. © O miſerable City ! What did{t thou 
* ſuffer at the Romans hands, to be compared unto this, although they entered with fie to 
*purge thec from iniquity 2 For nowthou waſt no longer the Houſe of God, neither conldit 
* thou endure being made a Sepulchre of thine Inhabitants, and having by thy Civil Wars 
* made thy holy Temple a grave of dead bodies. Yet maiſtthou once again come into better 
< eſtate, if firſt thou appeaſe Gods wrath that hath made thee deſolate. But I muſt notgive 
*place unto ſorrow, and write a Jamentation of my miſerable Country, ſeeing I haveunder- 
* taken to write a Hiſtory of all thingsthat paſt there. Wherefore T will recount therefidue 
© of theimpiety of thele ſeditious. 

The ſeditious people being divided into three Companies; Fleazar and his followers 
who hadthe keeping of the holy firſt-fruits, and all the ſacred oblations, came againſt Joinl 
when they weredrunk. Andthcy who followed Jobz ipoyling the people, aſſaulted Simon, 
and the City did ſuccour $720. Wherefore when John was aflaulted on both ſides, he turned 
ſome of his Souldiers againſt $720», and the reſt againſt Fleazar, and againſt $3mon he 
uſed darts tocaſt from the Porches of the Temple : and againſt E/leqzar he uſed Engines for 
ſhot.

Tobe 
ſhort, all was conſumed with fireabout the Temple, and the City was made a'plain gro 
rofightin, andall the corn wasburnt that--might have ſufficed the City many years; and 0 
they were takenby famine, which they could-not have.felt, had they themſelves not ca 
it. The Citizens were every place a'prey unto tholethat were {editious on oneſide, 
to themthat beſieged the-City onthe ather;fide, and like agreat body torn in pieces betwerb 
theſe two. The old men and women aſtoniſhed with theſe calamitics, prayed for the gov! 
ſucceſs -of the Romans, and deſired. ſome forreign War to deliver them from their &

he ſhould have : and he was preſent with him 10 all his affairs as his chiefeſt Counſeller, re- 

nowned both for his wiſdom and experience.

Titus riding along the high way that went ſtraight to the 
Walls ſaw no man all the way: but turning aſide towards the tower Pſephios with his horſe.

The Jews ſeeing Titus his va- 
ws Camp. lour, cried and exhorted one another to ſet upon him 3 but whitherſoever he turned, the 
Jews fled, and would not abide by it : likewiſe thoſe Souldiers that were in thelike danger 
with him, came of either ſide him and behind him. For no man had any hope to fave his 
life, but only by making themſelves way with Tits, before they were ſo encloſed and op 
preſſed. So, of two of the moſt valiant amongſt them one was (lain, and his horſe likewiſe: 
the other was ſlain, and his horſe taken by the Jews. And Titus with the reſt of his follow- 
ers came ſafe into the Camp. And the Jews getting the firſt Victory, raſhly took courage, 
and that encouragement being of moment, made them very confident a long time after.

O ſoon as the Legion that was to paſs by Az»mans, was joyned to the reſt of

third all it was twenty four Cubits high, as before. Upon the Wall were three Towers twenty L

g Turrets and Pinnacles. Over the mid(t of this Porch he built another Tower diſtinguiſhed 


into goodly rooms and ſumptuous Baths, that it ſhould not want any thing neceflary for a 
Prince : on the top it was beautified with Turrets and Pinnacles, fo that all its height was 
almoſt fourſcore and ten Cubits : And it reſembled the Tower Pharns at Alexandris, 
wherein continual light is kept to guide the Seamen that fail thither, ſaving that it had a 
greater compaſs then it. And inthis houſe now at this time did Sizzoz lodge, who tyran- 
nized over the people, The third Tower was, according tothe Queens Name, called A44- 
riamme, the Wite of Herod, twenty Cubits high, all ſolid, and other twenty Cubits broad, 


having more magnificent and beautiful houſes and lodgings then the reſt. For the King fo Mukuncts s 
goodly Towe 


thought it meet, that the Tower called dy his Wives name, ſhould be more beautiful then 


the name of a woman. This Tower was in all fifty five Cubits high. 

Notwithſtanding theſe three Towers were of ſuch height, yet by reaſon of their ſituation 
they ſeemed far higher : for the old Wall whereupon they were built was placed upon bigh 
ground,and thetop of the hill whereupon they ſtood was above thirty cubits high, whereby 
their height was much increaſed. The greatneſs alſo was admirable 3 for it was not ordina- 
ry ſtone which men might bear, but all white marble, whereof every ſtone was twenty Cu- 
bits long, and ten Cubits broad, and five Cubits thick, and they were ſo coupled one to ano- 
ther, that every ſtone by it ſelf ſeemed a Towerzand ſo cunningly conjoyned by workmens 


hands, that every tower ſeemed one ſtone. And theſe were placed on the North fide of the The Kings ; 
A City z and adjoyning to them within the City, was ſituate the Kings Palace , ſurpaſſing all Oe 

that can be ſpoken of it : which for greatneſs and excellent work may be compared to all 

that were in the world.It was compaſled about with a wall thirty cubits high,and adorned 


with goodly Towers round about, every one of like diſtance from other, beautified with 
dwelling bouſes and lodgings for a hundred of the Nobility. The variety of the marble it 
was built withal, was admirable, for all ſorts being there uſed that were never ſo rare to be 
found - and the tops of theſe houſes for the length of the beams and the beauty thereof 
paſſed all credit; and the multitude of rooms, and diveriity of buildings, all filled and 
adorned with houſhold-ſtuffe and furniture. And in every room there were many Veſlcls 
of gold and ſilver, and many porches round about,one anſwerable unto another,and Pillars 


Ein every one. And there were many pleaſant walks repleniſhed with divers trees, and many 


walking places,or allies,all beſet with conduits that ſpouted up water on high, and ciſterns 
full of 2908 images, from which ran out water, and about the water many Dove-houſes 
full of tamePigeons.Bur it is impoſſible ſufficiently to declare the riches and beauty of the 


Kings Palace; and a grief to thiok what goodly things, and how rich,the thieves did there The kings 


. it Palace burnt 
ſet on fire : for theſe things were not burnt by the Romans, but by the feditious thieves rc erred 


(as is before ſaid) at the beginning of this rebellion, who conſumed all with fire, even from 
the Caſtle 4-tonia from whence the firecame, and deſtroyed the Kings Palace , and the 
Covers and tops of the three Towers. The Temple was, as is before ſaid, built upon a hard 
Mountain, and at the firſt, the Plain upon the top thereof was ſcarcely big enough tocon-

Pillars twelve Cubits thick. And all other Gates were of like greatneſs, but that which 
was covered with Corinthian Braſs, which was the entrance into the place allotted for the þ - 
women, and opened into the Eaſt Gate of the Temple, doubtleſs was bigger then therelt : 

' forit was fifty Cubits high (the Gates whereof were fourty Cubits) and was more richly 
adorned then the reſt : for the cover of gold and filver was thicker then it was in the reſt, 
which Alexander Tiberius his father had melted, to cover all the nine Gates. And there were 
15 ſtairs, that went from the Wall that ſeparated the women, unto the great Gate of the 
Temple : for theſe ſtairs were ſhorter by five degrees, then thoſe that went toother Gates. 

The faeres The Temple it ſelf was ſituated in the midſt of all, to wit, the holy Sanftuary, and ha 
Sanftuary. twelve ſtairstogounto it. The forepart whereof was in height and breadth a hundred 
Cubits: and behind, it was fourty Cubits outright : and before it, was as 1t were tWO 
ſhoulders on each fide rifing up in height twenty Cubits. The firſt Gate hereof was ſe-y þ 
venty Cubits high, and twenty five wide, and had no door : for it ſignified that Heaven w3 
ſpread all over, and might beſecn in every place : and all the foreparts were guilded with 
gold, and all the firſt building did appear and might be ſeen without, and all that was with- 
io and about the Gate gliſtered with gold.

On cach ſideof the lowet 
Temple, there were many lodgings and doors to paſs into, every one of them having three 
roofs one above another 3 aud there was a gate which led unto both fides of the Temple, 
and unto theſe rooms: but the higher part of the Temple had not the like rooms on each 
fide, and therefore it was made ſo much narrower then the other, yet was it higher then it 
by 40 Cubits, neither was 1t ſo gorgeous as the lower. For the whole height was 100 Cubits, 
and the ground thereof 60. The outermoſt part was ſo curious and richly wrought, that it The outward

Herod, toſhew the greatneſs and magnificence of his mind. For firſt of all the Rock at the 
foot thereof was Md with thin and ſlender ſtones like ſlates. Which did both adorn 
it, and would alſo eaſily flide down if any one walked uponthem. Before the Battlements 
of the Fort there was a Wall three Cubits high, within which the Caſtle 4zton34 was built z

out of theſe two higheſt, one might have perfect view of the whole Temple. Where it 
joyned tothe Porchesof the Temple, there was on cither ſide of it a pair of ſtairs for the 
Souldiers to come down out of it intothe Temple. For always the Roman Souldierslodg- 
ed there, and guardedthe Temple in Armour upon feſtival days, leſt the people ſhould at-K 
tempt any Rebellion or Sedition. For the Temple was a Caſtle to keep the Town inawe, MW 
and the Caſtle 4ztoia to overthrow the Temple: there alſowere placed the Souldiers ; 
likewiſe in Herods Palace, which ſerved for a Caſtle over the higher part of the City. The 
Hill Bezetha was divided-from the City, as is before mentioned : which being the higheſt of 
all, was joynedto part of thenew City, which did obſcure the view of the Temple on the 
North-fide. And thus Thavehere ſpoken ſufficiently of the City, and the Wall in this place, 
becauſe we mean hereafter to deſcribe them more at large. 


CHAP. VII. 


How the Jews refuſed to yield, how they aſſaulted the Romans. 


T5 moſt warlike of all the people joyned with $3on, being in number ten thou- 
ſand, beſide the 1dzmears: and thoſe ten thouſand had 50 Captains of their own 
fellows, yet all ſubje& unto $7207. The 1dumeans that took his part were five thou-

50 
theſe warring one againſt another, the people was their booty, and the multitude that wereN 
p notſeditiousas they were, was their prey. $im0x kept the higher part of the City, and the 
greater Wall even unto Cedroz 3 and all that part of the old Wall which is between $zloa, 2 
the Palace of AMonobazus, who was King of Adiabena, that liethbeyond the River Euphrates - 
he alſo kept all the Hill 4cr« (which is the lower part of the City) unto Helezas Palace, who 
was Monobazas his Mother. But Jobr kept all the Temple and the ſpace aboutit, 0ph/s, 
and the valley Cedror : and that which was between theſe two places which Simon and 
kept, was all conſumed with fire, and madea place to fight in. .

4 oa 
for Nicanor was very eloquent.Ceſar perceiving their minds,and thatthey would not abſtain the left ſhoul- 
from him,who perſwaded them to that which was moſt expedient for them, was now moved, 
and began earneſtly to beſiege them: and ſo he permitted his Souldiers to waſte all the ſub- 
urbs,and to gather all the rubbiſh, ſtones, wood, and other matter together, and made there- 
with a Mount. And dividiog his Army into three parts, he diſpoſed of every one what he 
ſhould do, and 1n the mid(t of all upon the Mounts he placed Archers, and before them en- 
gines for ſhot, wherewithal he bindred the incurſions of his Enemies, leſt they ſhould an- 
noy the work, and alſo did beat thoſe off from the wall, who made any reſiſtance from 
thence. And preſently all trees being cut down, the ſubnrbs appeared naked. Whilſt the 
Romans having gathered the wood together, were buſied ia the work, the Jews were hot 
) idle: and then the people, who were troubled wich murthers arid robberies,did hopeto have 
an end of their miſery ,the ſeditious people being buſied againſt their Enemies-and they now 
hoped that if the Romans did overcome, they might be revenged upon them, Job# (till 
kept where he was, fearing Simon;yet were his followers very earneſt to aſlault the Romans. 
But Sizv0n being next unto the ſiege, did not reſt, but placed all along that part of the wall, 
men with darts, which before were taken from Seſſers Governour of the Romans,and found 
in the Caſtle of Astoria. But the darts did the Jews ſmall pleaſure, by reaſon that few of 
them knew how to uſe them : only ſome who were taught by certain that fled from the Ro- 
mans, could uſe them a little. Yet did they aſſault the Romao ſouldiers that were building The darrs did: 
the Mounts,with arrows and ſtones,and alſo made incurfions upon them by companies, and **< _— 
fougbt with them.But the Roman worktnen were defended by Hurdles that were of pur- they were na 
pole ſet before them and every Legion had ſtrangeand admirable Engines againſt the ex- I 
curſions of their enemy, and eſpecially the Engipes that the tenth Legion had to caſt darts, uſtog << 
and others that caſt ſtones ; which did not only repulſe them, by whom they were aflaulted, 
but alſothoſe that ſtood upon the wall : for every ſtone was a Talent weight, and were ſhot 
more than a furloog, and ſlew not only thoſe that they did firſt ſtrike, but alſo many that 
were ſtricken with the rebougd.But the Jews always eſpied the ſtones before they came(for 
they were white) and ſo avoided them : and they were not only deſcryed by the noiſe they 
made in flying,but they might eaſily be perceived : and by this means the watchmeo in the 
Towers gave warning always whentheſe Eogines were ſhot off, and when the ſtones came, 
crying in their Country language, Theſtone cometh: ſo the Jews upon the walls knowing what 
they meant, avoided the ſtones, and ſo received no barm. Then the Romans deviled to 
black the ſtones with Ink, and ſo they could not be ſeen as they flew, but at opeſtrokeflew 
many. Butthe Jews were not herewith ſorerrificd, that they permittedthe Romans peace- 
ably ro build the Mount, but night and day they biadred them with {iratagems and yalour; 
Now when the Romans had finiſhed their work, the Carpenters meaſured the: ſpace be- 
twin the mounts andthe wals with a Plummet faſtned untoa line, which they caſt from one 
place unto another : for they could not meaſure it otberwiſe, becauſe of the datts caſt from 
{the walls3 and findiog.thatthey had Ram long enough, they ſet thetn up, and 73##e com-

The Romans ſeeing 
what danger might enſue, preſently aſſembled themſelves, both they that were near, and 
thoſe that were far off, The diſcipline of the Romans overcame the fury of the Jews: and 
putting thoſe to flight that firſt met them, they aſſaulted thoſe that oppoſed themſelves a- 
gainſt them afterward, So there began a grievous battel about the Engines 3 the Jews ſtri- 
ving to fire them, and the Romans fighting to hinder themz and a doubtful cry was raiſed 
on both parts,and many in the forefront were {lain on both ſides. But the Jews audacity got 
them the upper hand ; and their fire did ſoniething touch the Engines : and all had been con- 
fumed quite with fire, 'had not the choſen Souldiers that came from Alexandria hindredit, 
who for the opinion that they bad of themſelves did fight ſtoutly ( for they were accounted

Emperour had commanded to be builded three Towers, 50 Cubits high apiece, each 
one upona' ſeveral Mount, that from thence he might the more cafily beat the Enemies from 
off the walls: but one of theſe Towers in the midſt of the night fell down without any af- 
fault. ' And. making a _preat noiſe with the fall, fear fell upon the whole Army 3 who 
{uſpetingthat it came to paſs by ſome ſtratagem wrought by the Jews, every one ran ar 
armed himſelf, and ſo there was a great tumult inthe army : and for that no man couldte 
what the matter was; @ long time, they ſtood as it were all dmazed, every one asking his 
feilow what had hapned.

How Caſtor the Jew derided the Romans. 


H-n Tit#s commanded the Ram to be ſet up againſt the Tower on the North Part of 
the City, wherein a crafty and politick Jew accompanied with ten ten had hid him. 


TT ſelf, all the reſt being fled : this Jew was named Caſtor, Theſe men having lien il! ; 


while there in their armour, arlaſt being afraid, and the Tower beginning to ſhake, they 
ſtart up - and Caſtor ſtretching forth his hand, did as it were humbly crave favour at C2ſar, 
hands,and with a lamentable voice beſought him to ſpare him. Tzt#s ſeeing the mans ſimplici. 1 
ty,as hethought,and perſwading himfelfthat the Jews did now repent them of their enter. 
prize, he cauſed the Ram to ceaſe from battery,and the archers to hold their hands;and with. 
all permitted Caſtor to ſpeak his pleaſure.Caſtor Taid,that he defired to come & make a leagye 
of peace. And Titus anſwered, that he would grant it, if ſo be all the reſt would do 
likewiſe,and that he would preſently confirm a.league of peace between hini and the City, 
Five of Caſtors fellows ſeemed to be willing,and tb requeſt the like; but the other five coun- 
terfeited to withſtand them, crying out aloud; that they would never be ſlaves tothe Ro. 
mans,ſeeing they might die in liberty. Whilſt Caſtor and his fellows were debating the matter, 
the battery ceaſed. In the meantime Caſtor privily ſent word unto Si#20n, willing him whilſt 
the battery ceaſed, to deliberate what was expedient to be done in this neceſlity : for hex 
while would deceive the Roman Emperour,and hold him in fuſpence. And in the mean time 
he ſeemed to exhort his companions,that dented to embrace the kind offer of 77tus: and the

At this time 
one ſtruck Caſtor in the buitock with a dart, and Caſtor pulling it out of his fleſh, ſhewedit 
unto the Emperour, and complained of it, as being injured. Titzs preſently with ſharp 
words correQted him that ſhot it, and forthwith would have ſent Joſeph to promiſe Caſtyr- 
pardon and peace. But Joſeph denied to go,aftirming that Caſtor only diſſembled,and fo hig+ , 
dred his friends that wovid have gone. At laſt one #neaus, who had fled unto the Romang, 
offered himſelf to go. Caſtor invited him, as though he would give him ſomething in token 
of his true meaning. Then Zneas opened the skirt of his garment, thinking Caſtor would 
havecaſt him down ſomething of worth - and when he came underneath the Tower,Caſtor 
took a great ſtone and threw it down upon him; yet hurt him not, becauſe he was aware 
of it, and avoided the ſtone ; but it wounded another ſouldier ſtanding by, Then Cſar 
conſidering this deceit, began ro think that piety and mercy in wars was hurtful, and that 
cruelty was not ſo eafily deceived; and fo being very angry at this deceit, he cauſed the wall 
to be beaten with the Ram more than before. Caſtor and his fellows perceiving the Tower 
to ſhake, they ſer it on fire, and fo paſſed through the flame, and conveyed themſclves 1ntoa 
mine of the tower ; ſo that again the Romans admired their courage, thinking that they 
had burned themſelves. | 

Titus aſſaulting the wall on his part, took it five days after he had taken the fir[t, and 
cauſing the Jews to flye from thence, he accompanied with a thouſand choſen men about 
him, entred in where the woolmen, and copper-ſmiths, and merchant-taylors dw<lr, which 
place was the new City, having enly narrow and ſtrait ways to go unto the wall, And had 
he preſently beaten down a great part of the wall,or according to the laws of arms deſtroy- 
ed what he had gotten, he had obtained the viftory without any loſs on his (ide. Yet now

Joſeph crying thus unto them with tears trickling down his cheeks, the ſeditious were 
nothing moved, but told him that it was not ſafety for them to yield. But the people were 
perſwaded toflie : and ſome ſelling their poſſeſſions and that they had for ſmall prices, they 
did {wallow downthe Gold, for fear the thieves ſhould take it from them. And fo whenthey 
had eſcaped unto the Romans, they emptying their bellies found it again,and ſo had money 


 tobuy themneceſſaries. 7it## alſo permitted many to go away whitherſoever they pleaſed: 


which thing cauſed divers to flie, ſeeing that thereby they were delivered out of their cala- 
mity, which inthe City they abode, and were not forced to ſerve the Romans. But Johr 
and $7407 were as diligent to ſtop the ways,leſt the Citizens ſhould eſcape, as they did hin- 


der the Romans from entring into the City: ſo that whoſoever did but give any ſuſpicion of 


flight,he was preſently by them put to death. The richer fort, whether they ſtayed or fled, 


were {lain for their wealth and poſſeſſions. The famine of the City, andthe delperation of 


the thieves both increaſed alike, every day more and more 3 fo that now there was no more 
corn found. Wherefore the ſeditious perſons brake into the houſes, and ſearched every 
corner for to find corn; and if after their ſearch they found any,then they did beat the owners 


c for denying it at the firſt ; and if they found none, they tortured the houſholders, as having 


more cunntingly hidden it. And whoſoever was yet ſtrong of body, and well liking, him 
they preſently killed ; for hereby they deemed him to have ſtore of food. or elſe he ſhould 
not have been in ſo good plight of body as he was. And they that were pined with tamine, 


were by theſe barbarous ſeditious people ſlain, who eſteemed it no offence to kill them, who 


would ſhortly after diethongh they were left alive. Many beth rich and poor ſecretly ex- 


changed all that they had for one buſhel of corn, and preſently ſhutting themſelves in the 


{ecreteſt room of their houſe,ſome of them did eat the corn as it was,unground: others,made 
bread thereof as neceſſity and fear required. No man in the whole City fate down to cat 
his meat on a Table, but greedily takiog it not boiled from the fire, they even raw as it was 


| did eat it. 


Moſt miſerable was this manner of living, and a ſpeCtacle which none without tears was 
able to behold 3 for the (trongett (till got the molt, and the weakeſt bewailed their miſery : 
for now famine was the greateſt calamity they endured. And nothing doth arm men more 
than ſhame; for duriog this famine, no reverence was had towards any man : for Wives took 
the meat even out of their Husbands mouths,and children from their Parents, and Mothers 
even from their infants, which was the moſt lamentable thing of all. No body had now any 
compaſſion,neither did they ſpare their deareſt infants, but ſuffered them to periſh even in 
their arms, taking from them the very drops of life, Yet could they not eatthus in ſuch fe- 
crefie,but preſently ſome came to take away from them that whereon tizey ted, For it many 


E place they ſaw any door ſhut, preſently hereupen they conjectured that they in the houſe 


wereeating meat, and forthwith breaking down the doors they c2me 1n3 and taking them by 
the throat, they took the mear already chewed, and ready to be ſwallowed down. The old 
men were driven away, and not permitted to keep and defend their food from being taken 
from them : the women were drawn up and down by the hair of the head, for that they hid 
between their hands ſome part of their meat, and would not forgoit. No pity was now re- 
maining, neither to old age nor infancy, but they took young babes eating, their mouth fall 
of meat, and not permitting it tobe taken out of their mouths, and threw them agatiaſt the 
ground. Now if any one had prevented theſe thieves, and eaten their meat before tiey could 
come at them, then they were more cruel ; and the rather ſo much more tyrannoufly hand- 
led, as having committed ſome greater offence againſt rhem. They alſo deviſed moſt bar- 
barous and cruel torments to extort food from others : for they thruſt ſticks or ſuch like into 
the cavity of mens yards,and ſharpthorny rods into their fundaments: and it is abominable 


to hear what the people endured to make them confeſs one loaf of bread, or one handful of 


corn which they had hidden. | = 
Theſe miſcreants did not yet for all this feel either hunger or thirſt:for then theſe their im- 
picties had been moretolerable but they didit only to exerciſe their cruelty, preparing liz 
days food for themſelves aforchand. Wherefore meeting ſuch as had eſcaped the Roman 
watch iothe night,and gone 1oto the fields to gather weeds or berbs, when they again came 
.1atothe City, and thought they had now eſcaped the danger of their Enemies; they a 
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rook from them the herbs they had gotten with the hazard of their lives, denying to give C 
them any ſmall part of that, for which they had undergone ſuch danger: and they required 
them for Gods ſake to do it, yea they thought it a benefit, it being thus robbed and ſpoiled 
they did not alſo periſh by the ſwords of theſe wiſcreants, Theſe calamities the baſer ſort of 
people endured at the hands of the common ſouldiers - but the Nobles and chief men of the 
City were led unto the Tyrants, and accuſed before them of betraying the City unto the Ro. 
mans and (lo by ſome torged treaſon or other put to death. And many times their ſuborteq 
accuſers would teſtifie againſt them, that they purpoſed to flye unto the Romans, Ang 
thoſe that Sizzon robbed, he ſent unto John; and thoſe that John ſpoiled,he ſent unto Simpy: 
and ſothey did as it were one drink unto another the blood of the people, and divide their 1 
dead carcafles between them3 inſomuch that they diſagreed only for their deſire of rule and 
domination : but both conſpired ro do miſchief and commit iniquity. For he that did not 
give tothe other part of that which by cruelty he had extorted trom the miſerable Citizens 
was accounted impious - and he that received oot part, did now grieve as ſuſtaining loſs, in 
not having a ſhare in cruelty and impiety. 

[ amnot able to recount all their inzquities : but briefly, I think that never any Cit 
endured the like, nor never any people ſince the memory of men were fo cruel and barba- 
rous : and finally, to the Intent that their impiety unto ſtrangers might ſeem the leſs, they 
ſpake evil of the Nation of the Hebrews,and curſed them, and openly confeſſed themſelves 
to beſlaves, people of divers Countries,united together in wickednels, baſtards and abox. | 
tives of their Nation. They overthrew the City, and forced the Romans (though againſt 
their wills) to accept of this ſorrowtul and heavy victory, and almolt drew the hire intothe 
Temple, as though it ſtayed from it too long. Neither did they weep or lament, when they 
ſaw the higher part of the City on fire ; but many among the Romans did with ſorrow be- 
hold that fight which we will ſpeak of hereafter, where we willdeſcribe the event of that 
bulineſs, 
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Of the Jews that were crucified, and the Rampires burnt. 


£ (he mounts and Rampires that 7itws built, did greatly advantage him : and although I | 
LL his fouldiers endured ſome loſs by the Jews who were upon the wall, yet heſent 
part of his horſemen, and commanded them to lay wait for the Jews that came out of 
the City into the Vallies to fetch food : and amongſt rhem were alſo ſome fighting meo. 
For now that which they could rob and take from the Citizens, was not ſufficient for all 
of them : yet the greater part of them were poor people, whodurlſtrot flie umio theRo- 
mans, for fear that ſome harm ſhould thereupon .betide their deareſt friend, not induring 
to leavethem behind to be murthered by the thieves. Famine did now embolden themto 
go forthof the City; and now it only remained for them to go forth privily , and be taken 
.by the Enemies. And being taken, neceſſity forced them to fight for fear of turments; 
for they pow thought it too late to requeſt mercy : after the fight, they were beaten and 
tortured all ways poffible, and then crucified before the City walls. Tit#s deemed this cala- 
mity moſt miſerable : for every day 500 Jews and ſometime more were taken and yet did 
he not think it expedient rodiſmils ſo great a multitude, nor to keep them who would be 
asa guard of guards. But the principal point for which he did not hioder this, was, that by I | 
this ſpe&tacle he might terrific the Jews, and make them fear to ſuffer the like, except they | 
did quickly render themſelves and the City unto him. Wherefore the ſouldiers for a hatred 
which they conceived againſt our Nation, crucified all they took, one after one faſhion, 2 

another after another, in derifiov. And the multitude of the captives was now ſo great, that 
there remained no more ſpace to ſer croſſes in, nor any more croſſes to crucifie bodies upob.! 
But the ſeditious Jews within the City were fo far from relenting by this maſſacre , that 


the multitude : for they carried the kindred of them that had fled unto the Romans to the 
thoſe were uſed that fled unto the Romans + the ſame 
Gght they alſo ſhewed unto them that deſired peace; affirming that they whom the Romab! 
had ſo uſed, werethoſe that fled unto them for ſuccour,and not captives by them taken. TW 
terrified many who defired to flie unto the Romans, from effeCting their defire z till luc 
time asthe truth hereof was known. Yet ſome preſently went boldly unto the Romans, a5! 
wereintending to ſuffer death and torment at their hands, accounting that death coming 


unto them by their Enemies hands, was far more tolerable than the famine they o_ 
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Hereupon Tit#s cut off many of the captives hands, and fo ſent them into the Cir unto 
Simon and Jobn, that their Calamity might teſtifie them to be c3 ptives, andnot ſuch as had 
fled and yielded unto the Romans, willing to admoniſh them at leaſt now to yield, and not 
compel bimto deſtroy the City : telling that in ſo doing, evennow at laſt they ſhould fave 
their own lives, Country,and Temple,which had not the like in all the world : and he con- 
tinually went about the Rampires haſtniog the workmen io their buſineſs, as though he 
preſently meant to effect that in deeds, which in words he had ſpoken. The Jews that ſtood 
upon the walls, curſed both him and his Father, reviling them, and affirming that Aey con- 
temned death 3 and that they did chuſe rather to die, than to become bond-ſlaves: and that 
whilſt life laſted, they would as much as lay in them harm the Romans, neither heging care 


} of themſelves nor of their Country 5 which Ceſar ſent them word were both preſently to 


periſh. Moreover, they ſaid that the whole world was a Temple dedicated to God, far 
more excellent than that of theirs, which notwithſtanding ſhould be conſerved by him that 
dweltinitz whoſe help they alſo enjoying, would deride all his threatnings, which could 
not come to paſs, God being the end of all. And thus opprobriouſly they exclaimed againlt 
the Romans, 

Atthis time arrived alſo Antiochns Epiphanes,and with him many armed men; and beſide 
them, guarded with a company called the Macedonians, who were of like age 53 and little 
older than young men, in their youth all trained upin arms, and armed after the Macedo- 
nan manner,whereof alſo they took their name: yet for the moſt part not able to anſwer the 
expectation that men had of the Macedonians. For the King of Comagene was the moſt 
fortunate and happy of all Kings that were ſubje& unto the Roman Empire, till ſuch time 
as he felt the frown of Fortune: who in his aged years ſhewed that none ought to be ac- 
counted happy before his death : he yet flouriſhing, his ſon(ſaid be)marvelled that the Ro- 
mans did delay fo long to aſſault the City, & entered the battered walls (for this young man 
was a fine warriour, and of exceeding ſtrength, to the which he truſted too muchyſo that he 


. did many things raſhly. ) Titus hereat ſmiled, and anſwered, that that was a labqur not only 


for the Romans, but for all iv common. After he had ſaid thus, preſently this young man 


Antiochn3, as he was accompanied with his Macedonians aſſaulted the wall,and himſelf with 
bis ſtrength and dexterity avoided the darts of the Jews,and caſt his darts at them : but all 


bis young men(only a few excepted)were there ſlain: for aſhamed of their boaſting ſpeech- 
es, they continued longer in fight than it was expedient for them : at laſt , many being 
wounded retired themſelves, now perceiving the Macedonians to win a victory had need of 
Alexanders fortune. The Romans the twelfth day of May, began to build their Rampires : 
and-Jabouring full ſeventeen whole days, with much ado they ended them the nine and 
twentieth day of the ſaid Month, For they builded four moſt huge Rampires, one of them 


over againſt Antonia, which was built by the fifth Legion oppoſite to the midlt of the Stru- 


thian waters: another was builded by the twelfth Legion, twenty Cubits diſtant from the 
other. But the tenth Legion, which was of more account than the two former, erected a 
mount oppoſite to the Pond called Amygdalon on the North-fide : and the fifteenth Legion 
made the fourth, thirty Cubitsdiſtznt trom the other, over againſt the Monument of the 
Bigh Prieſt Jobs. 470 ; 
The Mounts being thus finiſhed, John undermined that which was over agaiolt A#tonia, 
ind underpropped it with poſts of wood,and filling the mine with wood, bitumen and pitch, 
he fired it : ſo the poſts that held it up being burnt, the Mine fell, and the Mount alſo with 
a hideous noiſe fell into it : and firſt of all there aroſe a great ſmoak and duſt, for the mines 


did cover the flame at laſt the fire having conſumed the matter that covered it; the flame 


dearly appeared. The Romans at this ſudden and'unexpetted exploit were amazed, being 
rieved at it: ſothat thereby thoſe who before made account of the victory, as though 1x 

xd been theirs already; began to deſpair: Two days after Simon and his affociates did ſet 
upon theother Ratnpires : tor thereon were planted Rams, wherewith the Romans began, 
to beat the wals. Amongſt the reſt, acertain man named Tepthens of Garſus a City of Gali- 
lee, and Megaſſarns,one of Queen Mariammes ſervants, and with them one of Adiabena the 
fon of Mabatens, who for his fortune was natned Agiras, which ſignified lame : theſe three 
taking fite-brands, ran unto the Engines, and there was none found inall the Roman Ar- 
wy more valiant than theſe men, nor more terrible : for they rat amidlt the throng of their 


Enemies fo boldly, as though they had gone amongſt their friends,and never made avy ſtay,

but breakidg through the midlt of theit Enemies, they fired theit Engines : abd oc 
ſtandivg that ov every fide they wete aſſaulted with darts'and arrows 3 yet id they 
give back; oor ſeek to avoid the danger; tilt ſuch time as the fire had taketi tiold of = : 
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ines. Theflame mounting on high, the Romans now came runniog out of their Camp tg 


ing with them that ſought to quench the flame,nothiog ſparing their own Bodies. The Ro- 
mans began to draw away the Rams, their ſhelters being fired. And the Jews amidſt the 
flames ſought to keep them there: yet for all this the Romans ſaved their Rams, Frog 
thence the fire caught hold of the rampires, and thoſe that would have prevented it were 
burned : and the fire ſoincreafed, that it could not be extinguiſhed 3 ſo the Romans now eq. 
vironed with a flame, and deſpairipg to reſcue their works, retired themſelves into their 
Camp, and left them on fire. But the Jews were ſo much the more earneſt,their number (jj 
encreaſing,by new ſupplies comiog out of the City : and ſoencouraged by this their viftory 
they raſhly adventured unto the Romans Camp,and aſſaulted the guard there. Which guard 
was a company placed round about before the Camp in Armour z and there was a law made 
that whoſoever of them forſook his place, he ſhould loſe his life: ſo that they eſteeming ra- 
ther to die a glorious death, than ignominiouſly to ſuffer a penal puniſhment, reſiſted very 
valiantly : ſo that many that had fled retired themſelves back again to fight, both for ſhame 
that they had forſaken their place, and for fear of puniſhment thereof : and placing Engines 
upon the rawpire of their Camp, they hindred the Jews from iſſuing out of the City agy 
more: forthey came out unarmed,having nothing to defend their bodies withal. For the 
Jews fought with whomſoever they met; and raſhly running amongſt their Enemies Pikes, 
they (truck them with their fiſts. For the Jews prevailed more by their hardineſs, than by 
their deeds : abd the Romans fled more for the Jews boldneſs, than for any harmthey (u- 
ſtained by them. | 

Then 7zt#s came from Antonia, where he had been to view a place to build another ram- 
pie, and he greatly blamed the Sonldiers, who having gotten their Enemies walls, did now 
ſuffer themfelves to be in danger in their own wallsz and now forced to abide that , which 
firſt the Jews did ſuffer, being now as it were broken out of Priſon 3 and ſo he with certain 
choſen men aſſaulted the Enemies on one fide3 and they, though ſtricken upon the faces,yet 


© did they not give back, but ſtoutly reſiſted him « and ſo joyning the battel, the duſt was ſo

ed by the Romans, they would devile ſome ſecret ways, both urged thereunto y neceflity, 


thick, that none could fee one another, nor any hear what was ſaid for the cries and noiſe,ſo 
that now no man could diſcern his friends from his foes. The Jews perſiſted ſtill inthe bat- 
tel, not for that they truſted to their force, or thereby prevailed, but becauſe they were de- 


ſperate. The Romans on the other part took courage, and fought ftoutly for ſhame, and * 


for that Ceſar himſelf was in danger amongſt them. So that I think, that had not the Jews 
retired themſelves into the City, the fury of the Romans had then conſumed the whole 
wultitude. The Romans were now forrowful for the loſs of their rampires, who in one 
hour had loft that, which with ſuch labour and ſo long time they had been making : and 
many of their Engines being now diſplaced, they deſpaired to take the City. 


CHAP. XIII 
Of the wall which the Roman Army built about Jeruſalem in three days ſpare. 


Itus now deliberated with his Captains what was to be done; and they that were 

moſt forward amongſt them, thought it beſt with all the whole Army to aſlaultthe 

walls : for that as yet the Jews had only fought with one part of the Army, but they wete 
not able to withſtand the force of the whole Army, but would be all conſumed with darts 
and arrows, The wiſer ſort again perlwaded Titus to build Rampires : but others coun- 
{clled the contrary, to hold themſelves quiet there, and only to keep all places about, that 
no food ſhould be conveyed into the City, and fo famiſh the City, and never fight with 
the Enemy. For that the Jews being now deſperate, and defiring to be ſlain, would not be 


overcome by force ; or it not, to ſlay others, which was worſt of all. But Tit#s thought ita 


ſhame to lie there idle with ſo huge an Army, and do nothing 5- yet he deemed it ſuperfluous 
to fight with them who would willingly fight to be ſlain;and he could vot make any mounts, 
becauſe he wanted matter, and it was molt difficult of all to guard every place about the 
City, that nove could go forth, for that it could not be beleaguered round on every (ide, 
by reaſon of the difficult places and huge compaſs thereof, fearing alſo the dangers that ſo 
might enſue, the Jews iſſuing out of the City. For the Jews ſeeing their open ways all gu 


and alſo becauſe they knew all places thereabout very well. And if ſo be that the Jew 


ſhould ſecretly effe&t apy thing to prejudice them, that thentheir fiege was like to continne

EM T laſt, $;-704 having tormented Matthias, put him to death, notwithſtanding, that by 
ry againſt Mat- his means he had obtained the City.

Wherefore calling him be- 
fore the people, he accuſed him that he did favour the Romans, and ſo condemned himto 
die, not ſuffering him to clear himſelf; and pur to death likewiſe his three ſons with him, 
for the fourth was before this time fledunto Titzs. Matthias requeſted $320» that hemight 
be put to death before hisſons : but 8720, in regard that by his means he had gotten the 
City, cauſed him to be executed laſt of all. And fo he was killed uponthe murthered bo- 
dies of his ſons, ina place wherethe Romans might behold him : for ſo £720» commanded 
| Ananus his Executioner who was the ſon of Bamadus. This man was the molt cruel of all

Here was one J«lian, a Centurion, born in Bithynia, of good parentage, who (as my ſelf Jallas's 

well knew) was moſt valiant of all, bothin ſtrength of body and skill, and courageous rude, 2s 
mind. T his Jzl;2z, ſeeing now the Romansto have the worlt ( ſtanding by Titus in Antonia) 
he preſently leapt down, andall alone purſued the Jews who had the victory, into the inner 
Temple. And the whole multitude fled, deeming him by his force, and coura ge, not tohave 


| been a man. But he amongſt the mid(t of them, flew whomſoeverhelight on, one of them 


for haſte caſting down another. So that this his deed ſeemed admirable to Ceſar, and terri- 
ble to his Enemies. Yet did that deſtiny befall him which no man can eſcape; for having his 
ſhoes full of ſharp nails, as other Souldiers have, running upon the pavement, he flipt and 
fell down, his Armour inthe fall making a greatnoiſe : whereat his Enemies. who before fled —_ 
now turned againupon him. . Thenthe Romans in Artoria fearing his life. cryed out : but the on the pave- 
Jews many at once {truck him with ſwords and ſpears. Andhe Tfended many blows with his 
ſhield, and many times attempting toriſe, they ſtruck him down again: yer as he lay , he 
wounded many 3 neither was he quickly ſlain, becauſe all parts of his body , which bein 
wounded might cauſe preſent death, were armed, and ſhrunk irrhis neck a long time till the 
reſt of his body being cut off, and noman helping him, his {trength failed : Ceſar was very 
ſorrowful to ſee a man of fo great force and fortitude lain in the fight of ſuch a multitude : 
and that the place wherein he was, hindred him from helping J#l;ar : and others that might 
have helped him, durſt not for fear. 
Atlaſt, when Jz/:az had along time ſtriven with death, and wounded many of them that , .. 
ſlew him, he was with much ado killed, leaving behind him a renowned memory, not only Jaligns denth 
amongſt the Romansand Ceſar, but alſoamongſt his Enemies. Then the Jews took his dead 
body, and beat back the Romans, and ſhut them in Artoria. In this battel one Alexas and

CHAP. IV.

and make anealie entrance for the whole Army : he called Joſeph unto him (for he un- 
der{tood, that day being the ſeventeenth of Jaly, that the Jews were wont to celebrate a cer- 
tain Feaſt to God, which they called Ertelechiſmmns, and that it was not ſolemnized for want of 
men 3 ſo thatthe people greatly mourned therefore) and again commanded himto tell Johr: 
that whereof before he had fent him word, to wit, thatif he deſired to fight, he ſhould have - ©... , ;+ 
liberty to come with what multitude he pleaſed; ſothat the City and the Tem ple might not Vetuny Se, 
both periſh with him, willing him now to deſiſt from prophaning the holy place, and from we Jews.

Then Joſeph with a loud voice cryed out, True it is, you have kept it pure and unpropha- 
ned for God, and the holy things you have kept inviolate, neither haſt thou committed any iniqui- 
ty againſt him, fiom whonr thou expeiteſt help, but haſt offered ſolemn ſacrifice unto hins. 
If any mar ſhould take from thee thy daily food, no doubt thou wouldeſt account hin thy enemy: 
Canſt thouthen hope that God, whom thou haſt deprived of daily ſacrifice , will aſſiſt thee in theſe

Alſohe himſelf would have gone down with them armed; but his friends, and the bids them 
Captains about him , foreſeeing the great danger he might fall into, would not permit him: ot ug 
affirming, that he might domore good fitting in 4»torza, and encouraging the Souldiers that 
fought, thenif he ſhould go and endanger himſelf: for every man being in the view of 
the Emperour, would fight more couragioully. Titzs was herewith perſwaded, telling the ſonl- 
diers that the only cauſe he went not with them was this, that he ſtayed behind to view and 
judge every ones valour and virtue, andto theintent that noone behaving himſelf valiant- 
ly ſhould go away unrewarded, nor any coward eſcape unpuniſhed, but that he himſelf 
would be a beholder of every mans vertue, and a witneſs thereof, who was their Lordeither 
to reward or puniſh. 

Then went he unto a watch-tower in Artonza, from whence he beheld what was done. 
But they whom Titus ſent did not find the Watchmen aſleep, as they hoped, but with a cry, 7itus beholgs 
aſſaulted the Romans that came againſt them : and at this noiſe they awaked their fellows, froma win- 
who came in whole companies toaſhiſt them, and made excurſions upon their enemies.

came into her houſe and took it away : whereat the woman greatly moved, curſed them,

pet no more, and famine invaded her, with rage and anger more than danger. Wherefore 

y rage andneceſlity ſhe was compelled to dothat which Nature abhorred, and taking her 

The mothers ſon unto whom ſhe then gave ſuck 3 © O miſerable child (quoth ſhe) in War, Famine, and 
nee <« Sedition, for which of theſe ſhall I keep thee?

Then Ceſar before his men retired (behotding the fight from 
Antonia) with certain choſen horſemen came to ſuccour them : whoſe force the Jews.not 
ſuſtaining, but the firſt of them being ſlain, the reſt fled: and the Romans departipg, they 
returned and fonght againſt them 3 and when the Romans returned again, preſently they 


fled till about the fifth hour of the day, the Jews were forced to betake themſelves into the 


Temple, and there they were ſhut up. Then Tit#9 returned into Antonia, purpoling the next | 


day to aſlault them with all his Army,and win the Temple. But the ſentence of God had 
already determined,that it ſhould be conſumed with fire : and now the fatal day was come 
after many years, which was the tenth of Agft : upon which day alſo, the King of Babylon 
did once before fire it, yet was it now firſt ſet a tire by our own Country-men, who were in- 
decd the cauſe thereof. For the ({<ditious being quiet till Tzt## was departed, . then again 
they aſſaulted the Romans, and fo fought with the Guard that were without the Temple, 
labouring to extinguiſh the flame; who putting the Jews to flight, came untothe Temple. 


CHAP. RX. 


How the Temple was burnt againſt the will of Titus, 


Hen a certain Souldier who expected no Command , nor feared to do ſo execra- 

K bieaFad, moved with ſome divine fury, and lifted up by his fellow, took in his 
hand a flaming Firebrand, and caſt it into the Golden-Gate which entred into the Rooms 
on the North part of the Temple, and the flame preſently aroſe : which cauſed a great 
cry amongſt the Jews, expreſſing their calamity, and every one haſted to extinguiſh the 
fire z now neither accounting of their lives nor forces, haviog loſt that for which they fo 
fought. News thereof was preſently brought unto Tits, by one whocame from the fight, 
who then was reſting in his Tabernacle, and he preſently aroſe and ran unto the Temple to 
binder the fire, and all the Captains after him 53 whereat the Souldiers being terrified fol- 
lowed, and there aroſe a great cry and tumult in that Army being unordered. Ceſar 
both with his voice and hand made a fign unto the Souldiers that were fighting, to quench 
the fire. But they did not hear him, there was fo great a noiſe, neither did they perceive 
the fig he had made unto them with his hand, becauſe that ſome were diſtrafted with 
fight, others with anger : and the Souldiers iflued in, not reſtrained either by commands 
or threatniogs, but every one went whither fury carried him : and rhronging together at the 
entrance, many prefſed one another to death 3 and many being amongſt the fiery ruines of 
the Gallerjes, periſhed as miſerably as thoſe that were overcome. When they came unto the 
Temple, every one counterfeited himſelf not to hear Ceſars command , and ſo exhort 
his fellows that were before him to fire the Temple. The ſeditious now had no hope 
withſtand them, .but either fled or were (lains and many unarmed and unable. pe 
whereſoever they were found, were (lain: ſothat about the Altar were an innumerablecon

But their fury andthe rage of War, and the hatred they bare againſt the Jews, overcame in 


them all Ceſars commands, and fear of them that forbade them. Many were incited foto do, 


J hoping for ſome booty, thinking that all the Temple within was full of money, becauſe they 


ſaw the Gates of gold. Moreover, a certain Souldier, when Ceſar ſought to quench the 
fame, fired the Polts about the doors: and preſently the flame appearing within, Ceſar andthe 
Captains departed, and ſo every one ſtood looking upon it, and no man ſought to extinguiſh 


JT it. Thus the Temple was burnt againſt T;zt#s his will. And although every man will judge 
ita lamentable caſc, in ſuch a building ſurpaſling all that ever was ſeen or heard of, both in

Hen the Temple was thus conſumed with fire, whatſoever the Souldiers found 
therein, they carried away, and put all to the Sword that were 1n it, which 
was an infimte number: neither did they ſhew any pity to old age, or infants: but 
old, young, Prieſts and common people, all were (lain without reſpect, and all ſorts of peo- 
ple taſted the calamity of War, whether they reſiſted, or intreated for mercy. Andnow The cry and 
the fame encreaſed, which grieved even them that were yiclding up the Ghoſt : and by coviing of _- 
preafon of the height of the Hill, and the building together, one would have thought the Jews. 
whole City had beenion fire. Then a moſtlamentablecry wasraifed between the Roman 
Legions, and the ſeditious now invironed with fire and ſword, and of the people that were 
taken in the higher part of the City, and had fled unto the Romans, lamenting their cala- 
mity 3 and they of the City anſwered the cryes and tears of them in the Hill, andmany 
whoſe Eyes death by Famine had already cloſed, took ſtrength a whileto bewail the Temple, 
which they now opening their Eyes beheld on fire. The Country beyond Jordar, and the 
Mountains about did eccho with their laments: and yet the calamities ſurpaſſed that tu- 
mult. For one would have judged the Hill whereon the Temple was fituate, to have been The Temple .

(pred with dead bodies, ſo that the Souldiers ran upon the dead bodies to purſue them that 
tled. Atlaſtthe thieves having driven the Romans without the Temple, they ran into the 
City ;, and the reſt of the people that were left, fled into the outward Porch. And many 
of the Prieſts firſt uſed Spits, and then their Seats made of lead, inſtead of Darts againſt 
the Romans; atlaſt, nothingat all prevailing, and the fire falling upon them, they went unto 
a Wall eight Cubits broad, and thereſtaied. Yettwo of the Nobles, when they might et- = 
ther have fled unto the Romans, and there have been ſaved, or elſe have endured like for- Cn, 
tune with the reſt, they notwithſtanding caſt themſelves intothe fire, and ſo were burnt with to the fire.

T after they were begun, ſome of the Romans placed their Rams and Engines to batter 
them 3 andſomeof theſeditions, who now deſpaired to keep the City, left the walls, and 
fledinto Acra, others hid themſelves mm certain Vaults, and many hindredthe Romans, and 
reſiſted them for placing their Rams againſt the walls, who were overcome by them , be- 
ingboth more in numberthan they were, and alſo ſtronger and more valiant. The Jews 
being now all diſcouraged and ſforrowful , ſo ſoon as any part of the Wall was broken 
down, or ſhaken with the force of the Rams ſtraightways fled, and now the Tyants were 
ſurprized with a greater fear than needed. For even before ſuch time as the Enemies had 
entered the Wall, they ſtood in doubt whether they might flee or no: and they who a 
little before were proud and arrogant MalefaQors, did now tremble and quake, fo that it 
was pitiful to ſeeſucha changeinthem, though they were wicked perſons. And they en- 
deavouredtoaſlail the Wall that Titus had built tocompaſs the whole City withall : but ſee- 
ing themſelves forſaken of all thoſe that were wont to be truſty unto them, every one fled 
whither neceſſity did drive him. Preſently news was brought them that all the Weſt-wall 
of the City was beaten down, others affirmed that the Romans had entered , and that they 
had ſeen the Enemies inthe Towers, fear dazeling their Eyes : and proſtrate on the ground, 
they, bewailed their misfortune; and as though they had been lame, they ſtood {till and 
ſought notto flee. From whence one may chiefly perceive Gods juſtice toward the impi- 
ous, and the Romans fortune 3 for the Tyrants deprived themſelves of their ſtrong holds, 
and voluntarily departed out of their Towers, wherein they could never have been taken 
but by Famine : andthe Romans having fo much laboured at the lower Walls, &i4 how by 
fortune take theſe, which their Engines could never haveſhaken, for there wete three mn- 
expugnable Towers that could not be battered with the Engines, whereof befote we have 
made mention. So the Tyrants having forſaken theſe, or rather being by Gods Will driven 
from thence, preſently they fled untothe Valley $l02: after the fear was paſt, they again 
took heart, and went unto the Wall that was in that place : yet not uling ſuch conrage an 
violence as their need required, they were beaten by the Watchmen that guarded it; their 
ſtrength now failing and wearied with labour, fear, famine, and calamity. And ſome were 
driven one way, and ſome another, and were forced to hide themſelves in Vaults and Sinks. 
The Romans having obtained the Wall, placed their Colours in the Towers, and clapping 
their hands and finging for joy, they cryed , Vitory, finding the end of the War noching 
ſo terrible as the beginning. Yet did they not believe that was the end, becauſe they got 
the Wall without any bloodſhed, but admired, feeing no man did offer to refiſt them. 
Andnow ifluing into every ſtreet, they flew whomfoever they found without any reſpeR, 
and fired Houſes, andall the people that had fled into them, and deftroyed many where- 
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as they entred for to get a prey, and they found whole Families dead, and Houſes fall of $4. notes v 


dead bodies, conſumed by Famine. Thus terrified with that heavy ſight, they departed 
out not taking any thing away, yet for all that they pritied not them Har were left alive, 
but ſlew whomſoever they met , whereby they filled the narrow ftreets fo full of dead bo- 
dies by them (lain, that none could pafſsthat way for them: allthe whole City flowed with 
blood , ſo that many things fet on fire, were quenched with the blood of themthat were 
ſain. At Evening they ceaſed from killing, but all the night long the fire encreafed : and 
ſo in the Morning, which was the Eighttrday of + peanark all was now on fire3 the City 
in the time of the Siege having endured more miſery and calamity, than ever it tecetved 


ſo great, thar all Cities might juſtly envy it, and it no wiſe deſerved fo to be 6pprefſed 
with ſuch miſery, ſave only for that it foftered and bred ſuch impious perſons as wrought 
the overthrow thereof.

He number of all the Captives that were taken during the whole time of War, was 
97000, and the number of all that died and wereflain during the Stege, was 110co00, 
the moſt of them being Jews by Nation, but not inhabitants of that place. For being af- 
ſembled together from all parts to thefeaſt of unleavened bread, preſently andon a ſudden 
they were invironed with War, and firſt of all a Plague fell among them by reaſon of the 
ſtraitneſsof the place, and immediately after, Famine, worſe thanit. And that the Ci- 
; him capable of ſo many men it 1s evident , for that Ceſtzus before numbred them; wha 
eſtrous to ſignifie the flouriſhing eſtate and ſtrength of Jernſaler: unto Nero, who con- 
temned our Nation, requeſted the High-Prieſts, that if poſſibly they could, they ſhould 
number all the people in their City : and that upon the Feaſt of Eaſter, when they killed 
Offerings from the ninth Hour of the day until theeleventh (and to cat a Lamb not fewer 
than ten perſons were aſlembled , for it is not Jawful to feaſt alone, yea, many times 
twenty are ina company ) they numbred 256000 and 500 Oblations or Lambs to be kill- 
ed; ſo thatif wereckon to every Lamb ten men, the number amounts to 2700000 men, 
all purified whole and found: for it was not lawful for any that were Lepers, or had a 
flux of ſeed, nor Women that had the monthly tearms, to eat of that Sacrifice , nor 
for any ſtranger , except he came thither for Religion ſake. And this multitude was aſ- 
ſembled together from other places, and wasthere by the providence of God ſhut up as it 
wereina Priſon. And the City being filled withmenof War was beſieged, that the number L 
of them that were ſlain, paſſed all that ever periſhed, - either by any Plague (cnt from God, or 
by the means of men 3 who were partly openly flain-, partly taken by the Romans : who 
ſearching the Vaults,and opening the Sepulchres, ſpared none they met withall. There alſo 
were found more than 2000, whereof ſome ſlew. themſelves with their own hands, other- | 
ſome kill'd by others, the reſt periſhed by Famine, The ſtink of dead bodies was ſo great,that | 
many minding to goand ſearch the foretaid places, and being entred into them, were forced | 
toretire : yet others forlucreſake treading on the dead carkaſles, ſearched the dead bodies, | 


if they could find any thing 3 for much riches were hid1n the Vaults, and covetouſneſs omit- 


ted no way togain. Moreover, many were takenout from thence, whom the T yrants had 7 i 
bound, whoeven in their extremity. ceaſed not to tyrannize : -yet God plagned them both | 
according to their deſerts: for John beingnow almoſt famiſhed with his brethren in a vault, | 
beſought the Romans toſave hislife.

N thefourth year of Yeſpaſiars Reign,.it hapnedthat Antiochns King of the Comagenes 

with all :his family: fell into great miſery upon. this occafionz Ceſermins Petus Go- 
vemnourot $5ria (either for envy, orfor that indeed it was fo, for it is not well known) 
ſent Letters unto Ceſar, declaring unto him that Artiochns 'was determined to re- 
volt from the Romans , together with his Son Epiphares , and had made a league 
with the King of the Parthians, and that therefore it was neceſſary toprevent them intime, 
leſt thatif they firſt began to revolc. openly, they: might trouble all the Roman Empire x 
with Wars. Ceſar did not neglect theſe mews, forthat the nearneſs bf both the Kings Coun- 
tries oneto another, ſeemed to require that they ſhould be quickly prevented: for $4:0- 


ſatathe greateſt City of Comugenais ſituate upon Exphrates, which might both eafily rc+ 


ceive. the Parthians, and: be a ſtrong hold for them, and alſo there might eaſily paſs over 
the River. - Wherefore Yeſpaſar believing it, permitted himto'do-what he thought cxpe- 

dient: and he forthwith, Artiochus thinking nothing, ſuddenly entred into Comragena, with ] 
the ſixth Legion, and certain other Compamies of footmen, and troops of Horſmen, accom- Þ} c; 
panied with 4riſtobulus King of Chalcis, and Sobemars King of Emeſa, who came to afſliſthim. Jn 
So they entred the Country withoutany hight, fornone of the Inhabitants offered toreſiſt. Y 7

great marvel that Antonins doting ſo upon her,did not fulfil her requeſt. Herod for theſe oc- 2r<ivge- 
cafions haviog builded Maſſada, letr it unfurniſhed at the laſt bulwark for the Romans to 
make war againft the Jews, For the General of the Romans, having now compaſſed all the 
place without it with a wall (as is before ſaid) to the end that none might efcape,he did very 
wiſely, and ſo began to aſlault the Caſtle, finding one only place that would bear amount. 
For behind the Tower, that on the Weſt-fide ſtopped up the paſſyge into the Calle and 
Palace, there was a great rock very large and long, yet not ſo high as Meſſada by 3 hundred 
The rock was called Leyce, which ſignifieth whire. When Sifvs t:ad gotien this There ,ugalipt 
rock, and aſcended it, he commanded his ſouldiers to build a mount thereupon; and they on pie 
chearfully labouring, raiſed a ſudden mount two hundred cubirs high :- by reafon of the co raiſe a |

And as touching thoſe who have undertaken to write 
Hiſtories amongthem, I mean Cadzzus the Mileſian, and Acuſilaxs the Argive, and after him 
if there were any others 3 they were not alive, but very little time before the paſſage of the 
Perſians into Greece. Furthermore, they who among the Greeks were the firſt that intro- 
duced Philoſophy, and the knowledge of Celeſtial and divine things, that is to ſay, PLe- 
recydes the Syrian, Pythagoras and Thales, theſe ail of them confeſs with one accord, that 
being inſtructed by the Egyptians and Chaldecs, they have publiſhed ſome few writings, 
whichare ſuppoſedto be the moſt ancient among the Greeks, andit is hardly believed alſo 
that they were written by them. What reaſontherefore have the Greeks to beſo proud, as 
if there were none but themſelves only who knew the affairs of Antiquity, and could ex- 
atly expreſstheir truth and verity-? Or who cannot calily conjecture by their own Wri- 
ters themſelves, that their writings were only upon here-ſay and ſuppoſition, and that their 


x Yd ſtyle wasonly tied to their vain conjectures? Hence cometh to pals, that intheir Books they 


caviland'reproveone another, and makeno conſcience to maintain and writecontradictt- 
ons in one and the ſame thing, ; 
But it may be ſaid, that I taſk my ſclfto a fruitleſs labour, if I ſhould goabout to inform 
thoſe who are better experienced then my ſelf, in how many points Hellicanns differeth from 
Acuſilaus as tonching the Genealogy : in how many places Acu{ilaus hath correfted Heroda- 
tus; or how Ephorns hath approved that Hellicanus was a lier in the greater part of that 
which he recited. Ephorus hath been reproved byTi-zers; and in general, all they havetaxed 
Herodotus. Neither hath Tizzeus vouchſafed to accord with Artiochns or Philiſtus, or 
Callias inthe Hiſtories of $:cily. Neither have they who have written the Hiſtories of 


it L E Athens, or thoſe who have entreated of the Argoliques, followed others. What need 1 


reckonup thoſe who in particular have entreated of Cities, or of ſuccin&t and fhort matters ? 
whereas in the deſcription of the Perſian War, and thoſe exploits that were performed 
therein, thoſe of greateſt authority are moſtat odds. Thx: ydides is accuſed by ſome for a 
lier in divers places, notwithſtanding that he ſeemeth to have deſcribed the Hiſtory of his 
time moſt exactly. But the cauſes of this diſcord are divers, and it may bethat they who 
ſball narrowly pry into. them, ſhall find more. For mine own part, thoſe two which I ſhall 
here ſet down, 1n my opinion are of greateſt weight. The firlk, and in my judgment-the 
chiefeſt, is, that amongſtthe Greeks, from the beginning they have not been induſtrious to

Grecian. other Nations : all which concurring together, we had no need to traffick with the Greeks, | 


as the Eg;/tiuns and the Phenicians do, who give themſelves to bargaining and merchan- 
dize only for the covetouſneſs of money. Neither were our Anceſtors delighted in thefts 


2nd robberies.nor did our fathers make war upon any Nation, for defire of larger poſleſſions: ! 


Notwithſtanding, our Country was turoiſhed with many thouſands of ſtrong warlike men, 
Wherefore the Phenicians failing unto the Greeks to traftick wirh them, they were thug 


made known unto them, avd by them the Fgyptians, and all other Nations, who ſayling IJ; 
upon the Seas, brought Merchandize into Greece. The Medes alſo and Perſtans were known | 


unto them, after ſuch time as they openly reigned over Aſea, and the Perſfans warred even

mere. fay of the Chlders, who having been Princes over our Nation, and becauſe of their affinity 
and alliance with our Countrymen, have in their Chronicles made mention'of the Jews. Yet 
when I have proved what Inow aver, and refel the {landerous reports againſt vs, 1 will then 
alio ſhew who amongſt the Greeks ſpake of us, that ſo the Greeks!tnay alſo be deprived of 
this ſhiſt and refuge,to excuſe their malicious lies falſly forged againſt our Nation. And firlt 


of all L will begin with the writings of the Egyptians,who as they well know,do nothing at! 


all favourus. Wherefore Maxzethon, an Egyptian born, skilfal inthe Greek'tongue, as by 
Regie. 9" his works appears (for he writ in Greek)compiling a Hiſtory of the cuſtoms andreligionof 
Writer. his fore-fathers, co!le&ed (as -himfelf reporteth) out of the Egypizan holy writings, often 


reprehendeth Herozotns, who being indeed ignorant, did much help the Zeypriams.

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Manethon, in his ſecond Book of the Egyptian Cuſtoms, ſaith thus (I will tet down his own 
words, becauſe I uſe them as a witneſs) We have a King (quoth he) named Times, in 
whole reign God beingangry with us, contrary to all expectation, an obſcure people taking 
courage, came from the Eaſt, and pitching their Tents in our Country , conquered it by 
force, no man refilting them 3 and committing our Princes to bonds, did finally burn our 
Cities, and deltroyedthe Temples of our gods, and behaved themſelves moſt cruelly againſt 
the Inhabitants, killing many of them , and making ilaves of the reſt with their wives and

children : finally, they chole a King amongſt themſelves, who ſhould be then of our Coun- 


tributaries, leaving Garriſonsin ſtro1g holds, and fortifying thoſe places in the Eaſt : Like- 
wiſe, foreſeeing that the Allyriarns were more mighty then he, and would invade his Coun- 
try, he found out in this Frovince a City called $azte fit for his purpoſe, being ſcituate on 
the Eaſt fide of the River Bb.ſ?;s, which by an ancient Divine was called Avaris, he builded 
up this City, and compalled it wth moſt huge Walls, and placed in it two hundred thouſand 
armed mentokeepit. This $a/t;s came in harveſt time, to the intent that he might both 
pay his Souldiers, and be a terrour unto other people, and after he had reigned nineteen 
years, he dyed. | 
Afcer him ſucceeded another King called Beoz, who reigned four and forty years, next 
to him Aphinas, who reignedthirty f1x years and ſeven months, then Aphoſis, who reigned 
threeſcore and one years, and then 1ardas, who reigned fifty years and one month, after 
them alſoreigned 4/7s, nine and forty years and two months ; and theſe fix were the firſt 
Kings amongſt them, ever deſtroying and warring upon the Egyptians, and labouring to 
extinguiſh their race. I his Nation was called Hzcſos, which fignifieth Kings ſhepherds : 
for Hic 1n the ſacred tongue, (igntheth a King, and Sos a ſhepherd or eaFra according 
to the common (ſpeech, and Hzcſos isa compound word, Some ſay theſe people were Ara- 
bians : butin other Copies I find that Hicſos, 1snot interpreted Kings ſhepherds, but ſhep- 
herds that were Capt:ves : for Hic, and Hac alſo when it is pronounced, doth in the 
Egyptian tongue {igntie a Captive; and this latter expoſition ſeemeth to me tobe the trueſt, 
for it 1s more agreeable with the Hiſtory. Wherefore Xfazethor reporteth theſe foreſaid 
Kings and Shepherds to have ruled Fg yp five hundred and cleven years : and after theſe, 
the King of Thebes, and the King of the reſidue of Fg ypt, uniting their forces together, 


ntxY) invadedthe ſaid Shepherds and held on great and long Wars againſt them, and that the 


ſaid Shepherds were overcome by the King Alisfragumthoſis : alſo that then they loſt all 
Eg ypt which he had 1n their power, and that they were ſhut up 1n a placecalled Avaris con- 
taining ten thouſand acres of ground, which as Manethor reporteth, theſe ſhepherds environ- 
edround about witha huge Wall, to the end that all their whole proviſion might be fortt- 
fied, and all the preys which they got, defended. Moreover, that Themoſts ſon of the ſaid 
Alisſragumtpolss endeavoured by force to ſubdue them, and for this cauſe beſieged them 
with four hundred and 80000 armed men : and at laſt deſpairing to take them by liege, he 
covenanted with them that they ſhould ſafely depart out of Fgypt whither they would 3 and 
that they upon theſe conditions together with all their families and goods, and cattel, depart- 
ed out of Fezpt into the Wi'dernels, and fo into 8yria, being in number two hundred and 
forty thouſand, and that fearing the puiſſance of the Aflyrians, who at that time reigned in 
Alfa, they buildeda City inthe Country now called Fdea, which they made fo large, that 
it might receive them all, and this City they called Jeruſalem. Further, the faid Manethor in 
another Book of the Egyptian Affairs faith, that in the holy Writings, he findeth the forefaid 
ſhepherds called Captives, wherein he ſaith moſt true. For our Anceſtors were wont to feed 
cattel, and ſo leading a paſtoral Jife, were called Shepherds, neither are they nnjuſtly called 
Caprives : for our foretather Joſ-ph told the King of Fg ypt that he was a Captive 3 and long 
time after he called his brethren into Fg ypt by the Kings command ; but we will hereafter ex- 
mine this point more [traightly : I will now cite the teſtimony of the Egyptians concerning 
this point, andallo relate the words of 4zzethox touching the time when this befel , who 
ſaith as followeth. _ 

After that the Nation of Shepherds were departed out of Fe ypt unto Jeruſalem , King 
Themois who drave them out of the Land, reigned twenty five years and four months, 
and thendycd : and his fon Chebron ſucceeded him, who reigned thirteen years, and af- 
ter him Amexophis twenty years and ſeven months, next, his liſter 4meſes ane and twenty 
years and nine moaths, then. reigned Mephios twelve: years and nine months, and Mepha+ 
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#:tho7;ewenty five vears and ten months, Therzoſts nine years and erght months, Amenophis G 


thirty years andten months, Crs thirty {ix years and five months, after him his daughter 
Z4ebemeteres, wyelve years and one month, and the brother of Kathotzs nine years, Achenche- 
res twelve vears and five months, another Achercheres twelve ye2rs and three months, Armas 
four ycars and one month, Armeſes one year and four months, Armeſeſmianus threeſcore and 
fix ycars and two months, Amcropis nineteen years and 11x months. Moreover, that Sethoſes 
having madeready a huge Army both of foot and horſe, and alſo a Navy at Seca, left the 
Goverament of Fegypt unto his brother Arz27s, and permitted unto him all other Kingly Au- 
thority, only forbidding him to wear a Diadem, and to oppreſs the Queen, mother tt his 
children, commanding him allo to abſtain from the reſt of the _ Concubines. And 
Sethoſs himſelf went to Cyprxs and Phenicia, againit the Allyrians an 
them all, partly by the ſword, partly by the tear of his power and greatneſs : and being proud 
of allthis his fortunate ſucceſs, he bent himſelf againſt the Eaſtern Country, and deſtroyed 
with fire and ſword the Citics of that place, with whole Provinces : and ſpending much 
time intheſe Wars, hisbrother 4rz:4;5 whom he left in Feypt, did without tear commit all 
that he forbade him to do : tor he oppreited the Queen violently,and daily lay with the reſt 
of the Kings Concubines, and being thereto counſelled by his friends, he put aCrown upon 
his head and rebelled again't iis brother. Alſo that he who was then Chief of the Egyptians 
holy cuſtoms, ſent letters unto Setho/rs, containing all that had happened, and how Armais 
had rebelled againſthim : who returningto Peluſa, came and enjoyedagain his own King- 
dom which by his name was called Feypt : for Marethon writeth that this Sethoſts was named 
Fo yptus, and his brother Armazs Danars. 7 

Thus far 2arethor. out of whom it is evident by computation of the foreſaid times, that 
our Nation was deliyercd out of Feypt, three hundred ninety and three years before Da- 
4##, and inhabited this Country of Judea fo long, before Danaxs came unto Argos : not- 
withſtanding the Inhabitants ot Argos boalt their City 15 molt ancient. Wherefore Mane- 
thon recounteth two things for us out of the Egyptian letters : firſt, that we came from ano- 
ther place tothem, afterwards went ont of their Country again , and that ſo long ago, as it 
was almoſt a thouſand years before the Trojan Wars. Touching thoſe things which ac4- 
zethon profelleth timſelt, not to have gathered out of the Writingsaof the Egyptians, who 
did write out of certain tales and reports, I will hereafter ſhew, how they are alledged with- 
out any reaſon for them. © For I will once again leavethele, and go to the teſtimony of the 
Phoemcians, which they writ concerning our Nation. The I yrians therefore have Chro- 
nicles of very great Antiquity, which they have kept with all diligence, concerning that 
which hath been done among them, and indeed they are worthy of memory. Amongſt 
theſe Records 1t is written, that King Solon built a Temple at Jeruſalem, a hundred forty 
three years and eight months, before the Tyrians erected Carthage. So they have regiſtred 
the building of our I emple, for Hircanxs King of the Tyrians, was our King Solomons friend, 
obligedunto him for his fathers fake, who for this cauſe alſo of his own liberality, gave 
Solomon a hundred and m_ talents of gold towardsthe building of the Temple, as cut 


down the molt goodly wood called Libanus, which he beſtowed upon him, to make the 1, ' 


roof of the Temple withal : tor which bounty, $o/o20n gave him again many liberal oifts, 
and among the reſt a Country of Galz/ee named Zabulon : but Solomons wiſdom was the 
chief cauſe of this Kings friend{hip towardshim. For they ſent Problems one to the other 
to be anſwered, and Solomor in his anſwers appeared moſt witty, as alſo hedid in many things 
elſc 3 andevenuntil this day, many of the Epiſtles ſent one unto another, are kept among 
the Tyrians. Andthat I donot fear the Authority among(t the Tyrians, I wil] prove by the 
teſtimony of Dzzs, a man who by common conſent hath faithfully written the Phoenician 
Hiſtory, wherein he writethastolloweth. | 

After the death of Abibalur, Hircanws his fon reigned in his ſtead, who encreaſed the 


number of his Eaſtern Cities, and inlarged jer:ſalexz, he alſo joyned the Temple of Jupiter 4 


Oy mpize, feituate in antiland, unto it, filling up the water withearth, adornedit with golden 
gilts. Afterthis aſcending into Liberzs, he cut down the Wood tobuild Temples, and that 
the King of Jer»ſ2e named Solomon, fent unto him certain riddles to be expounded, and 
he again the lite unto him, covenanting together, that he who could not tell the meaning 
of onc anothers riddles, ſhould pay unto the other 'a ſum of money; and that Hircanw 
confeſſing he could not expound Solowons riddles, did pay unto him mnch money :' Laſtly, 


which 


that one Abdemerys a Tyrian did expound the ſaid riddles; and writ more unto Solomon, 
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G © which if Solomon could not interpret, he ſhould pay unto Hircaris a ſum of Money, and EY 
| this teſtimony Dize bearerh us concerning the foreſaid matter, Bur I will now recount the TI ennony 
| words of Menander an Epheſian, who hath regiſtred the atts cf all Kings both at home and rhe Ephefian, 
abroad, endeavouring to make a true Hiſtory out of the wrima: goof every Country, Trois THEBRS 
man writing of the Tyrian Kings, and coming to Hiramw, he taith thus of him: Abibalzs a : 
dying, there ſucceeded in the Kingdom his Son Hiramw,who lived 34 years: and this King 
with a rampire conjoyned Exrychorns,and eretted therea Pillar of Gold in Japiter's Temple, 
and went Into the woods, and cut down the Cedars of Libanus to make coverings for the 
Temples 3 of which, pulling down the old, he ereted new, and dedicated the Temple of 
Hercules and Aſtartns : butthat to Hercules in the Month of Peritizs, and then the other to 
a! Aftartus, when he with an Army went azainſt the Tyrians, who did not pay him tribute; 
whom when he had ſubdued, he returned again. 
At this time lived Abdemonus a ſervant unto the King, who was wont to expound the pa- 
rables, which King Solomon of Jeruſalem lent unto King Hiramusr: now how long it was frum 
this Kings time till the building of Carthage, we may thus calculate. After the death of Hi- 
rams, his Son Beleaſtartus, ſucceeded him, who lived forty and three years, and reigned 
ſeven : afier him his Son Abdaſtartus, who lived twenty years, and reigned nine 3 but this 
King was treacherouſly ſlain by the four Sons of his Nurſe, the eldeſt of whom reigned 
twelve years. Next whom, 4ſtartus the Son of Beleaſtartns, who lived fifty and four years, 
and reigned twelve - after him ruled his Brother Aſtarimnus, who lived fifty and four years, 
1 | and fate in the Kingdom nine, then he was ſlain of bis brother Phelletes, who reigned eight 
months, and lived fifty years, and was {]1in by a Prieſt of Aſtartes named Tthobalnus, who 
| lived threeſcore and eight, and reigned thirty two years: him ſucceeded his Son Bade- 
zorxs, who lived forty five years, and reigned (1x years, to him ſucceeded his Son Mettz- 
"xs, who lived thirty two years, and reigned nine. After him Pigmalion who lived fifty = 
fix years, and reigned forty : in the ſeventh year of whoſe reign, his Siſter Dido build- Ct. 
ed a City in Africa, and named it Carthage : fo that from the time of King Hiremns unto Did Pigmali- 
the building of Carthage, is by this computation a hundred fifty five years, and two *s Sifter. 
8 Months: and for as much as the Temple of Jer»ſalezs was built in the twelfth year of Hira- 
KY #*x- his reign, the compuration of the time fince that year until the building of Carthage 
J isa hundred forty three years and eight Months. What need we alledge more, ſee- 
D ing this teſtimony of the Phcenicians? The truth is now ſufficiently made manifeſt; for our 
Anceſtors muſt need have come into this Country we inhabit, before ſuch time as they built 
a Temple in it, as [ have alſo made manifeſt in my Books of Antiquity,colle&ted out of our 
holy Scripture, 

I will now ſpeak of that which the Chaldees writ of us in their Hiſtories; which do much &.,,;, cheni- 
agree in all other matters with thoſe of our Nation. And firſt let Beroſus be my witneſs, fioriographer 
who was a Chaldean born, yet a man famous and known unto all that love learning, for he * ©#14<an- 
inthe Grecian tongue did write Altronomy , and the Chaldees Philoſophy. Beroſus imi- 

rating the moſt ancient Hiſtories writeth of the Deluge, and how mankind was therein ex- 
'L J tivguiſhed, and he in all things imitaterh Adeſes. . He alſo ſpeaketh of the Ark wherein our 
7 foretather was preſerved, and affirmeth that it was carried intothe rops of the Mountains in 

Armenies: after this he proſecuteth the Genealogy of all that reigned from Noe, until Na- 

bulaſſarns King of the Babylonians and Chaldeans. He likewiſe ſetteth down how long eve- Nebulafſarer | 

ry one reigned, and in proſecuting the deeds of this Kivg he recounteth how he ſent his pare nog 

Son Nabuchodonoſor into Egypt, and to our Country with great power , who finding them the King of 


reb-l1s, ſubdued them and burnt the Temple at Jernſalems, and ſo departed, carrying with by ay 


him all our Nation into. Babylon : whereupon our City was deſolate ſeventy years until wabuchoadons 
the reign of Cyrus King of the Perſians. Moreover he affirmeth that the Babylonian kept 5 NS 
Eoypt, Syria, Phenicia, and Arabia, exatting more of his ſubjetts than ever any King of "” 
Bibylon or Chaldea had done before his time. And the words of Beroſus muſt needs be to 
p this effect : Nabulaſſarns his, Father hearing that his Subſtitute in Egype, Celoſpria, and Phe- 
vicia had rebelled , he himſcif not being able to take ſuch pains, commitred theſe At- 
. fairs unto his Son Nabwchodonoſor, and gave unto him a part of his Army 3 for that he was in 
the flower cf his age, and ſeat him agaioſt him - and Nabnchodonofor tightiog with the faid  . .. 
Champion, overthrew him, and ſubdued the Country which of old belonged unto them, CR 
and at the ſame time his Father Nabulaſſarus fell fick in Babylox, and died, baviog reigned in his fathers 
twenty nine years, But RE _ long afrer underſtanding his Fathers death, he di Kingdom. 
ſpoſed of Fgypt and other Provinces as he thought good, arid raking the Captives of Jude, 
Kcee 2 Phenicia, 
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Fhericia, ard the Syrians that lived in Egypt, he committed them to certain of his friends, G' jt 
to be brought with other Carriage and his Army to Babylon ; and fo he himſelf, accompa. 
ried Witha very few, rock his journey to Babylon through the Detart - and tinding that the F 
Chaldees ruled all, and that their Nobllity reſerved the Kingdom for him, he was mage 
King, and comn.anded Houſes to be built for the Captives that were coming, in the moſt 
convenient placcs of Babylon, and he ot the ſpoil beautitied rhe Temple of Belxs and other i 
places moſt richly, and built a new City without the Wall of the old : 2nd providing, leſt s 
hereafter the Enemies might turn the River and fo have acceſs unto the City, he inviron- 
ed the inner City with three ſeveral Walls, and the outmott City likewiſe. The Walls 
whereof were made of Brick, but the Walls of the inner City were of Brick and Bitumen; K 
this done, he builded moſt ſumptuous Gates which might have become Temples : and 
Xabuchodone- moreover, neer unto his Fathers Palace he builded another far greater, and more coſtly 
Dn than it was, the pump whereof it were hard and perhaps tedious to exprefs. Yet this we 
: will rehearſe worth the noting, that this ſ: ambitious and above all credit gotgeous Palace, 
was builded in fifteen days © in it he erefted rocks of ſtone like mountatns, beſet with al] 
ſorts of trees; healſo made a famous Garden, all ſupported with Pillars, for that his Wife 
beiog brought up in the Country cf the Medes, delired to have a proſpect into the fields 
and mountains.

We mult needs think that the 
Chaldean Hiſtory 1s true, ſeeing it agreeth with that of the Phoenicians, which Beroſus writ 
of the King of Babylon, who ſubverted both Phericia and all Syria : with them allo accords 
eth Philoſtratus in his Hiltory of the ſiege of Tyria, and Megaſthenesalſoin his fourth Buok 
of the aftairs of India; where he laboureth to prove, that the ſaid King excelled Hercules in 
The King of ſtrepgth and valour, affirming that he ſubdued the greateſt part of Africk,, and Spain, and 
Bahyiin ex- thatthe Templeof Jeruſalex was burnt by the Babylonians, and again re-edified by Cyrus ; 
_ _ and we may prove it our of Beroſus,who in his third book fſaich as followeth:Nabuchodonoſor 
and noble va having begun the third wall, fel fick and dicd, when he had reigned forty three years, and 0 
lorous deeds, xj. Son Evelmeradochus ſucceeded him, who for his iniquity and luſtful Jiving, was trea- 
cherouſly ſlain by his Siſters Husband, named Nir7#z/iforoor, after he had reigned two years, 
He being dead, the Traytor Nirigliforoor uſurped the Kingdom, and reigned four years; 
whoſe Son then a child was made King, called by name, Laboroſardochas, and he reigacd 
nine months; who for that he ſeemed to be of very corrupt manners, was {lain by his own 
friends - after whoſe death,they who (Jew him conſulting together,did make one Nabonidus 
a Babylonian.Kiog. At this time the walls of Brick and Bitumen about the River of Babylow 
Thewallsf were built. In the eighth year of this Kiogs reign,Cyrus coming with an Army out of Per- 
Babyſn "1 fa, conquered all Aſia, and came with his Forces againſt Babylon : but the King of Babylon 
bitumen. having notice of his coming , levied an Army meeting him io the way, and joyned battel L YF 
with him 5 but being overcome in the fight, he accompanied with a very tew of his men, was 
forced to flye into Borſippa, Cyrus now belieged Babylon, and purpoled to deſtroy the out- 
ward walls thereof, but by reaſon that it was too ſtrong and too hard to win,he returned to 
Borſippa to beliege Nabonidus the King of Babylon who was fled thither. Burt Nabonidns not 
abiding the event of war, yielded himſelf unto Cyrus, who dealt mercitully with him, and 
Crus expel- B2VeE hima Territory in Carmania,but expelled him out of Babylon - lo Nabonidus led the 
led Nabonidus Tet of his life in that Province. This Hiſtory agreeth with ours; for in our writings we find 
from Babylon. that Nabuchodonoſor in the eighteenth year of his reign did deſtroy our Temple, and that it 
ſo remained threeſcore and ten years : allo that in the ſecond year of King Cyrxs, the foun- 
dations'thereof werelaid 2gain, and that it was finiſhed and re-edified in the ſecond year of M NF 
King Darixs his reign. This done, 1 will alſo relate the Hiſtories of the Phceenicians, that

Temple. Sothat the Antiquity of our Nation adove mentioned is now made manifelt, and OS 
without all controvertlic. And that which 1s already alledged to this end, may be ſuffi> Jews Hiſtory. 
cient for them, who are not upon purpoſe contradictious. It is therefore requiſite (to fatis- 
fie them who give no credit tothe Writings of other Nations, and contend that the Grecian 
Hiſtories only are to be believed) to bring many teltimonics from the Greeks themſelves, 
who have as opportunity ſerved, made mention of our Nation, and known it. Pythonis a 
Samian born, both of great Antiquity, and excelling all other Philoſophers in holineſs to- 
wardsthe gods, is not only convinced to have known the cuſtoms of our Nation, but he 
did alſo, as it plainly appeareth, imitate them in many things. His writings are in no place 
extant, but divers have recorded many notable things of him, and eſpecially Hermippays a Hermippns 
man moſt diligent in ſearching of Hiſtories. This Hermippws recounteth in his firſt Book M1nes a7. 
. . . . *1* . y vo 
of Pythagoras, that the ſaid Philoſopher (having one of his familiar friends,named Cal/zphon, Pythagorss. 
dead, who was a Crotonian born) reported this mans ſoul to be perpetually with him, and 
that the ſaid ſoul commanded him not to paſs the place where his Aſs fell, and that he 
ſhould abſtain from unclean water, and that he ſhould with all diligence efchew blaſphe- 
my : and then it followeth, this he did and ſaid, imitating the opinions of the Jews and Gre- 
cians, and applying them to himſelf. For it is certainly reported that this man gathereth 
much of his Philoſophy out of the Jews Laws. Our Nation in times paſt was well known 
to divers Cities, ſo that many of them do vow obſerve our cuſtoms, and others eſteem 
them worth the imitation, as Theophraſizs doth witneſs 1n his Book intituled De legibus : for Theoyhraſtia. 
he ſaith that the Tyrian Laws torbid to ſwear by any ſtrange Sacrament, and amongſt theſe Corban_the

'k BD pians only amongſt all other Nations did uſe Circumciſion in the beginning - for the Phoe- 


nicians and Syrians living in Paleſtina do confeſs themſelves to have learned this cuſtom 
from the Egyptians, and the Syrians living near unto Thermwodoontes, and the River Par- 
thenizs, and their neighbours the Macronians, are reported lately to have learned it of the 
Colchians : and theſe are they only that uſe Circumciſion, and they do like: unto the Egyp- 
tians, but I amnot able to ſay, whether the Egyptians or Zthiopians learned it of the other. 
Herodotus therefore affirmeth the Syrians in Paleſtina to uſe Circumcition, and it is mani- 
feſt that of all that inhabit Paleſtina, the Jews only uſe it, which he knowing writeth ſo of 
them. Cherilus alſo an ancient Poet maketh mention of our Nation, and aftirmeth that our Cherilu an

L YE tries that followed him, he laſtly ſpake thus of our Nation : of the Jews. 


A people ſtrange followed this royal throng, 

Their language was th'unknown Phenician tongne : 
In th' hills of Solymus their dwelling was, 

Near to a Lake for greatneſs which did paſs : 

Their heads were ſhav'd, and for the heads attire, 
1hey wore an horſe-skin dryed at the fire. 


It is evident as I thiok that he ſpeaketh of the Jews : for the Mountains of Solyzrns are in | 
our Country, and that Lake alſo called 4ſpbaltites, which is the greateſt and vaſteſt of all 7 »-7gwg = 
Lakes that are in Syria, and thus Cherzlus maketh mention of us. And that the Jews were not 
known only of the Greeks, but alſo admired of them, it is eafte to prove not out of the ob- 
ſcureſt Writers, but by the teſtimony of their wiſeſt Philoſophers : For Clearchns diſciple Ras 
unto Ariſtotlg,and the beſt amongſt all the Peripateticks,in his firſt Book De ſono, faith, that bd telloy 
his maſter Ariſfotle ſpake thus of a certain Jew, and reporting Ariftotles words, he faith Ailciple of 4 
thus: It were too tedious to recount all things elſe which he alledgeth, but I wilt ſet down riftocle rouch- 
that oply that may cauſe the man to beadmired. Hyperochides anſwered that they were all 3 the Jews, 
very deſirous to hear it : then quoth Clearchus, according to Ariſtotles precepts in his Rhe-

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torick, I will firſt recount of what Nation the man was, leſt I ſeem to oppoſe my ſelf to him, of \ A 


that ſet down the foreſaid precept. Do ſo, quoth Hyperochides, if fo you pleaſe. Then he 
ſaid, This man before mentioned was by Nation a Jew (born in Celoſyria) one of the let of 
the Indian Philoſophers, and they are called (as I here reported) among the Indians, Calani, 
and among the Syrians, Jews, taking their name from the place where they inhabit, called 
Jury ; the name of their City is hard to pronounce, for they call it Jeruſalem, This man en- 
rertained many ſtrangers,and he came from out of the higher Country down unto the Sea- 
coaſt, and he was very eloquent and of great courage. We at that timelived in 4a, when 
this divine man came unto the place where we were, and began to confer with us, and 
with other Philoſophers. making tryal of their knowledge : and for that many learned men 


were aſſembled about him, he at laſt for this cauſe more willingly imparted ſome of his p 


knowledge unto them. Thus far Ariſtotle in Clearchws ; recounting moreover at large the 
admirable abſtinence of the foreſaid Jew from meat, and his chaſtity : all which they that 
are defirous to know may read in Clearchws, tor I am loth to write any thing ſuperfluous. 
Hecataw - So now it is evident huw Clearchas by the way of a digreſſion ſpeaking of another wartter, 
ner nl © maketh mention of us. But Hecate#s Abderitaa Philoſopher, and one brought up with Kiog 
Alexander. Alexander, and dwelling with Ptolomews of Lagws, did not only briefly make mention of us, 
but alſo writ a whole Book of our Nation the Jews, out of which I will briefly note ſome few 
points that occur, but fi:{t I will ſhew of what Antiquity he is. For he recordeth the time 
when Ptolomew near unto Gaza fought with Demetriws, which happened the eleventh year 
after Alexanders death, in the hundred and ſeventeenth Olympiad, as Caſtor writeth : who 
ſpeaking of this Olympiad faich, that In this time Prolomew Lagws overcame Demetrixs the 
fon of Antigonus at Gaza in fight - which Demetrius was called Polzorcetes, and all men con- 
fcls that Alexander died inthe hundred and fourteenth Olympiad : fo that it is evident 
that at time wherein Alexazder lived, our Nation flouriſhed. And Hecatens faith , that 
after that bitte] fought at Gaza, Ptolomens was made Lord of the places bordering about 
$5ris, and that many men hearing of the clemency of Prolomens, followed bim into Fgypt, 
and converied with him : amovglt the which one was called Ezekzas the Jews high Pricſt, a 
man about threeſcore and (ix years old, and of chief ooutice and dignity of all his Nation, 
— — and moſt prudent and eloquent, one alſo who in all affairs had more experience then any 
dred Prieſts man elſe. He likewiſe reporteth that the number of the Jews Prieſts who receive their 
ng - tenths, and ruleall in general, is a thouſand and five hundred or thereabout : and again 
* making mention of the ſame Ezekias, he faith, This man being in this reputation and ho» 
pour, and converſing with us, by the help of ſome about him, declared all things wherein 
we and this Nation differ, and ſhewed unto us the place of his dwelling, and the manner of 
his converſation, which he bad in writing. 

After this, Hecatens ſheweth what manner of people weare,and how religious in our laws, 
snd how that werather will ſuſtain all ctorments and death it ſelf, then violate them in ariy 
thing, and that we account it a worthy thing fo to do: adding moreover, that being much þ1a- 

The Jews con- ted of our neighbours, and having ſuffered all contumelies both at the hands of the Perfian 
_ 4 Kiogs and their Officers,yet that we could not be forced to change our opinions, but that we 
ſtant minds - for Alexawder (quoth he) being at Bahylon, and;purpoſing to re-edifie the T'em- 

ple of Bel, he commanded all his ſouldiers to carry timber to the. building thereof, an d the 

Jews only diſobeyed his command, for the which they endured many ſtripes and toro zenrs, 

eill ſuch time as the King freed them from it : and they (quoth he) returning to the).r own 

Country. deſtroyed all the Temples and. Altars.that they found there,and ſome of the! n were 

by the Officers therefore puniſhed,other eſcaped free; adding that we may juſtly be a dmired 

for theſethings, and that our Nation is exceeding populous 5 likewiſe that many of us were 

carried Captives into Babylon, and:there ſerved the Perſians. Moreover, that ma py more 

were diiperſt into Fgypt after Alexanders death, fora tumult begun in Syria. He alſcyrecord- 

eth the greatneſs ot our Country, and. the fertility. thereof; they inhabit ( qucth he) a

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Altar made of unhewa ſtones joyned together, and it is ewenty cubirs ſquare every way, 
and ten cubits high, and about it is a moſt huge building, wherein is ao Altar and a Candle- 
ſtick both of gold, weighing two talents, and there is kept a continual light night and day, 
which never goeth forth. Therein is no image nor gift, no trees nor wood growing there, 
nor any thing of this fort, Therein 1habit Prieſts hoth night and day, celebrating certain 
purifications, and they drink oo wine 10 the Temple. 

Moreover, he ſhewed how our Nation warred under Alexander ſucceſſors,and he report- 
eth that which he heard of a certain Jew in thearmy, and I will ſet down the Authors own 
words. AsI went (faith he) to the red Sea, a certain Jew, one of the horſmen that condu@- 
ed us, named Moſolamns, who was a courageous man, and one who excelled all Archers 


þ elſe, both Greeks and other Nations 3 This Jew (every one haſting on forward of his jour- 


ney, and being willed by a Sooth-ſayer toſtand ) asked for what cauſe the multitude ſtayed 
and went not forward ? Preſently the Sooth-ſayer ſhewed him a bird, which he diligently 
viewed, and told the Jew, that it that bird did ftand (till in the place, then it was expedient 
tor them to ſtand, and if the bird did mount up and flye, that then they ought to march on 
forward 5 but if it flew towards the place from whence they came, that then it was wiſdom 
to retire. The Jew hereat was filent, yet drawing his bow, he ſhot an arrow and killed the 
birds whereat tie Sooth-ſayer and certain others were offended, and curſed him. But he, 
taking the unhappy bird in his hand, faid unto them - Are ye ſo mad, as to think that this 
bird, oot having the foreſight to preſerve her felf from this death, is able to dire us in the 
ſucceſs of our journey ? Had this bird foreknown future events, ſhe would have efchewed 
this place, for dread, that Moſollamus, a Jew fhould have (trucken her with an arrow. But we 
will now leave the teſtimony of Hecatens - for every one that liſt may read his Book, and 
there underſtand this more at large. I will not omit the teſtimony of Agatarchides, a man 
of noevilin his own opinion, yet indeed one who hath uſed detraCtion tro our own Nation. 
This man ſpeaking of 8tratonice, how leaving her huzband Demetrius, ſhe came into Syria, 
and how Seleucus would not marry her as ſhe hoped (who having an army at Babylon, war- 
red againſt Antioch, and had taken the City ) and that ſhe fled into Selencia, whereas ſhe 
might have made a ſpecdier eſcape by water, but that ſhe was forewarned ina ſleep fo todo, 
and that ſhe was there taken and died, &c. 4gatarchides, having uſed this preface, and in- 
veighed againſt 8tratonices fuperſtitiop, ufeth an example of our Nation on this manoer:the 
people that are called Jews, inhabit a moſt ſtrong City, which they call Jernſalezs ; theſe 
people are wont to rett upon the ſeventh day, and do neither bear arms, nor till their 
grounds, nor do any other buſineſs on that day, but their cuſtom is to remain in their Tem- 
ple, and there with ſtretched out arms continue in prayer till night. And ſo upon time 
they perſevering in that foolery whilſt they ſhould have defended their City, Ptolomens La- 
gs entred it with many people and a great Army : whogreatly tyrannized over them; and 
ſo they found by experience, that the ſolemnity appointed by their Law, was prejudicial 
unto them :- ſuch like Churches as this, did teach them and all Nations elſe to flee unto 
dreams, which thcir Law teacheth ; neither conſidering that humane policy cannot prevail 
againſt that which muſt neceſſarily happen. Agatarchzdes thought this which he reports of us 
tobe ridiculous ; but they that weigh it with indifferency, ſhall perceive, that it is greater 
commendation to our Nation, who rather ſuffer their Country and our ſafety to be loſtand 
endamaged, then to violate the Laws of God. 

I thiok, Lam thus able to ſhew, that many Writers omitted to make mention of our Na» 
tion, not for that they knew usnot,bue for eavy. For Jerome, who writ a Book of ſucceſſion, 
in the fame time that Hecat ens lived, who was a friend unto King Antigonns, and being Pre- 
ſident of $yrie, never mentioneth us.io all his Hiſtory 3 notwithſtanding he was brought up 
almoſt io our Country. But Hecatevs writa Book of us z fo different are the minds of men: 
for one of them thought our Nation worthy to be diligently recorded, the other through 
malice was: hiodred from ſpeaking the truch : yet the Hiſtories of the Chaldees, Egyptians 
and Phcenicians, may ſuffice to prove our Antiquity, _— with-the Greek Writers : for 
befides thoſe before mentioned, Theophraſizes allo, Th us, Manaſeas, Ariphanes, Her moge- 
nes, Euemeus, Conos, Zepyrion, and many others, no-doubt (for I have nor peruled z}1 mens 
books) have manifeſtly reftified.of us. For many of the foreſaid men' were blinded with 
errors, as not having read our holy Scriptures, yer they all jointly teſtifie our Antiquity, for 
which Lnow alledge them. Truly Demetrixs. Phalerews, Philon the elder, and Enpolemens did 
not much.ecre from the truth, and therefore reaſon it is theyfhould be born-withal - for 
they were not ſo-skilful as to teach our Writipgs with ſo muck curioſity, Being cone 
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thus far, it reſteth that I now preſent one point more, whereof I made mention in the ( 


beginning of this Book : to wit, that I declare the detraCtions and {landerous reports of 
divers concerning our Nation, to be falſe and void of truth ; and I will uſe the teſtimony 
of thoſe Writers, who record, that the lying Hiſtoriographers, at ſuch time as they com- 
mitted to writing the forclaid detraCtions, did alſo even again{t themſelves regiſter ſuch 
like flat:ders as they Gid 2gain{t us. And I doubt nor, but that all thoſe who are converſant 
in Hiſtories can reſtifie, that the like hath been done by molt Writers for certain private 
Latred, or ſuch like reſpects. For ſome of the Gentiles have attempted to deface the ho- 
nour and reputation of the moſt renowned Ciries, and to defame the manners of their in- 
habirants. Thus did Pheopompas to Athens, and Tolycrates to Lacedemon ; and the Author 


that writ Tripoliticum (tor it was not Theopompw as lome ſuppole) uſed the City Thebes very 4 


hardly : and Ti-7e# in his Hiſtories of the foreſaid places, doth many times detra&t both 
them and others. And this they do, calumniating the moſt excellent that are, in ſomethin 
or other ; ſome for envy and malice, others, that their fon: babbling may make them fa- 
mous, and ſo indeed it doth among fools, that are known to have no lound judgment, but 
wiſe men will condemn their malice. To be ſhort, this is the cauſe of ſo many {landerous 
reports forged againſt our Nation - ſome togratifie the Egyptians have attempted to de- 
prave the truth, and fo have neither reported the variety concernirig our Anceſtors coming 
into Egypt, nor touching their departure from thence, and they have had many cauſes of 
malice and envy urging them hereto. And chiefly for that our progenitors 1n their Coun- 
try waxed mighty, and ſodeparting to their own Country, were made happy and fortunate, 
Secondly,the diverſity of our two Religions madegreat diſcord and variance amongſt ug, 
ourReligian ſo far excelling theirs in piety,as the divine eſſence GOD excelleth unreaſonable 
creatures (tor they commonly worſhip ſuch brute beaſts for Gods, 2nd every one worſhip- 
peth divers kinds: ) vain and fooliſh men, who from the beginning have been accuſtomed to 
ſuch fottiſh opinions, as would not permit them to imitate us in our divine Religion, and 
conformable to reaſon - and yet ſeeing many favour and follow our Religion, they were 
hereby incited to ſuch hatred, that to derogate from us, they feared not to falfifie their own 
ancient Records, not conſidering that in ſodoing they were led through a blind paſſion, to 
write againſt themſelves. Moreover, I will prove all | have ſpoken to be true, by one mans 
words, whom a little before ( being a famous Hiſtoriographer ) we have produced as a wit- 
neſs of our Antiquity: 

Manethon therefore, who confeſſeth himſelf to have gathered the Egyptian Hiſtory out 
of their holy writings, having by way of a Preface recounted how our predeceſiours came 
into Egypt with many thouſands, and there conquered the inhabitants, he afterward confeſ- 
ſeth that loſing all their poſleſhons 10 Egypt, they got the Country which is now called Jury, 
and in it builded a City named Jersſalem, and a Temple ; and thus tar he imitateth ancient 
Writrrs. And then uſurping to himſelf authority tolye, proteſting that he will inſert into 
his Hiſtory certain reports divulged among(t the common people, he reports things of the 
Jews altogether incredible, intending to mix with our Nation the lepers of the Egyptians, 
and other lick people of other Countries, who ( as he ſaith ) being abominable to the 
Egyptians, made an eſcape from thence 3 affirming alſo that they had a King named Ameno- 
phis, which is a fained name, and therefore he durſt not preſume to ſpeak determinately of 
the time of his reign : whereas he ſpeaketh exaQtly of the reignof all other Kings. Here- 
vpon allo he adds certain fables, forgetting himſelf. that he reported the ſhepherds depar- 
ture out of Fgypt ro Jeruſalem, to bave been almoſt five hundred and eighteen years before 
his time : for King Themnuſis reigned when they departed out of Egypt, from whom the 
time that other Kiogs did reign, until the two brethren, Sethon and Hermew, accompliſhed 
the term of three hundred fourſcore and thirteen years. He alſo faith, that the eldeſt of 


theſe two, Sethon, was called Egyptas, and the other Herwens, was called Danaus, whom his , 
brother Sethon expelled, and afterward reigned fifty nine years 3 and after him Kampſes, bis if 


eldeſt ſon, reigned threeſcoreand fix years. Having therefore confelled, our Anceſtors to 
have departed out of Egypt ſo many years before, now laſtly he addeth, that Amemophis was 
their King, - who was a contemplator-of the Gods, as Orxs their King before him was, and 
that one Amenophis a Prieſt, the ſon of Papixs, did in all things moſt excellently accompliſh 
his defice - which Prieſt ſeemed to participate of ſome divine nature, for he excelled in 
wiſdom, and could foretel things to come, and that he gave the King his firoame, 
that he might alſo ſee the gods, if ſo be he would endeavour to cleanſe the Country from 
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e (]\ the impotent people of his land, amounting ro the number of 40000, and tent them, and 
f | other Egyptians appointed to this work, 1n the Eat part of Nitzs, there ro hew ard ſquare 
Y ſtones.

Godstrow ye ? he could already fee the Ox, the Goat, the Crocodile, and the Munky, but 
the Gud of Heaven how could he fee? And why had Amenophzs this defire?Forſooth, becauſe 
a certain King one of his predecetlors had ſeen themz he therefore knowing by him what 
things they were, and how he came to the ſight of them, needed no new device to accom- 
pliſh bis defire : but perhaps the foreſaid Prophet was a man of great wiſdom, by whom the 
King had confidence to attain his defire : but if ſo he had been, how chanceth it that he 
was ſo unwiſe he could not perceive, that it was an impoſlible thing to ſatisfie the Kings 
deſire? forthat which he promiſed was not brought to paſs. Or what reaſon moved him to 
think that the Gods were inviſible, becauſe of lepers and weak people? The Gods are of- 
fended with mens impictics, not with the defects of their bodies. And how was it poflible 


that at one inſtant ſo many thouland lepers and iofirm perſons ſhould be gathered together? 


or wherein did not the King obey the Prophet? He commanded that the lepers and infirm 
perſons ſhould be exiled the Country, and the King did not baniſh them the Country, but 
ſent them to hew ſtones, 2s though he had needed workmen, and not purpoſed to cleanſe 
the Country from lepers. Laſtly, he ſaith, that the Prophet foreleeing that Feypt was to 
ſuffer, and fearipg the wrath of the Gods, killed himſelf, and left his mind in a book written 
untothe King. How chanced it then that the Prophet did not at firſt foreſee his own death, 
and fo oppoſe himſelf tothe Kings defire to ſee the Gods? or wherefore did he fear ſuch 
calamities as were not to fall in hislife ? or what great miſery hanged over his head, which 
might worthily cauſe him to kill bimfelf to prevent it 5 Bur let us hear that which follow- 
eth, more ſcttiſhthan all the reſt, 

The Kiag (quoth he) hearing this, and ſtricken with fear, did not for all this expel thoſe 
lepers he ought to haveexiled, but at their requeſt gave them (as he ſaith) a City, wherein 
before time the Shepherds did inhabit, called Avarisz whereinto they being come, they 
made a Prieſt of Heliopolis their Prince, who deviſed Laws for them : commanding them 
neither to adorethe Gods, nor to abſtain from offering violence to ſach beaſts as amongſt 
the Egyptians are ſacred , but that they ſhould kill and ſpoil all things, that they ſhould 


marry with none but ſuch as were their confederates, that he bound the people with an oath k 


to keep thoſe laws, and that they fortified Awarzs to fight againſt the King. Addipg more- 
over, that he ſent to Jersſalen for help, promiſing to yield Avaris unto them, being a place 
ſometime poſſeſſed by the Anceſtors, and that they from that place leading their Forces, 
might eafily ſubdue all Egypt - he then ſaith, that the Egyptian King, Awenophis, came a- 
gain(t them with 3000co.and yet for that he would not ſtrive againſt the decree of the gods 
he fled into Z#thzopia, and carried with him Apis and other holy beaſts, and that the inhabi- 
rants of Jeraſalemz coming down invaded the Land, fired the Towns and Cities, flew their 
Nobles, uſed all forts of cruelty poſſible, and that the Prieſts name, who made Laws and 
Statutes for them to live under, was one of Heliopolis, Oſarſiphus by name, deriving the 


ſame from Oſiris, the God of Heliopolis : and that this man, changing his name, was after- L 


ward called Moſes. 
Moreover, that Amenophis, having liv:d in baniſhment thirty years, came with a ſtrong 
power out of Zthiopia,& tighting with the ſhepherds and polluted, he flew many of them, 
and put therelt to flight, purſuing themunto the borders of Syria, Manethon remembreth 
vot,that here again he telleth a very unskilful tale:for although the lepers and impotent per- 
ſons were off:nded wich the King, for appointing them to hew ſtones; yet it 1s to be thought 
thar they receiving their own deſire at the Kings hands, to wit, a City rodwell in, that now 
they again became the Kings well-willers. Suppoſing alſo their hatred ſtill continued to- 
wards him, they rather ſhuuld have attempted revenge by treaſon againſt him,then towards 
all their Nation, wherein they had many dear friends and alliance. And although they had 
purpoſed to war againſt theſe men, yet would they not have been ſo impious as to have 
rebelled againſt the Gods, and to have violated the laws wherein they were brought 
up. : 
We have therefore cauſe to thank Manethon, in that he cleareth us,and affirmeth his own 
country-men(yea a Prieſt) to be authors of this impiety, and that by oath they bound them- 
ſeives lotodo. Bur is it not againſt all reaſon, that neither any of their country-men nor 
kioſmen rebelled with them, but that the poor diſtreſled people were gladtoſend to a 
| 7 
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lem torſuccour ? Bur what foctety of triendſhip had they with the people of Jeruſalem, of 
whom they came to demand help 2 Why ? they were more their-en2mies thin the reſt of 
their Country-men, and were all of quite different manners from us. They of Jeruſal:m (: 38 
he ſaith) preſently did as they were willed todo, in hope that, according as they were pro- 
miſed, they might ſubdue Fgypt. Were they ignorant of that Country ont of which they had 
been driven by force 3 had they lived in poverty or milery, perhaps they might have been 
induced to have doneit : but ſeeing they inhabited a fortunate and rich City, and poſſc{ied 
agoodly fertile ſoil far better then Fg ypt, what might move them thereto 2 What reaſon 
had they, at the requeſt of their ancient enemies (and they alſo ſo diſcaſed, as they of Je- 
wſalem could not abide their own friends among them that had thelike diſeaſes) to thruſt 
themſelves into danger ? they couldnot tore-know the Kings intent toflye 3 asfor 2enethor 
himſelf ſaith, he met them at Pelzuſzz with Zo0000 men. And this they that went to war 
well knew. But what reaſon had they to conjecture that the Kings mind would change, and 
he fiye ? Then he ſaith, the Army of Jeruſulem getting the Granaries of Fg ypt into their 
hands, did much harm : andthis he upbraided them withal, as who ſhonld ay, they were not 
requeſted tocome as enemies 3 or as though theſe matters be tobe caſt in ſouldiers teeths that 
are ſtrangersand ſent for from out of another Country 3 when as the Egyptians themſelves 
before their coming had done thelike, and bound themſelves with an oath to perform the 
ſame. Butſhort time after, A»erophis fought with his enemies, and got the victory of them, 
and put them to flight, and purſued them unto the borders of $5rj2. As though that Fe ypt 
were a Country ſo calily to bz won by any man, that at any place or part thereof invadeth 
it 3 and that the fouldicrs of J-raſte, having now by the Laws of Arms potlefled that, and 
knowing Amerop4s to be yet alive, wonld not have fortified that part of the Country, 
whereby he might have invadedthem, having all opportunity to do it 3 or at leaſt they would 
have gotten more help from one place or another. Amerophis, as he faith, purſaed them 
even unto $yriathorow the ſandy anddry places : as though it were eaſie for an Army that x, Epilogue 
had nothing elſe to do, but to march on forward, to pats leiſurely thorow them. To con- that the Jews 
clude therefore, our Nation neither came of the Egyptians, as A/anethox confeſleth, neither amencrot 
: SL. . acEgyptians

The Egyptians do all agree that this man wasa divine perſon, and one to be admired, and An anſwerts 
they commit great imyiety in labouring tochallenge him for their Country-man, ſaying, that 26g 
he was a Prieſt of Heliopolis, bamthed with the reſt for leproſie. For he is recorded to have ching avſes. 
lived five hundred and etghteen years before this time, and to have guided our Anceſtors out 
of Fe ypt, into that Country whercin we now inhabit : and his own words teſtifie his body to Miſes was not 
have becn clean from that diſeaſe of leprofie : for he commandeth all lepers to be expelled * <7: 
out of the Towns and Villages, and tolive apart by themſelves, alſo to be cloathed in ſome 
torn garment, and that whoſoever toucheth them, or cometh under the ſame roof with them, 
is to beaccounted an unclean perlon. Andit fobca leper happen to be cured of that diſeaſe, 
he appointed certain purthications, cleanlings, and baths of fortunate waters, a1d all his hair 
ſhould beſhaved off 3 and that then after many and ſundry ſacrifices, he ſhould be admitted 
into the holy City. But contrariwile, had he beenurged with that misfortun2 and calamity 
himſelf, he would ſurely have been moreprovident, and more merciful to ſuch as ſhould have 
been afflicted with that diſeaſe. 

He did not only make theſe ſevere Laws againſt lepers, but healſo interdicted all that 
wantedany joynt or parcel of the body, from being Prieſts, or exerciſing any office at the 
Altar : yea healſo appointed, that if any Prieſts{hould have any of theſe defects betide him 
after he was a Prieſt, that then he ſhould be deprived of the dignity. How can it then be 
probable, thatto his own prejudice and diſcredit he would have enatted fich Laws ? Allo fe took his 
the changing of his name is incredible : for he was called (as he faith) 0/arſph, which nothing — 
agreeth with the tranſmutation of his name, but his true name betokeneth that 174:ſes was ſa- Egyptian = 
ved from the water.

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her Temple was deſtroyed, and that Phiritiphartes, a holy Scribe, told the King, that if he 
would expel «ll polluted an d unclean perlons owt of Egypt, that then he ſhould not be an 
more terrified with theſe ni ght-viſtons. Moreover, that hereupon making ſcarch for all ſick 
and diſcaſed perſons, he bamitht them out of his Land, tothe number of 250000. And that 
their Captains were called 17oſes and Joſeph , holy Seribes, allo that theſe Egyptians names 
were {o, that 27ſcs was named T7/thes 5 and Joſeph, Teteſephas : and that they came to Pely..

And Cheremon ſaith, that they having 
left Egypt, found at Peluſinm two rundred and fouricore thouſand men, whom Amenophis 
had kept there 3 with whom they joyning again, returned and invaded Fgypt, and then 
Amenophis fled into #thiopia : and wiiic!1 1s worth the noting , he ſetteth not down what 
Thedifference Country-men, or to what purpoſe this great Army was, whether Egyptians or ſtrangers, nei- 
berween Me- ther doth he ſhew any reaſon why the King would not carry them into Egypt. Moreover, 
— +a Cherewon feignetha dream of the lepers and 7/5,and reporteth that Joſeph together with M4 
miſtory. ſes was expelled, whereas Joſeph lived four ages before Azoſes, every age containing at leaſt 
a hundred and ſeventy years. Rameſſes allo, Amenophis' fon, according to Manethons Hi- 
ſtory, being a young man fled into #thiopia, and was baniſht with his father, and afterwards 
aſſiſted him in the Wars : whereas Cheremor reporteth that he was born in a Cave after his 
fathers departure, and that he getting the victory, did drivethe Jews into Syria, who were in 
number twotEouſand. O felicity inlying ! for he neither told what Nation thoſe three hun- 
dred and fonricore thouſand were, nor yet how a hundredand fourlcore thouſand of them 
periſhed, neither were they ſlainin the fight, orfled unto Rameſſes : and which is molt to be 
admired, one cannot gather out of his words whom he calleth Jews, or whether he attribute 
this name unto the 250000 lepers, or untothe three hundred and fourſcore thouſand which 
were at Peluſtm. 

But it is folly to oppoſe my felf againſt them who have ſufficiently contraditted them-

1ag the other, 1t 1s very cold and barren. The greateſt part thereof is farced with fol- 
lies and detractions, and betrayerty his ignorance, approving him to be a man both looſen 
condition, and turbulent in his life. 'And for as much as divers men are ſo disfurniſhed of 
judgment, that they rather ſuffer themſelves to be won by theſe follies, than to be wearied 
and wrought by that which 1s written with better conſideration, vainly doating on detraQti- 


ons,and growing diſcontent to give'car to other mens well deſerved praiſes: 1 have thought Wy ot 


it neceſiary to examine ſuch a'mans labours, the rather, for that he hath written againſt us, 
as if he intended to accule us before a Tribunal, and convitusby a publick trial. For I ſee 
that it is an ordinary courſe for the moſt part of men, to hug and take hearty pleaſure, when 
as he that begioneth. to blame another man, 1s himſelf convicted and found guiſty of thoſe 
defaults, which be icmputeth and objeCteth againſt another. 00 
Truly it 1s no eafte mattec to lay open the ambiguous and doubtful ſpeeches which 4pios 
uſeth, neither to underſtand perfetly what he intendeth to expreſs. But like a man that 
is grievouſly diftradted, and confuſed in his fooliſh lying, he groweth almoſt to that point 
to recapitulate that, which hath been heretofore ſet out, and ſearcht for, as touching the de- 
parture of our forefathers out of Egypt : and afterwards he falleth to accuſe rhe Jews that L p 
inhabited Alexandria: and thirdly he intermixeth his blametul blaſphemies againſt the 
Ceremonies accuſtomed in our Temple, and depraveth our laws, and ordinances likewiſe. 
Now, that our predeceſſors have not taken their original out of Egypt, neither havebeen 
driven from thence for any infirmity, or — of their bodies, or for any wound,ulcer,

Moſes and duced far more than was requiſite. I will therefore briefly report and repeat that which 

en pion alledgeth: For inthe third Book of his Egyptian Hiſtory, he writ thus : Moſes, as 
I bave heard it from molt ancient Egyptians, was born at Hel;opolis, who being inſtruſted 
in the faſhions of his Country, converted ſuch Prayers which were wont to be ſaid in open 
places and abroad, and cauſed them to be praQtiſed and accuſtomed in private Cloyſters, Fp 
ſuch as were within the City, and ordained that in praying they ſhould tura themſelves 
towards the riſing Sun. For ſuch 1s the fituation of the City Helzopolis, and inſtead of Obe- 
liſques or Pyramides, he ereCted certain Pillars,under which there were certain ingraven Ba- 
ſons, on which the ſhadow hapning to fall (the place wherein they ſtood being diſcovered 
and in open air) they obſerved the ſame courſe that the Sun doth in the firmament. See here 
what eloquence this learned man uſed,

effects. For when 179ſes firſt built that Tabernacle m honour of God, he had no fuchintent, 
nor faſhioned any ſuch form, neither ordained his ſucce{lours to do thelike : and after this 
when as Solomon builded the Temple in Feraſulem, ht never thought of any ſich curioſity as 
Apion forgeth. * He ſaith that he hath een informed by thoſe of Antiquity, that A7/ts was 
a Heliopolitan, for you muſt underſtand that 4p;o-z himielf was young, and bclieved the 
relation of the aged fort of his acquaintance which converſed familiarly with him; yetcan- 
not this learned Grammarian juſtifie where Homer was born, neither from what Conntry 
Pythagoras came, although in reſpect, they lived but yeſterday : and as touching Moſes, who 
lived ſomany ages, and ſo great a number of years before them , he decideth the matter ſo 


Þ eaſily, and giveth credit tothe reports of Antiquity lo {hightly, that it appearcth moſt mani- 


feſt that heis but alyar. As touching the time wherein he ſaith that, 2zoſcs led away the 
blind, leprous, and lame : this diligent Author accordeth very willingly with that which he 
himſelf hath ſaid. For Afzzethon faith , that the Jews' departed out of Fezpt about the 
reign of Thewoſis, three hundred ninety inx years before Darays fled out of Greece, Ly#- 
machys, he ſaith, that this thing happened during King Bocchorys time, that is to ſay, one 
thouſand and ſeven hundred years before that time 5 Molor allo arid ſome others have al- 
ledged their opinions. But ED who pretendethtobe a man of more cred:t thenthe reſt, 
hath preciſely and exadly ſet down the time, averring that our departure was about the 
ſeventiecthOlympiad : nay more, inthe firſt year thereof, wherein, as he ſaith, Carthage was 
buildedby the Phoenicians. Now hath heonly and purpoſely made mention of Carthage in 
this place 3 ſuppoſing it to be aninfallible argument of the truth of his allegation : yet con- 
ceiveth he not, that hemaketha rod for his own tail, and drawcth an argument againſt him- 
ſelf, by which himſelf may beconvinced. Forif we may givecreditto the Phaenician Chro- 
niclers as touching this Colony, it appeareth by them that King Hiram lived more then one 
hundred and fifty years before the foundation of Carthage. The truth whereof I have 
hererofore approved out of the words of the Phaenicians, who report that Hirazz was 
Solomons friend, who builded the Temple of Jeruſalem : and that he furniſhed him with 
much timber and other matter toward the finiſhing of that building. Now Solomon burld- 
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ed the Temple fix hundred and twelve years after the departure ofthe Iſraclites out of Book, againſt. 


Fgypt. And after he had inconſiderately reckoned the number of thoſe which were driven 


Wd out of Fg pt inlike manner as Lyſ#machus had done, namely, of one hundred and terith6n- 


ſand men, he yielded a moſt admirable reaſon, and ſuch as may be'eafily believed'; from 
whence he pretendeth that the name of Sabbath was derived. For ( faith he) afrer they 
had travelled for the ſpace of ſix days, there grew certain inflammations in their groins,” by 
reaſon whereof they reſted on the ſeventh day, being ſafely arrived in the Country which 
at this day iscalled Judea, becaulethe Egyptians call $2bbatoſis an Ulcer that groweth about 
the groin. | NT IM 
Who can otherwiſe chuſe butlaugh at this foppery ? or contrariwiſe who would not hate 
ſuch an impudent cuſtom in writing and coining lies : 'for he reporteth as far as' a man 
may conjecture Dy his writings, that all the Jews, who were tothe number of an hundred 
and ten thouſand perſons, had theſe Ulcers in their ſecrets. Now had all of them been 
halt, lame, blind, and ſickly, as 4pioz reporteth, they could not have journied one day,

Apion denies out of Egypt 5 wherein he counterfeiteth and coineth abſurdities unthought of by any A W 
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non others. Shall we then wonder if he belie our forefathers, who maketh no bones tobelie hin. an 
a" felf? for being born at 04ſs a Town in Fg pt, this high unreputed honour of the Egyptians, | + 
foreſweareth both his Country and Nation, and counterfeiting himſelf ro be an Alexandrian, 
he ratifieth his Nations wickedne's. No marvel then though he term them Egyptians whom A 
he hateth and raileth againſt, for if he had not been perſwaded that the Egyptians were the 
wicked baſe people, he would never have denied himſelf to be their Country-man : for 1 «6 
ſuch as proudly boaſt of their ftanwus Country, eſteem it a credit to bear the denomination # 
thereof, and reprehend ſuch as without juſt cauſe make themſelves of their Nation. Where- | 
fore the Egyptians are one of theſe two ways affetted towards us Jews, for either they 
claim us to be their Country-men, as glorying of us and their Country 3 or elſe for that, 
they and their Country being infamous, they deſire that we ſhould be partakers of their 
1gnominy. But indeed this worthy Apion ſeemeth ſo to inveigh againſt us, as thereby re-

Tothis firſt ſlander I firſt anſwer, that were that true whichhe reporteth, Ol 
yet an Egyptian ought not to have ſpokenagainſt us for it : ſeeing that an Aſvis of nolels It 
worth thena Goat, and other brute beaſts that they honour for Gods. Was it poſſible that in 
he knew not the cantrary. of his own affirmations, by our Deeds and Scriptures ? For wc ti 
uſe the ſame Laws that at the firſt we did; and remain in them without change, and a | 
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JA all that our City (as others alſo have) hath by the yariable event of War, been vexed and 
troubled, and that Antiochas firnamed the God, and Pompey the Great, and [5/13 us Craſſus, 

and now laſtly Titus Ceſar have all vanquiſhed our Temple, yet did they never find in it any 
thing as 4p70z aftirmeth, but fincere piery, not lawful for us to diſclo(c to {trangers. And 
| astonching A»tiochus, many Writers of good credit report that he never had any juſt cauſe 
| to ſpoil our Temple, but that he was drawnunto this fa&t for want of money ; Not for that 
he was our enemy, but for that as from his friends and fellows, he. ſought ſupply, and found 
nothing in that placethat was worthy ofderifion : arid thus do Polybius Megapolitanws $trabo 


Jews, and rob'd and{poiled their —_ being full ofgold and filver. Apior onghtto have 
conſidered this, had he not had an Afes heart, and a Dogs impudency, which he and his 
Country-men worſhip for gods. As for us, we do neither honour nor reverence Alles, 
though the Egyptians do their Crocodiles and Aſpes , eſteeming them that are -bitten by 
Aſpes, and devoured by Crocodiles, tobe happy and fit for God. _ 
But we eſteem thoſe to be Aﬀes which all our wiſe-men do, to wit,them whobear burdens 
impoſed upon them 3 andif coming intoa fietd they fall to eat, and do not that which they 
ought todo, we ule to beat them with many ſtripes, and forcethem totill the ground, and do 
other dradgery. But Apo was either the greateſt Aſs that ever was, in telling a 1ye 3 or 
lic elſe having egun to do it, he could not compaſs his enterprizes, inthat he found not any juſt 
{ cauſe of detraction againſt us. He addeth another Fable of the Greeks detradting us: to 
the which I will make only this reply, that it is more commendable and agreeing to piety, 
and leſs uncleanneſs, to paſsthrough the Temple, then for Prieſts to come and fain impious 
words and ſpeeches : which they not reſpeCting, laboured rather to excuſe the facrilegious 
Kings, then to write the truth of us and our Temple , endeavouring to curry favour 
with Artiochws, and to cover and hide his Sacriledge, uſed againſt our Nation, for that he 
wanted money, — us even 1n thingsthat are tocome. And -4pion as prophecying of 
thereſt, ſaith that 4-tiochs found a bed in our Temple, and init a man lying, and a table ſer 
before him, furniſhed with all fowls that uſe either Seaor Land, and that the man was hereat 
WD aſtoniſhed : And that ſo ſoon as Antiochascameinto the Temple; he adored him as though 
he hoped for great help from the King, falling down at hisfeet, and witha ſtretched our arni, 
_ licence to ſpeak : which the King granting, and willing him to declare what he was, 
and why he dwelt in the Temple, andthe cauſe of his meats before him, the man with ſighs 
and tears bewailedunto Artiochas his calamity, ſaying, © He was a Grecian 5 and that 
« travelling in the Country to get his QIving: he was ſuddenly ſeized upon by certain Out- 
© Jandiſh men, and brought unto the Temple, and ſhut up therein, and that no man might 
©ſee him, and that he was there fed or fatted with all dainties that could be provided 3 and 
«that at firſt this dainty fare made him joyful, but afterward he began to ſuſpett it, and laſt- 
*ly, he was hereat amazed 3 andthen demanding of a Jew that adminiſtred unto him, for 
E © what cauſe he was there kept, he underſtood the Jews purpoſe; and Law not to berevealed, 
«for the fulfilling whereof he was therenouriſhed, and that the Jews were wont to do the 
< like every year upon a day appointed : and to take a Grecian ſtranger, and feed him a 
© year, and thentocarry him to a Wood, and thereto kilt him, and ſacrifice him accordin 


z avow, who all do witneſs, that Atzochw wanting money, brake the League he had with the 


the Cappadocian, Nicholas Damaſcere, Timagenes Caſtor the Chronicler, arid Apollodorus - 
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*totheir Rites and Ceremonies, ahdto taſte and eat of hisentrails : and in the ſacrificing of fie aGrecian, 


« the Grecian, to ſwear to be enemiesto the Greeks, and the reſidue of the murthered man 
«* they caſt intoa certampit. And that then this Greek reported unto Antiochzs, that the 
<time allotted unto himby the Jews tolive was now almoſt expired, and therefore reque- 
« ſted, for the reverencehe bareto the Grecian gods, to fave his blood from being fpilt by 
© the Jews, and to freehim out of that unminentealamiry: 

PF This Fable isnot only ſtuft full of all mgtlently, but alſo mingled with cruel impu- 
dency : yet for all this, the firſt devifets hereof do not free Antiochns from Sacriledge, is 
they hoped hereby to do, who writeit purpoſely toffatter him. For that which they report 
of the Greek found ina bed, did not move him tocome andfack out Temple, he not know- 


ing of it before he cameand found it{o'(as they fay .) Amtiochws therefore was moſt impi- 


ous, and not affiſted by Gods favour m that ente ; -( whatſvever thoſe lyesmntter ) as 
It iscaſie to learn of the fact of him committed: ': For we do riot only differ from the Greeks 
in Religion, but agreatdeal more from the Egyprians, and other Nations 3 and what Na- 
tion irt the World is there, that ſometime doth not travel thorow our Country ? Is it 
| therf 
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then probablethat we only renew that Conſpiracy againſt the Greeks ?, Or how is it. pofli- G 
ble that ſo many thouſand people as are of our own Nation, ſhould all cat of the entrails of 
one man, as 4p#oz: reporteth ? Or why did he not name this man, whoſoever he was? Or why 
did not the King carry him with Trumpets into his Country ? ſceing that in ſo .doing he 
might have bcen eſteemed full of piety, and a great favourer of the Greeks, and greatly 
ſtrengthen himſelf againſt the hatred of the Jews by their aide ? But I omit to ſpeak more 
of this : forinſenſible people void of allreaſon, mult not be reprehended in word, but by 
deeds : forall menthat haye ſeen the building of the Temple, can teſtifie what it was, and

For in the morning when the Temple was opened, the Prieſts that were to ſacrifice the

thouſand men : yetevery one waiteth on certain appointed days in their turn, and their

are to finiſh their waiting, they deliver up unto their ſucceſſors the keys of the Temple, 
andall veſlels belonging thereto, inthe full number that they received them : and, nothing 
is brought into the Temple, pertaining either to meat or drink : yea and are forbidden to K 
beofferedat our Altar, thoſc things only excepted, whereof we make our Sacrifice. What 
thenſhall we ſay of Apion, who examining nothing of all theſe, hath rai{cd ſuch incredible 
reportsof us > How i1gnominious a thing is it for a Grammarian, not to be able to deliver 
the truth of a Hiſtory 2 Well, he knew thepiety uſed in our Temple, but he purpoſely omit- 
tedit : yet couldhe remember totell a fained tale of the ſacrificing ofthe Greek, his dainty 
fare, and that hidden food, that all men alſo that would, paſſed thorow our Temple : where- - 
as the moſt noble among our whole Nation, are notpermitted to come there, except they 
be Prieſts. 

This therefore is great impiety, and a voluntary forged lye, to ſeduce them that will not 
examinethe truth. For they have attempted to flander usby thoſe impiecties beforc mention- p, 
ed, not to be ſpoken of: And again, like one full of all-piety, he derideth the vanity of theſe 
fables, and reporteth that at ſuch time asthe Jews. for a long time together warred againſt 
the Idumzans, Zabidws departing out of a City of Idwmee where Apollo was Worpen 
came untothe Jews, promiſing them to deliver untothem Apollothe Dorians god, and bring 
himunto their Temple, if ſo be that all of them would there aſſemble themſelves together : 
and that afterwards Zabidus did make a moſt excellent kind of wooden inſtrument, and pla- 
ceditin three ranks of candles, and put it upon him, and walked like a Star gliding on the 
ground (for that ſhape he reſembled to themthat were afar off from him. ) And that the 
Jews hereat (ſeeing this ſtrange viſion ) admired and wereaſtoniſhed, and ſtanding afar off, 
they wereallfilent, and how by this ſhift Zubidws ealily got into the Temple, and took away yf 
the golden Aﬀfles head ( forſo - writeth plainly. = o-tohave returned ſpeedily to Dora. 
Wherefore we may ay that pion leadethan Als, to wit, himſelfwith fooleries and Iyes3 
for henameth places that arenot, and{etteth down Cities to himſelf unknown: for Jdumes 
15a Provincenearuntous, and berderinguponGara, and there is no City in it called Dora 3 
but in Phenicia near untothe Hill Carmeler, there isa City of that name, yet nothing conſo- 
nant to Ap;ors flanders, fox itis four days journey:;from Jude. | | 

Why therefore dothhe {ſo rafbly accuſevs for not worſhipping the fame gods that other 
Nations do, ſeeing, ( asbe faith.) our-Predecelſors did fo eaſily believe that, Apollo would 
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come unto them, and that he walked upon the earth with ſtars about his back ? Perhaps 1n- 

q deedthey hadnever betore ſeen acandle or lamp, themſelves having fo many : or is it like- 
] ly thathe walking thus quitethrough our Country, where ſo many thouſand men are. no 

1 one of them all met him ? Did he in thetime of war find the Towns and Villages, by which 

he paſt, without any Watch-men 2 Well, I omit the reſt. The gates of our Temple were 

4 threeſcorecubits high, twenty cubits broad, all covered with gold, yea, almoſt all of clean 

1 gold, and theſe gatesevery day were ſhut by two hundred men : ws It was tOO IMpious a 

thing to leave them open. Is it then credible that this Candle-bearer could eaſily open 
them, whoalone was judged to have the Aſſes head ? So that now it remaineth doubtful 
whether Zabidxs did bring back again the Aſſes head, or elſe 4pior took it of him, and 
þ brought it again to our Temple, that there Antiochas might findit, and ſo Apion might have 
another occaſion of 1ying.. He alſo beliethus concerning the oath which he faith we Jews 
do take, ſwearing by the God of heaven andearth, and ſea, never to favour any ſtranger, 
and eſpecially the Greeks, This lyar might better have ſaid, not to favour any ſtranger, 
and eſpecially the Egyptians, and ſo his former lyes and theſe ſhould have had better cor- 
reſpondence with the beginning, if our Anceſtors had been expelled by their Predeceſflors 
out of Egypt, not for their wickedneſs, but for their own calamity. But we are ſo far from 
the Greeks, that we ſcarcely everthink of them : fo that no man can ſay that there is any 
enmity betweenus and the Greeks. But contrariwiſe, many of them have embraced our 
Religion, and ſome of them therein perſevered : others again have forſakenit 3 yet none 
of them will ſay that he heard this oath ſpoken ofamong us : but it ſhould feem that only 
Apion heard of it, in that he himſelf indeed forged it. Truly his wiſdom and great provi- 
dence is worthy to be admired ( asſhall hereafter appear : ) for he, to prove thele his lyes 
' to betrue, faith, that it is a certain teſtimony that the Laws we obſerve are moſtunjuſt, and 
that we worſhip not God as we ought to do, in that we are ſubje& to divers Nations, and 
our City endured many calamities : Whereas touching themſelves, they are of a City that 
| flouriſhethin abſolute Authority, accuſtomed to govern from the foundation thereof, and 
not toſerve the Romans. In effect, who can reſiſt their valour ? Truly no man but Apior 
would ever have flouted us herewith, ſeeingthat few Cities ſoflouriſh and reignover other, 
that they again at no one time have been brought into ſabjeftion 3 for many Nations are 
fubje&to others : only the Egyptians are freed from the Captivity of fach as rule Exrope 
and Aſza, for that ( as they ſay ) the gods fleeing into their Country, were ſaved by entring 
intothe bodies of beaſts. Yet have they not indeed had one days liberty ſince the begin- 
ning of the workd, neither under the Government of their own Princes, nor under 
ſtrangers. 
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I will not ſtand to reckon how often the Perftans have waſted their City, deſtroyed their. 


Temples, and (Jain their ſuppoſed Gads. For it ts not decent-that Tſhauld imitate. herein 
Apions fooliſhneſs : neither am I calling to memory what befel the Athenians and Lace- 
demonians, the laſt of which, are recorded to have been moſt valiant, and firſt tohavebeen 
moſt devout and religious : neither will I reckon up thoſe moſt godly Kings, amongſt whom 
Creſus was one, who notwithſtanding fell into great calamities. Moreover, I will not re- 
count how the Caſtle of Athens was ſet on fire, and the Temples of Epheſa and Delphos like- 
wiſe, and many others. There is now one Apior, anew aceuler of the Jews, who upbraideth 


them withtheir calamities, forgetting quite all miſery that hath befallen his Country-men 


the Egyptians : buthe wasblinded with the fable of Seſoſtris ( whom he. ſaith to have been 
King of Egypt. ) Wecould report and boalt of our Kings, Davidand Solowor, who ſubdued 


Davids and -- 


many Nations unto them : but it is not fit here to ſpeak of them. But 4pior was ignorant of —_—_ pow: 


that whichall the world knoweth, to wit, that the Egyptians have ferved firſt the Perſians, 
and afterwards the Macedonians, and that as bond-ſlaves : where we remaining infreeliber- 
ty, reignedover all Cities round about us 120-years, even unto the time of Pompey the 
Great 3 and when all the other Kings were ſubdued by the Romans, only our Kings for 
their fidelity and friendſhip towards them, were dearunto them. - O bur this ſticketh upon 
Apions ſtomach |! that we have not had any famousmenof our Nation, who have invented 
Arts and Sciences, and been excellent in wiſdom, ſuch as Socrates, Zeno, Cleanthes, and 
others, whom heſetteth down, were : and which js moſt tobe admired, 
intothe number of theſe famous men : and faith, that Alexandria is bleſſed and happy, that 
hath deſerved to have ſuch a Citizen as he 1s : and great reaſon that he himſelf ſhould teſti- 
fe that of himſelf, which all men elſe perceive in him, to wit, that he is an impudent — 
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ful fellow, both of corruptlite and manners. So that any Alevxandrians had juſt cauſeto beg # þ.000 
lorry that they cver had any bctter, opinion of him. But that &er Nation had men equal at © * x?

prayers, and underſtandeth what every man doth in private, yea, his very cogitations; ang 

that he is One, Unbegotten, and in all times Immutable and Eterna}, differing ma moſt ex- 

cellent ſhape from all mortal creatures -- and this we knew, but we are altogether ignotant 

what God 1s as touchivg his Subſtance and Eſſence; | 

And thus the wiſeſt Greeks that ever-were, judged of God, who how learned they were OPIN 

(he grving'the groundof all their knowledge) I now omit to rehearfe: and that theſe things the wileſt 
afore rehearſed are beſt and moſt agreeableto the nature and magnificence 6f God, many Greeks con- 
do witneſs, as Ppthagoras, Anaxagora#;'and Plato, and after them the Stoicks, and almoſt © 8 00d- 
all other Philoſophers have ſo thought of the Divine nature.

But our Law-makers works and wordsſo * 

agreed, that he ſatisfied at large all bis people, and they that were to be born of them, and 

their ſacceſſours, inſpitiap as'it were a'certain conſtancy into them to perſevere in the ſame, 

ſtill referriog the cauſe'of ' his Laws to'their profit and! commodity. For he did not affirm 

the worſhip-of God only to be part of vettue," but he aſſigned other part thereof; -to wit, 

fortitude, juſtice, and mutual concord of all his Citizens. ' For all our ations, ſpeeches, and 
whatelſe ſocver, are all referred to divine piety. Which he left not touched without any ann methods _

ſo, other Law-makers were indeed wiſe in advice and counſel, and yet they made choice of 
one of theſe methods, and left the other3 for the Lacedemonians were inſtructed in man- 
ners and not In words, as alfo they of Crete were - but the Athenians and almoſt all the 
Greeks were directed and trained up by Laws in every thing they were to do , yet never 
could they put their written laws in practice. But our Lawmaker very indultrioufly did con- 
Jo1 both theſe rogether, for he neither omitted the training them up in manners and 
good exerciſes, neither did he ſurceaſe to leave them written laws. And firft of all, making 
his entrance from the very meats, and preſcribing to every one a convenient diet,he left no 
man liberty amongſt us to direCt himſelf in the leaſt matter concerning his meat, but he by 
laws defined, both from what meats we were to abſtain, and what to eat , and what 
ought to be our ordinary diet, as alſo when we ought to labour, and when to ceaſe from 
work ; ſo that we as it were under the government of a Father or Maſter , might neither 
fin willingly, oor for ignorance - for he did not appoint puniſhment for them that were ig- 
norant of it, but by law enacted a moſt neceſſary and mild chaſtiſement for the voluntary 
offenders - and for this cauſe he did not only will, that we ſhould once or twice or often 
hear the laws, but that once every week we all, omitting other buſineſs, ſhould come 
to hear the laws, and fo learn them perfetly, which things all other Law-makers,as & is well 
known,omitted : All which laudable cuſtoms all other Law-makers have negleRed, and the 
moſt part of men are ſo far from living according to their own laws , that they .are altoge- 
ther ignorant of them; and having offended their laws through ignorance, they then learn 
by other mens means, that they nave made breach of their laws5 yea, the chiefeſt and 
moſt eminent men amongſt them, do profeſs herein that they are ignorant, cauſing thoſe 
that are learned and skiltul in their Laws, to fit as it were in commiſſion with them to di- 
rectthem. Whereas every one of our Nation being demanded of our Laws, can anſwer as 
readily as he can tell his ownname : for every one of us learning them as it were ſo ſoon as 
we cometo the uſe of reaſon, we have themas it were written and printed in our minds, and 
by ny means both we offend more ſeldom, and when we offend we are ſure to be pu- 
niſhed. 

And this eſpecially is that which hath cauſed ſuch an unity and concord amongſt us. For to 
worſhip one God all after the ſame manner, and nothing differ in manner and converſation 
one from another, is the only way to eſtabliſh amity and concord in a Common-wealth, 
For only amongſt us no man ſhall hear any different ſpeeches and opinions concerning God, 
which thing amongſt all Nations elſe is moſt frequent and ordinary : for amongſt them not 
only every one of the common people doth ſpeak his pleaſure in this point, but divers Phi- 
loſophers alſo preſume to do it, ſome of them with theic blaſphemous ſpeeches altogether 
deſtroying the nature of God,and others with the like impudency denying bim to have any 
care of men ; neither is there any difference amongſt us of affairs pertaining to mans life, but 
all men with us follow one common expreſs lahour , and we all jointly affirm the Son of 
God,and that he hath care of humane affairs,and all our actions and exerciſes : yea, any one 
may learn of our women and children, that all things whatſoever are to be reduced to piety. 


Hence ir groweth that ſome detraCt our Nationsfor that amongſt us were no men inventers of L 


new matters and ats;to whom we will thus anſwer,that other Nations account it a glory not 
to perſiſt in any thing that their forefathers uſed, and hold them of moſt account amongſt 
them, thet can beſt tranſgre(s their forefathers wiſdom, But we contrariwiſe do account it 
the chiefeſt point of wiſdom and yirtue, neither todo, nor think any thing contrazy to that 
which our anceſtors have decreed, which is a tokegtbat our law was eſtabliſhed by as good 
advice as was poflible. For thoſe laws that inall points are notas they ought to be, are often 
by experience found faulty.But amongſt us who' believe that our law was firſt eſtabliſhed by 
the will and pleaſure of Almighty God, nothing is pious and virtuous which, 'may any 
wiſe impugae the ſame. For who can take away any! tixtle thereof,or add better in the ſtead? 
or who is he that can transfer and carry us from the obſervance of them, and ordaia for us 
better laws to govern our Common-wealth? Or what law canbe more juſt and: better, than 


that whichthe wiſdom of God(whoisthe Lord of 4llthings) bath eſtabliſhed? he ficſt of all

unto their Common-wealth, ſo much as themſelves knew concerning this point : but as 
though it had been a thing of leaſt moment, did willfully let it pals,giving liccnce to Poets, 
and permitting them to deific and make gods whom they pleaſed, and that the Ora- 
tors ſhould write of the Common-wealths athirs, and tell what them hiked of ſtrange gods, 
Poets and Moreover, the Painters and [mage-makers amongſt the Greeks, had a great handin ma-

The Lacede- on, whereas not only we do ſo, but commonly all Greeks, yea and the moſt prudent 
-————— amongſt them. The Lacedemonians did expel all ſtrangers, and did not permit their Cutt- 
firangers 2zenstotravel into other Countries, fearing that by both their ways their laws might be cor- 
rupted. They therefore are to be ſpoken againſtratherthen we, ſecing they neither ad- 
mit ſtrangers to converſe with them, nor to inhabit amongſt them, no nor impart their 
Religion unto them 3 but we, though not defirousto learn other Nations Religion, yet do 
The Atheni- we not deny to impart ours to ſtrangers that deſire to embrace it : which if I be not decer 
ans mane. yedisa token of magnanimity, and clemency in us: but this ſhall ſuffice concerning the 
Lacedeinonians.

all that they in word command: yet amongſt us the execution of them and Fre Jer: Is 
more ready then the wordsof them : I theretore confidently affirm that we do teach more 
Theorigineof piousand vertuous manners then other Nations do: For whatcan be better then inviolate 
the Jem Pijety ? what more juſt then to obey the Law? what more profitable and commodious, then 1 
to be at unity and peace amongſt our ſelves? and neither to forfake one another in calamity, 
nor injure one another in proſperity, to contemn and deſpiſe death in time of War, and in 
peaceto labour andtill our grounds, and to uſeother Arts and works, and always to think 
and believe, that God beholdeth all our aftions, and rulethand diſpoſeth all things ?

Apollonins hearing this, praiſed and commended 
nice Simon, and confiicated the gold and filver tothe Treaſure-houſe of Selexcus; and having 
an Armytro authority from the King to get it, he levied an Army, and fo accompanied with $imo-, 
In. _— unto our Country, purpoling if any violence were offered, to uſe the defence of his 

Souldiers. 

Whenthetreaſure-houſe of our Temple was now a ſacking, 0ias wept bitterly, and 
ſaid, that it was a heavy ſight to them to whom thistreaſure was committed, to lee it,or any 
part of it taken away.But Appollorins, neither reſpecting the tcars and intreaties of the old 
men, women, nor children, prefſedinto the Temple, they all praying God topuniſh him,and x 

Angels upon to defend their Templc.*Being now with a great guard of armed men cntred intothe hol 
Herſes,hning Temple, thcre appeared certain Angels on Horſeback with weapons in their hands, and ſhi- 
brightneſs, ning witha fiery flame about them, and they daunted the courage of this infidel Apollonins, 
who preſently fell down flat upon his face: andlying ſo a great while, atlaſt he camealit- 
tle to himſelf : and riſing up, he leaned upon his ſhoulder who kept the Temple, not be- 
ing able to ſtandalone, he was fo terrified with the viſion he had ſeen. When he camea 
Iittleto himſelf, and was in ſome hope of recovery, he ſtretched both his hands towards 
Heaven, and himſelf deſpairing to obtain pardon for his offence committed, he beſought the 
Hebrews (whoſe Temple he came to ſpoil )to make interceſſion for him, himſelf with tears 
craving pardon for his offence, and not only acknowledging his fault, but alſo confeſling K 
Omasby pray- himſelf to have deſerved death, andall pumſhment poſſible. Holy 0z1as leeing this, and 
. —_— fearing alſo that 1f Apollonins ſhould then dye, the Hebrews would be ſuſpected to have 
lite made him away, he made prayers to God for him, and ſo obtained his Enemies life. Apol- 
lonius preſently haſted to Selencxs to let him underſtand what had hapned : but when he 
came he found Selexcus dead, and Artiochns reigning in his ſtead, a man of tyrannous na- 
ture, whobare an ancient grudge to 04s the high Prieſt : and therefore _—_ CO his 
Antiochus bis Brother high Prieſt in his ſtead; Jaſor promiſing Antiochrs, in lieu of this good turn, to 
os Jous. pay him 3660. Talents of filver every year. 

This Jaſoz being now made high Prieſt, and chief among{t all the Nation of the Jews, he 
preſently forced all the people to1mpiety, and to forſake Religion 3 ſothat to build baths, he L 
hindred the defence and building of the Temple, and all DoCtors of our Nation conſpired 
with him in this iniquity. But hereat God was preſently wroth : who being diſpleaſed, it 
was not needful to ſeek torreign Enemies, for Artiochns himſelf was incited to rage againſt 
them, who warring againſt Ptolomens King of Egypt, he heardit reported that the Jews did 
deem him tobe dead, yet was he very gallantly entertained by the inhabitants of Jeruſalem: : 
andpreſently after the fight, he made an edit, that who ſo amongſt the Jews refuſed to offer 
facrificetothe Gods, heſhould preſently dye upon the wheel. But the godly-minded of our 
Nation didlittle eſteem this edit, yea the women circumciling their infants (as our Law 
requireth) didafterward caſt themſelves down headlong, to the end that they mightſo ob- 
tain a preſent death without longer delay. Antiochus perceiving that the ſeverity of his edict M 

could not compel the Hebrews to forſaketheir Religion, but that men voluntarily did chuſe 

death; hefitting in an eminent place from whence all the Jews might behold him, calling 

| all of them together, he cauſed Swines fleſh to be ſacrificed upon the Altar, and tobe of- 

Eleaxar iv fered to every Hebrew to eat. Amongſt this whole multitude aſſembled from all places,
